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Why Neglect the Negro Churches? 


Overlooked when ‘crisis’ funds are allocated, they should 


be able to look to their fellow congregations for support.

+ MANY white church leaders and predominantly 
white denominational and interchurch agencies are 
behaving these days as if they believe in the church, 
but not in the Negro church; as if they believe in 
Negroes’ ability, but not in their ability as church- 
men. Is this a subtle form of white racism, or does it 
suggest a lack of belief in the church? 

We make a strong case for establishing and main- 
taining strong churches with well trained staff and 
adequate buildings in white communities, but when 
it comes to black communities we tend not only to 
ignore their church leaders and congregations, but 
to resist attempts to give them greater consideration 
and support, We seem ready to listen more sym- 
pathetically to the militant, antireligious black lead- 
ers than to black churchmen, 

Not that the strong stand white church leaders 
have taken in favor of listening to black voices in 
this day of revolution is not commendable. We have 
berated government and private social agencies for 
failing to establish structures within which the mi- 
nority communities can make their own decisions 
and run their own affairs. Yet in far too many 
instances we have acted as if black churchmen are 
incapable of seeing it “like it is” and responding 
creatively, 

Anomalous Situations 


In the wake of the assassination of Martin Luther 
King, Jr., several national denominational bodies 
established “crisis” funds for the alleviation of pov- 
erty and the eradication of discrimination in the 
ghettos, but from those funds little if anything will 
be available for predominantly Negro congregations 
in their struggle to serve the whole man — body, 
mind and spirit. One denomination is raising a 
multimillion-dollar fund to help the poor organize 
and obtain power. When asked if some portion of 
the fund could go to help struggling black denomi- 
nations, the national official responsible replied that 
because of the announced purpose of the fund, “we 
would have difficulty justifying support to local 
black churches.” 

In Minnesota one denominational body has 
raised an emergency fund for the benefit of the 
black ghetto. The major recipient will be a corpora-

tion organized to aid black businessmen and im- 
prove economic conditions in the ghetto, The same 


denominational body has turned a deaf ear to a plea . 


from a local black clergy group for financial assis- 
tance to the churches its members serve. Meanwhile, 
millions of dollars have been poured into Minneap- 
olis’ needy near north side area for physical, social, 
educational and economic rehabilitation. Most of 
the money has come from government and business 
sources and from the United Fund, which as a 
matter of principle are unwilling or unable to con- 
tribute to religious causes, If anyone is going to help 
the Negro churches in the area fulfill their mission 
of service to their neighbors, it will have to be their 
sister churches elsewhere in the community. 

We can be glad that church bodies have finally 
awakened to their respousibility to help meet the 


social and economic needs of fellow human beings . 


in the ghettos and elsewhere, that at long last they 
have begun to put their purses where t‘eir mouths 
are. But why should the black churches be excluded 
from the benefits of the new altruism? Of all groups 
in the ghetto, their needs would seem to be the first 
consideration when priorities are established. Yet 
they seem to have ended up at the bottom of the 
priority list when church “crisis” funds are being 
allocated. ‘Tax and United Fund money never 
reaches them: if they are to be helped the necessary 
funds must come from their sister churches. It is 
time to reverse the trend, to launch a massive 
campaign in all denominations so that black minis- 
ters and their congregations can have an even break, 
can be enabled to meet their people’s physical, 
mental and spiritual needs. These ministers can be 
trusted to know those needs better than anyone else, 
but they cannot be expected to function effectively 
without help. 


Why Not Building Loan Funds? 


Such hel: can take many different forms. Con- 
sider, for iistance, what it will mean to the black 
churches when. all about them schools, homes and 
places of business have been rebuilt or rehabilitated 
by virtue of the crisis funds now available, while 
they must continue operating in dilapidated store- 
fronts or hand-me-down buildings. Their only hope 
for rehabilitation lies in loans fom church agencies. 
Those agencies should immediately ower the re- 
quirements for obtaining such loans — in line with

the call by the churches for secular lenders to take 
more risks in the ghetto. Along with that action 
should come removal of restrictions against lending 
to any but congregations of the lending denomina- 
tion; most of the needy churches are members of 
predominantly Negro denominations whose build- 
ing loan funds are meager or nonexistent. 

It has been done. One Baptist congregation in 
Pennsylvania voted to mortgage its building to ob- 
tain a $100,000 fund to alleviate inadequacies in 
ghetto housing, education and employment. It is 
nothing new for established congregations to mort- 
gage their property in order to help establish new 
white churches in suburban or rural areas; why not 
apply the same principle to enable black congrega- 
tions to worship, study and serve their neighbors in 
decent, serviceable buildings? Do we believe in de- 
cent buildings for white congregations, but not for 
black ones? 


‘Making Do’ with Little 


To ask why black pastors and their churches are 
not doing a better job is extremely unfair. Few 
laymen. even ministers, in white churches are aware 
that countless black churches are served by part-time 
ministers who must earn their living by working at 
one or more secular jobs. Who would expect white 
congregations to prosper under such circumstances? 
‘To expect more production with less investment is a 
subtle form of white racism. 

Even those black ministers who have had college 
or seminary training and who serve their churches 
full time earn considerably less than their white 
colleagues with similar preparation. How could it 
be otherwise? Members of their churches earn on 
the average no more than half of what white church 
members earn; they would have to give almost twice 
as much to their churches if their pastors were to be 
paid what white pastors in similar situations receive. 
Some way must be found to subsidize the salaries of 
ministers and other greatly needed staff members in 
our Negro churches, Meanwhile, as opportunities 
for employment in secular occupations — particu- 
Jarly in the social agency field - open to Negroes 
many able ministers of black churches are leaving 
their posts for more lucrative positions where their 
training and talents make them welcome. 

‘Thousands of black congregations have “dreamed 
up” creative and practical methods of attacking 
problems in their own neighborhoods — problems 
stemming from delinquency, inferior education, 
poverty and indifference. All they lack to make 
those dreams reality is money. Where is it to come 
from? Certainly not from their own meager budgets. 
Certainly not from tax collections or United Fund 
budgets, probably not from businesses or founda- 
tions. The one possible source is contributions from 
predominantly white churches — and just now the 
projects benefiting from those contributions are 
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mainly in the secular field. Certainly those secular 
projects deserve to be forwarded by the churches — 
but not to the exclusion of worthy black church 
enterprises. 


Channel for Mission 


I believe in the church. And I believe that in a 
critical period when black churches are struggling to 
fulfill their mission with the meager resources at 
hand they deserve sacrificial support from the rest of 
us. We are being hypocritical when we urge the 
business community to “give Negroes a better than 
even break” and at the same time fail to do the same 
for our colleagues in the Negro churches, 

In urging such attention to the black churches’ 
needs I would not contend that all of those churches 
are equally worthy of support. They are no better, 
no worse, than white congregations. The potential 
of each should be critically appraised, preferably by 
Negroes themselves. That will not be an easy task, 
but it should not be permitted to deter us from our 
goal, 

The effort I call for must be interdenominational. 
Few major denominations have in their ranks black 
congregations proportionate in number to the 
blacks in our population. Let us ignore denomina- 
tional lines and resolve to offer help to black con- 
gregations strictly on the basis of mission. After all, 
that is what we are talking about: the mission of the 
church, And there is no more important channel for 
that mission than our fellow Christians in the pre- 
dominantly black churches.

No Freedom of Religion for 
American Indians

‘The first Wounded Knee—the massacre of 1890—was basic- 
ally a tragic example of the denial of religious freedom to 
American Indians. If the Indians had been allowed to conduct 
their religious ceremonies without military interference, the 
events at Wounded Knee would probably have been much dif- 
ferent. 


Even today there is not complete religious freedom for native 
Indian religions. Although the severest form of oppression was 
ended in 1934, discrimination and restrictive measures have 
lingered on. 


Amazingly, this long history of the religious oppression of 
Indians has been ignored by almost everyone, including those 
who are usually perturbed about the smallest amount of inter- 
ference by government in religion. 

In this Bicentennial era every phase of United States history 
is being reviewed. American Indians see nothing in this history 
to celebrate, and they have clearly announced that they will 
take no part in the Bicentennial. 

The denial of religious liberty to American Indians, as de- 
scribed here, is a striking example of the destructive treatment 
given to these original inhabitants of America. 


I 


The Europeans who first came to America had virtually no 
conception of religious freedom as present-day Americans know 
it. The American colonies were established at a time when it 
was taken for granted that one of the prerogatives of govern- 
ment was to determine the religion of its people. Thus it was

only natural that the kings who sent out expeditions to discover, 
expropriate, and colonize new territory would insist that the 
religion of the homeland be adopted. There was no intention 
of allowing the natives to worship in their own way. The force 
and financial resources of the government were used to convert 
the Indians. 

One of the purposes of colonization, as expressed in the first 
Virginia charter of 1606, was the propagation of the Christian 
religion among the heathen. Governmental officials were to see 
that the Christian faith was “preached, planted, and used, not 
only within ... the ... colonies, but alsoe . . . amongst the 
savage people . . . according to the . . . religion now professed 
and established within our realme of England.”* 


The Massachusetts charter of 1629 gave the governor and 
freemen of the colony the power to make laws regarding religion, 
so that the natives could come to the knowledge and obedience 
of God and the Christian faith. This, in fact, was proclaimed 
as a principal end of the colony.” 


Connecticut had the same provision in its charter, but all the 
authorities did there was to pass laws compelling the Indians 
to keep the Sabbath. Indians who worked or played on the 
Sabbath were fined five shillings or made to sit in the stocks 
for an hour.’ 


In the colony of New York missionary activity was under- 
taken at the request of the government and for political reasons. 
The colonial administrators feared the adherence of the Iroquois 
nations to the French in Canada. They suspected that this was 
the work of Jesuit missionaries and sought to overcome this with 
Protestant missions, supported in part by government funds.* 


In 1646 the General Court in Massachusetts decreed the death 
penalty for any Indian who might blaspheme God or the Chris- 
tian religion, and it prohibited Indians from performing worship 
to false gods. The General Court instituted the religious instruc- 
tion of the Indians at public expense. The law provided that

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gifts would be given to all Indians willing to receive such in- 
struction.’ Christian missions to the Indians continued to receive 
public support in Massachusetts on a rather small scale. Most 
of the support during the early period came from England, from 
a missionary society known as the Company for Propagation of 
the Gospel in New England and the Parts Adjacent in America. 
But the private enterprise soon became public, as the officers in 
London needed someone in the colonies to manage their business 
with the missionaries. They asked the commissioners of the 
United Colonies of Massachusetts, Plymouth, and Connecticut 
to serve as their local board. So officers of the government be- 
came the actual field directors of the mission. Missionary busi- 
ness was handled along with state affairs at the regular meetings. 
The governor of Massachusetts was chairman of the commis- 
sioners and thus chairman of the missionary enterprise.® 

Even in Pennsylvania, where there apparently were no gov- 
ernmental funds disbursed for missions, one purpose of the 
colony was declared to be the conversion of the poor Indians 
to Christ’s kingdom “ ‘by just and lenient measures.’ ’” 

Roger Williams of Rhode Island has been called the founder 
of “the first successful establishment for complete religious free- 
dom in all history.”® He proclaimed in 1644: “It is the will and 
command of God, that . . . a permission of the most Paganish, 
Jewish, Turkish, or Antichristian consciences and worships, bee 
granted to all men... .” Such a position would seem to em- 
brace even the traditional Indian religions. 

The Baptist followers of Williams, however, did not go that 
far. William G. McLoughlin has concluded that “the Baptists 
were not committed to what most Americans today consider 
separation of church and state. Their aim . . . was to establish 
a ‘righteous government’ in a Christian (Protestant) nation.’”° 


Far from adhering to the extreme position of the sixteenth-century Ana- 
baptists of Germany or even to the radical stance of Roger Williams in

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1636, the pietistic position on separation in New England was on the 
whole a very conservative one. It not only was willing to permit a “sweet 
harmony” between church and state, but it also vehemently demanded such 
cooperation in the interests of achieving and maintaining a Protestant- 
Christian social order... .12 


So it must be concluded that throughout the nearly 170 years 
of the colonial period the intention of both government and 
church leaders was to convert the Indians from their tribal reli- 
gions to Christianity, using whatever influence and power the 
government could muster. Toleration applied only to the various 
Christian groups and in some cases to Jews. 


I 


During the American Revolution and the early national period 
the colonial pattern of cooperation between church and state in 
the conversion of Indians to Christianity continued. The new 
government wanted to assure friendly relations with the Indians, 
and it felt that the missionaries would be a strong influence in 
that direction. 

One of the missionaries was Samuel Kirkland at Oneida, 
known to be a vigorous supporter of the Revolution. During the 
war he was able to pass along valuable information for the army, 
and the Continental Congress paid some of his expenses for this 
purpose. He was attached to General Sullivan’s army in the 
campaign against the Six Nations and received a salary of $444 
as missionary to the Indians and $300 as chaplain of the army 
and interpreter.” 

A resolution passed by the Continental Congress on 5 Feb- 
ruary 1776 declared that “a friendly commerce between the 
people of the United Colonies and the Indians, and the propa- 
gation of the Gospel, and the cultivation of the civil arts among 
the latter, may produce many and inestimable advantages to 
both.” Congress therefore asked the commissioners for Indian 
affairs to find suitable places for ministers and schoolmasters to 
be located and to report to Congress.’ 

The leaders of the New England Company, which maintained 
missions to the Indians, mostly with funds from England, wrote

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to the president of Congress in August 1776 asking for financial 
assistance, since the missionaries had not been paid for a year 
and thus were in dire straits. These missionaries were Samuel 
Kirkland at Oneida, John Sargeant at Stockbridge, and a Mr. 
Crosby at Onohoquaga. The point made was that their work was 
necessary to keep the Indians from joining the enemy. This 
request for missionary salaries was granted. The Continental 
Congress was merely following the precedent set by the colonial 
governments." 

President Thomas Jefferson occasionally made small financial 
contributions for the support of Indian missions from the same 
fund used for providing agricultural implements to the Indians. 
This fund was established by Congress in 1802 for civilizing the 
Indians. Later administrations continued this procedure. The 
missionary boards of the several denominations willingly accepted 
these grants for missionary work.® 

Another example of public funds being used for Indian mis- 
sions is found in a treaty signed in 1803 by William Henry Har- 
rison, then governor of the Indian Territory, and the chiefs of 
the Kaskaskia Indians representing all the Illinois tribes: “And 
whereas the greater part of the said tribe have been baptised 
and received into the Catholic church, .. . the United States 
will give, annually, for seven years, one hundred dollars towards 
the support of a priest of that religion . .. . And the United 
States will further give the sum of three hundred dollars, to 
assist the said tribe in the erection of a church. . . 


Tit 


In 1819 a formal partnership was set up between the federal 
government and denominational mission boards to provide Chris- 
tian schools for the Indian tribes. This partnership lasted ap- 
proximately eighty years. In other words, the federal govern- 
ment was subsidizing what are now called parochial schools on 
the reservations for all those years. 

The policy was expressed in 1789 by Henry Knox, the first 
secretary of war, who was responsible for shaping the Indian 
policy of the new nation. He envisioned a program of civilization

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carried on primarily by Christian missions combined with agri- 
cultural training. He said that the expense of such a system 
would be less in the long run than a system of coercion.” The 
first attempt at such a program failed to materialize because it 
was discovered that Knox would not fund a project that involved 
the teaching of Christianity to Indians who were not already 
converted. No teachers or farmers would consider such work 
except those with a strong missionary motive; hence the scheme 
remained dormant for nearly three decades. 

Then in 1816 a proposal was made by Cyrus Kingsbury on 
behalf of the American Board of Commissioners for Foreign 
Missions. He suggested a school for the Cherokees in which the 
government would provide and own the buildings and equipment, 
but the American Board would provide the personnel. He sold 
President Madison on the plan and established the Cherokee 
mission."* In March 1819, “a permanent ‘Civilization Fund’ 
was established with an appropriation of $10,000.” The presi- 
dent was authorized not merely to provide buildings but to 
employ persons “of good moral character” to teach the Indians 
agriculture and to teach their children reading, writing, and 
arithmetic. The mission boards were not mentioned, but they 
happened to be the only groups ready and able to implement 
the program.” 

The accepted pattern was that outlined by the board of the 
United Foreign Missionary Society. The object was to promote 
among the Indians “not only the knowledge of Christianity, but 
also of the arts of civilized life... . In every establishment there 
shall be a superintendent and an assistant, who shall be Ministers 
of the Gospel, a schoolmaster, a farmer, a blacksmith, a car- 
penter, . . . all of whom come under the general denomination 
of MISSIONARY.” The government soon changed the plan 
to provide only two-thirds of the cost of the buildings, requiring 
the missions to secure the other third from other sources.”! 

By 1826 thirty-eight schools were being supported from the 
fund. These included Congregational, Presbyterian, Baptist, 
Methodist, Moravian, Roman Catholic, and Episcopal schools.” 
“Tf the churches had any qualms of conscience about so intimate

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a relationship between church and state,” wrote R. Pierce Beaver, 
“one would expect to find the expression of such sentiments most 
evident among the Baptists. However, no other denomination 
except the Methodists was so ready throughout the 19th century 
to rely principally on government support of Indian mission work 
and do relatively little to get adequate money from the 
churches,” 

These denominational missions and schools not only were an 
infringement on the principle of the separation of church and 
state but also were a massive system set up with the force of 
government to do away with the ancient tribal religions against 
the will of the Indians. Participation in them was compulsory, 
not voluntary. Robert F. Berkhofer, Jr.,* has pointed out that 
the boarding schools often suffered from the arbitrary removal 
of the children by their parents. So the missionaries depended 
on contracts backed by legal force to secure steady attendance. 
The superintendent of the Mackinaw Mission of the American 
Board “relied upon an act of the Michigan Legislative Council 
which provided for binding the children to him by legal indenture 
so that they could not be removed before coming of age or their 
education completed.” 

Such was truly a partnership between church and state to 
force the Indians to give up their traditional culture and religion 
and adopt Western European culture and the Christian religion. 


IV 


The next period involved what is known as Grant’s Peace 
Policy of the 1870s. There were two perplexing problems in 
regard to the Indian people in the United States. One was the 
constant friction, hostility, and even warfare between the native 
tribes and the invading people. The other was the gross corrup- 
tion and fraud that characterized the Indian agents and their 
administration. Protestant Episcopal Bishop Henry B. Whipple 
told President Abraham Lincoln in 1862 that “there is a tradition 
on the border that an Indian agent with fifteen hundred dollars

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a year can retire upon an ample fortune in four years.”* Gen- 
eral Sherman discovered that a politician who had been appointed 
to an agency “saved” $50,000 within three years out of his salary 
of $1,500 per year!” 

In an effort to deal with both problems in a new way, Presi- 
dent U. S. Grant took two steps. He replaced the old agents 
and superintendents on the reservations and set up a civilian 
board called the Board of Indian Commissioners to supervise 
Indian affairs. 

The Board of Indian Commissioners was considered to be 
church-related or church-dominated, but in fact it was merely 
made up of prominent Christian laymen. It did some good in 
preventing fraud and instances of conflict, but the members soon 
discovered they had little real power; all but one member of 
the board resigned in 1874. Nevertheless, the board did continue 
in existence until 1933 and represented a stabilizing influence 
in a difficult situation.” 

After dismissing the Indian agents, Grant first appointed army 
officers in their place. Congress objected, however, and on the 
advice of the Board of Indian Commissioners Grant requested 
church mission boards to nominate agents for most of the res- 
ervations.” The idea for this procedure came from the success 
of the Friends in managing a few reservations. In his message 
to Congress in 1870, President Grant said: 


The experiment of making it [that is, the management of the reserva- 
tions] a missionary work was tried with a few agencies given to the 
denomination of Friends, and has been found to work most advanta- 
geously. . . . Indian agencies being civil offices, I determined to give all 
the agencies to such religious denominations as had heretofore established 
missionaries among the Indians, and perhaps to some other denominations 
who would undertake the work on the same terms, ie., as a missionary 
work, The societies selected are allowed to name their own agents, subject 
to the approval of the Executive, and are expected to watch over them 
and aid them as missionaries, to Christianize and civilize the Indian, and 
to train him in the arts of peace.3°

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The secretary of the Board of Indian Commissioners and the 
secretary of the interior worked out a plan to allocate agencies 
to the various mission groups. The list of denominations and 
their agencies is an amazing document. It included Friends, 
Methodist, Roman Catholic, Baptist, Presbyterian, Congrega- 
tional, Reformed, Protestant Episcopal, Unitarian, Free-Will 
Baptist, and United Presbyterian denominations and later the 
Evangelical Lutheran and Disciple denominations. 

First of all, the mission board that was assigned an agency was 
supposed to nominate the agent and keep watch over him in 
some supervisory way. Secondly, the denomination was expected 
to use its own funds to establish a denominational mission on 
the reservation, if it did not already have one. Thirdly, the 
board was to maintain a school for the children with some finan- 
cial assistance from the federal government. 

Truly this was a complex operation with governmental and 
church efforts so merged as to be indistinguishable. According to 
Anson Phelps Stokes, “There is no more striking evidence in 
American history of cooperation between Church and State than 
is indicated by this list [of agencies], which shows the great 
religious bodies assuming important tasks as representatives of 
the government, and at its request.’*? “Perhaps the most serious 
issue was that of religious liberty, a fundamental right of all 
American citizens,” wrote R. Pierce Beaver. “Was it [religious 
liberty] the right of the Indian wards of the government as well? 
Neither the Protestant nor the Roman Catholic missionaries and 
officials were really concerned about the Indian’s right to main- 
tain and defend his own religion, and they were fighting more 
for freedom of action by the missionary agencies.’** 

Such a system of denominational control of the reservations 
was bound to produce problems of jealousy and competition. 
Catholic-Protestant relations in those days were far from cordial, 
but so were relations among the Protestant groups. Eventually 
the churches themselves began to question the whole philosophy 
of government-supported missions and mission schools. 

At the same time political and business interests were trying 
to bring discredit on the system of church nominations and were 
looking for ways to return to power on the reservations. Finally,

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in 1882, H. M. Teller, President Chester A. Arthur’s secretary 
of the interior, terminated the whole Peace Policy of President 
Grant, and the participation of the missionary societies in the 
administration of the Indian agencies ceased.** 

Collaboration between church and state in Indian education, 
however, continued for another decade. What actually happened 
was that the Protestant denominations began to realize how much 
more money the Catholic schools were getting than they were. 
In the eight years preceding 1893 the Catholic schools had re- 
ceived $2,355,416, while all eight Protestant denominations had 
received only $938,977. One by one the Protestant denomina- 
tions passed resolutions calling for an end to the subsidies.* The 
Appropriations Act of 1895 decreed that financial aid would be 
cut to 80 percent of the previous amount, and by 1899 it was 
affirmed that Congress had made the “final appropriation for 
sectarian schools.’"* After eighty years the official partnership 
between the federal government and the Christian churches was 
ended.

The removal of governmental subsidy for Christian schools, 
however, did not bring religious freedom to the Indians. In the 
meantime, the period of the greatest opposition to Indian reli- 
gions had begun. This was from about 1880 to 1934. 

What restrictions were actually imposed, or who imposed 
them, is not clear; but many experts agree that the repression 
was severe. Vine Deloria, Jr., has written in God Is Red: 


By the time of the Allotment Act [1887], almost every form of Indian 
religion was banned on the reservations. In the schools the children were 
punished for speaking their own language. Anglo-Saxon customs were 
made the norm for Indian people; . . . and stern measures were taken 
to discourage them from continuing tribal customs. Even Indian funeral 
ceremonies were declared to be illegal, and drumming and any form of 
dancing had to be held for the most artificial of reasons. The Lummi 
Indians from western Washington, for example, continued some of their 
tribal dances under the guise of celebrating the signing of their treaty.37

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Stephen Ferara wrote in his study of Sioux religious beliefs: 
“Dances, of all types, were officially banned by the government, 
whether religious or not... . Shamans and herbalists often prac- 
ticed secretly, and were sometimes arrested. The Sun Dance was 
officially banned in 1881 ... [and] the last of the torture [sacri- 
ficial] dances were actually held in 1883.78 

The authorities and the army officers thought every Indian 
dance was a war dance, endangering the peace of the frontier. 
This was the issue leading up to the Wounded Knee Massacre 
of 1890. The background was a Messiah religion developed by a 
Paiute named Wovoka. He proclaimed that following his way 


would bring about the restoration to the Indians of their hunting grounds, 
the return of their buffalo, and other blessings. The so-called ghost 
dances . . . were a feature of the excitement .... The Sioux in South 
Dakota became so affected that the Indian agent wired for troops, and 
many settlers left their homes, fearing a major Indian uprising. General 
Nelson A. Miles . . . ordered the seizure of Chief Sitting Bull... ; and 
he and six Indian police and eight of his followers were killed while 
resisting.39 


In the massacre that followed two hundred or more Indians and 
twenty-nine whites were killed. One expert has contended: 
“Mainly because they misunderstood the meaning of the Ghost 
Dance religion, the Government’s policy makers who ran the 
reservations from Washington decided to stamp it out. If they 
had taken the trouble to examine its basic tenets, they would 
have found that in its original form the religion was opposed to 
all forms of violence, self-mutilation, theft, and falsehood. As 
one Army officer observed: ‘Wovoka has given these people a 
better religion than they ever had before.’ ””° 

Before the battle, while the situation was becoming tense, a 
former Indian agent, Dr. Valentine McGillicuddy, who had been 
sent to resolve the trouble, said: “I should let the dance con- 
tinue. The coming of the troops has frightened the Indians. If 
the Seventh-Day Adventists prepare their ascension robes for 
the second coming of the Savior, the United States Army is not 
Mone Meum of he Plains indians, nad, ts qucted ie Sian Steen: The Nes

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put in motion to prevent them. Why should not the Indians 
have the same privilege? If the troops remain, trouble is sure 
to come.’! Nobody listened to him, however, and the massacre 
occurred. Undoubtedly the tragedy developed even more fears 
of Indian religious ceremonies, and the restrictions continued 
for a generation or two.

At last there came on the scene the commissioner of Indian 
affairs in President Franklin D, Roosevelt’s administration, John 
Collier. He was greatly interested in preserving Indian art and 
religion. He believed in religious freedom and felt the missionary 
schools had become too dominant. In 1934 he issued an order 
under the title, “Indian Religious Freedom and Indian Culture.” 
The statement declared: “No interference with Indian religious 
life or ceremonial expression will hereafter be tolerated .... The 
fullest constitutional liberty, in all matters affecting religion, con- 
science and culture, is insisted on for all Indians.’*? In explana- 
tion Commissioner Collier stated: 


Secretary Ickes and I felt compelled to issue the order . . . because we 
discovered that the Indian religions and the free choice of the Indians in 
religious matters were not given this Constitutional protection. We found, 
for example, that Indian children in the Government schools were subjected 
to compulsory denominational instruction, not through parental choice but 
by official coercion. School teachers were required to exact attendance and 
to maintain discipline at purely religious meetings. Physical persecution 
against the Indian religions has been indulged in from time to time, down 
to very recent years. Our present policy is to give to the Indians the same 
tights that other people in the country have, and have had, without 
question.*3 


The churches were generally opposed to Collier not merely 
because their missions were being criticized and given a more 
difficult task under the new policies but also because they op- 
posed any move that tended to restore the older tribal ways and

retard integration of Indians into the majority culture. How- 
ever, in the 1940s the churches began to concede that neither 
the government nor other organizations “had the right to make 
unilateral decisions about the Indian’s present and future but 
that his consent was needed,’* 

In spite of Collier’s decree of 1934, Indians still do not enjoy 
complete religious freedom. One familiar example is the legal 
restriction in various states and even on some reservations against 
the use of peyote in Indian worship. The federal government 
has now legalized its use in religious services by the approxi- 
mately two hundred thousand members who are claimed by the 
Native American Church. But the Indians are still apprehensive 
lest their rights in this regard be taken away again. 

Another strange anomaly exists regarding freedom of religion 
for Indians on the reservations. This is the fact that the Four- 
teenth Amendment extends the Bill of Rights, including religious 
liberty, specifically to the states; but the Supreme Court has 
consistently ruled that an Indian reservation is not a state. 
“Therefore, the amendment’s protective features do not apply. 
In fact, unless the tribal council has established a bill of rights, 
no such guarantee of individual rights exists for the reservation 
Indian.” Congress by statute could extend the guarantee of 
religious freedom to the reservation, but it has not chosen to 
do so. The tribal governments can establish local bills of rights, 
including freedom of religion, and many have done so. But it 
appears that a majority of the reservation Indians “do not live 
under any bill of rights at all.’ 

A typical case in which this would make a difference was in 
the Jemez Pueblo, where six Protestants claimed religious dis- 
crimination in an overwhelmingly Catholic pueblo. They 
“charged that the Pueblo had refused their right to bury their 
dead in the community cemetery,” “build a church of their own 
on Pueblo land,” “use their homes for church purposes,” and 
“permit Protestant missionaries freely to enter the Pueblo at 
reasonable times.” 

The point here is that as a matter of fact Indians on reserva- 
tions still do not have the constitutional guarantee of religious 
freedom which the rest of the population enjoys.

The most perplexing and pervasive violation of Indian reli- 
gious rights is just now beginning to be understood by non- 
Indians. This is the repeated and insensitive removal of the 
tribes from their sacred land and shrines. Vine Deloria, Jr., has 
said that “[t]he primary thesis of tribal religions” is “the rela- 
tionship of a particular people with a particular land.””” Yet the 
entire treatment of the Indians in the United States has violated 
this religious principle of theirs. 

On this score the greatest victory for the Indians thus far 
has been the restoration of the sacred Blue Lake area to the 
people of Taos Pueblo in New Mexico, Deloria tells the story: 


Theodore Roosevelt, on a great conservation trip in 1906, decided that 
the timberlands in northern New Mexico should be placed in a national 
forest for their protection. .. . [W]hen the government surveyors had 
finished laying out the boundaries, the sacred Blue Lake, central to the 
practice of the Pueblo religion, was safely within the forest. The people 
of the Pueblo immediately petitioned the government for the lake’s restor- 
ation, They explained that it was their major religious shrine and that 
the Pueblo would die without its sanctuary for the perpetuation of its 
religion. The Interior Department sided with the Pueblo in 1912, sup- 
porting a return of the Jake to them.*® 


The Department of Agriculture objected, and the struggle con- 
tinued for more than sixty years. 


In 1965 the Indian Claims Commission . . . admitted that the United 
States had illegally taken the Blue Lake area and offered a substantial 
sum as compensation. The commissioners were astounded when the 
Indians refused the money. They wanted the Blue Lake area returned 
to them. If the commission would not do that, the Indians did not want 
it said that they had sold their sacred shrine... . 


It seemed that for someone in America to turn down a dollar was unusual. 
When it was a little group of Indians living on the edge of starvation, it 
presented a more profound and difficult moral question than is usually 
raised in government circles... .

In December 1970 President Nixon signed into law the bill that restored 
44,000 acres surrounding the sacred Blue Lake to the people of the Taos 
Pueblo. The significance of the law could not be underestimated [over- 
stated], It was the first clear sign, as Senator Charles Percy noted in 
his speech on the bill, that the Indian religious practices would be given 
equal respect along with Christian ceremonies.*9 


Most of the recent confrontations of the American Indian 
Movement and other Indian groups with the government have 
had religious overtones in relation to the sacred land and shrines 
of the tribes involved. This is just now registering on the 
consciousness of the rest of the country. 


In a historical sense Americans must remember the total dis- 
ruption that occurred to the religious life of a tribe every time 
it was separated from its sacred places. To the Western Euro- 
pean and Christian mind, a change of location was primarily a 
matter of finding a new way of supporting one’s family. To the 
Indian it was a religious disruption. Moreover, as long as tribes 
are even now separated from their sacred places by governmental 
action, they are still deprived of religious freedom, the same as 
Christians and Jews would be if they were prohibited from gath- 
ering for corporate worship. 


The essence of the essay, then, is this. From the arrival of 
the white man on these shores to this year 1976 the Native 
Americans have never had freedom to worship as they chose, 
without governmental interference or compulsion. At first, many 
others also lacked that freedom. Now the rest of the country 
has achieved it, and in this Bicentennial period we should see that 
our Indian brothers and sisters also achieve religious freedom.

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ELIZABETH WITHERIDGE - an appreciation of a remarkable lady 


by Kim Cook 


Elizabeth Witheridge, wife of the Rev. David Witheridge of 
Minneapolis, and mother of Jim and Tom, died peacefully in 
the Walker Methodist Health Centre in Minneapolis on 8th 
August, 1995. Her long and remarkable life was one of 
tremendous achievement in the most quiet and unassuming way, 
and I hope, through this article, to be able to share with 
those of you who did not know Elizabeth, something of her 
life and character. 


Elizabeth was raised in Saginaw, Michigan, where she spent 
most of her childhood in the care of her grandparents on 
their farm. From her earliest days she had a_ strong 
Christian faith and a great love and concern for children 
two attributes that were to be the markers of her life. 


After leaving school Elizabeth trained as a kindergarten 
(primary school) teacher, graduating from Central Michigan 
University. She taught for 13 years in Saginaw. In 1941 she 
married David, whom she had known since childhood, as they 
were both members of the same church. At the time of their 
marriage, David was a _ heating, ventilation and air 
conditioning engineer. 


Later, when David gave up engineering to train as a Baptist 
minister, Elizabeth also took courses at Colgate Rochester 
Divinity School. After graduating from divinity college, 
David became a pastor in Illinois, where they lived for nine 
years before, in 1951, moving to Minneapolis where David 
became Executive Director of the Greater Minneapolis Council 
of Churches. 


As well as bringing up their two sons, Jim and Tom, 
Elizabeth fulfilled all the duties expected of a pastor's 
wife - and more. Her rapport with children made her a 
natural Sunday School teacher. She led the children's 
choir, and served on many church committees involved in 
caring for the disadvantaged. In particular, she had a 
great concern for the plight of the American Indians, being 
heavily involved with the Division of Indian Work of the 
Greater Minneapolis Council of Churches. In everything she 
did, she showed great concern for the welfare of others. 


In addition to all this, Elizabeth somehow found time to 
write a succession of books for children. The first 'Mara 
of Old Babylon' published in 1955, was the story of a child 


in Biblical times. This was followed by ‘Mara Journeys 
Home' and, in complete contrast, ‘Jim Penney's Golden 
Nugget", based on the life of one of her ancestors in the 
days of the gold rush. 


All Elizabeth's books were based on fact, and many recounted 
events that she had experienced herself, or circumstances 
she had encountered in her welfare work. Throughout her 
writings, Elizabeth tackled real social issues in a way that 
children could understand and relate to, and her books are 
full of her gentle wisdom. All her books were meticulously 
researched, and in an interview after the publication of one 
of them, she insisted that "books for children should be 
historically accurate. Such great harm can be done by 
giving them wrong information". 


"Dead End Bluff', which recounted the experiences of a blind 
boy, won a national award. Much of Elizabeth's own 
childhood is recalled in "Never Younger, Jeannie', 
(published in 1963), a book she dedicated to the memory of 
her grandparents, while 'Just One Indian Boy', (published in 
1974) was based on the lives of young Native Americans (as 
they now prefer to be called) on a reservation in northern 
Minnesota. I treasure the copies of these two books given me 
by Elizabeth. 


On the fly-leaf of ‘Just One Indian Boy', Elizabeth wrote 
the following inscription: 


‘One Indian boy growing up read this book and said to 
his mother, "I've read this book three times, and it's 
the best book I have ever read!" As its author, I am 
pleased beyond words that it has fulfilled the purpose 
that I dreamed for it!' 


Even though she was no longer in full-time teaching, 
Elizabeth continued to be involved with children's 
education. She travelled widely, visiting schools to speak 
about her books, and to encourage children both to think 
carefully about the issues they raised, and to consider 
writing their own experiences. Her visits to schools were 
greeted with enormous enthusiasm by the young pupils, who 
loved her dearly, and would string banners of welcome across 
the school entrance. Such tokens of esteem always surprised 
and delighted Elizabeth, who never saw herself as anyone 
special, even when others did. 


Elizabeth's care and concern for others was always very 
practical, and she campaigned for many causes in support of 


the disadvantaged, particularly among ethnic minorities. 
Without succumbing to the aggression so prevalent among the 
campaigners of today, Elizabeth quietly and firmly stood her 
ground on issues of injustice and inequality. 


Elizabeth's ancestry was predominantly English (Plumb, 
Gilbert, Kendall and Baldwin featured in her family tree) 
and her ancestors had been among the very earliest 
American colonists. Some had fought for freedom in the 
American War of Independence in 1776. This ancestry 
entitled Elizabeth to the highly prized accolade of 
membership of the prestigious organisation ‘Daughters of the 
American Revolution'. But when the DAR refused to allow the 
renowned black singer Marion Anderson to sing in their 
august halls, Elizabeth did what to many people was 
unthinkable - she resigned her membership. She was not 
alone, however, because Eleanor Roosevelt did likewise. The 
political climate has, thankfully, changed considerably 
since then, but in those days Elizabeth's action was a bold 
and courageous step. 


Our family's first contact with David and Elizabeth came in 
the 1960s, when David wrote to all the Witheridges he could 
find in the UK telephone directories. One of these was my 
aunt Dorothy. Unable to get up to London herself, and 
knowing that I had already done some work on the family 
tree, she commissioned me to do some further research so 
that we could answer David's questions about our branch of 
the family. From my reply to that letter grew a 
correspondence and a friendship that continue to this day. 


In the early days, most of the letters were about family 
history and were written by David. However, when our elder 
son, Jason was born in 1968, he was diagnosed as having a 
rare digestive problem for which the prognosis was not good. 
During Jason's illness there were long gaps between my 
letters, and eventually I wrote and explained the situation. 
By return of post we received two lovely letters, one from 
David, the other from Elizabeth. In her letter, Elizabeth 
explained that their son Tom had also been born with a 
similar condition, so she knew and understood our anxieties. 
Her letter was full of practical sympathy, warmth and above 
all encouragement, and it lightened those dark days. 
Thereafter, Elizabeth would always add her own personal 
messages to David's letters, and we felt that they were both 
our dearest friends, even though at that stage we had never 
met. 


We eventually met for the first time when David and 
Elizabeth first came to the UK in June 1976. They arrived 
just in time to be guests of honour at our church's supper 
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to celebrate the American Bicentenary. It was only after 
the supper that I learned how appropriate the occasion was 
for Elizabeth! Later, we celebrated the Fourth of July with 
tea in an English garden, ending with what was then, to us, 
the novelty of water ice. Elizabeth was thrilled for 
(unknown to us) water ice had been a traditional ingredient 
of her childhood Fourth of July celebrations! 


On that first visit, David and Elizabeth stayed in the UK 
for three months, combining visits to British Councils of 
Churches with family history research and holiday. They met 
many Witheridges in their travels, and I particularly 
remember a wonderful day we all spent with Anthony and 
Francoise Witheridge and their four young children together 
with Anthony's father, George and his wife Gwen, at their 
home on an Army base in Kent. As always, Elizabeth took 
great pleasure in having so many youngsters around her. 


As David and Elizabeth shared our interests in history, and 
in plants and flowers, Hampton Court and Kew Gardens were on 


the agenda. We were disappointed with Kew, looking (as we 
thought) very sad and brown in that famous 'summer of the 
drought' (so like this one!) but Elizabeth loved it. 


Throughout their travels and visits, Elizabeth, despite 
being nearly 70, never flagged. All through that heat, 
however busy she was, however tight their schedule, 
Elizabeth remained calm and unflappable. I often wished I 
could emulate her easy efficiency and even temperament. And 
every evening she wrote up her journal, recording the 
experiences of their visit. I wondered if she might find 
the ingredients for another book in that journal. 


David and Elizabeth made two further visits to the UK, in 
1980 and 1988, and then in 1990 welcomed us most warmly to 
their home in Minneapolis, where we got to know the whole 
family. With her continuing love of children, it was 
natural that Elizabeth was particularly devoted to her 
grand-daughter Rebecca, daughter of Tom and his wife 
Virginia. Even though by then we could see the early signs 
of the Alzheimer's disease that was to develop during those 
last five years, her natural rapport with children was still 
very evident. 


Here we also saw further evidence of the love of plants that 
David and Elizabeth shared. In the house, Elizabeth had a 
wonderful collection of African violets, which she grew and 
tended herself. In the garden we enjoyed their beautiful 
rose bed - a delight of colour and scent. Nothing unusual 
in that you may think - until you remember that after summer 


temperatures in the high eighties and a warm autumn, 
Minneapolis has two or three months a year under snow, when 
temperatures can be down to minus 20 degrees or more! 


In November, 1991, on one of those cold, snowbound days, 
Elizabeth injured her hip ina fall. Although the injury 
eventually healed reasonably well, the shock precipitated an 
acceleration of her Alzheimer's disease. For over three 
years David nursed her devotedly at home, even when, in his 
exhaustion, he fell and broke his own ankle, earlier this 
year. However as Elizabeth's illness progressed, the 
need for round-the-clock nursing in a specialist centre was 
inescapable, and her last weeks were spent in the Walker 
Methodist Health Centre near their home in Minneapolis, 
where she received the very best of care. 


Even in thost last days, when memory and co-ordination had 
failed, and she was unable to speak even the names of those 
she loved, her delight in children never dimmed, and _ she 
would greet nine-year-old Rebecca with open arms and a 
beaming smile. 


During the funeral service in Grace Trinity Church in 
Minneapolis, the congregation sang Elizabeth's favourite 
hymn - Eleanor Farjeon's 'Morning has broken' - one she had 
taught to her own children, and to generations of Sunday 
School children. 


Elizabeth's quiet, steadfast faith has surely secured for 
her a place where she can truly sing 


‘Mine is the sunlight! Mine is the morning 
Born of the one light Eden saw play!' 


Elizabeth was a talented, gracious and generous person, 
greatly loved by all who knew her. I'm sure all Witheridge 
Society members will join with me in sending our condolences 
to David, to Tom, Virginia and Rebecca, and to Jim and 
David.

tt was with great sadness that we learned, in 2) 


History Society. 

David Edward Witheridge was born on 15 August 1914, in Bay City, 
near Saginaw, Michigan. David was the third of four children born to 
William Allen Witheridge and Edith Sophia Nemitz, his siblings being 
William Nemits Witheridge, Louise Alice Witheridge, and John 
Meredith Witheridge, all of whom pre-deceased him. 

David’s grandfather, William Witheridge, had been born in 
Combmartin, Devon, in 1856, but by the late 1870s the family had 
moved to Glamorgan, South Wales. In 1887/88 William, with his wife 
Mary Jane Allen and four surviving children, including David's father, 
moved to the USA, where three further children were born. 

David grew up in the Saginaw area, and initially trained as a heating 
and ventilating engineer, working for his father’s business. However, 
his true vocation was to the Christian ministry, and he left the family 
business to train as a Baptist minister. 

On 5 September 1941 David married Elizabeth Helen Kendall 
Plumb, a teacher and Sunday School teacher, who had also been born 
and raised in the Saginaw area. The family soon grew, with son James 
(Jim), born in 1946, and Thomas (Tom) in 1947. 

David's first ministry posting took them to Illinois, where they 
remained until 1951, when David was appointed Executive Director of 
the Greater Minneapolis Council of Churches. Here David's superb 
administrative and organisational skills came to the fore, co-ordinating 
Christian work in a city packed with churches of every denomination. 

David and Elizabeth shared a strong belief in justice and equality 
for all, at a time when to be Native American or black meant adverse 

discrimination at almost every turn. David was never one to make a 
fuss, or display any anger he felt, which would waste time and energy. 
Expletives were certainly never on his agenda. Instead, he would say 
‘Oh my!’ in any one of a dozen different ways; with compassion at bad

News, with enthusiasm at exciting news, with joy at good news, with a 
querying upward inflection when he wanted to hear more, and with 
determination when he heard of a situation where he could make a 
difference. Afterwards, he would think and pray, and then work 
quietly and efficiently to lobby those who had the means and 
opportunity to change things. 

David had long had a passion for family history, and in 1967 he 
found copies of London telephone directories in a Minnesota library, 
and wrote to all the Witheridges listed! One of these was my aunt, 
Dorothy Witheridge who, knowing that I'd been researching our family 
for some years, passed David's letter to me. Thus began a friendship 
that lasted over 40 years, and which has been a great blessing. 

David was always generous in sharing his research, and taking on 
research for others, and his support and encouragement were 
instrumental in enabling the dream of a Witheridge one-name society 
to come to fruition. In my tribute, sent to his memorial service in June 
2009 (see page 24), | recorded the love and gratitude for David felt not 
only by my own family, but by all in the Witheridge FHS, whether or 
not they had ever met him. 

Our thoughts and prayers are with his family, particularly Jim and 
David, Tom, and Rebecca, who have lost a dearly-loved father, 
grandfather and friend.

Near Rev. Witheridge, 


T enjoyed your talk and pictures at the Snglish Interest Group last 
Saturday. I told you a little about our family history. Most of my informa- 
tion on the early Norman family comes from a book published in 1976, by 
William =. Norman, titled- NORMAN CBN@ALOGY. I helped a little with this 
book in that I helped get the menberial gas. the Minnesota branch of the family. 


A paragraph on the family prior to their journey to Canada in 1833 
reads thus: 

“George Norman and Joan Leigh were married and settled on a farm at Quarme 
for nine years and where four children were born to them - George, Robert, 

* John (who died while poung). Maria and Bliza. When Zliza was six weeks old, 

‘ the family moved to Witheridge (@xton?) and here reQsfined on a fine large 
farm of 200 acres for 14 years. The old farmhouse was large, having been 
the residence of a land owner. The rooms were large and the parlour boasted 
a wooden floor, the only one downstairs in the country around. The hall, 
adining-room and kitchen, pantry and dairy had stone floors. Zach room 
contained a fireplace and the large bedrooms upstairs had fireplaces. At 
the back was another building having a kitchen downstairs and bedrooms 
upstairs where the servants, 4 men and 3 women, had their rooms. Bighteen 
cows were kept and butter and cheese made every day. ‘Small beer was made 
every two weeks. THis was not intoxicattig and was used as a drink at meals 
as we use tea. Hogsheads of cider were made each year, there being a cider 


mill on the place.’ end et the food Ah 


Quy son, Jim, had been there severals before us, so we stayed at the home BiB, 
of “r. and Yrs. David “Yorman at “upworthy Farm near Wheddon Cross.” Mrs. Norman 
was kind enought to drive us around and show us the country. She took us to 
the church at Vinsford--as that was supposed to be the family church. From 
there we went to Witheridge Farm. Neither my husband or I can remember just 
where it was from the church, but it couldn't have been very far. We would 
guess 10 or 15 miles. I am telling you these names in case you have a map 
that would give you some idea of where we were. 


To get to the farmyard, we drove down a narrow lane into the yard. The 
house was a two-story stone building. The lady who lived there said it was 
about 300 years old. The walls were 18 to 20 ¢ thick at the bottom, and 
about 8 inches at the top. ‘She was sure it had originially been a thathed roof. 
None of the doorways were square, but were all round at the top. The stone 
floors were large stones ¢dt/Jf¥¢ of slate color and set into sort of a cement. 
The upstairs doorways were only about 5 feet hight so you really had to stoop 
to anter them. The front door was made of slabs of wood and was about 4 inches 
thick. The big iron straps and the bolts in those iron pleces were very 
otvviously hand-made. 


I hope this is of interest to yous I am wondering if the ogkginal 
owners of the Farm our fafiily lived on were named Witheridge. I also wonder 
when farms were given names.

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Editor’s Note 


The next three documents (W119, followed by two unnumbered documents) 
pertain to the Gubb family of Berrynarbor and Combe Martin, Devon, England, 
and their descendants in South Africa. 


As you will see in the third document (a 1984 handwritten letter by DEW and 
its typed transcription), the Gubbs connected to the Witheridges through the 
marriage of William Gubb (bapt. 1778) and Mary Witheridge (bapt. 1777). 
This marriage is shown in the “Pedigree of Witheridge, Of Berry Narbor and 
Combe Martin in North Devon. [sic] Shewing descent of Gubb Family from the 
Same”; see document W135(a), folderk63é {.63 6. 


Dad considered the discovery of the Gubb connection to be a breakthrough in 
his work, because it expanded his Witheridge focus to a whole new continent. 
I actually don’t know how important his work on the Gubb connection was to 
the entire body of everyone’s work on the Witheridge family. (That’s for others 
to decide, and after all, once he had “found” the Gubbs, he relied on a pedigree 
compiled by someone else.) But I do know it was important to Dad. 


The work summarized in his brief letter to “Harry, Toots, and Robert” must 
have taken hours of work over a period of weeks, even months — one more 
example of how damnably time consuming it was to search for ancestors and 
other relatives before the Internet was born and became routinely used as a 
genealogical tool. 


Because of the semi-legible reproduction quality, I have transcribed DEW’s 
letter on the page immediately following it. Yes, the quality was positively 
SCARY.

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Transcription of DEW’s letter to Harry, Toots, and Robert Witheridge, Dec. 8, 1984 
(no document number), necessary because the content is important but the faintness 
of the original (a carbon copy) makes it difficult to read when digitized. 


Dec. 8, 1984 


Dear Harry, Toots, & Robert, 


You must have wondered why you never heard from me after you sent the clipping 
about the death of the widow of Thomas Witheridge Gubb in South Africa. The truth is, I 
have had great success in tracking down the family and finding that they are indeed distant 
relatives who stem back to Combe Martin where my family originated. 


Our University of Minnesota Library has many newspapers from all over the world and 
they had Johannesburg, but not Cape Town. However, they had a book that lists all the 
public libraries in the world. So I wrote to the library in Cape Town, and they sent me a copy 
of the death notice there, which gave one of the survivors as Nick Gubb. They also gave me 
the address of N. Gubb from the telephone directory. 


I wrote and got a long reply from Margaret Gubb, widow of Noel Gubb, a nephew cousin 
of Thomas Witheridge Gubb. It seems that the original Thomas Witheridge Gubb was born 
in Combe Martin about 1809, the son of William Gubb and Mary Witheridge. There were 
three Thomas Witheridge Gubbs. The first had a fleet of ships that went between England 
and South Africa. The second one was a millionaire on three occasions and lost his money 
each time by extravagance and wild living. The third was the one whose widow died in 
February. 


Margaret Gubb also sent me a pedigree of the Combe Martin Witheridges showing the 
descent of the Gubb family from them. This also shows how my family ties in. It is 
interesting that Margaret and her husband still returned to Combe Martin almost every 
year, and she will be visiting there for three months in 1985. 


So, you see, | am very grateful to you for passing on this death notice to me and enabling 
me to find this new part of our family. 


We have had a good year and hope you have had, too. Best wishes to all for Christmas 
and the New Year.

She has now branched out 
and employs a YTS girl full time and has expanded to 5 children including 
Thomas. The stimulation of other youngsters has been very good for Thomas 
who walks and talks (Well, Dad-dy and Mum-my is talking, isn't tt?) and 
plays well with the others, sharing his toys and probably his dinner.

it's ever a year since our correasondence about my North Devon ancestry 
and the Blackuore information you hed turned up in your research, I apore- 
ciated your ideas and your interest in my background and genealogical efforta. 


You were very kind to Say you would try to hels me some day with a 
oroblem that might be answered at the North Devon Atheneum. It so hapoens 


that I do have such a problem, and I'd like to have you visit the Atheneun 
on ny behalf. 


This is what I have found, Vay back in 1622 John ‘itheridze, a mariner 
from Barnstaple, sailed a ship to Maine in America, As far as I can tell, 
he nevor settled here osrmanently, but he returned ab least in 1623, 162h, 
and 1625. This is a quotation from a book, Pioneers on Haine livers, by 
Nilbux D, Soencer, 1973: 


"In 162k, John (Atheridge, master of the Ragle, a Barnstaple ship owned 
by Nelehard Bennett, had established himself ab Pemaquid Harbor. . . while 
forbidden by the council to truck with the Indians, he had been licensed te 
fish on the coast. . . Witheridge was then so popular with the Indians that 
they reserved their fure and traveled long distances to seek his trade. 
Their oreference for him was manifest as far west as Casco Bay, although 


other shinmesters in the vicinity were as well suoclied with attractive com- 
modities." 9. 310 


“March 27, 1625, when Charles First was crowned, the new none (New 
England) had been aporoved for nine years, but Virginians still continued 
to regard the coast of Maine and its outlying islands as a oart of Canada.

The presence of this 
sailor at the Eastward at that carly date, and within sight of 
Permaqinid Harbor, warrants (he belief that he had visi 
locality in company with his brother on previous voyaxe 
years later this same individual was pul ashore at Milford 
Haven, where he had been engaged in a quarrel with other 
seamen.} 

For a long period after its discovery all of Northern New 
England was known by such names as Norumbega, Virginia, 
Canada, Muscongus and Pemaquid. Captain Smith claimed the 
credit for restoring a large part of Canada to his sovereign and 
suggesting its present name. He asserted that visitors had 
“obscured it, and shadowed it, with the title of Canada; till at my 
humble svit, it pleased our most Royall King Charles * * * then 
Prince of Wales, to confirme it with my map and booke, by the 
title of New England." 

March 27, 1625, when Charles First was crowned, the new 
name had been approved for nine years, but Virginians still con- 
tinued to regard the coast of Maine and its outlying islands as a 
part of Canada. Since all early mariners were traders, their 
fishing stages on the islands were summer marts for the storaxe 
of English and Indian commodities, which in turn were ex~ 
changed for southern tobacco, 

Some ecreilit was allowed, but in 1625 Edward Nevell, as agent 
for Weston, refused to deliver a consignment of tobacco to 
Thomas Crisp, a merchant from Virginia, unless Captain With- 
eridge, the Dorchester factor at Pemaquid, would assume the 
responsibility for deferred payments.

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This document is a transcription made Nov. 6, 2021, by the editor (TFW) of the faint carbon copies 
of two Christmas letters from DEW to Witheridge/Ley descendant Una Parsons (q.v.). 


The first letter is addressed to Una, her mother, Esther (Daisy), and her father, Herbert (Bert). 
Starting in paragraph 3, DEW recounts the story of Margaret Gubb in South Africa. 


Dec. 14, 1984 


Dear Una, Daisy, and Bert, 


| know I’ve been remiss in not writing to you this year, so I’ll just write a little extra with this [Christmas] 
card. We have both been fairly healthy, but exceedingly busy. | won’t try to go into everything, but will 
just mention church, genealogy, work around the house and yard, house guests, and a long trip to the 
East Coast in the spring. 


We've had two house guests from England this fall. The first was an expert genealogist, Colin R. 
Chapman, who was speaking in several U.S. and Canadian cities. He prefers to stay in homes rather 
than hotels, and we were delighted to have him for two days and nights. The second was the Rev. Eric 
Allen, who visited us in 1976, and with whom we stayed in Leeds in 1976 and also in 1980. He has 
moved to a church in an interracial area in London. He was with us for Thanksgiving dinner, when Tom 
and Virginia were with us from Chicago and Jim was with us, of course. A great time of reunion! 


A distant relative in Surrey, [Henry] Harry Witheridge [q.v.], sent us a death notice from a London 
newspaper that told of the death of the widow of a Thomas Witheridge Gubb [q.v.] in Cape Town, South 
Africa. Through an address given to me by the Cape Town public library | was able to contact a Mrs. 
Margaret Gubb [q.v.], widow of a Noel Gubb, who was a cousin of this Thomas Witheridge Gubb, the 
third one by that name. She told me a most fascinating story about that story. 


The first Thomas Witheridge Gubb had a fleet of ships that traveled between England South Africa. He 
was born in Combe Martin in 1809, the son of William Gubb (a mariner) and Mary How Witheridge. The 
second Thomas Witheridge Gubb became a millionaire three times and lost his fortune each time 
through extravagance and wild living. 


Margaret Gubb sent me a photocopy of a “Pedigree of Witheridge of Berry Narbor and Combe Martin in 
North Devon, Shewing Descent of Gubb Family from the Same.” This ties right into our Witheridge line. If 
you are interested | can send you a copy of this pedigree. 


Margaret and her husband Noel made trips to Combe Martin every few years, and she expects to visit 
there for three months starting in May, 1985. Their main tie there has been to the Clogg family [q.v.], who 
are some kind of relatives by marriage. She said “The Clogg home is Easticotts, a lovely place now sadly 
neglected, beyond the Roman Catholic church. Richard Clogg was the Squire of the village | am told. | 
must warn you that the Gubb and Clogg families are all characters — extroverts, determined, dogged, 
adventurous.” 


| have much more to find out about this family connection, but | thought you'd be fascinated by this 
discovery this year. 


Now | must close and wish you all a very Merry Christmas and a Happy New Year. We do hope your 
health is reasonably good and that all is going well.

This second Christmas letter, addressed just to Una, follows up on the Margaret Gubb story. It 
was even more difficult to decipher than the previous faint carbon copy, and some educated 
guesswork was needed, especially in the second half. Fortunately, my first of two cataract 
operations last week made it easier than expected to slog through! 


Dec. 12, 1985 


Dear Una, 


We were so glad to get your Christmas greeting and letter, and we wish you a memorable Christmas 
season and a pleasant year ahead. Our health has been generally good, and we keep very busy with 
many activities at home, at church, and in the community. 


It was interesting to hear about your mother’s participation in the exhibition of Combe Martin 
memorabilia. Yes, we would greatly have enjoyed being there. 


As you see, | am enclosing a copy of my letter of May 3rd. | had forgotten what | had said, and so | 
looked it up. What | want most are the names and addresses of Margaret Gubb’s son and daughter, so | 
can write to them. Margaret’s letters were so friendly and interesting that | want to continue my contact 
with her family. | [assume?] Gerald Walters [q.v.] can give you their addresses. 


Speaking of Gerald, | wonder if he has my letter and the pedigree charts | enclosed. When Norah 
[Gregory, q.v.] wrote in September, she said, “I saw your Witheridge chart with the Gubb connections, 
and | believe it is now with the family with whom Mr. and Mrs. Gubb stayed when they visited Combe 
Martin.” | assume she meant Gerald and [Eva? Eve?] Walters. 


We are looking forward to a delightful time at Christmas. Jim lives in Minneapolis and will be with us, of 
course. Tom and Virginia are in Chicago, and this is their year to come here for Christmas. (In alternate 
years they go to her parents in [downstate?] Illinois and come here for Thanksgiving in November.) In 
April, if all goes well, Tom and Virginia will be presenting us with a grandchild, and we are all very happy 
about that. [Alas, it didn’t go well, because of a miscarriage.] 


The weather here has been very cold — right now it’s below zero Fahrenheit — and we’ve had 33 in. of 
snow, which is more than we’ve ever had this early in the season. The city is very beautiful, especially 
around the fourteen lakes we have within the city limits of Minneapolis.

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Editor’s Note 


The next chart, document W135(c), was in my father’s Witheridge files, located among several other 
ancestor/descendant charts — W135(a), W135(b), and W137 — pertaining to the Witheridges, 
Gubbs, and related families hailing from Berrynarbor and Combe Martin, Devon, England, and later 
from South Africa. However, the provenance of document W135(c) remains a mystery, because it 
didn’t have Dad’s customary document and log numbers, nor was it included in any of Dad's 
document calendars; see also another issue in parentheses, two paragraphs down. I made up the 
number “W135(c)” myself, because it facilitates searching for the chart in the index and the 
document collection. 


Entitled "The Combmartin and Berrynarbor Family Tree,” the chart is mostly typed, by a person 
unknown; the compiler didn't sign it (but see the last paragraph here). The chart also includes three 
lines inserted by Dad in his own distinctive engineer's printing style. 


On the righthand side of the chart, the descendants culminate with Dad and his siblings. I spent the 
better part of an afternoon trying to figure out why in the world he would draw a vertical line 
showing "Nicholas (b 1663) = Prudence" as the parents of the William Witheridge who married 
Rebecca Ley in 1723, when he knew perfectly well that William's parents were Thomas Witheridge 
(bapt. 1650) and Mary Sherman (bapt. 1656/7); see, for example, what Dad printed on p. 18 of his 
first ancestor chart in folder 1.1a. (This mistaken “begat” line is why I’m so skeptical that Dad was 
the chart’s compiler.) Moreover, for the longest time | couldn't find a "Nicholas" paired with a 
"Prudence" anywhere in the "Pedigree of Witheridge, of Berry Narbor and Combe Martin 

[etc.]" (document W135 [a], folder 1.63e), even though my eyes are practically brand new after 
double cataract surgery several weeks ago. That pedigree was Dad’s main source for the 
Witheridge-Gubb link. 


Then I happened to notice Dad's faintly printed note, "= Prudence,” on an enlarged copy of W135(a) 
made at a copy shop; see the "Nicholas" to the left of "Henry Witheridge. = Elizabeth," just over 
halfway down the chart. That discovery made me realize two things: first, the unknown compiler of 
the pedigree had bent the line containing the offspring of "Nicholas Witheridge. = Wilmot Watts" 
like a pretzel, shoving the three youngest kids down two lines, where they were well hidden; and 
second, my beloved father had led me astray in the mystery chart (document W135[c]), by allowing 
the portrayal of Nicholas and Prudence as the parents of William Witheridge (bapt. 1690) to stand 
unchallenged. 


So I made an executive decision to correct the error in document W135(c) by creating a new version 
of the document, which I'm calling “W135(d)” and placing directly after W135(c). In this new 
document, William (bapt. 1690) is moved to his correct position underneath his real parents, 
Thomas Witheridge and Mary Sherman, and to his correct birth order among his real siblings, with 
the descendants of William and his wife, Rebecca Ley, flowing properly downward to Dad and his 
sibs. Problem solved! 


It so happens that today the same basic document (this version also having William [bapt. 1690] in 
his correct position) showed up again, this time in Kim Cook's (q.v.) article, "The Combmartin & 
Berrynarbor Family," in The Witheridge Times (q.v.), Vol. 2, No. 2, Summer 1988 (see document 
W264, folder 1.63h). The chart’s provenance is still a bit of a mystery, although the fact that Kim 
used it in her article shortens the list of probable creators to Kim and Dad (I lean toward Kim). At 
least they must have collaborated on the issue of where William (bapt. 1690) belonged.

Was making a copy of my mother's and my father's obit for my daughter and 
thought | would make an extra for you. | am sure that you have all of the 
information they contain, but thought you might like a copy. Do | remember 
that | read that the info you have (some of it) came from an obit in the 
Mt. Pleasant paper? If possible, | would like a copy of that, too some 
time. No hurry. 


Also, is it possible that you have anything on the Chivers family? That 
is probably for another time - my searching their history - but wondered 
if you have anything at all. 1 do have pertinent dates for some - 
probably what you have, but would like to double check. When | found 
the obituary in the State Journal for my grandfather, Albert Wm. Chivers, 
it mentioned a sister of whom | never remember hearing. It said he 

had one brother and one sister still in England. 


Every day (almost) | go to the library in Lansing - today ! was looking 
for some trace of Bruce's Great Grandfather Baker. We saw a copy of his 
marriage license and it mentioned a county in Ohio - so it started a 
whole new ''chase''. | do this on my lunch "“hour'', 


| am so glad to get myself organized (somewhat) - and never would have 
been able to do it without your help. 1! will really be forever grateftil 
to you. | stay up late every night making out the family record sheets. 
| really have made out hundreds in the past few weeks. Did you branch 
out to the siblings of any of the relatives you traced? If so, your 
book must be in 30 volumes! Bruce's mother is with us for a few more 
days - she lives the winters in Florida - and so | have been picking her 
memory for details of her ancestors. Bruce and | each have a 3 ring 
binder notebook - and they are getting packed full. Mother is 80 now, 
the last of our parents as Bruce's father died just a few weeks before 
my father passed away. She doesn't remember too well - not to any great 
extent. Let me tell you that my mother's memory was better than mine 
up to the day she died! She was a remarkable lady in many respects, 

and | am glad to say that she and | were ''friends'' and had many, many 
happy hours together - after she was confined to a wheelchair she really 
looked forward to visits from us all. At one time we had a schedule 
worked up so every hour of the day was pretty much taken care of.

In one of my visIts to the library last week | found a wealth of Information ~ 
not sure of exactly what use! = In the City Directorles of varlous cities. | 
went through the Saginaw Directory to glean any Information about the Chivers, 
the Redburns and the WItheridges. | am sending you a copy of what | found on 
the Witheridges through 1941. Since the rest Is current history anyway | did 
not bother to go further. They are available from before 1900 (1 think the 
earllest was 1867) and they have most years up to 1983. There was no 
Information on any WitherIdge before 1906. | am not positive how this 
Information was obtained and, I Ike most published works, leave something to be 
desired as far as accuracy Is concerned. But | copted [sic] away for a few 
days and have at least names and, with the addresses also, can put famIlies In 
better groupings than | could before. We did not do a lot of visiting to 
Saginaw when | was young ~ and consequently all of my Redburn cousIns are very 
unfamilfar to me. (1 rather think that my mother was not too tolerant of my 
dad's brothers, If you want the truth!) In any case, | now have many names 
that | can slowly add to my growing file. 


For what It Is worth to you, the directory of 1906 and 1908 | Isted George W. 
Chivers (my mother's oldest brother) In Saginaw, boarding at 1111 Holland 
Ave. There are no more Chivers |Isted until 1932 when George's son, Frank, 
shows up and then In 1936 when Gladys apparently worked In Saginaw for awhile, 
Your record shows George going back to Wales and getting marrled and then, | 
suppose, they settled in Auburn and, unfortunately, there Is no Directory for 
Auburn In the Lanstng library. (Also, "bds"™ means, of course, boards) 


Another Interesting thing that turned up for us was the fact that In 1922 your 
father, (| assume) was employed at the J.D. Swarthout Co. Much earlter than 
this, in the late 1800's, one of Bruce's relatives by the name of Potter, was 
in business with a Mr. Swarthout in Ovid, Michigan. This partnership continued 
into the 1900's. The busIness was a dry goods store, | belleve. Have not 
pursued this information yet to see If there Is a connection with the two 
Swarthouts. 


\f there are any other bits of Information that | could glean for you from any 


source that Is avallable to me | hope you will ask. 1! would be so happy to be 
able to do something for you.

Dear Jo, 


We have enjoyed your warm and friendly letters and fee] we almost - 
xnow you and Bruce, even though we haven't met. You will discover that 
my letters are always farther aoart than yours. I'm working on so many 
family lines--both #lizabeth's and mine--that I'm weually far behind in 
answering my corressondence, It sounds as though your genealogical research 
has really taken a sourt forward, and I'm sleased to have had a art in 
this development. 


Thank you very much for the helpful docunents you have been sending. 
I have finally hed time to record your information on my family grouo 
sheets, and many new names, dates, and phaces have aopeared, as you can 
well imagine, 


Let me immediately mention my numbering system, because I am enclosing 
a copy of my longhand descriotion of it. I worked this out gradually in 
an effort to find a system by which I could assign a distinctime mamber to 
evdryone of my ancestors and relatives. By starting the mumbering with 


one of our sons, I was also able to include all of Slizabeth's ancestors 
and relatives, 


I can't reconstruct what I may have read or heard that started me off, 
but I have since found that my system is essentially based on the Stradonits 
numbering system. Somewhere I have a reference to where this is written 
up, and I should srobably look it up and compare it with mine, but I haven't 
taken the time to do so, at least not in recent years. 


As you can see, it all ties into the nunbers on the ancestor charts I 
sent you. I decided that each serson's number in my records should begin 
with the three initials of our older son, Jim (d?W), so the numbers could 
never be confused with anyone else'g family numbers. If you adopted this 
system, for example, you could precede each number with the initials LA 
(unlesa Iuanne has a middle initkal). Your numbers, therefore, for the 
same ancestors or relatives would be different from mine. if Luanne 
eventually got interested in genealogy, she could have a numbering system 
beginning with TS¥, that would include all of cbert's family, as well ag 
your own. 


Raving used this system now for many years, I am well satisfied with 
it for my record-keeoing sursoses. Because of its complexity, however, it 
may not be the best system to use in a oublished family history. Unfor- 
tunately, I haven't had te face that problem yet, as I haven't begun to 
write or publish anything. I've added a few other features to the number- 
ing system that I haven't written uo yet--in varticular, a way of numbering 
those who are not blood relatives, but only relatives by marriage. I'11 
leave the descriztion of this to a later time if you are interested. One 
almost has to be a mathematician to understand it! 


There are only a couple of oroblems I might point ovt. very once in 
a while there will be a relationship that aopears to be correct, but may 
not be well documented. In such a case I write the number down in pencil 
and add a question mark. At other times you will discover errors or new

information requiring a change of numbers. Then there is nothing to do 
but correct the number and all the others affected by the change. It takes 
a little time, but it's important to keeo the numbers accurate. By the 
way, I used to write my information in vencil on the family group sheets 
until I was sure of it. Now I write it in ink and make frequent correc- 
tions by using l-line self-adhesive correction tape, as used in typing. 

tT hand srint all my information, as I find that more convenient than typing 
for the way I work. 


Speaking of the ancestor charts, I designed the sheets I use after 
studying and trying a number of others I had seen. I began by using tyoed- 
in numbers going up to 31 on each sheet. To extend the information, I 
would start a new similar sheet, stating that #1 is the same as #16, for 
exangle, on the previous sheet. I soon gave this up and took the typed 
numbers off all the sheets except the first, so I could write in my om 
numbers, which continued on up in the pattern of the forst sheet~-namely, 
gach person's number is doubled to get his or her father's number, and 
hie mother's number is one more than his father's, Thus, the numbers only 
have to be filled in for the names that are known, and these numbers are 
very easy to determine, I am enclosing blank copies of each sheet, in 
case you want to Kerox some to try out. I'm also sending a samale blank 
copy of my family group sheet you might want to Xerox to try before you 
finally settle on one, 


Next, I want to thank you for sending the cooy of Luanne's article 
or story about Teddy Bears. Both Elizabeth and I enjoyed it, and we 
think she writes very well, We're delighted that she likes to write, and 
we know she will do more and more writing as time goes on. You didn't 
say much about this publication, but because of the last sentence of the 
article, we assume it was written for older young peovle or possibly 
adults, If it were a story for young children, it would orobably have 
ended after about five oaragrashs in the second column. It's a very 
interesting story with lots of action, and Luanne has written it beauti~ 
fully. 


We hooe you'll be able to locate some of Mlisabeth's books through 
your local library, possibly on interlibrary loan. Unfortunately, orac- 
ticslly all of them are out of orint. ‘The only one you might be able to 
get on special order through a bookstore is Just One Indian Boy, published 
by Atheneum, One of the books, Never Younger, Jeannie, was based on 
Slizgabeth's childheod on her grandfather's farm at the edge of Saginaw. 
That is, it's a fictionalized account of certain events, but the overall 
Situation and story were made made up as a vehicle to carry these various 
esisodes. The enclosed list will give the titles you can look for, 


We were oleased to get the sicturd of Fadra and Iuanne and their 
children. The more we look at them, the more we leve them. Now we're 
locking forward to more pictures when you can find the right ones. Ho, 
Jean didn't tell us about your mother breaking her back in 198, so we'd 
like to hear the story. 


Now, I'll zo through your several letters and ressond to some of the 
items and enclosures in them, Your orint-out of the Redburn family is a

remarkable and fascinating comsilation, and it enabled me to fill out my 
records in short order. I'm glad you work with a comouter and have one 
available. If I were younger, I would probably try to m+ all my genealo- 
gical material on a computer, but for several reasons I can't see myself 
starting out on that road now. The Minnesota Genealogical Society, of which 
I am a member, has a Computer Interest Group, and Hlizabeth has a distant 
relative here who has out his information on a computer and recently trans- 


ferred it to a new program after being dissatisfied with the first one 
he tried, 


Iwas glad to get the information about John and Sovhia Redburn and 
their children, Although I really can't undertake to exsand my data on the 
Redburn ancestry, I can probably give you some suggestions on how to pursue 
your search in England. So I'll be glad to have resorts from time to time 
on your efforts and results. 


For examole, I think your next step should be to write to The Rector, 
Church of thgland Parish, Hindley, Lancashire, “ngland (each item on a 
separate line), ‘Tell him your father was born there 2? Nov. 1890, the son 
of John Redburn and Soohia Hill. Ask if he would send you the full bap- 
tismal record from the parish register, as well as all the other Redburn 
baptisms, marriages, and burials for a veriod of time before and after that 
date. Enclose some money to cover his time olus return sostage. Tell him 
to let you know if this requires a sore extensive search, and you will send 
more money. You might send him a 510,00 bill; or preferably, if you have 
a local bank where you can get British nounds at a reasonable fee, you 
could send a £5.00 bill. (At one local bank here we can get British pounds 
at the current exchange rate with no additional fee.) 


T'm sorry to say that I don't have anything further on the Chivers 
family, se I guess you'll just have to defer that to a later time, I can 
probably help with some ideas when you get around to it. 


Concerning the information from Ht. Pleasant about your mother--it 
wasn't an obituary; it was just a notation in the “Centralite," the pybli~ 
cation of Central Michigan University, reoorting your mether's death. So 
I den't have anything about her that you vouldn't have, 


I aporeciated receiving the list of Witheridge entries from the Saginaw 
City Directories. It included many bits of information I had not known, 
such as addresses and places of emohoyment. In regard to the Swartwouts, 
I don't know whether there was a connection with the farily in Ovid or not. 
When we were children, I remember going out to a farm owed by J. D. Swart- 
wout at Otisville (N.a, of Flint), but I don't know if his fanily had lived 
there a long time. You will notice that he svelled his name with a "iw" 
after the "t", not the way the directory had it. J. D. Swartwout was a 
brother of a man in Cleveland who manufactured Swartwout ventilators, 
soelled the same way. The second "w" was not sronouncdd. Wetve since 
learned that in ingland the “w" in suchaa vosition is silent in most cases 
(es in Greenwich; also Norwich). 


You wondered if I had branched out to the siblings of the ancestors 
I have traced. Yes, whenever vossible, I fill in family grous sheets for 
the ancestors I have identified, and I continue tracing their descendants

and relatives as far as possible. As you can see, the whole thing gets 
bigger and bigser, and at this point I really can't kees up with it, How 

I wish T could miraculously copy everything I have relating to the Witheridge 
line and instantly transmit it all to you!

Unfortunately, the letter from Norah has been lost, 
but DEW’s preliminary and final (typed) versions of 
the inscription are included here as document

Dear David and Elizabeth, 


This is my third attempt at starting this letter. I find I have so much to 

say to you that I don't know where to begin. I want to tell you all of the 
details of my life - you are turning into that kind of people to me - and there 
is just not time to do so. I do want to thank you for your last letter and 

am determined to write to you this year! 


Your letter and its inclusions were very helpful to me and I used your forms 
almost exactly. I did add "interred" to some of the forms as we are interested 
in where burial is in many instances. I have the numbering system all figured 
out and it was very helpful to me to know what to do in the cases of multiple 
marriages ~ we don't have many, but a few. I still have a small, surmountable 
I am sure, problem in that I have some double cousins. You probably are aware 
that my mother's brother Edgar married my father's sister Mable and hence have 
created some number problems for me. I don't know whether just to simply duplicate 
the pages or double number them and put them under my father's section. No 
biggie, as I said, but a defugalty nevertheless. I have over 100 family record 
sheets for my side of the family to say nothing of Bruce's side. Neither of 

us has done much work on this in several weeks. 


One of the last, most informative and rewarding, things that we did was to 
contact my cousin Sidney Redburn in St. Charles and go up there for a visit. 
Sidney is the oldest son of my father's brother Ralph - 81 years old. I now 
have all of the information filled in as to the wives/husbands of all of the 
children of my grandfather Redburn (John). One interesting thing we learned 

is that my grandfather had a brother who changed his name to Abbott - for what 
exact reason nobody seems to remember - probably did not want to serve in Her 
Majesty's Navy! or something like that. In any event he is buried in St. Charles 
and one of his children became te*wife of another of my father's brothers - 

and so on and so on. I was able to give a picture of my grandfather and grand- 
mother Redburn to my cousin Sidney - for which he is very happy. We also went 
on to Saginaw and drove all around - seeing where you lived and where some 

of my relatives on my father's side grew up. We visited the cemetery there 

and tromped around in the snow one day - and in the rain another. Bruce drove 
my sister, Winnie, and I there and we made a day of it. 


As far as the ancestor charts are concerned I am using yours exactly and although 
I started typing on the numbers I found, as did you, that it made more sense 
not to. Thank you. . 


I have located one of Elizabeth's books, "And What of You Josephine Charlotte" 
but was not able to check it out of the State Library as it is in the Michigan 
Collection. I will read it there one day when I have the time. I have given 
a copy of the bibliography to many people and told them to keep an eye out. 
One of the people I gave it to is Louise Sause - would you, by any chance, 
know of Louise? She was a professor at Michigan State University in the field 
of child development/education and has been all over the world, spending time 
in Australia, South America, etc. Very interesting lady that I met a year 

or so aga - lives now in East Lansing and still verv active. 
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Let me mention a few changes on my family record sheet that I sent to you - 
the computer print-out. Luanne was given the name Joyce as a second name but 
it is not on her birth certificate for some reason and she does not use one. 
Also I have my sister Jean's birthdate as April 3 as it is on her birth certifi- 
cate, but my mother said it was the 4th and I guess she should know! Jean 

set me straight on that one. And my sister-in-law Doris, wife of George, died 
on November 22 in Los Vegas, buried in Deepdale Cemetery in Lansing. They 
lived in Arizona but she had an anurism and simply did not get through the 
surgery. She is one of identical twins (Dorothy Paskvan is her twin) and it 
was very hard to get through that service. She is the first of my siblings’ 
generation to pass away. 


I must not forget your Christmas postcard and its fantastic news! I am so 
glad for you - grandparenthood cannot be duplicated by anything of which I 
am aware - there is a special bond there. I hope and pray that all will go 
well and you will soon enjoy that special blessing in your lives. Bruce and 
I are sitting with Matthew and Jennifer tonight. Fadra and Jim have a New 


Years Eve party to go to and so we will entertain them (or is it the other 
way around!). 


I am enclosing a few items that may be of interest to you. First there is 

a picture of my mother and father taken many years ago - about the time of 
their 50th wedding anniversary in 1969. It is the way I remember my mother 
mostly - although before she died many years later she was very bent. The 
gesture of my father with his hands is a very familiar one! He was deaf and 
I think that was an "I can't hear you" message! Both of my parents were deaf 
and I smile at the time I took them both for a hearing test and the doctor 
told me that although my father's hearing loss was significant my mother's 
was much worse. When I said that she could hear much better than he, he let 
me know that it was because she wanted to hear and he was just as happy letting 
her hear for him. Isn't that interesting - and it does reflect much about 

my father. He simply lived for my mother - adored her - and when he knew she 
had died so did he. My mother died in November and my father and she lived 
with my sister, Winnie, at that time. His mind was rather vague and he did 
not really know that she died even though we talked about it and he was there 
after the funeral and saw all of the relatives. But in March, when Winnie 
and her husband removed the empty bed from his room and'was told once again 
that Elizabeth had passed away it sunk in. He died in early April. 


I am also enclosing a copy (bad one) from the two State Journals that had the 
articles of my brother Roy's "death" and "revival", and a photocopy of the 
funeral remembrance of John and Clara Witheridge in the event that you do not 
have that. My cousin Ada sent me many things on our family and I copied them 
all - but mostly they are of the Redburn side. 


I am including a couple of bulletins from People's Church just for your interest. 
One of them is not really a bulletin but something from our stewardship program. 
The bulletin is of the form that we now use with the inside schedule there 

for everyone and even a layout of the floorplan which for such a large church 
is almost a necessity! Give them a toss after you look at them. 
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I have down in my notes to send you a copy of the family record sheets for 

the families of Ada Martin and Alvina Ward, daughters of Edgar Chivers. Do 
you want these? They are quite complete and I will be happy to send, you copies 
if you want them. Let me know. 


Bruce and I have been members of People's Church for many years (20+) and I 
have sung in the choir for several. I have not been overly involved in the 
program ~ but do enjoy the music. We both thought so much of Dr. Robertson 
who was pastor there when we joined and for. many years. He is now Pastor 
Emeritus along with Julius Fischbach. I wish you and your committee much luck 
in the merger you are working on. 


I don't remember what I have told you about our farm - but you mentioned in 
your last letter of Elizabeth's interest in that way of life. We have 80 acres 
here on the outskirts of East Lansing and have lived here since 1959. We built 
our house of lumber from our woods - of which there is about 14-15 acres - 
which we cut down in 1956-57 and had a portable saw mill in to cut the actual 
lumber. Bruce and his father farmed for several years as a sideline and then 
when his dad retired he did more. But we only have the land because we love 

it - and use it as others use a summer cottage or winter lodge - we just enjoy 
the land, farm a little, garden a little, chop a few trees for the fireplaces, 
do a little hunting now and then. Bruce graduated from Michigan State with 

an engineering degree and has been in business for himself at times and most 
recently with High Performance Machines in Troy. About 16 months ago he resigned 
from HPM and decided to strike out on his own again - doing the same thing 

but being out of manufacturing. Actually he is a manufacturer's representative 
for robot systems and we are now discussing the pros and cons of incorporating 
our company. He has an office in Birmingham and, as I said, at our home. He 
finds much satisfaction in his line of endeavor. 


When the children were young we had ponies and horses for them and have since 
raised beef, a few pigs now and then, and up to this year had chickens - as 
many as 75 at-one time. Right now we don't even have a dog as our black lab 
contacted heart worms and had to be put to sleep this past summer. He was 
the 4th lab we have had and no doubt we will have another. 


Roy, our youngest son, is now living in our other house on this 80 acres. He 
is the one that will marry Annette. We are hoping that they will want to keep 
the house as it was another built from the ground up by Bruce and his father. 
It is about one-half mile from us. Roy is very interested in hunting and would 
be one to do the farming, I think. Annette has a horse, Jesse, and so it just 
seems to follow that they will stay there and raise little horses! We shall 
see. I will include a picture of Annette and Jesse with Tara riding (Luanne's 
daughter). They try to get Tara in at least one of the many horse shows that 
Annette is in each summer and we have a multitude of pictures of them, but 
most of them in motion! 


We are thinking seriously of putting up a barn this summer. We now have a 
small shed—like place that has been adequate up to now, but Bruce bought an 
International M and it is now displacing one car in our garage! We also have 
a truck and some other equipment that needs housing, so... 
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Forgot to tell you about my mother and her broken back - it happened when I 

was 16 (1948). She was carrying laundry into the basement and somehow caught 
her foot and landed on her knees about 4 steps down on the cement. She called 
out to me for help - I was the only one left home and was getting ready to 

go to school - and I managed to get her to the davenport and then she insisted 
I go on to school. She was scheduled to speak for the Women's Society of the 
First Methodist Church of which she was President at a meeting somewhere in 
Michigan (Lake Odessa, I think) a couple of days later and although in much 
pain she was determined to speak at this meeting. She rode down there in a 
car, sitting on the edge of the seat as she could not sit back, gave her speech 
and somehow got back home. We finally convinced her that she should see a 
doctor and she agreed - and when they took x-rays they were startled to find 
that she had actually broken her back! The doctor could not believe the activities 
of the past few days and told here that she had to be in bed for many weeks 

and immediately - and if she were lucky she would not be permanently paralized. 
The x-rays also showed a couple of broken ribs that had healed themselves which 
she never had treated! The doctor wanted her to be hospitalized but she would 
not hear of it - so we got a hospital bed, removed the dining room table and 
had the telephone put in a better spot and from there she could see all of 

the downstairs and simply gave orders! My sister, Elaine, who had an infant 

at that time took care of her during the day and I took care of her, along 

with my father, in the evening. That is when I learned to cook! My mother 

was a very strong, very proud, very loved lady. I think of her almost every 
day and she has been gone now for 8 years. 


Well, my friends, I think I shall bring this letter to a close. As I said 

we are babysitting tonight and the children will be here soon. Bruce has brought 
in some wood for a fire and we will, no doubt, re-read some of the well loved 
books that Matthew likes. They are lovely children, and we do enjoy them. 

I am knitting some sweaters for them and some hats - but don't get much knitting 
done while they are here! 


I hope your holidays were good ones. We had all of the children here - even 
my son, Eric, who is rather scarce to us right now. He lives in East Lansing 
but is having a little trouble getting his life going in the right direction. 
It is difficult, I think, for young people these days. He is not lucky, as 
is Roy, to have a wonderful girl - we just hope he can find some measure of 
peace in his life and find someone or something to give to. 


Our very best to you both in the coming year. I hope to hear from you when 
you find time and promise not to wait 3 months to answer the next time!

s jable goods were recorded in the Port 
oaks, sothe names shown in these records are merely a fraction of the number of 
passengers on board most of these ships. Indeed, some of these exporters were 
quite obviously merchants who never left Enghsh shores but who were sending 
their goods overseas to be sold by their contacts in the colonies. These merchants 
can be detected by the appearance of the some name Several times during a short 
period af time. One classic example of this 1s William Patmer of Barn: 
exported haberdashery and groceries to New England on five ships di 
1631, 1633 and 1636. William Palmer was 9 woll known figure in early 17th 
century Barnstaple. He became mayor in 1631 and 1642, and was apparently 3 
Parliamentarian leader in the town during the Civil War years, Several Palmer had 
sailed to America before the Civil War, and William was possibly shipping his 
goods to @ relative in the colomes 

Another example of 2 home-bound merchant was Walter Tucker of 
Barnstaple who exported groceries to New England in 1636. This was almost 
certainly the Walter Tucker who becamo Mayor of Barnstaple in 1639 and whose 
‘magnificent monument can still be seen inside the church of Barnstaple St Peter." 

John Delbridge of Barnstaple was another famous name on this list of 
exporters He wos recorded in 1628 chipping cottons to Virginia. This man was 
mayor of the town several times and served as an MP for Barnstaple more than 
once. He held a strong interest in tobacco imports from Virginia In 1632 he tried to 
evade a decree ordering that all tobacco should be fanded at London by asking 
permission to untoad # cargo at Barnstaple because the shipt ad sprung a teak! He 
was suspected of trying te avoid paying duty and his plea wes refused. 

Many of the other exporters shown on the list were, however, colonists 
actually sailing to oF aiready living in America Some of these names can be 
identified with those of known colonrsis. isaac Allerton who shipped iron and 
fishing nets to New England duting 1828 became a deputy governor of the 
Plymouth colony. He first sailed to New England on board the “Mayflower” in 
1620, and had originated from Scrooby in Lincolnshire. William and Etizabeth 
Poole who shipped cattle from Dartmouth to New Engtand in 1637 wore a brother 
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and sister trom Tetacott in Somerset who had settled at Teucutt in 
Massachussetts, Another known emigrant was Roger Gard of Bideford, who in 
1636 was recorded exporting canvas to New England.

‘At least halt of the ships listed here were recorded as having sailed from 
Garnstaple, altogether 34 out of the GB ships recorded between 1618 and 1660 
‘Ships sailing {fom the neighbouring North Devon ports of Bidetord and Appledore 
were probably listed amongst these Barnstaple ships, This ilustrates the 
Vinportance of Barnstaple and Bideford in the 17th century transatiantictrade, both 
for imports and exports Bideford and Barnstaple reached their heights of 
prosperity during the late 17th and early 18th centunes, mainly due to ther 
tobacco imports trom Maryland and Virginia They also played a major role. 
together with the South Devon ports, in the fish and timber trade with 
Newfoundland, Eighteen of these 68 ships sailed 1o Newfoundland between 1616 
‘and 1660, although there were many more engaged in this trade not recorded in 
the Por! Books. Presumably they were either not carrying dutiable goods or evaded 
paying duty, Four of these Newfoundland ships were recorded with cergoes of salt 
‘obviously for the fish wade 

‘The next port after Barnstaple wes Plymouth which sent out at least 15 
ships.across the Atlantic between 1618 and 1660. Another 8 ships sailed from the 
Exeter ports and 6 from Dartmouth. Newfoundland, New England and Virginio 
were given almost equal prommence as ports af destination for these 68 ships 
New England received 25 ships, Virginia 23. Newtoundland 18 and Germudo 1 
ship. 

The most interesting commodity exported across the Atlantic between 
1618 ana 1860 was probably the caule referred to in 1636. 1637 and 1640 Devon 
cattle was highly prized by the early colonrsts as draught animals as welll as for 
Value as milk and beef producers These references from the Port Books are 
probably the earliest offical records of the export of these beasts to America 

‘The appearance of groceries and woollen goods Is understandable in view 
of the basic needs of the early colonists. Devon was. of course, a primary 
cloth-producing county at this time. However, the complete absence of the 
earthenware goods exported from the Barnstaple and Bideford area can only be 
explained by their classification as non-dutiable Rems. This trade was [irst 
referred to sn 1635 when forty dozen pots were sent from Barnstaple to New 
Engtand. Excavations at Jamsstown and Plymouth in America have revealed 
farge quantities af shards from North Devon earthenware. 

Some-ot these ships that braved the Aliantic crossing were tiny vessels, 
scarcely larget than 9 modern yacht. The smatlest ship shown here must be the 
Merlyn’ of Bartistaple, weighing 20 tons, Altogether 36 of these ships(where the 
tonnage is shown) weighed 100 tons or less, and only ll amounted to more thar 
100 tons. One does need totreat these tonnage figures with a certain amount of 
Caution however, since they do not correspond with modern measurements They 
refer to the carrying capacity of each ship end not to its. actual size. To gain a rous! 
idea of size. it 15 know that the “Maytlower” thet carried the Pilgrn Fathers 
$1620 amounted 10 about 180 tons and measured Some 104 feet in tength The 
masters who sailed these ships must have been brave and hardy men. Most of thy:

How lovely to receive your letter - I'm always interested to 
track down any Witheridges because, as you say, there are so few of us. And, yes, 
I'd love to hear from your relative in America too. 


I'm passing your letter on to Kim Cook (nee Witheridge), an 
incredible lady who has been tracing the family history for years. She has:an 
amazing cross-referenced index and when I met her for the first time a year ago 
she already had me on file! Her address is 18, Hawkhurst Way, West Wickham, 
Kent, BR4 98F, 

There is a village in Devon called Witheridge, which was 
mentioned in the Doomesday Book and is famous for being the only English village 
with two squares. According to Kim's painstaking research, we all appear to have 
invaded the rest of the world from there! 

John Galsworthy, the author of the Forsyte Saga, is a 
Witheridge. Kim also has some facinating facts on an Edmund Witheridge, a 
Victorian worthy from Kingston—upon?Thames who made a vast fortune ~ later lost 
by his children, 


At Penn, in Buckinchemshire, there is a Witheridge Lane 
and a couple of large houses with the sane name. I made a few enguiries and was 
told that Lord Penn, the first governor of Pennsylvania, had called nis house 
in the state Witheridge too, But to date Ihaven't managed to find out any more 
‘on that, 3 , 

As for my own family, we're from Birmingham. My late father 
Dennis had a twin sister, Eileen, and three brothers, Leslie, William and Norman. 

Norman has a 
daughter Susan and I have a sister Yvonne. So unfortuneately it looks as though 
our line of Witheridges are dying out. 

I have tracked down an elderly cousin of my father's called -

Editor’s Note 


What follows are two separate items written by Kim Cook (q.v.), and clipped 
together by Dad, with document number W172 and log number 977 printed 
by him (and me) in the upper righthand corner. The two items are: 


e The last page (p. 9) of what Kim described in the closing paragraph as “this 
marathon epistle.” The main topic discussed is Kim’s “theory that there was, 
in addition to the town of Witheridge, another location of the same name, 
probably in South Devon.” 


e Ashort article by Kim for the very first issue of The Witheridge Times (q.,v.), 
Vol. 1, No. 1, Spring 1987. The title of the article is “Witheridge Origins.” It 
discusses both the name Witheridge itself and the locations where it arose. 


As a general rule, Kim’s handwriting is quite legible (I'd give it an 8 or 9 ona 
ten-point scale where 1 = “yikes!” and 10 = “as good as it gets”), but in the first 
segment of this document (p. 9 of the letter) she was — as she herself 
admitted — eager to finish “to make sure it goes in tomorrow’s post.’ So it’s a 
struggle to understand every word, and since the topic is so fascinating and 
important, I’ve decided to attempt a transcription (which immediately follows 
her handwritten original). When I simply can’t be sure what she said, I’ll enter 
either alternatives or question marks [in brackets, like this] in place of her 
word(s). If you don’t like my word choices, feel free to go with your own; | 
won't be offended. 


Finally, let me say that I’m sorry I can’t find the other pages of the letter; if they 
turn up, I’ll scan the whole thing and toss the fragment you see here.

PS. Regarding the choice between “willow” and “castrated ram” (see the Times 
article), if | get a vote, I hereby cast it for the former — and to heck with Kim’s 
(undoubtedly quite scholarly) three reasons for choosing the latter.

One of the really exciting pieces [Kim wrote piece but obviously meant pieces] of 
Witheridge news concerns my theory that there was, in addition to the town of 
Witheridge, another location of the same name, probably in South Devon. An old English 
Place-Name Society book, published some 75 years ago, listed ‘the Domesday manor of 
Witheridge, in Plympton Hundred’ but added that the location has been entirely lost. 
With the help of the Local Studies Dept. at Plymouth Library, Witheridge has now been 
found! Over the years, its name has changed to Withyhedge, but comparing later maps 
with the Doomsday [Kim’s spelling of Domesday here] report [or reports?], it does seem 
to be a correct identification. Benjamin Donn’s 1765 map of Devon shows Withyhedge 
clearly marked in Plympton Hundred. It doesn’t show on the current 1:50,000 Ordnance 
Survey, but on the 1:10,000 map (1982) there is a field called Withyhedge Brake [see 
note at * below], exactly corresponding to the position shown in 1765! The OS reference 
is 490 516 [or S16?], on the land between the footpath & the cliff, immediately south of 
the borough boundary. If you don’t have an OS map, it’s between Jennycliff Bay & 
[Graddon?] Point, west of [Graddon?] Heights. As you will see, it is very close to 
Wembury, & is presumably the place from which the South Devon Witheridges take their 
name. 

My next letter (yes, I really will try to make it soon!) I hope I will be able to 
include photocopies of the Domesday [entries?] & the 1765 map, as well as some photos 
of us, our home & our [Jeannie?]. We have your [last?] photo in a frame on the book 
case in our sitting room, where you are in full view every day. 

But now I will close this marathon epistle to make sure it gets into tomorrow’s 
post, & hope that you will have it by Monday, bringing very much love to you from all of 
us, and a strong hope that somehow, somewhere, we'll soon get together again. 
Meanwhile, take care — God bless you, [wishes?] of love,

Witheridge Origins 


by Kim Cook 


Although I've never owned the name Witheridge myself (it 
was my mother's maiden name), I've always thought it must 
be among the best of Brirish surnames. Distinguished but 
not pompous, down-to-earth but not crude, uncommon enough 
to be interesting, but not rare enough to be odd, it's a 
good, sound English name, And it's ideal froma research 
point of view too, as the outline is readily spotted in 
even the most illegible of old documents. 


But where does the name come from, what does it mean, and 
how do our families come to bear this fascinating name? 


The ward itself is Anglo-Saxon, but there has been some 
dispute about its weaning. Ridge presents no problems, 
coming from hrycg, meaning back, hump, or elevation, as 
in raised land or the pitch of a roof. The first part of 
the word has been said to mean either willow or castrated 
ram -quite a difference there! 


So which is correct? Willows are certainly more elegant, 
but I believe the ram is more accurate, for three reasons. 


Firstly, the Anglo-Saxon alphabet differed from ours ina 
number of ways, Instead of using the letters th, it had 
two distincr ways of showing that sound. One was the p, 
often incorrectly read as a y, and still seen today in ye 
olde Englishe! The other was the letter %, which also 
gave a th sound, although phonetically slightly different. 
In all the old Devonshire documents, Witheridge appears 
either as WeSerige or, more rarely Wi¥erige. The word 
for ram was always written weber, while thac for willow 
was winig. 

Secondly, for hundreds of years the spellings of Wither- 
idge and Wetheridge were completely interchangeable, and 


in earlier times the Wetheridge spelling was slightly 
more common. While the Anglo-Saxon word for ram could 
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also be spelled either way, I have never seen any 
of wipig, or withy, spelled any other way. i -

So there we have the two sources for our surname, which

Further to my letter of May i2th, 1988, and hoping that you had a 
good trip to England in June. 


I am coming along quite nicely with my Witheridge Family Tree, 
but I still have some missing links. 


I am back to my husband’s great-great-great grandfather, namely, 
George Witheridge, who was born in Devon, in 1807. I still do 
not know where in Devon he was born, or the exact date. 


He married Mary Saunders the daughter of Peter and Jane Saunders 
in or around 1839, and they had one Son, namely, John Witheridge, 
Prior to emigrating to Darlington Township in Canada, on or 
around i842. 


I did obtain a copy of a baptism recard of the said Mary 
Saunders, who was baptized in the Parish of Bradworthy, Devon. 


Upon their arrival in Canada, they bought a 933 acre farm in 
Darlington Township, Ontario, in 1853. I did obtain a copy.of 
this Deed, also copies of Deeds where the Sons sold the property, 
the first part in 1894 and the second part in 1905. I am also in 
the possession of a copy of George’s Will dated May 27th, 1871. 
He then died on April 18th, 1884. 


A few weeks ago, I discovered his grave in Ebenezer Chapel 
Cemetery, in Darlington Township. In all the censuses his 
religion was stated as E.C. and I couldn’t figure out what this 
meant . It obvicusly means Ebenezer Chapel. This Chapel was 
founded in 1866 in Darlington Township, and is still in existence 
today. I have today learned from the Library in Bowmanville, who 
have assisted me no end, that a lady by the name of Mrs. Rundle, 
is in the possession of six of the original windows of this 
chapel, and is anxious to sell. I replied right away stating my 
interest. 


Last week my husband and I, booked our flight to Britain, we are 
departing from Toronto on December 10th, and returning January 
lith. and will be spending Christmas with my Family in Halifax, 
Yorkshire. I hope to visit Devon for a few days, in order ta da 
some research. I also wish to visit London, in order to obtain 
some birth certificates, they are much cheaper toa attend oneself. 


In April of this year, I wrote to Kim Cook sending her twelve 
pounds to join the “Witheridge Society”.

At last I have managed to pull together the records I have \ 
of the Bradworthy Witheridge family. I'm not sure how much of \ 
this is new to you, but I decided to send you all I have and let / 
you compare it with your records. If you have any corrections a 
or additions, please send them to me, indicating the source for of 7. 
gach item. I did the work on this particular family many years aa 
ago, with much of it coming from Kim Cook. As you can see, 
there are many loose ends that I haven't had time to work on, 
but this material will give you some clues to follow up. 


Do you have convenient access to a Mormon branch library 
(now known as Family History Centers)? That is really the best 
place to start, but many other sources must be pursued, also. 
You are fortunate to have an aunt living in Devon to help in 
your research. 


Our trip to Britain was a marvelous experience. It was our 
third trip there, and we have many relatives and friends there. 
My father came over as a boy with his family. My wife Elizabeth's 
ancestors al] came over before the American Revolution, so we 
don't know any current relatives, but we did visit several of her 
ancestral homes. After about a week in the London area, we hired 
a car and drove for three weeks through England, Scotland, and 
Wales. Unfortunately, we both came home with bad colds, which 
lasted several weeks. We arrived in the midst of the drought 
and heat wave. So with our colds and the excessive heat, our 
energy level was very low, and we stil] haven't finished all 
that needed doing after our trip, including the writing of many 
letters? 


Our itinerary, of course, included four days in Devon, 
which we enjoyed very much, I have many known relatives there, 
and many who are probably relatives, whose connections we haven't 
pinned down yet. My ancestral families lived over 300 years in 
the two towns of Berrynarbor and Combe Martin, and I have traced 
my Witheridge line back to avout 1500 in Berrynarbor. My closesg 
Witheridge relatives in Devon are second cousins of my father. 
They are the only Witheridges in the telephone directory of 
Exeter, Torbay, & North Devon, which you sent me (besides those 
named after the town of Witheridge), W.J. (Wm. John) Witheridge 
is my father®s second cousin, and W.G. (Wm. George) is his son. 
They both live on and work the farm at Middle Stoodleigqh, West 
Buckland, and we have visited them and their families three times. 
C.G. (Charles) Witheridge is John's brother at East Buckland, 
and we met him and his wife for the férst time this year. 


I'm not acquainted with any of the Witheridges listed in 
the telephone directory for Plymouth, S.W. Devon, & Cornwall. 


Kim Cook probably knows er knows of them, as her Witheridge 
ancestry is from South Devon, Kim and I have been corresponding 
and exchanging information for about twenty years. She and her 
husband Roy have met us at the airport and taken us back there 
on each of our three trips to Britain; and we have stayed with 
them a few days at the beginning and at the end of each trip. 
Elizabeth and I are very fond of them and their two sons, dason 
and Adam, and we call each other distant cousins, although we 
haven't yet found the connection. I was very happy when she and 
some others decided te organize The Witheridge Society, and I'm 
sure it will result in much progress in our research, 


Yes, the Cooks still live at 18 Hawkhurst Way, West Wickham, 
Kent BR4 SPF (Ph. 01-777-6072). (Note the Postal Code--9PF 
instead of 98F~--though I don't think that would cause any troubled. 
Kim leads a very hectic life, and I usually have to wait several 
months for answers to my letters. In addition, there is a 
Membership Secretary to whom she probably sent your application 
and money. I think it is Mr. Rod Witheridge, Granville House, 
33 Barrowgate Road, Chiswich, London W4 4QX. You might want to 
correspond with him. I'm sorry you have bad a défficult time 
getting started in The Witheridge Society. 


I appreciated your sending the information about "Old 
Witheridge,” the history of the town. When we were in Devon, 
we went through Witheridge again, and while we were there we 
tried to buy a copy. However, they hadn't come out yet, so we 
paid for one, and it was mailed to us after we got home, We 
enjoyed reading it because it is a typical Devon town, but we 
knew there would be nothing in it about our family. As a 
matter of fact, when I began my genealogy, I wrote to the rector, 
and he said he had checked, and there had never been a Witheridge 
birth, marriage, or death there since the start of the parish 
register, They must have all left long before the 1500's.

I cannot remember, for the life of me, if I have written te you since 
Christmas. There is so much confusion and activity geing on in our lives that 
I have apparently relegated to file 13 same of the details of my life! In any 
event, forgive any duplications etc.

new computer (at home) with the new software I got from the Mormons - Personal

The Descendants Chart will only print 10 generations at a time, so I had to 
repeat one of the ancestors (in this case I put in John Witheridge and Clara 
Blackmore), but in any case you will probably learn more about my family than 
you even want to knew! But it is fun to de this, very rewarding, very amazing 
to me - machines are really great in some areas. 


I am sending several of the Individual Data records - just because I kept 
punching im numbers! There is some superflucus information for the Mormons, 
but also to be ubilized are forms ta send ta the LDS Library fer registering 
(or whatever it is called) your relatives so you can find out if anyone else is 
losking for the same ancestors. The form is built into the software so all you 
have te deo is punch in the number of the person and it prints the form with all 


of the information already on it. 


Enough of this software! We are enjoying the computer for other things as 
well, the word processor most I think. I have all of my letters in my own 
"library" file, and can hang onto them as long as I wish - aor delete them when 
they have lost their usefulness.

Dear Keith, 


It’s been many years since we've corresponded, and | see you have retired to Florida. I hope that 
you and Annie are having a delightful time there. As you see, I bought a copy of “Witheridges Across 
America,” for which you probably also got an announcement. Having worked on genealogy for 25 years, | 
knew it would be of little value, except for this list [of people from the book, enclosed with this letter*], 
which probably comes from telephone and city directories and various other computerized lists. 


Since Witheridge is a very uncommon name, even in Britain, I didn’t think there were many in 
America. In ordered this book to see if my assumption was correct, and it was. Of course, such a list is 
never 100% complete, but it shows how scarce the name really is. 


It appears to me that all the people on this list belong to only two or three families. In the first 
place, starting with William N. Witheridge of Birmingham, Michigan, all the rest on the list are relatives of 
mine. My guess is that from the beginning of the list down through you, all are relatives of yours, since 
your grandfather lived first in Wharton, N.J., when he came from England. That leaves only M. R. 
Witheridge of Indianapolis [Indiana], and he or she may also be a relative of yours. 


I'd appreciate it very much if you would take a little time and identify as many of these 
Witheridges as you can. If the New Jersey Witheridges are your relatives, is there one of them who might 
be the most interested in family history? Do you know of any other Witheridges who are not on this list? 


Last May and June Elizabeth and I had a marvelous month-long trip to Britain. After about a week 
in the London area, we hired a car and drove 3,000 miles through England, Scotland, and Wales. We spent 
several days in Devon, and we met a number of Witheridge relatives there, as well as in other parts of 
Britain. We were met at the airport and later returned there by Kim Cook [q.v.] and her family, and we 
stayed with them a couple of days each time. Kim’s mother was a Witheridge. Kim and a few others have 
organized The Witheridge Society [q.v.] to tie together as many Witheridges and Witheridge descendants 
as possible and to assist in genealogical research. 


Have you had any further success in tracing back your family tree in Devon? The last I knew you 
had gotten back as far as John Phillips Witheridge and Jane Percy in Ottery, Lamberton about 1837.** We 
look forward to hearing from you when you are able to write.

Dear John, om 


I'm in one of those predicaments where I don't know what I've 
written to you in the last year or so, so you'll have to forgive me. 
I truly appreciate your two recent letters, and they have prodded me into 
writing to you. 1988 was a very busy and wonderful year for us, but in 
some ways very wtressful. A lot was accomplished, but many other things 
were sadly neglected. 


Except for Christmas cards, the last letter to you I have record of 
is the one I wrote in March of 1987 sending material about the Thomas 
Witheridge Gubb family in South Africa and the Witheridge pedigree I de- 
veloped after receiving one from them. If I got a letter from you after 
that, I have lost it, and I have no abcord of answering one, 


In the fall of 1987 I got busy planning a trip to Britain in the 
spring of 1988, and I don't know if I ever wrote to you about that trip-- 
either before or after. It was a month-long trip from the middle of May 
to the middle of June, and we hired a car for three weeks and drove 3,000 
miles through England, Scotland, and Wales. We visited many relatives 
and waw many of Elizabeth's and my places of origin. 


However, the weather was mainly cold and wet. It never got up above 
70°, except for two days in Scotland. As a result, we both came home 
with dreadful colds that lasted several weeks. In addition, they were in 
the midst of a severe drought and heat wave here, and because of our colds 
and the heat we were greatly debilitated for a Jong time. It took forever 
to do all the things needing to be done after our trip, and I still 
haven't finished all my letter writing, as you can see! 


Now to get down to your letters, 1°11 start with the most recent one 
first. Yes, I have seen the article by the Rev. John Witheridge in The 
Times. It was sent to me by his uncle, Harry Witheridge, who had also : 
sent me the newspaper clipping about the death of Thomas Witheridge Gubb"s 
widow in South Africa. We have known Harry and his brother Beorge ever 
since our first visit to England in 1976. Later Harry wrote and said 
that John had completed his assignment with the Archbishop and was now 
theChaplain at Eton College near Windsor. He is actually called the 
"Conduct," whichidiscovered on his stationery when he replied to my letter. 
So I looked it up in the Webster's Unabridged Dictionary and found there 
really is a definition for conduct meaning “a hired chaplain. Obs. except 
at Eton College, England.” Se he is “one of a kind.*

Before we went to England, we wrote to John and said we were planning 
to visit Windsor and wondered if we could see him at Eton at the same time. 
He and his wife Sarah graciously invited us to have lunch with them, which 
we did. Then a week or so later his uncle Harry was having a Witheridge 
family get-together at his house in Virginia Water, not too far from Wind- 
sor, and we again saw John and Sarah and their children. Enclosed. are 
two pictures of John and his family. 


Their Witheridge family stems back into North Devon like ours, but 
we haven't yet found the exact connection between our families. By the 
way, John's address is now The Rev. John Witheridge, Eton College, Windsor, 
Berkshire SL4 60W, England. In case you've already written to him at the 
Archbishop's, they'll no doubt forward your letter. 


Speaking of pictures, I thought you'd like to have this one of Kim 
Cook and her family. We've also known them since 1976, when their boys 
were only 4 and 8 years old. Here is also one of us taken in the back yard 
of another Witheridge descendant, Philip Hookway, in Nuneaton. His 
Witheridge ancestors came from South Devon, 


I understand that the name of the Town Witheridge may have two deri- 
vations: one could be “ridge of the willows," and the other could be 
"ridge of the wethers,”" where wethers refers to castrated rams. I don't 
suppose we'll ever know. 


I don't remember receiving any of the items in your other letter 
before. As far as I can find, I have no record of Philamon Witheridge, 
ancestor of Barbara Willis in Australia. Neither do I know anything about 
the William and Polly Witheridge referred to in the letter from Mavis 
ee Thank you for these copies. Some day they may fit in some- 
where. 


The larger sheet--the pedigree--fits right into my family and yours 
from Combe Martin. I can't seem to identify where this came from, unless 
it is from Ngaire Clark Witheridge (Mrs. Ian), but you haven't mentioned 
her anywhere else. I assume she lives in New Zealand. 


In your letter you asked if I have any information on John Witheridge 
(mar. Elizabeth Harris, Apr. 7, 1801) and the persons at the left joined 
te John with a question mark. If you will look at my Witheridge pedigree 
chart (May 1, 1985), which I believe I sent you in 1987 with the Bouth 
Africa materials, you will find John Witheridge and Elizabeth Harris as 
the first names at the left of the bottom line. Next to them are the Mary 
How Witheridge and William Gubb who are the ancestors of the South Africa 
Gubb family. A little farther on are your ancestors, Francis Witheridge 
and Ann Eastaway, parents of Thomas Witheridge, Bapt. Oct. 2, 1808, in 
Ilfracombe. At the right end of that family group are Martin and Emma 
Witheridge, ancestors of Una Parsons of Combe Martin. 


The group at the left on this New Zealand pedigree are all part of 
our family, but they are not all correctly located. I won't try to go 
through these relationships, as they are also shown on my chart. I'd be 
glad to have the address of Ngaire Witheridge (or whoever compiled this 
chart) and correspond with her if she is interested. 


Now about the personal matters in your letter of February 6th, No, 
I haven't done anything with computers in my genealogy, though I probably 
would have if I had started a generation later. Now I couldn't afford 
the equipment necessary, and I couldn't imagine the time involved in 
transcribing all my information into a computer. I'm glad other people 
are doing it, however, as I know it's the way of the future. My second 
cousin, Joyce Aldrich of East Lansing, Michigan, is putting all her 
Witheridge records on a computer. 


We're sorry your trip to the Near East had to be cancelled, and we 
hope your trips to California in the sprikg and England in the fall work 
out. We know you'll love them. We're thinking of going to Maryland and 
New England this summer, where Elizabeth has distant cousins. Her ances- 
tors all came over from England before the American Revolution.

Your desdription of Pat's church activities was fascinating, and I 
enjoyed going through the church magazine you sent. The problem of gay 
ordination is certainly a perplexing one. We are American Baptists, and 
as far as I know our denomination hasn't dealt with the issue as directly 
as yours.

Dear Rev. Witheridge, 


Fivst of all thank you so much for all the information which you 
sent me. It is indeed of great value to me. As I think I 
mentioned to you, I have only been doing the Family Tree for 
about 9 months, so any information is vital at this point. I had 
not even started on my research in England. At the present time, 
I have been.working on the relatives in Canada, which takes me 
back to Paul’s Great-Great-Great Grandfather, namely, George 
Witheridge. You have so kindly provided me with information on 
seven generations prior to George, so all I have to do now is 
fill in the blanks. 


You must have a wealth of information, having been working on 
same for some twenty years. I know that I have about 250 pages 
of information in only 9 months. 


Last week, Paul was in Toronto on business, I went along with him 
and spent a couple of days in the Provincial Archives and going 
around the cemeteries. Just before leaving, we decided to travel 
another 30 miles east, and visit Darlington Township, where 
everything happened. 


First we visited the old farmhouse, (not an old farmhouse 
anymore, unfortunately, it has now been rebuilt), but I have been 
advised that the original farmhouse was only demolished some 5 
years ago. Part of the old barn is still in existence, with two 
additions added to it. I think I told you that upon George’s 
arrival in Ontario, he bought a 93 acre farm in Darlington 
Township, and I am in the possession of the Deed dated 1853. All 
very interesting stuff. 


Next we visited the Ebenezer Chapel and Cemetery, which is now a 
United Church. The cemetery is quite small, but very old and 
very well kept. The gravestones of the Witheridge’s didn’t take 
too much finding, and are in relatively good condition for their 
age. I took pictures, but haven’t had them developed as yet. 

I found a stone of Thomas Witheridge and Susanna Witheridge his 
Wife, whom I couldn’t fit in, but from your information, find

that it was George’s brether. I also found other graves with 
names that were in your records, i.e. Thomas and Mary Harris;

name, so this too may fit in. 


Some time ago, I had come across the name of Richard Witheridge, 
but couldn’t fit him in. From your records, I find he is 
George’s brother. 


You have certainly given me enough information to keep me busy 


for some time, and of course, saved me a tremendous amount of 
work. 


I am now looking forward to our trip to England at Christmas, and 
feel I must visit Bradworthy, Devon. I would like to find out 
more about the church there, and look around the cemeteries. I 
am doing history’s of all the places where the Witheridge’s 
lived, and the churches they attended. I am at present trying to 
find out more about the "Ebenezer Bible Christina Chapel", which 
goes back to Devon, and very little is known about it here in 
Canada. 


Is it possible to obtain copies of Wills, and copies of Deeds of 
Land from England. I am a legal secretary here in Canada, so I 
know exactly where to look for this information in Canada, but I 
am not so sure about how to do this in England. 


I was pleased to hear that you had a good vacation in England, 
but sorry to hear that you came back with a bad cold. The 
weather is so very damp in England, even in the summertime, and I 
guess our bodies are just not used to those conditions. 


Well, I think that’s about all for now, thank’s again for your 
time and trouble. Looking forward to hearing from you again.

Perhaps the most fervent of the Methodist sects, the Bible 
Christian Church was formed in Southwest England in 1815 and established 
in Upper Canada during the 1830's. 


Served by itinerant preachers, its small but loyal 
membership increased gradually, largely among British emigrants from 
Devon and Cornwall who had settled ‘in rural areas in Northumberland, 
Durham and Huron counties. In 1855 the Canadian mission noted, as was 
the Parent -English body, for its emphasis upon lay-ministerial 
co-operation in church government, became. an independent conference and 
by 1870 numerous chapels, including this structure, had been built. 


However, inability to gain support in emerging urban centres 
and mounting financial difficulties arrested the sect's growth. In 1884 
the Bible Christian Church entered into a union with other Methodist 
bodies.

I did hear from the Witheridge Society, and now have a copy of 
the Witheridge Times, Volume 2 Number 2, and find it all very 
interesting. 


I de plan on sending Joyce Browne, copies of all my Extracts, as 
per her request, but thought I would take them back toa England 
myself, and maybe mail them there. I am also anxious to find out 
if she has any Certificates of the Witheridges of Bradwoarthy, 
prior to visiting St. Catherine’s House.

I hope you had a most wonderful trip to England in December, and 
I look forward to having a report from you when you have a chance to 
write. .For several months I've been hoping to write to you, but couldn't 
seem to find the time. What prodded me into action was the enclosed 
copy of a letter I recently received from Philip Hookway in Nuneaton. 
His Witheridge ancestry is in Devon, but we haven't yet discovered the 
connection between our families. 


You will note that in addition to all the Hookway references, Ruth 
Stevens mentions Join Manning who married Grace Witheridge, a relative of 
your husband. Ruth also found the grave of William Witheridge, Grace's 
brother, though the year (1846) was apparently copied wrong from the stone. 
She also found the grave of their father, John Witheridge, though here 
again there is a discrepancy in the date of death. According to his age 
given (77), this should be 1859, and perhaps the date I have (dune 27) is 
the date of burial, and hers (May 21) is the actual death. 


In any case, since she is in contact with some Manning descendants 
{her fourth cousins), you may want to get their addresses from her and 
write to them. They may know more about their Witheridge ancestry, or 
they may enjoy helping you find out more about it! 


Before writing this letter I took the time to go through all the 
records and items you sent me, and I have made the proper additions to my 
own records, Thank you very much for this information. You asked if I 
would like to have copies of extracts you have of births, marriages, and 
deaths. Yes, I'd be very glad to have them, and I1'1] be glad to reim- 
burse you, if you will let me know the cost. 


Another question you asked was about wills in England, I have had 
very little success in this regard, as the Devon wills were all located 
at the Exeter Cathedral, which was badly damaged by bombs in World War II, 
There are some earlier extracts available, but very few of Witheridge 
wills. The place to check is the Devon Record Office. Later wills 
{after 1858) should be at Somerset House, Strand, London WC2R ILP. 


I have also had very little luck as yet with land records. Unlike 
the vital records, land records are not available here on microfilm, and 
even at the county record offices in England they are not usually indexed. 
Not living in England, I have more or less ignored them. Perhaps you can 
discover a way of using them. If so, please let me know! 


Well, that is all I have time for now.

I did think very seriously of calling, but I had no telephone 
number for the Hall where the event was taking place, and I knew 
that I wouldn’t reach anyone at Phils home. 


We are hoping to return once again to England next year, but I 
don’t think it will be in May. We really enjoy September in 
England, and seem to keep to that month. A few years ago, we did 
go for 3 weeks in May, and it rained every single day. On the 
other hand, we have been in September 3 times, and each time have 
had wonderful weather. 


Io did try my hand at writing an article for the "“Witheridge 
Times" and am enclosing a copy for you toa look at. I could have 
probably gone on for ever, but didn’t wish to bore members. 


I am having a really hard time trying to locate an L.D.S. Church, 
were I could view same records. I had read in a book that there 
was a new L.D.S. Church here in Sarnia, so I wrote and asked if 
they had a library there. My letter was today returned "No Mail 
Receptacle”. 


I was having a great deal of difficulty with Paul’s great-great 
grandmother, Susan McWaters, who married George Witheridge, Jr, 
on or about the year i867. I knew that Susan was born in 
Ireland, as the census told me so, but I had no idea as to where 
or which part of Ireland. I have spent quite a lot of time 
researching this name, and now find that she was the daughter of 
John McWaters, who came to Canada from Countgy Armagh, Northern 
Ireland. 


John McWaters, was born on or around the year i808, and was 
married 3 times, his first wife was Susanna J. Johnston, born on 
or about the year 1812, and was the daughter of John Johnstan. 
John McWaters and Susanna J. Johnston had 3 children. 


John McWaters second wife, and the mother of my Susan, is unknown 
at the present time, but there were 2 children of this marriage, 
Themas McWaters born on or around the year i944, and my Susan, 
who was born on or around the year 1945/46. 


John McWaters third wife, Jane Copeland, born on or around the 
year 1822, the daughter of Agnes Copeland, and there were il 
children of that marriage. 


It is thought that Susan McWaters was quite young when she 
arrived in Clarke Township, Canada, which is right next ta 
Darlington Township. 


I am a member of the Ontario Genealogy Society and also a member 
of the Branch of Whitby/Oshawa, where the Witheridge family 
arrived from England.

I have obtained an abundance of information from the Branch, and 
was advised by them, that a Barbara DiMambroa of Richmond Hill, 
Near Toronto, had an Ad in the 0.6.5. magazine, she was looking 
for George Witheridge and Susan McWaters. I immediately 
contacted her and told her that these were the great-great 
grandparents of my husband Paul. They also turned out to be her 
great-great grandparents. She had very little knowledge about 
the Witheridge family, so I immediately offered my assistance. 
Whilst returning my family to Toronto Airport in July, we called 
in to see Barb, and took her a huge box of information, 
certificates, etc., on the Witheridge family. As you can well 
imagine, she was delighted to say the least. 


Between Barb and I, we have now come up with a date of death and 
place of burial for George and Susan. I did have a date of death 
for George, but never had one for Susan. 


We are naw both anxious to find out more about Susan, and that is 
why I am anxious to view some of the L.D.S. records. 


Well, I think that I have probably gone on long enough, and hope 
that you are both keeping well.

"THE ONES THAT GOT AWAY" 
THE WITHERIDGE FAMILY WHO EMIGRATED 
TG CANADA FROM BRADWORTHY, DEVON 


Canada, is a Nation of Immigrants, we or our ancestors travelled 
to Canada to build a new life. It is not known why the 
Witheridge family moved from the lovely village of Bradworthy, 
Devon, but it is evident that George Witheridge along with his 
recent bride, Mary Sanders and their two year old Son, John, 
amniqrated ta join other family members and share their wealth in 
a relative new country. 


George Witheridge, the great-great-gqreat grandfather of my 
husband Paul Witheridge, was the son of John Witheridge and 
Martha Sanders. It is only in recent months that the mother of 
George has been found. It was thought that his mother was Grace 
Grills, as she was the mother of his six brothers and two sisters 
and the wife of his father. All my records indicated that George 
was born on or around the year 1807, but John Witheridge did not 
marry Grace Grills until August 6th, 1815, and, as Grace Grills 
was born in 1793, she would have only been fourteen years old 
when George was born. , 


The Reverend Peter Sutton, of Bradworthy Parish Church, Devon, 
was preparing for me, a Witheridge Pedigree, and when it arrived, 
there was a notation against the name of John Witheridge 
indicating that on September Ord, 1808, he entered into a Bond in 
respect of a child expected by Martha Sanders of Milton Damerel, 
Devon, of whom he was the alleged father. 


4s a baptism record for George had never been found in 
Bradworthy, Devon, it was presumed that his year of birth was on 
or about i816. I now felt certain that the illegitimate child 
expected by Martha Sanders was George. I then obtained a copy of 
the baptism register from Milton Damerel, showing George 
Witheridge, son of Martha Sanders was baptized on December 18th, 
1808. My suspicions were now confirmed. 


George Witheridge married Mary Sanders, at Bradworthy Parish 
Church, on March 25th, i839, and an December 22nd, 1839, their 
first child, John Witheridge was born at Cleverdon, in the Parish 
of Rradwnorthy.

it is believed that George Witheridge, His wife Mary, and their 
son John, emigrated ta Canada in or around the year 1842. Their 
second child, Mary Jane, was born in Upper Canada in 18427, and 
George Witheridge appeared in the 1843 census for Darlington 
Township, Upper Canada. 


Darlington Township was a relatively small farming community, 
being thirty miles east of Toronto and five miles west of 
Bowmanville, which is now in the Province of Ontaric. 

In 1865, the Ebenezer Chapel was opened in Darlington Township, 
this being the Bible Christian Church, which was of the Devon 
origin. Many of the Devon families attended the chapel, 
including the Witheridge family. 


It is interesting to walk through the older section of the 
Ebenezer Cemetery today, and find such names as Grills, Harris, 
Littlejohns, Oke, Osborne, Sanders/Saunders and of course, 
Witheridge, all buried in the cemetery, and all names which 
appear in my Witheridge family tree, and originate from 
Bradworthy, Devan. in fact, the Ontaric Heritage Foundation, 
Ministry of Citizenship and Culture, have placed a plaque in 
front of the chapel, which reads as follows: 


THE BIBLE CHRISTIAN CHURCH 


"Perhaps the most fervent of the Methodist sects, the Bible 
Christian Church was formed in southwestern England in 1815 
and established in Upper Canada during the 1850's. Served 
by itinerant preachers, its small but loyal membership 
increased gradually, largely among British eamigrants from 
Devon and Carnwall who had settled in rural areas in 
Northumberland, Durham and Huron Counties. In 1855 the 
Canadian mission, noted, as was the parent English body for 
its emphasis upon lay-ministered co~operation in church 
government, became an independent conference and by 1870 
humercus chapels, including this structure, had been built. 
However, inability to gain support in emerging urban centres 
and mounting financial difficulties arrested the sect'’s 
growth. In 1884 the Bible Christian Church entered into a 
union with other Methodist bodies."

On October 27th, 1853, George Witheridge bought a 96 acre farm, 
being Part Lot 21, in the First Concession, for the Township of 
Darlington, County of Durham, for the sum of One thousand and 
twenty-eight pounds ten shillings of lawful money of the Province 
of Canada. 


On the south-west corner of the Witheridge farm there was a 
school, which was built in 1840 of log construction. In January, 
1957, George Witheridge sold off a small portion of his land in 
the south-west corner to School Trustees of School Section Number 
Three, in order that the school could be extended. He sold yet 
another small piece of his land to the School Trustees in 1875, 
possibly to extend the school even more. 


This was no doubt the school where the six Witheridae children 
attended, and would have only been a short walk for them in the 
winter time. This school is now long gone but records which I 
obtained from the Provincial Archives, showed the following 
information: 

"Darlington Township School Number Three was built in 1840 of log 
construction. In 1856 the school was open nine months and 
nineteen days. Total inhabitants in the school district were 
249, young and old, 71 of which were between the age of 5S and 16 
years, 30 of which were boys, 35 were girls and 5 of the students 
were non-residents from other sections. 


7 scholars attended school less than 20 days in the year 1856. 
27 scholars attended school between 20 and 50 days; 

17 scholars attended school between 50 and 100 days; 

8 scholars attended school between 100 and 150 days; 

6 scholars attended school between 150 and 200 days; 

No scholars attended the full 260 days. 


10 scholars were in the lowest class or the First Book of the 
National Readers; 

1i scholars were in the 2nd class or Second Book of the National 
Readers; 

19 scholars were in the 3rd class or Third Book of the National 
Readers; 

10 scholars were in the 4th class or Fourth Back of the National 
Readers, and 

15 scholars were in the Sth class or Fifth Book of the National 
Readers. 


42 students studied arithmetic 
13 students studied grammar 

i2 students studied geography 
No students studied history and 
44 students studied writing. 


The school teacher in 1856 was E.G. Power." 


Tt is guite obvious that the children were encouraged to work 
rather than attend school. The males usually worked around the 
farm and the girls went into service. 


George Witheridge lived on the farm until his death on April 
isth, 1864, aged 77 years. His Will read that his wife Mary, was 
to remain on the property until her death. He gave to his eldest 
child, John Witheridge, 46 acres, being one half of the farm more 
or less, and the remaining 46 acres to his youngest child, 
William Thomas Witheridage. In turn the said John Witheridge had 
to pay to his sister, Jane Oke, the sum af $460.00, and to his 
brother George Witheridge Jr. the sum of $60.00. The said 
William Thomas Witheridge, along with his mother, Mary 
Witheridge, was to pay to the said George Witheridge Jr. the sum 
of $400.00, and the sum of $400.00 to his sister Sarah 
Witheridge. The remaining child, Elizabeth Witheridge had died 
on February 2ist, 1865 at the age of 20 year 1 month. 


The witnesses to the Will were Thomas and Grace Yeo, who were 
from Bradwarthy, Devon. 


The farm was held by the twa brothers until January 6th, 1905, 
when it was sold ta Walter Foley. I might add at this time that 
the farm is still in existence today, with many changes of 
course, and is still owned by the Foley family.

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The Combmertin & Berrynerbor Family 
by Kim Cook 


In this issue we are again looking at a simplified family 
tree; this time it is for the Witheridges of Combmartin and 
Berrynarbor in North Devon. This branch of the family is 
perhaps the most prolific, and it is not possible to fit the 
full family tree into the format of our magazine. 


In selecting the parts to include, I have borne in mind our 
members Joan and Harry Payne (035 & 055) of Cheltenham, and 
Dave and Elizabeth Witheridge (042 & 043) of Minneapolis. 
This chart shows very clearly the relation-ship (7th cousin) 
between them, and I am very grateful to both families for 
much useful information included in this article. 


The earliest recorded Witheridges in Berrynarbor are John 
(ci500-1541), William (c1507-1565), Thomas (c1509-1553), 
Hunmfry (01511-1544) and Edward (c1513-1550). These five men 
may have been brothers or cousins, and it seems that at 
least four of them produced descendants. It is believed that 
Thomas may have been the father of Nicholas (see top of 
tree), and of a daughter Katherine, but the evidence is not 
conclusive. In some early records the surname is spelled 
Witherygg. 


The family were still in Berrynarbor at the time of David 
and Joan’s common ancestor Thomas, who was baptised in 
Berrynarbor on 28th December 1650. His marriage to Mary 
Sherman took place in Fremington, but their children were 
all baptised in Berrynarbor. However, subsequent generations 
began the exodus, first to neighbouring villages and towns, 
and then further afield. 


From the junior branch William (16980-1731) and Rebecca moved 
to Combmartin where their two children were baptised in 1724 
and 1727. This branch of the family stayed in Combmartin 
until John (1828-1905) his wife Clara and their children 
moved to South Wales in the early 1870's. The family lived 
in Cwmaman, Aberdare and John worked as a collier. 


In 1877 their eldest son William, his wife Mary Jane and 
their five children made the long sea journey to America, 
settling first in Sherrodsville, Ohio, where three further 
children were born. Later the family moved to Saginaw, 
Michingan, where their grandson David was born, and where he 
met and married Elizabeth. Incidentally, one section of this 
branch stayed in North Devon, and has descendants still 
living at High Bray, near Brayford. 
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The senior branch stayed a little longer in Berrynarbor. 
Thomas (b1751) and Mary were married there and both their 
children were baptised there. However, their eldest son, 
John, married in Combmartin, and his son, also John, was 
baptised there. Francis (b1782) married Ann Eastaway in 
Ilfracombe, where their four children were baptised. 


The most mobile was 
Thomas (b1808), 
probably because of 
his job as a coast- 
guard. Of his child- 
ren, Edmund was born 
in Lymington, Hants, 
Philemon and John in 
Watchet, Somerset, 
Jacob Thomas in 
Barnstable and Ann 
in Porthleven, Corn- 
wall. I believe Tho- 
mas died in Cornwall 
in 1871 at the age 
of &2, while his 
wife Jane lived on 
until she was 80 in 
1893. 


Their son Jacob was 
originally a joiner, 
so I don’t know what 
took him to the New- 
castle-upon-Tyne 

area, where in 1876 
he married Charlotte 
Caroline Hardwick. 
Their first two 
children were born 
in the Newcastle 


area, but by 1881 a ‘ a 
the family was ——— - z 
living in Fulhan, rrgnarbor Church 


London, where Jacob 

died in 1923. Mary Craven (mother of Joan Payne) was a 
younger and only surviving twin. After Jacob’s death the 
family resided for a while in Whitton, Middlesex, where 
Joan’s own daughter Joan Mary, was married in 1970. 


Both the branches have come a long way, geographically and 
socially, from those first Witheryggs in Berrynarbor. But 
sone things have survived, including the names Joan and 
Thomas (David’s younger son is also Thomas).

Another interesting name (which does not seem to have 
survived) is Wilmot. This, surprisingly, is a female name, 
and one which seems peculiar to North Devon. Tamsin 
(Thamosin, Thomasin) is another West Country speciality; ‘a 
feminine form of Thomas. 


Another member of the family who moved from Combmartin was 
Edwin (b1835). He married Matilda Thomas in 1858, but 
thereafter disappears from the locality. For a long time it 
was believed that he had died without issue. However, 1 
recently did some detective work on this and discovered that. 
Matilda died in Clifton, Bristol, in 1860, where three years 
later Edwin married his second wife Albertina and had eight 
children! 


I have been in touch with some of Edwin’s descendants and 
hope to include that branch of the family tree in a future 
issue of Witheridge Times.

I thought maybe you could 
assist me. 


I have checked the IGI for John Witheridge, but as we do not have 
an age for the above named, it could be very difficult. 


TI have no idea if this would be your line or Paul's, as I -am 
informed that it was usual to land in the U.S. then travel to 
Canada. 


I believe you once told me that your family emigrated to U.S.A. 
in 1880, so it could well be a little early for you. 


Do you have any records for John Witheridge/Wetheridge, who would 
probably have been born near the end of the 1500's with no burial 
records in England. 


I am going to return to the library to take another look when I 
have a little more time. 


In the meantime I have requisitioned the book "Pioneers on Maine 
Rivers" on an inter-library basis, to see if that tells me 
anything. 


It would be most interesting to learn that the Witheridge family 
emigrated to North America in the early 1600's. 


I am also going to write to Kim, to see if she can come up with 
anything, although I am sure that you hold most of the records 
which Kim has. 


I hope you had an enjoyable vacation with Kim ana Roy. If you 
are ever in Ontario, please feel free to visit us, you would 
always be more than welcome.

Dear Kathy and Paul, 


We just loved getting your letter and seeing how you are still 
making progress on the Witheridge line. Yes, I have been aware of the 
John Witheridge who was a ship master around 1600, and I now have a 
number of items about him that I am enclosing. I learned about him 
from the same volume where you found him, and I was able to get the 
book and copy the pertinent pages. I also found a reference to him in 
The Devon Family Historian (publication of the DevoonFamily History 
Society), which Iam enclosing. Finally, I got a little item about him 
from Harry Witheridge of Virginia Water, Surrey, not far from London, 
who had been given it by a friend, It tells about a collection taken 
for John Witheridge and Nicholas Paige in a London church.

I was greatly intrigued by your letter, but I've been too busy until 
now to answer it. Before doing so, I had to look over our former corres- 
pondence to remind me of all the details, and I see I have several things 
to write about. 


First, I'm pleased to hear that you may go to England in time for the 
W9theridge Day celebration. I hope that you will be able to work it out 
and that you will have an excellent tine. 


Secondly, I'm glad you've found some of Paul's relatives, especially 
some who know about their family and background. For a number of years 
I've been in touch with John James, a Witheridge descendant and a distant 
cousin of mine, who lives in Vancouver; so I was excited to see that Robert 
Henry lives there. 1 know they will want to get together. 


John's Witheridge line stems back to Berrynarbor, where mine began, 
and they lived for a while in Ilfracombe, where I think Paul's ancestor, 
Thomas Witheridge, may have been born in 1673. 1 think this Thomas was the 
son of Nathaniel Witheridge and Emma Eastaway, but that still is just my 
conjecture. It's interesting to note that John's ancesters in Ilfracombe 
were Francis Witheridge and Ann Eastaway. I've never had time to piece 
together the Eastaway family, but there were several Witheridge-Eastaway 
marriages over the years. If you want to pass on John James’ address to 
Robert, it is 6276 Yukon St., Vancouver, B.C. V5Y 383. 


Your question about other Witheridges in America (U.S.A) is one I've 
been working on for some time. My grandmother said ours was the only 
Witheridge family that had come to America, but I didn't believe that could 
be true, though it is a very rare name, even in Britain. Many years ago I 
discovered a Keith Witheridge, who was a school principal in Annapelis, 
Maryland. We have corresponded over the years, and I know his family also 
came from Devon (Lamerton), but we don't know his ancestry back before 
1800, so we can't tell if we're related. 


Last year I got a mailing advertising a book about to be published on 
Witheridge genealogy. From what I had heard, I knew it was apt to be a 
fraud in terms of tying all the Witheridges into a family tree, but I figured 
it would list all the Witheridces they had found in various computerized 
listings (probably city directories and phone books). I wanted to confirm 
my notion that the name was scarce in the U.S.A., and I thought the list 
might be of use to the Witheridge Society, so I ordered a copy, called 
MW ther dges Across America." 


Just as I had thought, it was mostly general information on how to do 
genealogy, but it did contain a page listing all the Witheridges they had 
found--eighteen addresses in all. I'm enclosing a copy of that page. As 
you see, all those starting with William N. are members of my family. 1 
wasn't sure about the one in Indianapolis, but I figured every one above

that was part of Keith's family, because he came from Nanticoke, Pa., and 
his grandfather settled first in New Jersey when he came to America. 


I started writing to these people about a year ago, and had great 
difficulty making contact. I found that the M.R.Witheridge of Indianapolis 
is also part of the New Jersey grppp, as she is the widow of Ernest Wither- 
idge from Newark, N?J. I found that N. Witheridge of Newark and Nellie of 
Brick, N.J., were one and the same--Nellie (deceased), the mother of Ernest 
(deceased) and hrs. delen Witheridge Firman, who responded, but didn't know 
anything about her ancestry. She thinks George of Rahway is some kind of 
cousin, but is out of touch with nim. George never did reply, and he has 
an unlisted phone number. Similarly, S. Witheridge of Lakehurst never re- 
plied and is not known by the others. 


Jonn 0. Witheridge of Orange, N.d., is deceased, but I talked to his 
widow on the phone and found out he was also a cousin of Ernest Witheridge 
and Helen Firman, but they do not know their ancestry in England. I talked 
to Allen Witheridgé's daughter Cathy, but she only knew that his father's 
name was Robert. That accounts for the whole list, and I still think the 
Witheridges in New Jersey are all related to Keith Witheridge, but I haven't 
done any further research. 


So you see, there may be many Witheridge descendants in America by 
various other last names, but probably not many by the name of Witheridge. 
If you find any, bbease let me know! 


I'm sorry I never answered your Auqust 22nd letter, but when it came, 
I put it aside, because I knew I had to compare the new information with 
what I already had. I enjoyed your article on "The Ones that Got Away" and 
hope they get around to publishing it in ¥The Witheridge Times." By the way, 
I had a telephone call from Kim Cook on Christmas Day, which of course was 
very welcome. On our Christmas card to them I had mentioned that we hadn't 
received an issue of "The Kitheridge Times" for quite a while. She said 
Philip Witheridge's wife has multiple sclerosis, which has seriously hampered 
things with the Witheridge Society. We were thrilled to hear that Kim and 
her husband Roy are planning a trip to Minneapolis in May or June, and we 
hope they will be able to stay with us for a couple of weeks. 


I was delighted to hear of your discovery of Barbara DiNambro, and I 
know you and Paul will enjoy your cantacts with her. I am reminded of the 
material I sent you last spring from Philip Hookway giving the address of 
Ruth Stevens in Exeter and her connection with John Manning and Grace Nith- 
eridge of Bradworthy. Did you ever write to her about their descendants 
who are fourth cousins of hers? Did you get their address and write to 
them? They are obviously distant cousins of Paul. 


This has become iuch too Tong, but I have let this all pile up and 
should have written sooner. You write wonderful letters, and I look forward 
to another one some day.

It looks, from the information received from Tacoma, as though 
there may be members of the Witheridge family in San Francisco, 
California. It would appear that Morley Witheridge, son of Irvin 
and Ada Witheridge, moved to California around 1943/1944, so I 
will now investigate that possibility. 


I did find Sarah Maude Ayre (nee Witheridge), sister of Irvin G. 
Witheridge, in Edam, Saskatchewan. She and her husband, Thomas 
H. Ayre, moved to Saskatchewan, as Homesteaders, after their 
marriage in 1905. It is believed that Maude lived until she was 
99 years old.

Long ago (last Spring) you wrote asking about a Witheridge who had migrated from 
Ontario to Tacoma. 


I believe the enclosed copies will identify the migrant. 


The Tacoma City Directory of 1928 was the first to include the name, so the family 
probably arrived here in 1927. They immediately bought a garage/service station, 
and operated it for several years. Son Morley evidently moved to San Francisco 
during World War II. He was listed in the 1942 directory, not listed in the next- 
published directory of 1945. There may have been a divorce in the meantime, also. 
Wife was listed as Allie M. then later as Frances L. No similar name is listed 

on the death certificate index. 


There have been very few Witheridge families in Washington. From the Washington 
State Death Certificate Index there are only three of that last name in addition 
to the Irvin G. family here in Tacoma. (Years available, 1907-1979; years viewed, 
1930-1979.) In case the additional names will help your genealogical research, 

I am also including the information here.

Would you know anything about these names? 


From the information which you forwarded to me, the above named, 
John Witheridge, had a son named Edward, baptized July 26th, 1616 
at Barnstaple, Devon, and also a son named Willian, baptized 
December 1st, 1610 at Barnstaple, Devon. It would appear that 
John's two sons were also mariners. 


I looked through the Witheridge Society Handbook, and found that 
none of the members have lines back to Barnstaple in the 1500's 
and 1600's. It would appear that Paul's line would be the 
nearest, as I am back to 1604, James Witheridge of Fremington. 
On the Devon map, Fremington is very close to Barnstaple, so 
maybe there could be a connection there.

A_GENEALOGISTS NIGHTMARE 


My husband's grandfather was born in the small village of Little 
Drayton Common, Shropshire, on July 24th, 1876. His name at 
birth being, ARTHUR AUSTIN, son of William Austin and Mary Austin 
(nee Barrow). 


On March 3rd, 1902, the said ARTHUR AUSTIN, (then aged 25 years), 
Married Mabel Kate Painter, (then aged 20 years), daughter of 
Charles Painter deceased and Elizabeth A. Painter (nee 
Clutterbuck), at Hunslet, Near Leeds, West Yorkshire, England. 


It is not known why they decided to marry in Leeds, as Arthur 
came from Shropshire and Mabel came from Gloucestershire. The 
only reason I can come up with is, Mabel appeared to be seven 
months pregnant at the time of the marriage. 


Iam now in the possession of the birth certificates of their 
children, as Eollows: 


DORIS MAY AUSTIN, daughter of Arthur Austin and Mabel Kate Austin 
(nee Painter), born May 13th, 1902, at Leonard Stanley, 
Gloucestershire. 


REGINALD ARTHUR, (I do not have a birth certificate for this 
child). Born February 21st, 1904. 


MABEL KATE AUSTIN, daughter of Arthur Austin and Mabel Kate 
Austin (nee Painter), born December 17th, 1905, at Little 
Drayton, Shropshire. 


RONALD AUSTIN, son of Arthur Austin and Mabel Kate Austin (nee 
Painter), born September 2nd, 1907, at Little Drayton, 
Shropshire. 


ARTHUR CHARLES AUSTIN, son of Arthur Austin and Mabel Kate Austin 
(nee Painter), born October 2ist, 1910, at Little Drayton, 
Shropshire. 


Some time in this time era, the said ARTHUR AUSTIN served six 
years with the Shropshire Light Infantry, but the dates are not 
Known at this time. I have written to Ministry of Defence in 
London, England on two occasions, with two stamped addressed 
envelopes, but unfortunately, have not had the courtesy of a 
reply. I have also hired a genealogist in Barking, Essex, to try 
and obtain this information on my behalf. 


It is believed that the family emigrated to Canada between 
October, 1910 and September 15th, 1914, when the next child was 
born in Canada, namely, MARY ELIZABETH BEECH, born September 
15th, 1914, at Petrolia, Ontario, Canada. Unfortunately, I do 
not have a full birth certificate for Mary, so it does not state 
the names of her parents. I have however, applied for a full 
certificate. 


The next records in my possession are Army papers for ARTHUR JOHN 
BEECH, dated July 29th, 1915, at which time he joined the 
Canadian Overseas Expenditure Force. These papers give his date 
of birth as July 2ist, 1976, and place of birth as Market 
Drayton, Shropshire. It also states on these papers that he 
served six years in the Shropshire Light Infantry. 


The next record in my possession is the Canadian Passport of 
ARTHUR J. BEECH, which is dated June Sth, 1919, This document 
shows his date of birth as July 2ist, 1876, and place of birth as 
Shropshire. It listed is age at that time as 42 years. 


I have written to the PRO at Chancery Lane, London, asking about 
the British Passport which they must have had to leave Britain, 
or alternatively, Emigration documents, but they advise me that I 
would have to attend personally and look up this information, 
they do not appear to assist in research. 


T have now got the change of name down to October 1910 and 
September 1914. 


The National Archives in Ottawa, Canada, have agreed to forward 
Passenger Lists, on an inter-library basis, on ships arriving in 
Montreal and Halifax between the time period 1910-1914. At the 
time of the arrival of the micro films, twelve in all, I will 
have to go through them to see if either the name Austin or Beech 
appears. 


There is still one aunt living, namely, Mabel Kate Beech, who is 
now 85 years old and resides in Toronto, Ontario. She never 
married and goes under the name of Beech, although her birth 
certificate shows Austin. 


I am afraid that there may be a "Skeleton in the Closet", as when 
I bring up the subject of name change, she changes the subject 
immediately. She did once tell me that she thought the name had 
been double-barrelled at one time, Austin-Beech, and that the 
Austin part had been dropped. I do not really believe this, as 
no records show it as such and, where did Beech come from, and 
why was the original name of Austin dropped. None of this makes 
any sense to me. 


I do not for one minute believe that one can change one's name in 
the middle of the Atlantic Ocean, which is how it looks right 
now. I do have a few more steps I can take, unfortunately, this 
is very expensive and very time consuming, but I am, determined 
to solve the mystery. 


I was once advised that maybe the children did not have the same 
father, but all the dates and place of birth, appear to look in 
one direction. 


I still have to look through the twelve reels of passenger lists 
micro film, to see if I can find either an Austin or a Beech. 
This will tell me which side of the ocean the name change took 
place. If they sailed under the name of Austin, I then have to 
look to Canadian sources for change of name, but if they sailed 
under the name of Beech, I have to look to the Passport Office in 
Britain and the Supreme Court Enrolment Books in Britain, whereby 
records of change of name by deed poll are kept. 


Should anyone come up with any other ideas, I would gladly like 
to hear from you.

Dear David « Elizabeth, 


First of all I hope that you are both keeping well, it was such 
distressing news to learn that Elizabeth had not been feeling too 
well. I hope that she is now recovered from her hip injury. 


The weather here has been dreadful this year, April already and 
we still have snow on the ground. It feels as though Spring will 
never arrive. 


Only another three weeks and we will be on our way to England, 
how time flies these days. We leave Toronto on April 28th, 1992 
and return to Canada on May 27th, 1992. My mother is getting so 
excited, she just loves me to go "home", being 77 years old and 
not being able to visit us in Canada any more. I do try my best 
to return each year to see her. 


Paul and I are looking forward to attending "Witheridge Day" once 
again, but I must admit, I am very nervous about giving the 
presentation this year. I have put a lot of hard work into my 
research on "the Devonians who emigrated to Upper Canada in the 
mid 1800's), but it is still not exactly as I would like it to be 
yet. Having never spoken before the public before, I am really 
up tight about it, but Paul seems to feel it will do me the world 
of good, so I guess Tf have to follow his “thoughts. = 


I have been extremely busy with Paul's family tree recently, and 
have made one or two breakthroughs, it always feels sa good to 
Score "another goal" after years and years of nothing. 


I had learned that the children of John Witheridge and his wife 
Miriam (Moore) Witheridge (John was the eldest child of George 
and Mary Witheridge, Paul's 3 x great grandparents who emigrated 
to Canada in 1841) had all moved West after a family quarrel. f[ 
learned as follows: 
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Their eldest child: William John Witheridge - moved to North 
Dakota, on or about 1896. 


Ida Edith (Witheridge) Oke ~- moved to North Dakota, on or about 
1909 


Anna Louisa Witheridge - never found her 


Anniter (Witheridge) Thorne ~- married in Bowmanville on March 14, 
1897 and died in Bowmanville, Sept 2, 1900, aged 30 years 


Edgar John Witheridge ~ lived and died in Bowmanville 


Irvine George Witheridge -~ moved to North Dakota, (date 
unknown), then moved to Tacoma, Washington, in 1927, where he 
died in 1965 


Florence Mabel (Witheridge) Wood - moved to North Dakota, date 
unknown, but she was in the 1910census for Cypress Twp, County of 
Cavalier. Moved to North Idaho, (date to be determined). 


Sarah Maud (Witheridge) Ayre - married in Bowmanville in 1905, 
then moved to North Dakota to work and earn money and get some 
equipment before they went to homestead in Saskatchewan in or 
about 1907, where they lived and died. Sarah lived to be 92 
years old and died in August, 1972. 


Some time ago, I had obtained a copy of an obituary from a Couer 


d'Alene, North Idaho, of a George Carl Tomblin - George was 
married to a Marguerite Wood, who was the daughter of Mabel 
Florence (Witheridge}) Wood. It gave the age of George as 89 


years at his death in 1982, but did go on to list that his wife 
was still alive at that time, and gave the names of his sons. 


I decided to make a trip to the local library, and look up some 
telephone numbers. I found a Carl Tomblin in Hayden Lake’ (just 
like the newspaper had told me}, so I took down the address. 
When I arrived home, I wrote a letter to the address, thinking 
that this might well be one of George's grandchildren. 


Low and behold, I received a telephone call that same week from 
Marguerite Tomblin. I just could not believe my ears - she first 
of all advised me that I had found another relative for Paul, and 
she went on to tell me, what appeared to be her life story. The 
one interesting point she told me was thal her father was Thomas 
Bramwell Wood, whom she believed was bern in Yorkshire, England, 
and that his middle name Bramwell was after the Bronte family. 
As you are probably aware, the Bronte family were from Haworth, 
Yorkshire, which is about 7 miles away from where my mother 
lives. We visit Haworth every single trip, as it is such a 
beautiful village, and always fascinates me. 
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Anyway, she turned out to be an extremely lovely lady, who is 
most interested in genealogy. Before we got off the phone, I 
promised her that I would send her information on her family. I 
immediately put together a 1%" binder, full of pertinent 
information on the Witheridge family and mailed it off to her. 


Last week, I received a letter from Clarence R. Ayre of Edam, 
Sask. who advised me that he had spoken with his cousin, 
Marguerite Tomblin in North Idaho, and he wrote giving me details 
of his family, Sarah Maud (Witheridge) Ayre and Thomas Henry 
Ayre. He also forwarded to me details of the Witheridge family 
transcribed from the Witheridge family Bible. The largest break- 
through though was, he sent me-a- photograph of his grandparents 
(John Witheridge and Miriam (Moore) Witheridge) grave. I had 
never been able to trace the whereabouts of John and Miriam, 
after they sold the Witheridge farm in Darlington Township, in 
1905, tt was as if they had disappeared from the face of the 
earth. However, they died in Edam, Sask, ~- John on November 
26th, 1929, and Miriam on May 22nd, 1924. 


I am enclosing a copy of the family information taken from the 
Bible, together with a copy of the letter which T received from 
Clarence Ayre, as it goes into great detail about the family. 


I was quite excited about all these happenings, it had certainly 
filled in a few blanks in my research. 


Well, I must close now, I could ramble on forever. 


Paul and I would like to wish you both all the very best, and if 
you can ever find a few moments, please drop us a line.

I was talking to my cousin in Hayden Lake today and she 
Said you were gathering family information and you needed 
something about John & Miriam Witheridge.and some about T.H. 
Ayre & Sarah Maud Witheridge. 

The first two are my grandparents on my mothers side and 
last two are my parents. After I talked to my cousin I went 
out to the Edam cemetery and took pictures of the two 
headstones, which ¥ will enclose in my letter. 


Jonn & Miriam (Moore; Witheridge both died at my parents home 
Se 6-50-18-w3. 

My mother died in Sunnyside nursing home in Saskatoon, Sask. 
Date of death was Aug/1972 at 92 YIS of aqe. 

My father was killed instantly in farm accident with horse & 
wagon. The date was Oct 06/1942 -2, 49 P.M. on NW 6-50-18-wW3, 
He was just past 62 years old. 

I myself married Gertrude Ethel Benson in 1939, she died Aug 
15/81 in Edam Hospital (brain cancer) I married again in 1984 
to Alida Peppinck and she died 13 nos.later of bone cancer. 
My brother Elmer born Oct 12/1916 married Jean Huff,born Sep 
20/1920. My sister Vivian married Clarence L.damson Jul.6/40 
I had no children,Elmer has four daughters, Vivian has two 
daagbters. 


The above may contain all you wanted to know and 
possibly more than you need . You may find it boring but I 
thought I would tell a bit more about my parents and 
grandparents. My grandparents came up to this area in 1919 
with their daughter Mabel Witheridge vho was married to 
Bramwell Wood. My grandparents had lost what money they had 
in a bank failure at that time,and the Wood family thought 
they would go to Canada and try farming. Besides the 
grandparents they brought their two children: Eugene and 
Marguerite ; the woman you were in touch with at Hayden Lake 
Idaho. 

They setted on fairly poor land and after about five 
years they moved down to Coue-d,Alene Idaho and left the 
grandparents at my folks. Mr Wood went to work at a lumber 
mill in © DAlene and also for a few years he was member of 
the state legislature at Boise Idaho. 


My parents were warried in Ontario in 1905. After 
marriage they went to North Dakota to work for others so that 
could earn some money and get some equipment before they went 
to homestead in Saskatchewan. 


After the Wood fawily left, the grandparents lived in a 
little house in my parents yard until my grandma died ana 
then grandfather lived with us till he died. 


After a couple of years in North Dakota my parents were 
able able to save enough and get enough equipment to come 
west. That is why they had a few horses when they moved up. 
Marguerite told me that you had information about how many 
horses and cows they had for some years It amazes me how you 
were able to gather all that information ! 


However having a few horses meant that dad was able to 
vork for other settlers, breaking new land, because oxen were 
not as useful for that. However it meant dad would be away 

quite a bit. Mother told ane story about when she was home 
alone, anda group of Indians came with many wagons and 
horseback riders and hounds. After hearing tales about 
Indians before she left Ontario it must have been quite 
frightening. However they rode around the cabin a few times 
and went on. There was a creek less than a mile from there 
and they usea@ to camp there geing from one reserve to another 
near Jackfish Lake. The creek was Blackfoot creek,and went 
across the quarter dad later owned, and where he was killed. 
(NW 6-50-18-W3) 


The cabin I mentioned above was at first just a 10 by 14 
lumber affair with tarpaper on the outside. Later when dad 
could gather some logs a larger log building was built with 
prairie sods on the raof. Of course when it rained for a day 
outside it rained inside for three days. Mother tells of 
keeping the travelling minister overnight and the only dary 
place was under the table 


I was not around yet in those days and after 1910 when 
you correctly found that homestead was proved up & granted 
clear title:dad and mother bought the homestead just south of 
their own. This one had been previously proved up by a man 
named Ed Bell and we still call it the Bell quarter today. 

It hed a better house and water supply.In Feb 1911 I was born 
but not at the home place. Mother went to within 8 miles of 
North Battleford to be closer to a doctor. The farmhouse 
whereI was born was for years known as Flanders farm with 
dutch wooden shoes on the gateposts. It has only about ten 
years ago been demolished. I was the first white child in the 
homestead area. 


When dad came up from Dakota to select a homestead there 
were people in North Battleford who made a busines of taking 
people out to select their homesteads. Of course by 1906 you 
had to go quite a way from Nor.Bat. as closer places had been 
taken. The west was Surveyed in townships of 36 sections (six 
miles square)four quarters to a section. Certain sections 
were set aside for settlers, other sections were for C.P.R. 
grants ,others for Hudson Bay Co. and sone were designated 


as school sections. The school was built about 1915(Black£oot 
School) and was located a mile west of our home and that is 
where I took all of my schooling. (grade ten).When school 
started 1915 it was held for a short time in the log house 
that my folks had just moved from, until the school building 
was completed. 


When the railway come up in 1911 the settlement known as 
Edam was started. It was twelve miles from the homestead. It 
now has a population about 450. Like all Small villages in 
this area there is large percentage of alder people; widows 
and widowers like me.There are a few younger families, some 
are farming from here and others are teachers or nurses 
working here. The first hospital in Edam was built in 1917 
and it was the first hospital in Sask. to be built by 
municipalities. I met my wife Ethel when she came to Edam to 
work as matron of the hospital in 1938. she had her R.N and 
had trained in Orangeville and Toronto Ont. 


The businesses still here are: two general stores,two 
restaraunts, four gas stations one bulk oil, credit union, 
municipal office,village office, fire hall,senior citizens 
centre, liqour store, hotel and pub,school to grade LZ; 
gymnasium, coverd skating rink and hall, curling rink, three 
sheet artificial ice , legion hall, three churches and a 
hospital, eight bed and twelve bed level three care. The cost 
was around three and a half million. We have a resident 
doctor, but are finding it hard to keep one. The facilties 
are nearly full at present, 


There are also two grain elevator companies an electric 
shop , a resident plumber , a carpenter, seed cleaning plant, 
laundromat & car wash and a beauty parlor. When I read of all 
places I have listed I can hardly believe its the same place 
I live in ; because after all it is just another small 
village trying to stay alive. 


We have natural gas available and each location has 
their own water System, sandpoints about eight to fifteen 
foot deep,and a village sewer system. There is an oil field 
just west of Edam and there are at present about three 
hundred wells. The oil is quite heavy so Production is not 
that great and oil pricec are low just now. The oil is 
trucked from Edam to Lloydminster Alberta, The farming at 
Edam is grain, oilseeds, dairy and beef. 


The town was at first mainly Dutch people , therefore 
the Dutch name, however it is new quite mixed with quite a 
few French. 


My sister Vivians daughter has started geneology search 
also; but she has only got about three generations back. I 
Sent a couple of family unit sheets to my cousin in Hampton 
Ont; for her. I have three cousins in the Bowmanville, Oshawa 


area. My first wife had quite a few relatives around 
Palmerston and Lendon ont; and having trained there she had a 
few nurse friends also. While she was living,we were down at 
least three times and travelled areund the London Palmerston 
Owen Sound Sound , Listowel , Elmira areas. Twice we drove 
home new cars from, Oshawa,and going kome through Sault st 
Marie, we must have passed near Sarnia. 


Well I must close this same time, so I will wish you good 
luck in your searches. This kind of research seems quite 
Popular these days.

Dear David, 


Thank you so much for your letter of July 10th, 1996, it is always so good to hear from you. 
I am also pleased to hear how well you are keeping!! You will never know how sorry we 
were to have missed your luncheon in Minneapolis on June 8th. It is very unfortunate that it 
was so soon after our return from Britain. We arrived home on the late evening of June 2nd, 
absolutely exhausted!!_ What with a very hectic month and jet lag on top of that, we were 
extremely tired and just couldn't drag ourselves any further!! 


I did correspond via the Internet with Tony Witheridge earlier this year. He sent me a copy 
of his Witheridge Gazette which really impressed me!! He gave me his Internet address so 
we wrote back and forth a few times. On at least one of the occasions, I advised him that 
Paul and I were going to England for the month of May in order to attend the Witheridge 
Day celebrations, and also that upon our return we were going to Minneapolis to attend the 
USS. celebrations. He advised me at the time that he could not make it to England this year 
but would try his best to attend at Minneapolis. I gave him your address and telephone 
number in order that he could contact you!! 


Talso advised Sharon and Ted Brydges of North Battleford, Sask, they too wished to attend 
but unfortunately Sharon had an appointment on the following Tuesday which could not be 
missed and they too felt it was a little far for a week-end trip. I did speak with Sharon on 
the telephone last evening, and she advised me that she had spoken with you on the telephone 
a couple of times. She also advised me that Paul Freed along with his aunt, Stella Oyos (who 
is now 91) visited them a couple of weeks ago. I have corresponded with both Paul and 
Stella, they are both very interesting people, Stella provided me with all kinds of information 
and photographs of the family. Paul had read one of my books at his aunt's house and 
telephoned me to provide him with a copy of all the family information, which I did. Sharon 
and Ted will be coming to visit us in Sarnia in September, as we visited them a couple of 
years ago!! Paul asked Sharon that we all visit his brother Bruce, here in Ontario, which of 
course we will gladly do!! 


Iam very excited about our 10th anniversary next May, and hope that we have a good turn 
out from north America. I was so disappointed this year as only 14 people attended and Paul 
and myself were included in that number. It is very sad when only a dozen people in Britain 
show interest!! 


I don't know whether Kim advised you that my talk at Witheridge Day this year was on a 
Witheridge family whom I recently found in the Hamilton area of Ontario. It took me a few 
years to find out which line they descended, but eventually we solved the puzzle and they are 
of the Ermington line. Ivor John Edwin Witheridge who now resides in Selkirk, Ontario, has 
been corresponding with me for some time now and has provided me with all kinds of 
pictures and information. He is a distant cousin to John, Phil, Richard and David Witheridge, 
all members of the Society. I presented each of them with a copy of my presentation which 
they just loved. It has completed a lot of gaps for their research!! I am just in the midst of 
putting together more copies of my presentation, and as soon as I get it finished I will 
forward a copy to you as I think you may find it interesting!! 


I recently looked up all the Witheridge’s in the U.S. on the Internet and found 19 together 
with one Wetheridge, one Whitteridge and one Witteridge. I am enclosing a copy for your 
information!! I did write a few of them including G. Keith Witheridge of Merritt Island, 
Florida. Keith replied advising me that he was 88 years old and that he had a son but they 
did not speak to one another. I also had a reply from Jean E. Witheridge of Nanticoke, PA., 
who advised me that she was the widow of J.E. Witheridge together with the following 
information: 


"Father - John Witheridge, he had two brothers and one sister, George and Tom and Emma. 
As far as I know the brothers and sister are dead. 

Mother - Mary Renihomer? deceased. Sister - Mildred Witheridge Lewis deceased. 

George Witheridge had 2 daughters and they are both deceased. 

Tom Witheridge had 3 boys, Paul and Kenneth, both deceased. Keith - I don’t know where 
he is. 

I am his widow as mentioned and am 86 years old. Will be 87 in September. We had no 
children so there are no survivors.” 


When I get the information from England on Witheridge Day 96, I have arranged that I get 
one copy and photocopy here in Ontario and send to ail the north Americans. I pray that we 
have a good response in order that we may have a terrific week-end in Devon next May.

Dear David; 


My apologies for not getting right back to you after we talked on the telephone. The same 
old excuses “extremely busy”. We had visitors from Saskatchewan on October 3, another 
Witheridge descendent, Sharon Brydges and her husband Ted. We had a wonderful time and 
did a lot of travelling in the 8 days they were with us. Of course we had to visit Niagara 
Falls. When one has never seen it, it is a sight that must be seen. We have made the trip so 
many times with all of our different visitors.

Dear Kathy and Paul, 


I want to follow up on the phone call we had the other day. It sounds 
as though you will be having a good Witheridge reunion in August, and I 
hope you get some good assistance from Kathy Thomas and Steve Karnes. 
I'm sorry I can't plan to be there, but I have a big gathering of my 
mother's German relatives to manage this summer, and that's all I can 
handle. 3 


I hope John and Janice and Jay will get there from Saginaw, and perhaps 
their daughter Mary Kay from Waterford. Then there are my niece and 
nephew in Bay City, Virginia Anne Sorensen and Bill Witheridge, children 
of my brother William, as well as Jennifer Burke in Royal Oak, my sister 
Louise's daughter. I think I gave you all their addresses last year. 
Let me know if you don't have them. 


Now a little more about the New Jersey Witheridges. For a long 
time I thought they were related to Keith Witheridge, who came 
from Pennsylvania, but whose father was originally from New 
Jersey. I wrote to all whose addresses I had, but I couldn't 
get any answers back. So I telephoned a few and gradually 
pieced some of them together. Then I ordered the New Jersey 
and Pennsylvania census records from the Mormon library, and I 
found that Keith's family and the others were not related, at 
least not in this country. I was able to trace the New Jersey 
family back to Andrew Witheridge, the first one in America. 


So I wrote to Kim to see if she had the record of an Andrew 
Witheridge who was born about 1845. She sent back the 
information about Andrew Hannaford Witheridge, and it all began 
to fit together. She had the records back to South Milton near 
Plymouth about 1700. I had also written to John Witheridge, 
and he sent essentially the same information, but it didn’t 
match exactly with what Kim had sent. I got busy at many other 
things and just let it sit. 


Then the Winter 1997 issue of "The Witheridge Times" arrived 
with Joyce Browne's article about the South Milton family, and 
I got interested again. A year earlier I had talked on the 
phone and written to two sisters in New Jersey, Janet Sauter 
and Marthe Gilmore, and told them I had their ancestry back to 
Andrew Witheridge, the first of their line in this country. I 
said I was sure we'd be able to connect them up in England. So 


I called them both and told them we now know their ancestry 
back to 1700 in South Milton, and they were thrilled. 


Actually, I had tried to get them to go to Devon in May of 
1997, and they would love to have gone, but couidn't work it 
out. Even though the Witheridge Society isn't meeting in Devon 
this year, I urged them again to go and meet some of their 
relatives and then go down to Devon to visit the towns they 
came from. They'd really like to go, but the big problem is 
that Martha has a bed and breakfast place on the Atlantic shore 
that she has to open up, and she doesn't have anyone she can 
trust to do that. I tell her she should train someone, because 
some day she may have illness or an accident and will need a 
substitute. Well, we'll see. 


Then, as I told you, I was over at Jim's apartment in December, 
and he found on the internet a list of six "Witheridges,™ one 
of whom was Jill Pierson in New Jersey, who listed genealogy as 
her hobby and Witheridge as one of the lines she was searching. 
So we sent her an E-mail and asked how she tied into the 
Witheridge family. She replied that her great-grandmother was 
Ethel Witheridge, who was the daughter of Frank and who married 
Alfred Crowell Pierson. I immediately found Ethel in my New 
Jersey records, so was able to tell her I knew her ancestors 
back to 1700 in South Milton. 


Finally about the middle of January I was able to complete the 
compilation and correction of all my family group sheets for 
the family in New Jersey and all the was back to John 
Witheridge in South Milton. So I sent copies to Janet Sauter, 
Martha Gilmore, and Jill Pierson. Jill was thrilled, of 
course, and sent me her records of the descendants of Ethel and 
Alfred Pierson. I told her about the Witheridge Society, and 
now she wants to know how she can join. Isn't that quite a 
story? She is just twenty years old and a college student; 
otherwise I'm sure she'd like to go to England herself in May. 


I've told Jill about Janet and Martha, and I've told them about 
her.

Hi, Kathy, 
Your e-mail reminded me of unsolved mysteries in my family history, and | got out my records again to see what I could find. 


First, in regard to George Blackmore. He is the one who was later known as George Curtis. The family story is that before 
Clara Blackmore married John Witheridge, she married George Curtis, who then went off to sea and was never heard from 
again. He is supposed to gone with Maximilian to Mexico, The ship and all the crew apparently were lost. 


There is no record that Clara ever married George Curtis, and the birth certificate of the younger George gives his name as 
George Blackmore and lists Clara as unmarried. She is also called unmarried in George's baptismal record in the 
Combmartin parish register. George had a twin brother John, who died in infancy. 


In the 1861 Census of Combmartin in the record of John and Clara Witheridge's family, George is listed as "George Curtice, 
Son, unmarried, 18, blacksmith apprentice, born in Combmartin." He later married a Mary Jones, and they had four children: 


William, Clara Elizabeth, John, and Laura. The Curtises apparently all came to America, and our family occasionally had 
contact with some of them, though | never met any of them. 


Now, in regard to Mary Witheridge Blackmore, my conjecture is that she was the daughter of John Witheridge. The birth 
certificate and baptismal record just show her as Mary Blackmore, not with the middie name of Witheridge as given in the 
1851 Census, and they both list Clara as unmarried. In the 1861 Census under John and Clara Witheridge's family, Mary is 
listed as follows: "Mary Witheridge, Dau., 11, scholar, bom in Combmartin." Later Mary had two children, both listed as 
illegitimate on the birth certificates and in the Combmartin parish register: Eva, b. Nov. 6, 1871; and William John, b.. Apr. 7, 
1873. | didn't find her in the 1871 Census, but she may have been listed in some other family that | missed, or she may have 
been out-of-town during her pregnancy. 


By the way, the 1871 Census shows Clara Witheridge with the children—William, Betsy, Edwin, and Susan—but not the father, 
John. He may have been in Wales looking for a place to move the family to. 


Another thing | notice is that my record of the 1851 Census shows another daughter living with Susanna Blackmore: "Ann 
Blackmore, Dau., unmarried, 26, Ag. Lab. born in Combmartin." You asked if Susanna had more children older than Clara, 
and the answer is yes, she had eight older that Clara, but | won't try to list them all. 


| guess this answer your questions about the Blackmore family, probably with more information than you wanted. In regard to 
Dorothy Witheridge, no, | don't know if she has an e-mail address, so | guess you'll have to ask Tony.

| never knew that there was a connection between the Tavistock 
Witheridges and the Bradworthy Witheridges. it was not until | started 
looking at the Tavistock Family Tree that | saw the connection. 


Prior to the Witheridge family moving to Bradworthy they were from * 
Bamstaple until 1632. At which time they were in Infracombe. | believe 
via Fremington. It was not until 1698 that one of Paul's grandfathers, 
Thomas Witheridge was baptised in Bradworthy. After this date there 
were a couple of Witheridge family members born in Morwentstow in 
1759 and 1761. It was Paul's 5 x gt grandfather, George Witheridge who 
was baptised in Morwentstow in 1761.

MORE ABOUT WITHERIDGE FARM IN SOMERSET 


by David E. Witheridge 


After I sent in the article about the small Witheridge 
places in England (Vol 9. No. 3 Autumn 1995), and not long 
before my wife Elizabeth died in August, I was going through 
some old files and came across a letter I had forgotten 
about from Beth Norman of Lake Crystal, Minnesota. She had 
heard me give a talk at the English Interest Group of our 
Minnesota Genealogical Society about our 1980 trip to 
Britain and had heard me mention that one of my Devon 
ancestral families was 'Norman' . She had come up to me and 
said that she had a book about her family entitled 'Norman 
Genealogy', by William E. Norman, in which he told how some 


of her ancestors had lived for a while on a place called 
'Witheridae Farm’. 


In her letter she said she had looked up the information and 
found that prior to their coming to Canada in 1833, George 
Norman and Joan Leigh were married on a farm at Quarme, a 
little place in Somerset not far from Winsford. They stayed 
there nine years and had four children before moving to 
Witheridge Farm (listed as the fifth Witheridge place in my 
first article), where they stayed fourteen years. 


The author said it was a fine large farm of 200 acres. The 
old farmhouse was large, having been the residence of a land 
owner. The rooms were large and the parlour boasted a 
wooden floor, the only one downstairs in the country 
around. The hall, dining room and kitchen, pantry and dairy 
had stone floors. Each room contained a fireplace and the 
large bedrooms upstairs had fireplaces. At the back was 
another building having a kitchen downstairs and _ bedrooms 
upstairs where the servants - four men and three women - had 
their rooms. Eighteen cows were kept and butter and cheese 
made every day". 


Beth went on to tell of their own visit to the farm (I'm not 
sure what year that was) :- 


"Our son Jim had been there several years before us and had 
met the family, so we stayed at the home of Mr. & Mrs. David 
Norman at Gupworthy Farm near Wheddon Cross...Mrs. Norman 
was kind enough to drive us around and show us the country. 
She took us to the church at Winsford, as that was supposed 
to be the family's church. From there we went to Witheridge 
Farm. 


"To get to the farmyard we drove down a narrow lane into the 
yard. The house was a two-storey building. The lady who 
lived there said it was about 300 years old. The walls were 
18 to 20 inches thick at the bottom and about 8 inches at 


the top. She was sure it had originally been a _ thatched 
roof. None of the doorways were square, but were all round 
at the top. The stone floors were large stones of slate 


colour and set into a sort of cement. The upstairs doorways 
were only about 5 feet high, so you really had to stoop to 
enter them. The front door was made of slabs of wood and 
was about 4 inches thick. The big iron straps and the bolts 
in these iron pieces were very obviously hand made." 


I wonder if this fascinating old farmhouse is still there? 
It doesn't sound to me like a building that is apt to have 
fallen down. I'm sorry we didn't try to see it when we came 
to England in 1988. Is there someone over there who would 
like to investigate and see if there still is a 300 year old 
house on Witheridge Farm?

The trouble is that we in North America can't run the society in Britain. They have to doit. You did a great job with the 
reunion last summer, even though you were disappointed with the turnout. | think in another two or three years we could have 
another North American reunion with some of the same people plus others who weren't able to come last time. Distance is 


our problem here, but that certainly isn't their problem in Britain. The whole area of Britain is no larger than the state of 
Minnesota. 


Here are a few of my ideas for what they're worth. | think a weekend later in the summer would be better than the first 
weekend in May. it would certainly be better for anyone coming from the United States or Canada. The first of May just isn't 
in our vacation period. The fact that the first Monday in May is a bank holiday doesn't seem to appeal to the British people, 
either. Perhaps they have other things they'd rather do with their family on a holiday. it should probably be on a Saturday or 
Sunday, rather than on a holiday Monday. 


| agree that the idea of an AGM wouldn't attract a great many people. Most of the members of the Witheridge Society are so 
distantly related, if at all, that it's hard to build up the flavor of a family reunion. But that is what should be attempted, with 
mainly time for personal introductions and conversations, sharing pictures and stories, eating together, and maybe some 
Presentations about interesting Witheridge information, with a very short AGM as a formality.

Thank you for the Chivers passenger information. When | first looked at it, | was a little confused, because it said George was 
headed for Saginaw like the rest of the family. However, | was sure he had first come to St. Charles (south of Saginaw) while 
my grandfather and his family were still living there. So I got out my family group sheet for the Alfred Chivers family, and on 
the back of the sheet was this entry: 


"George Chivers had come to America in 1903. In 1907 his father, Alfred Chivers came over for his health. In 1908 George 
went back to Wales and got married. His wife, Rosie, didn't come over then, because her mother had a heart attack. Mrs. 
Alfred Chivers (Betsy), with her children Edgar and Elizabeth, came back with George on Oct. 4, 1908. Rosie came early the 
next spring, 1909. The William Witheridges had just built a new house on Warren Avenue in Saginaw. They had been living 
on Holland Avenue. Elizabeth Chivers (Redbum) stayed with the Witheridges about two years to go to school. George 
Witheridge and Allie (from St. Charles) had been married (in Sept. 1908) and were living with the Witheridges.” 


On the back of George Chivers' sheet is this notation: 


“Worked in dangerous, gassy mine in Cwmaman. Energetic young man, became sick from the gas. His uncle, William 
Witheridge, was working with Dick Jenkins (Bill's father)"—{Bill Jenkins maried Christina Witheridge in 1908)—"in a mine in St. 
Charles, which was on strike; so he had gone back to England to visit. William Witheridge said, “Take a vacation and come 
to America." But George said, "No," as he was on contract. 


“Then the St. Charles mine was ready to start up again. His Uncle Bill introduced him to Dick Jenkins, who asked him fo 
come to St. Charles to work in the mine. He went to America in October and had to stay until spring, es an Englishman or 
Welshman would travel on the ocean only in spring or summer, not in the winter. George lived with the Witheridges,"

Editor's Note: 


The emails on the previous page (Kathy’s to Dad, dated June 14, 
2001, and Dad’s reply, dated three days later) were the last direct 
communications between these longtime pen pals that I found in 
the boxes of documents I’ve been working on for more than two 
years now. 


This sudden radio silence would be concerning and mystifying — 
if it really happened. But I have reason to believe it didn’t. They 
continued to be in communication (see the editor’s note at Kathy 
Witheridge’s index entry), albeit not as often as in earlier years. 
Dad just stopped filing proper records of their back-and-forth. In 
June 2001 he was almost 87, increasingly preoccupied by the 
insufferable burdens of old age and minimally involved in 
genealogical research, except for his difficult German Nemitz line. 
His formerly meticulous recordkeeping was not a priority. 


I know a little about those burdens myself, even at the tender age 
of 74, as I prepare for required mitral valve surgery a month or 
two from now. 


In short, there was no sign of a serious argument between the two 
collaborators, or even a minor spat. There was no unresolved 
disagreement about anything, genealogical or otherwise. Kathy’s 
next-to-last email to Dad in the file ended with “Talk to you soon, 
love Kathy.” His last email to her began, “I just got around to 
reading your e-mail, ... and Iam delighted. This filled in some 
blanks in my records.” It ended, “Thank you very much. Love, 
David.”

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Editor’s Note 


The next nine pages contain what Dad called “Family tree of the So. Milton, Thurlestone, 
Kingsbridge Witheridge family.” I lovingly call it The Monster. 


The original of this Witheridge family tree measures five and two-thirds feet on the 
horizontal dimension and slightly more than one and one-third feet on the vertical 
dimension. I found it folded into a small, tidy 6” x 9” packet, not unlike those highway maps 
we used to keep in our cars before GPS and Google directions came along. Whoever made 


the original used a typewriter (remember those?) and joined its many pages together with 
staples and Scotch tape. 


I say “whoever made it,’ because its provenance is technically unknown. But the creator 
could very well have been Joyce Brown (q.v.), perhaps assisted by her co-author Philip 
Witheridge (q.v.), because it closely resembles — in content, style, and format — the four 
family tree charts at the end of their Witheridge Times article (Volume 11, Number 4, 
Winter 1997) about the South Milton (etc.) Witheridge family; see the last document in 
folder 1.63i. In fact, if 1 were a betting man, my money would be on Joyce (and possibly also 
Philip). 


Of one thing I’m virtually certain: It wasn’t made by Dad. He seldom used the British day- 
month-year date format. Nor would he have been likely to squeeze together such data 
elements as “bc1808” and “d1886SM”; instead, he would have typed “b. c. 1808” and “d. 
1886 SM.” But for me the dead giveaway is the last word on the last line of the last page: 
“SAUTTER.” Dad misspelled Janet Sauter’s married name as “Sautter” in his first letter to 
her way back on May 9, 1989 (see document W243, folder 1.63h), but by at least October 
27,1996, he was spelling it correctly (see document W299 a few pages back in this folder). 


One big remaining question is: Which document (Joyce and maybe Philip’s family tree in 
their 1997 article, or The Monster on the next nine pages) is the “newer” tree? I’m guessing 
it’s the latter, because it fills in many names and dates that were left blank in the 1997 
article — particularly for the most recent generations leading to Janet Sauter and her sister, 
Martha Gilmore, in New Jersey, whom Dad discovered by means of his Witheridges Across 
America (q.v.) tactic (see the aforementioned 1989 letter to Janet and an identical one sent 
to Martha on the same day, which are documents W242 and W243 in folder 1.63h). 


My bottom line hunch is that Dad collaborated with Joyce Browne (and maybe Philip 
Witheridge) on the link between South Devon and New Jersey. He had facts they needed, 
and vice versa. Annette Witheridge (b. ca. 1961) is also a likely factor in the transfer of this 
important information across the pond, because she knew about Janet Sauter and Martha 
Gilmore (see document W299 in this folder), and — as a leader of the Witheridge Society 
(q.v.) — she knew Joyce Browne and Philip Witheridge. So that’s my belief for now.

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business men as Harry T. and William J. Wickes organized a company, with 
Robert M. Randall as general manager, to prospect for and mine coal. As 
a result the Pere Marquette Coal Company sunk a shaft on the John P. 
Allison farm, near the Saginaw mine; and it was named Pere Marquette No. 
1. Soon after a second shaft was sunk on the West Side, just beyond the 
city limits between Gratiot and Brockway Streets. This mine was known 
as Pere Marquette No. 2, and soon mining was commenced on a large scale. 

About 1899 the Standard mine, located a short distance south and west 
of the original mine, was completed and put in operation by other parties: 
and the coal business of the valley was fairly launched. The product found 
a good market close at home, and at a good profit in active competition with 
Ohio and West Virginia coals, which had to bear a freight charge from three 
to eight times more than that of the local coal. 


Arthur Barnard Begins Coal Mining 


An enterprising citizen early identified with the coal industry was 
Arthur Barnard, who first secured coal leases in Blumfield Township, about 
nine miles east of the city. On this land he soon after sunk a shaft near the 
line of the Saginaw, Tuscola & Huron Railroad, which formed an outlet for 
the product. This mine was successfully operated for a number of years, 
the coal taken from the entries being of very good quality, and was mostly 
consumed at home. 

The success of this mine and the prosperity attending the expansion of 
the industry led to further investments, and early in the present century 
he “Jimtown” mine, in James Township, the Riverside mine, south of the 
city on the Tittabawassee, the Chappell & Fordney mine, on the Belt Line 
near Gratiot Street, and the Barnard mine, on South Michigan Avenue, were 
sunk by enterprising operators, and the coal business in Saginaw began to 
assume large proportions, 

Meanwhile the Pere Marquette Coal Company was absorbed by the 
Saginaw Coal Company, which was composed of practically the same stock- 
holders, and the mining operations of the company expanded to a huge scale. 
Besides sinking new shafts in proved coal veins, the company purchased 
several of the independent coal companies, whose operations had not proved 
entirely successful, and in a few years it practically controlled the coal 
business at Saginaw. Some of the older mines, such as the Pere Marquette 
No. 1, which had reached the end of profitable operation, were dismantled 
and abandoned. In others improved machinery, electric haulage. and 
modern equipment were installed, to place them on a better paying basis. 
For economic reasons the industry was gradually becoming consolidated, 
not only to better control the market and the shipment of coal, but also to fix 
the selling price. In this city the price was fixed on the basis of the price 
of Ohio and West Virginia coals at the mines, plus the freight charges to 
this point, and ranged from four to four and a half dollars a ton delivered. 


Labor Difficulties 


During the early period of coal mining in Saginaw Valley, the labor 
problem was the greatest difficulty encountered. At first there were no 
experienced miners here, and after the industry was fairly started it was 
necessary to go to Ohio and West Virginia coal fields for them. This was no 
easy matter to bring about, as the Michigan coal fields were almost unknown 
to the miners of the old fields, and they were reluctant to leave their homes 
to try out newer conditions in the Michigan field. It was necessary to send 
a good man with tact, judgment and patience into the coal fields, and corral 
every unemployed miner and as many others as could be induced to leave 
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their jobs, herd them together as a party in chartered cars for the trip to 
Saginaw. A close watch had to be kept over them at every place the train 
stopped, to keep them from wandering off; and even then a number of the 
recruits would desert their new “boss” at the first opportunity, although the 
fares and expenses were paid by him. It was altogether a strenuous job to 
land the greater portion of a gang of new miners in Saginaw, and actually 
get them started to work in the mines. In this work of bringing in miners : 
Frank S. Spencer, for a number of years with the Saginaw Coal Company, 

was very successful. 


Some Miners Become Operators 4 
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j pany to be composed of practical mine workers, each of whom was to have an 
| equal share of the stock, and to be equally interested in the output. Every 
man would thus be working for himself, and whatever his ability and industry 
gained would be of direct value to himself, instead of going as profit to the: 
capitalist class. The mine and the general business of the company was to 
be directly controlled by a superintendent, who was accountable to a board . Z 
of managers; and the decision of this body was to be at all times subject 
to review by the general assembly of the miner-stockholders. 

To the socialist mind the plan had much charm, and many workmen 
| were attracted to it. As organized the company consisted of one hundred 
| men with a capitalization of fifty thousand dollars. A year later the number 
of shareholders and workers was increased to five hundred, and the capital 
stock to two hundred and fifty thousand dollars. The individual contribu- 
i tions were not large, and some workmen paid for their shares in labor, 


believing that if the co-operative plan was worth anything, it was worth 
the trial. - 


The organization of the company was perfected with the utmost secrecy, 
and all arrangements quietly made for sinking a shaft. A little tract of forty 
acres in the eastern limits of the city, upon which the coal lease, originally 
held by one of the old companies, had been allowed to lapse, was quickly 
secured by the Caledonia Company; and only when actual work on the shaft 
was begun, did the coal companies and the public learn what was going on. 
The shaft was put down with surprising rapidity, and on September 1, 1905, 
coal was sold from the new mine, the entries of which were at a depth of one 
hundred and sixty-five feet. There still remained the work of clearing away 
the waste and rock, extending the entries, and erecting the necessary struc- 
ture over the shaft; and it was late in the Fall before the company was 
ready to enter the market with its product. :

The Operators Take a Hand 


Meanwhile the operators had advanced the price of coal for the local 
trade, to the regular winter rate of four dollars and fifty cents a ton, although — 
coal was sold at points a hundred miles or more away, with three times the @ 
freight charge, at considerably less. Thereupon the Caledonia Company 
began selling coal at four twenty-five a ton. ‘ 
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This unheard-of proceeding aroused the operators to quick action. A 
conference was held at which they explained to the little group of socialist 
miners their painful duty. But the miners were not won over. 

“We must protect the public against extortion,” they contended, a prin- 
ciple which fell on unheeding ears. The operators were firm. “You know 
the price of life,” they said. 

The Caledonia reply was instant and unmistakable. The price of coal 
was dropped to four dollars, then to three-fifty, at which point it remained 
for several years. 

The action of the operators was equally positive. Coal was rushed to 
the new mine, at which most of its product was sold, and was offered directly: 
in front of the Caledonia mine at the startling price of one dollar and seventy- 
five cents a ton. This action was kept as secret as possible, as it was hoped 
that the socialist miners would be brought to their senses, without wide 
publicity of the methods employed. 


The Caledonia Wins Out 


The effect was lacking, however, and when the public realized the situa- 
tion the little mine was flooded with orders. It was soon evident that the 
operators were beaten, the supply of one seventy-five coal was withdrawn, 


and the general retail price for the city trade was fixed at three dollars a ton, ° 


delivered, fifty cents under the Caledonia price. But the little socialist mine 
with only forty acres of coal had already gained many friends, and these con- 
tinued to stand by it. 

It was soon evident that the Caledonia mine was the key to the whole 
situation as only because of its competition was the low price conceded by 
the operators. If at any time through lack of support or any other cause the 
Caledonia had succumbed, the retail price would at once have advanced to 
the old figure. There were enough consumers in the city who realized this 
fact. and they kept the mine well supplied with orders. It thrived largely 
because of the difficulties that beset it. 

True to its promise the Caledonia mine ran regularly, even through the 
bituminous coal strike of 1606, when every other mine in the State was 
closed down for several months. The owners of the mine worked it them- 
selves, they had no labor troubles and were unaffected by labor disturbances 
outside. Every man was personally interested in the company, and eager 
to do his utmost for its success. They had the whole market to themselves, 
during the Summer, but the retail price of their product remained at three 
fifty a ton. The management was in the hands of strong, capable men. 

The wage scale of the company was based directly on the Michigan 
scale, but was applied to “mine run” instead of to the screened coal, as 
applied by the operators. This was a decided advantage to the miners, and, 
moreover, was based on a thirty-six inch vein of coal, although in other 
mines it was based on a thirty inch vein. Day men received ten cents 
fer diem above the price fixed by the Michigan scale. In 1906 the average 
wage paid in the Caledonia mine was two dollars and seventy-five cents a day. 

Realizing that their original forty acres of land, hedged in on all sides 
by the coal leases long held by the old companies, would not hold out very 
long, the-Caledonia people soon after secured five hundred acres of good coal 
land on the outskirts of the city, and set about to develop it by sinking a new 
shaft- All the profits of the first mine, above the operating expenses, and 
the proceeds of the new stock issued to new workers under their plan, were 
used in this development; and the company prospered to a remarkable degree. 
Later another site for extended operations was located on the West Side, in 
the vein which had produced the best coal in the valley, and it was fully 
developed. 2 
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The Operators Regain Their Advantage 


In January, 1910, discouraged by the continual opposition of the opera- 
tors, who had become stronger than ever, the Caledonia Company entered 
into an agreement whereby their entire output was contracted for, covering 
a period of years, by the Consolidated Coal Company. The expected in 
regard to the city trade at once happened, the retail price being advanced to 
four dollars a ton; and in January, 1911, it was raised to four fifty, at which 
figure it has since remained. The entire production of the socialist mines has 
since been marketed by the Consolidated people, who, strange as it may 
seem, are the very “masters” the socialist miners regard with such inveterate 
hatred. 

Characteristics of Saginaw Coal 


According to a report of the State Geologist, the coal veins in Michigan 
thicken and thin, divide and unite, and pinch out so rapidly, or are cut out by 
sandstone beds or by erosion so often, that the finding of a thick bed at one 
place forms no proof that the same bed or other beds may be found a few 
hundred feet away. On the other hand, the absence of coal ata particular 
spot does not preclude the possibility of finding workable coal at astonishing 
short distance away. The beds are often of such local extent that it is never 
safe to attempt an exploitation of coal deposits without a proving of the 
area by thorough drilling, and even this is not always reliable. Too often 
a coal bed gives way to black shale horizontally or vertically, or its place 
may be taken by sandstone. Cannel coal and bone coal are often observed 
as gradations from coal to black shale. 


The Saginaw coal, one of the thickest and most extensive seams in the 
State, is probably the best vein in quality, though its coal is non-coking. Its 
thickness is often more than three feet and forms the base of most of the 
ining in this county. It is low in sulphur with a decidedly high heating 
power, and although leaning toward gas and coking types, the high content 
of moisture renders poor coke. Some of the later mined coals, especially 
of the Saginaw seam, running well above fifty per cent. in fixed carbon, with 
little or no sulphur, are much higher in grade. Saginaw coal in comparative 
tests with Hocking Valley, made by E. C. Fisher, of the Wickes Boiler 
Company, proved superior in several respects to that most famous steam 
coal. By tests the superior St. Charles coal, which comes from the same 
horizon, does not rank in efficiency with Pocahontas, but was better than 
several other coals, and nearly equal to the best Hocking Valley. Its geod+ 
qualities make it a fine domestic coal and a steaming coal much in favor 
with railroads. 


A Rider is a small coal seam found as a cap to the lower and thicker 
parts of the troughs of coal, and is formed by the settling and compacting 
made by the fifty or sixty feet of peaty material in the process of forming 
the main-seam, in which shallow basin the rider was made. The middle or 
Saginaw Rider is a seam of considerable thickness, and possibly the East 
Side mines have their shafts in this coal. No bed of coal was ever con- 
tinuous over the basin, as sandstone often replaced the beds, showing that 
the coal was cut out after it was formed. 


Development of Mines 


There are some peculiarities in the occurrence of coal which have 
retarded and will continue to more or less retard its future development. 
Sometimes the roof is a porous sandstone or is full of fissures, allowing free 
circulation of water, but usually the water comes from the coal itself or from 
the foot walls. Heavy beds of sand and gravel in the drifts carry a great 


Editor’s Note 


The next four pages contain a brief article written by DEW for The Witheridge 
Times and published in the Summer 1999 issue (Vol. 13, No. 2). 


It tells the story of DEW’s paternal grandparents, William Witheridge (b. 
1856) and Mary Jane Allen (b. 1857), who emigrated from Wales to 
Sherrodsville, Ohio, in 1888, where William worked in a mine and farmed a 
few miles from town. In about 1898, the family moved to St. Charles, Michigan, 
where a new coal mine had opened. 


After a brief trip to visit family and friends back in England and Wales, William 
and Mary Jane returned to the U.S., moving to Saginaw, Michigan, where 
William worked in a coal mine and became the treasurer of a worker-owned 
cooperative mine, the Caledonia Coal Company, which is described in the 
previous document in this folder. 


The final paragraphs tell of the family’s last big move, to California and 
elsewhere on the Pacific coast, where all of these Witheridges ended up, 
except for DEW’s father, William Allen Witheridge (b. 1881), who remained in 
Saginaw.

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Editor’s Note 


The final document in folder 1.63] (see the next page) is Dad’s 1942 letter to 
“Dear Folks” — exactly which folks is a mystery to me, unless one of them 
was his sister, Louise — about his exciting new job in Chicago: Assistant 
Minister of Hyde Park Baptist Church (now called Hyde Park Union Church) 
in the University of Chicago neighborhood on the South Side lakefront. This 
liberal congregation was perfect for him, opening doors to the university 
where he later received his master’s degree at the Divinity School. Many of 
the church members were also U of C faculty, some exceedingly prominent in 
their fields. 


My brother Jim and I were born while Dad and Mom were in Hyde Park. 
We lived in a small apartment across from Jackson Park on Stony Island 
Avenue, just north of the Midway (the “midway” of the 1893 World’s 
Columbian Exhibition, the first world’s fair with an area for amusements, 
hence that subsequent use of the word for other fairs), a pleasant walk from 
what is now the Obama Presidential Center. K~K 


I found this letter in one of Dad’s four files of miscellaneous documents 
pertaining to his early work on the Nemitz family and related German lines. 
There was no particular reason for it to be located there (in folder 2.1), except 
perhaps for the passing references in paragraph four to the town of Beecher, 
Illinois, home of some Nemitz descendants, where he and Mom intended to 
stay overnight on their way to and from Chicago. 


So I moved it here, and I apologize for the poor copy (actually, two poor 
copies, one darker than the other). The original in the file was a carbon copy 
on a piece of tan copy paper, and it was 80 years old. Hope you can decipher 
most of it.

id you ever wonder where the first Teddy Bear 
came from? And why the name ‘‘Teddy?”’ It all started in 
1902 when the 26th President of the United States decided 
to go bear hunting. 

Four experienced hunters had been searching for bear signs 
for hours in the thick Mississippi woodland. But now they 
hoped they would soon have a healthy black bear comered 
for the President, Theodore (Teddy) Roosevelt. Their slate- 
colored hounds had detected the scent of bear in the under- 
brush and were straining at the ends of their ropes. 

“Turn ‘em loose! Fresh track!’’ shouted the leader, a tall, 
wiry man, 

More than 25 bear hounds went howling and yelping into 
the thick underbrush. The hunt was on! 

The hounds and bear had no trouble racing through the 
tangled giasses and prickly bushes, or dodging the heavy 
Spanish moss that hung down from the limbs of giant hard- 
woods and knotty cypress trees. An icy morning rain had left 
the November air crystal clear and cold. Suddenly, the bear 
came into view and the hounds yelped excitedly as they closed 
in. They were even noisier as the bear spun around, frantically 
lashed out at them, and turned to run again. These courageous 
dogs had somehow to trap the unpredictable bear and keep 
him at bay until the hunters arrived. 

The hunters whooped and hollered as they swiftly trailed 
the hounds, dodging honeysuckle, buckvine, and fallen limbs. 
After a mile or so they slowed. Cautiously, they approached 
a clearing. 

The lean black bear had chosen’to turn and fight near a 
shallow waterhole. The dogs had him trapped against a fallen 
cypress tree. 

“‘That’s sure a poor excuse for a bear,’’ breathed the leader 
of the hunting party. ‘‘He’s lame and half-blind! It’s a wonder 
he made it this far. He’ll make an easy shot, though. Better 
go fetch Teddy.’’ 

Just then there was an ear-piercing yelp. A careless young 
dog had received a fatal blow on the head from the frantic 
bear. 

Behind the tiring bear an agile hunter crept slowly along 
the fallen cypress tree. With the butt of his gun he hit the ex- 
hausted bear on the head. The stunned bear was quickly roped 
and tied to a tree. 

While the hunters waited for Teddy Roosevelt, they tied 
the dogs and rewarded them with praise. One of the younger 
men fumbled with his tobacco and asked, ‘‘What’s the Presi- 
dent doin’ in Mississippi anyway?’’

“He's figuzin’ out just where Mississippi ends and where 
Louisiana starts. He’s going to draw the line on the map for 
us,”’ replied the leader. ‘‘Here ke cornes now.” 

Rough Rider Roosevelt stopped dead in his tracks as he 
entered the clearing. He could not believe his eyes! These men 
really expected him to shoot a lame, haif-blind bear which 
was tied to a tree? He had hunted wild animals on three con- 
tinents and had faced stampeding buffalo! No sportsman 
would be forgiven for making such a shot as this, and he, 
the President, was every inch a sportsman. He turned away 
in disgust. 

The tear hunt had come to an unexciting end but Clifford 
Berryman, a famous political cartoonist, heard about it. 
Within days he had a cartoon published in a Washington - 
newspaper showing Rough Rider Roosevelt ‘drawing the line 
in Mississippi.’’ The cartcon showed Teddy refusing to shoot 
a shivering, teary-eyed bear cub. 

Morris Michtom, a candy store owner, sawsthe cartoon, 
He designed a furry toy bear with shoe-button eyes. Soon 
three little bears sat in his Brooklyn, New York, store win- 
dow with a copy of the carivon. A little sign read ‘'Teddy’s 
Bears.”’ 

So many people wanted to buy one of the stuffed bears 
that Michtom’s wife, Rose, was kept sewing steadily. Mr. 
Michtom soon had permission trom Teddy Roosevelt to call 
the toys Teddy Bears. The President didn’t think his name 
would mean much to toy companies, but within a year, Chere 
was a Teddy Bear boom. Teddy Bear had been born and was 
growing strong. 

That was over 80 years ago. Adults and children still love 
Teddy Bears. Many keep them as friends for life. True loves 
of Teddy Bears have taken their bears with them on airplanes, 
and some have rushed into burning buildings to rescne them. 
Soldiers have carried their bears with them into combat. Cue 
Teddy was even carried to the top of a mountain by an Italian 


- Alpine climber. 


James Ownby, a journalist and bear lover, was so im- 
pressed by how much bears mean to people that he started 
a club for arctophiles (friends of bears). There are over 7,000 
Good Bears in his Good Bears of the World organization. 
These Good Bears really believe in Teddy Bear power. They 
donate Teddy Bears to just about anyone who needs a bear 
hug — especially te children andelderly people in hospitals 
and institutions. Mr. Ownby, who calls himself Bearo #1, 
thinks Teddys are almost supernatural. They give love and 
comfort and are great listeners. People seom to recover more 
quickly when they feel this special love. 

To keep all his Good Bears in touch, Mr. Ownby and his 
Hawaiian bears publish Bear Tracks four times a year. He 
has plans for a Teddy Bear Museum and wants 1985 to be 
a worldwide celebration — the Year of the Teddy Bear. So 
far, governors of 18 states have proclaimed October 27th, 
Teddy Roosevelt's birthday, as Good Bear Day. There may 
soon even be a monument at Smedes Camp where Roosevelt 
refused to shoot the bear. The monument will say, ‘Teddy 
Bear Slept Here.” 

Teddy Bears in America have come a long way since that 
wild bear hunt in 1902. They come in ali sizes and colors and 
offer lots of love and friendship. Thanks to the Good Bears 
of the World, children in hospitals have something to hug 
while they’re sick and even after they go home. There may 
soon te several museums and even a holiday honoring Ted- 
dy Roosevelt and Teddy Bears. “shy don't you help spread 
the word?

Have just re-read the bulk of our correspondence over the past year — you 
have become a very important part of my life and I feel like we know each 
other.

Dear Jo and Bruce, 


I'm sure you'll be amazed finally to get a letter from me, but I 
intend to do as complete a job as possible with this, to make up for my 
long delay in answering your many communications. We especially want 
to thank you for your three lovely cards--for our anniversary and for 
our birthdays. You were very thoughtful, and we were very gaateful to 
a you. Elizabeth's card with the meadow flowers was especially

Now I'm going to tell you immediately our most wonderful news. Tom 
and Virginia presented us with a granddaughter--Rebecca Elizabeth-- on 
August 19th. Sne was 23 months early and only weighed 2#, 2 oz., sé we 
were greatly concerned, as you can imagine. For a second time Virginia 
developed pre-eclampsia, which is rather unusual, they say. But girls 
normally have more strength and stamina than boys, and that's the way 
it worked out, Within four days they were able to take her off the 
respirator, whereas little David's lungs never did develop in his 18 
days so he could be taken off. In every respect Rebecca has progressed 
beautifully, and she is now up to about 3#, 12 oz. Within about two 
weeks they think she'll be able to go home. She's been getting mainly 
Virginia's milk, sometimes through a tube into her stomach, but also with 
a nipple and a bottle, but now she's starting to nurse directly from 
Virginia, They hold her quite a bit, and they have sent some darling 
pictures, including a video tape Tom recently took. 


We're just dying to see her, and they now want us to come down to 
Chicago for Thanksgiving. This was their year to come here for Thanks~ 
giving and to go to Virginia's parents in Mattoon, I11., for Christmas; 
but they won't be traveling anywhere for a while! Another complication 
was that they were moving into a different house at the very time Rebecca 
was born. Virginia had been in the hospita’ a couple of ddys for her 
high blood pressure, and the very day the movers arrived, they called Tom 
from the hospital to tell him they had taken Virginia to the delivery 
room. So he called his secretary and asked her to come and supervise the 
moving, which she did beautifully. Because of their hectic lives right 
now, they're still living in two rooms plus the bathroom. 


We've sent them two boxes of baby clothes--some from our boys' baby 
days and some from as far back as Elizabeth's. Now they'll be able to 
take good use of the dovely blanket you sent them for their first baby. 
We know you'll be happy to hear the good news about Rebecca. 


Our trip to Britain was a great success, and we were able to accom-~ 
plish almost everything we had planned. However, the weather didn't 
cooperate. It was cold and rainy nearly all the time we were there. The 
only time it got above 70° was a couple of days in Scotland. The worst 
part is they don't heat their homes and hotels the way we do. Ittwas often 
nearly as cold inside as it was outside! The result was that we both 
came home with dreacful colds, which lasted several weeks. Then we found 
they were in the midst of the drought and heat wave here. So with our 
colds and the excessive heat our energy level was very low, and we still 
haven't quite finished everything that needed doing after our trip, in- 
cluding writing a great many letters!

I can’t remember how much I told you about our trip, but we spent 
about a week in the London area and then "hired" a car for three weeks 
and drove through cngland, Scotland, and Wales. We had a rather new, 
beautiful red Volkswagen with automatic transmission, and we didn't 
have a bit of car trouble on our 3000-mile trip. 


We were met at the plane by Kim Cook and one of her sons, who took 
us to their home in West Wickham, Kent, a suburb of London. We stayed 
there two days before going to a hotel in London for five days. At the 
end of our trip we went back to the Cooks for another two days, after 
which Kim and her husband Roy took us back to the airport for our return 
flight home. Have I told you about Kim? I've been corresponding with 
her for over twenty years. Her mother's maiden name was Witheridge, and 
I got in touch with Kim through her maiden aunt, Dorothy Bitheridge, 
whose name I found in the London telephone directory at the New York 
Public Library. 


Kim probably knows more about Witheridge genealogy than anyone else 
in Britain, though I may have more information about the Combe Martin and 
North Devon Witheridges than she has. Her Witheridge line stems from 
South Devon near Plymouth. She and a few others have recently organized 
The Witheridge Society for all the Witheridge descendants, in order to 
further our research on Witheridge family history. They are about to 
expand overseas, and I expect you will hear from them shortly, if you 
haven't already done so. Elizabeth and I are very fond of Kim and Roy 
and their two sons, Jason and Adam. We call each other distant cousins, 
though we haven't yet found the connection between our families. 


Elizabeth and I spent four wonderful days in Devon. Each night we 
stayed in one of our favorite small inns, The Lodge, in Berrynarbor, where 
our earliést recorded Witheridge ancestors lived. In 1980 we became warm 
personal friends of the proprietors, Doreen and Aan Prater, When you 
go to Devon, you definitely must plan to stay there a night or more. 
Berrynarbor is only two or three miles from Combe Martin, where we have 
several relatives still living. Myrtle Blackmore is our third cousin, 
and Una Parsons is our seventh cousin. Una's paternal grandmother was a 
Witheridge. First in 1980 and again this year Una and Myrtle organized 
an evening get-together of local residents with the same ancestral lines 
as mine (and yours). I had sent her a list of our twenty family lines in 
that small area, (Did I ever send you that list?) When we got to the 
meeting, there were twenty-two people present, and we had a very enjoyable 
time. I still haven't had time to write them al] te pursue our relation- 
ships, but I hope to get at that soon. 


One day we went to visit John Witheridge (Wm. John) and his family on 
a farm at West Buckland, about twenty-five miles from Combe Martin. This 
was our third visit there. Jolin is a second cousin of my father and your 
mother. John's son George (our third cousin) now is in charge of the 
farm and lives in the main house, while his parents have moved into the 
"Bungalow." George's wife Pat had prepared a most delicious lunch, and 
all the family came together to visit with us, including George and Pat's 
children and one of John's daughters, Joyce Cork, and her husband and 
children. The other daughter, Marian Balment, and her family weren't 
able to be there, but John's brother Charles and his wife came over from 


East Buckland. It was especially encouraging to see how the children had 
developed in the eight years since we last saw them. Two of the girls 
were just finishing what we call high school and are starting college 
this fall. 


In other parts of England we also met some of your relatives and mine. 
We stayed one night with another third cousin on the Blackmore side, 
farjorie Packer, and her husband Ted. They live in Swindon, Wiltshire. 
Marjorie and I have been corresponding about Blackmore genealogy for 
several years. 


Then in the Birmingham area we visited two of our Witheridge second 
cousins. Irene Birdsall is the granddaughter of your grandmother, Betsy 
Chivers',,sister, Susanna Witheridge, who married John Adams and stayed 
in Wales. Irene's husband is Prof, Neville Birdsall, who recently retired 
as professor of New Testament in Birmingham University. We stayed two 
days and nights with Irene and Neville. I'm not sure I told you they 
visited us in Minneapolis for twelve very enjoyable days at Easter time 
this spring. Neville was on a lecture tour in this country. 


We also ppent an afternoon and evening with another of our second 
cousins, Pearline Fryer, and her husband Sidney, who live not far from 
Birmingham in Pensnett. Pearline is a first cousin of Irene's and is a$so 
a granddaughter of Susanna Witheridge Adams. We love both of these 
pe tog very much and have visited them on all three of our trips to 
England. 


While we were in the Birmingham area, we also visited Bessie Wither- 
idge (unmarried) in nearby Warwick. She shows and judges Cardigan Welsh 
Corgis, We haven't figured out how or whether we're related, but Kim has 
recently tied her ancestry into a South Devon Witheridge family from 
Ermington, 


Another special Witheridge event was the day we spent with Harry and 
Alice "Toots" Witheridge at their lovely home in Virginia Water, a town 
near Windsor. We've known Harry and his brother George since our first 
trip to Britain in 1876. I had found them, as I had found other Wither- 
idges, through the English telephone directories; and I have traced their 
ancestry back into North Devon, but so far haven't connected it to our 
Combe Martin line. Once a year Harry and Toots invite the families of the 
four Witheridge brothers--Harry, George, Frank, and Stanley--to their 
home for a get-together, and we were fortunate to be able to get there on 
that day. It was a memorable occasion and a chance to meet several 
“distant relatives" we had not met before. After we got home, we learned 
that Frank had died of emphysema not long after we were together. Stanley, 
by the way, has moved to Australia, but he was rdpresented by his son 
Christopher and his family. 


The Rev. John Witheridge is Frank's son, and we had had lunch with 
him and his family a week earlier at Eton College, where he is the Chap- 
Jain (actually called The Conduct). Until a year or so ago he had been 
Chaplain to the Archbishop of Canterbury. We enjoyed seeing John and his 
family again at his Uncle Harry's. 


Another Witheridge family we visited was the one in Lasnelli, Wales. 
The first one we had met in the family was Lt. Col. George Witheridge and 
his wife Mary, whom we had stayed with a few days in Kilgetty, Wales, in 
1976. He was a career man in the British Army and was wounded in a tank 
battle in World War Il. George and Mary have died, but in 1980 we visited 
his brother Henry and his sister Elizabeth Couldrey and their families 
in Llanelli. Henry has since died, but his widow Winnie keeps in touch 
with us every year. Our visit this year with the many relatives, including 
daughters and grandchildren, was delightful. Later we stayed overnight 
with Philip Hookway and his wife in Nuneaton, not far from Birminghan, 
He is a cousin of this family. I havghel ped them trace their ancestry 


back into South Devon, but again we haven't yet found the connection with 
our family. : 


It is interesting that George, Henry, and Elizabeth's mother was 
Elizabeth Munro from Scotland. One of my wife Elizabeth's early Colonial 
ancestors was also a Munro from Scotland, so we have two possible connec- 
tions with that family, Later in Scotland we visited the headquarters of 
the Munro Clan, Foulis Castle, and were welcomed and shown around by the 
heredétary chieftan of the clan and his wife. 


We also had dinner in London with Annette Witheridge, who came to 
our hotel after work one evening, I just began corresponding with her 
about a year ago, and she doesn't know anything about her ancestry beyond 
her grandparents. She's a young journalist working for some national 
British publication and occasionally travels to New York City. She helped 
Kim organize The Witheridge Society, 


I can't go into the many interesting places we went to connected with 
Elizabeth's background. We don’t actually know any of her living rela- 
tives there, because all her ancestors came over before the American 
Revolution. But we visited several places they had come from and were 
actually in several homes they had lived in, which was a great thrill. 


So much for our trip! We hope you'll be able to go to England 
within the next few years. You must have had a great time with your 
long-time pen pal visitors from England this summer, and I know their 
visit heightened your desire to go. I don't think you ever told me their 
names or what part of England they live in. 


Now about some other subjects before I bring this to a close. We 
were so happy to hear about Eric and Catherine's wedding, and I have 
noted the information in my record, as well as the information on Roy 
and Annette's. When I get time I want to check the computer printout you 
sent, to see if there are any items like middle names or additional 
children that I should add to my sheets. I also noted your Aunt MabeT's 
death and was sorry to hear about it. 


I'm so delighted to hear about your computer and the fun you are 
having putting all your information into the program. I am really thrilled, 
because I know I'l] never get a computer, but now I can keep feeding 
information to you, and your computer can also serve as mine!

I haven't studied your printout yet as thoroughly as I should, but I see 
it has great capability and versatility. I'm not yet sure whether or not 
one could eventually give up compiling family record sheets like mine 

and do everything only on the computer. But I suppose that is because I 
do not completely understand the computer program. You mentioned in 
January that you still had to adddyour footnotes and sources of informa- 
tion. As you know, my sheets often have a great many of these, and I'd 
like to see just how this is done on the computer. I'd also like to know 
what you do with uncertain items or conjectures--items that would nor- 
mally be accompanied with question marks. 


Over the years I have seen so many genealogical records evolve or 
be found in error that there has to be a way of indicating the relative 
certainty or uncertainty of the information. Too many people treat what 
they find printed in books as proven or certain, often without knowing 
the sources, and I wonder if that tends to be the impact of what people 
see on the computer screen or printout. How do you view this problem 
after your experience so far with your computer? 


I do know that I need to Xerox some more of my family record sheets 
and send them to you. Unfortunately, some of these were doa long time 
ago in my early years of genealogy, so they would first have to be copied 
over. Would you please let me know exactly what you would like me to 
send first? I'm not sure I remember or have a record of exactly what I 
have already sent you, 


You have kindly said from time to time that. you would be glad to 
help me in any way you could, and I have a couple of requests in regard 
to my Nemitz ancestry in Michigan. I know you are now too busy to go to 
the state library as often as you used to, so don't feel any pressure 
to do this immediately. 


In our German Interest Group newsletter there was a little note 
that a series of excellent articles on Germans who settled in Michigan 
had appeared in Family Trails, published by the Michigan Board of Educa- 
tion. The reference was YoT. 6, No. 3, 1982, but that must have been 
just one of the articles. Could you possibly track these down and send 
me a Xeroxed copy of the whole series? I'1? be glad to reimburse you 
for the cost of copying and postage, of course. 


Another notation I find is in regard to the Michigan State Censuses 
of 1884 and 1894. I think it was my friend, Ronald Putz, in Bay City 
whoientioned seeing them in the Public Library there. I assume thay are 
on microfilm. My question is, could you investigate and see if it would 
be possible fer the Minneapolis Public Library to borrow the Bay County 
portions of these two censuses from the Michigan State Library on Inter- 
library Loan? I would be interested in going through them to Took for 
any persons by the names of Nemitz, Tomke, and Schroeder. 


I also have a note that a couple of years ago you mentioned the 
numbering device I use for identifying "non-blood relatives" and connec- 
ting them to my regular numbering system. I had written about this in 
an earlievietter, but I have never sent a description of it, I still 


haven't written this out, so I can't just make you a copy at the moment 
and send it to you. I'l] feepfit in my notes to do for you at a later 
date, so you know I haven't forgotten it. I'm wondering, however, if this 
would have any possible use te you when you get everything transferred 

to your computer system. I'm not sure a numbering system like the one I 
use can be accommodated in such a computer program. 


That's it for now. I don't suppose you've been able to read this 
all at one time! Now that our trip is over, I hope to do better with my 
correspondence in the future.

Steve Karnes Address at Grandma Redburn’s Funeral - November 26, 1977 


| would like to read two of Grandma's favorite Bible verses. We found them written in the front of her Bible. From Job 
19:25: "I know that my Redeemer liveth." She wrote after that, "And because He lives, I, too, shall live." 

The other verse was taken from Proverbs, chapter 3, verses 5 and 6: "Trust in the Lord with all thine heart; and lean not 
unto thine own understanding. In all thy ways acknowledge Him, and He shall direct thy paths." 

Grandma left us all with a heritage; she has influenced each of our lives in many ways. | can’t speak for us all. | can only 
share a little of how Grandma influenced my life. | remember visiting Grandma and Grandpa as a child; helping with the 
laundry with the wringer washer, eating ice cream cones, sleeping in the upstairs bedroom when we kids spent the night, and 
Grandma tucking us in and praying with us. Most of all, | remember just visiting. When | 
got older, | spent less time at the house, but the short times | came and visited, I continued to enjoy. | talked to them and 
listened to them tell about their life. 

| leamed a great deal from the experiences they related to me. | especially leamed of a loving and very real God. 
Grandma knew God. God was real to Grandma. The single most important letter | ever received was one that Grandma wrote 
to me while | was a senior in 
college. She told me of the struggles she was going through with old age. She awakened me to the fact that the elderly have 
very special needs — physical, emotional, economic, and spiritual needs —- that | was unaware of. This motivated me to 
become involved by working in a nursing 
home. But another part of that letter affected me deeply. Through all the struggles she was going through, she began to 
doubt God's presence in her life. She reminded me of Job as he struggled with God. Job 23:8, "Behold, | go forward, but He 
is not there, and backward, but | cannot perceive Him." Many of us sometimes wonder where God is in a particular situation. 
We wonder what God is doing allowing us to hurt and struggle. Yet it is only through our honesty with God, questioning, 
struggling, then listening and waiting, that we learn. 

God has many lessons to teach us, Often we get tired of the lessons and just want to give up. But Grandma, after 80 
years of learning, was still ready to leam more. She learned through her struggles that she had to trust in God and lean on 
Him. She could not put her trust simply on her own understanding. She had to acknowledge Him, knowing that He would 
direct her path. 

Grandma, like Job, struggled with her God; she questioned Him. And, like Job, she listened to God and said with Job, "I 
know that my Redeemer liveth." 

I miss Grandma; | feel grief because of my loss. But | know that for Grandma | can feel nothing but joy. Grandma knew 
that her Redeemer lives, and because He lives, she, too, lives and dwells with Him.

Editor’s Note 


In this section of folder 1.63m are several documents from Dad’s 
earliest phase of Witheridge family history research: 


(1) A letter to George Adams of Wales, Dad’s first cousin once 
removed, a brother of Susannah Adams (b. 1890), whose 
married surname was Argust (although she is known in the 
index by her birth surname, Adams). The letter to George was 
returned unopened. 


(2) Transcripts by Dad of two separate letters (April 20, 1964, 
and June 1, 1964) written by Susannah to Dad’s sister-in-law, 
Janice Witheridge of Saginaw, Michigan, who was married to 
Dad’s younger brother, John Meredith Witheridge (b. 1922). 
John and Janice were also interested in family history and had 
made some inquiries of their own around the same time that 
Dad was launching his Witheridge family history research. 
Unfortunately, Janice didn’t loop Dad into her work until he 
had already learned about it circuitously while visiting in 
Saginaw, his childhood hometown. 


(3) Dad’s August 30, 1964, letter to Susannah. 


(4) Susannah’s reply to Dad on October 15, 1964, containing very 
helpful information. 


(5) Dad’s August 26, 1970, letter to Susannah with follow-up 
questions, which she apparently never answered.

George Kilpatrick has been in the present generation the reviver of 
rational eclecticism in the textual study of the New Testament, 
although he acknowledges C, H. Turner as s forerunner through his 
studies of Marcan style, Kilpatrick has applied his knowledge and 
acumen to the text without reference to the codicological history of 
the witnesses to any reading chosen or rejected by him, while always 
having in view as the ultimate object the restoration of the original 
text. It has seemed to some of us, while considerably influenced by his 
work, that this is a rather one-sided presentation of the problems : 
and that the way of advance lies not only in studies of vocabulary and 
style and the evolution of the Greek language in the New Testament and 
subsequent periods, but also in manuscript study, especially but not 
only of the earliest witnesses, To tell the truth, Kilpatrick has always 
encouraged this type of research in others although he has not much 
practised it himself. In this study, to which I have returned from 
time to time over several years, now presented in his honour as to a 
friend, I have attempted to utilize the methods which Kilpatrick has 
made his own in assessing the relative value, as approximations of 
the original text, of our two earliest papyri of Luke in which any 
extent of text is to be found. 


Orthography 


In proper names p75 appears regularly to have the older form, namely 
a Semitic form or one nearest to the Semitic original: thus we find 
(9:30) peuons and (10:39 and 42) zapsau {in contrast with p15 woos

and japia)* We have to take note however that the second volume of 
Moulton-Howard,? discussing papia in its declinable and indeclinable 
forms found that by the time of the main uncial witness (to which of 
course they were limited) there was “perpetual variation ... even in a 
continuous narrative” and that “there are ‘great inconsistencies and a 
tule seems unattainable”. A glance at John 11 comparing our two 
witnesses shows something of the same complexity and inexplicability : 
in the four verses where comparison is possible (20, 28, 32, 45) p75 has 
Hapiaz, p45 papa or wapiay except in 20 where they coincide 
with popia (which is the reading of the vast majority, although we 
must expand the attestation given for papcaz by Moulton (144-5) 
from mere 33 to 33.579 @ 565 1582 2193 138, if we may trust von Soden).

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Changes of case, gender and number 


We leave aside the evidently itacistic variation of 11:36 (p45 exev 
after owpa). The neuter medya is treated as grammatically masculine 
in p45 at 9:40, 11:24, 25. At 9:40 this reading is also known in D 124 174 
and three lectionaries; at 11:24 there is considerable support for 
ebplocev but only that of nine manuscripts for {qray, and in 11:25 
2Abdy also has wide support (this timo including D). The transcrip- 
tional probability seems to be from the masculine, the evil spirit 
being strongly personalized, to the grammatically correct neuter : 
in other words, the reading of p45 and its different groups of allies in 
this matter is to be preferred. 

A. similar case however (abra/ avrovs) is dependent upon the 
conflate reading of p45 (12:24): rd werewd is an intrusion into the 
verse (80. from Matt. 6:26) and the pronoun is attracted to it, as it 
stands in first place after the verb. This reading is unacceptable. The 
plural dzrofjicac in p45 in the same verse is similarly to be explained and 
rejected. The reading of p45 at 11:41 ev +f dyépq in the singular number 
is unique to that manuscript : I suggest that this may be rejected as a 
“lection banale”, one market place to a town. 

Three instances concern the genitive case. One of these is probably 
due to scribal error, if indeed the transcription of Kenyon be correct : 
namely 9:48 where the restoration ev mafow vJywy is found. At 12:44 
we encounter a tricky problem of usage, namely the participle of 
Saapyeiv used in the neuter plural: is the sense more substantival 
or does it retain a verbal force ? Both following genitive (implying the 
former) and dative (implying the latter) are found. There are eight 
occurrences in Luke of this participle in this sense. It is not simple to 
define the Lukan usage however: at 8:3 the dative appears well estab- 
lished with seven mss. only in dissent. Elsewhere the genitive is the 
better attested. Only at 12:15 (avrov : avrw) and 19:8 {nov : ox) is there 
weighty variation. In the verse under consideration, the sense seems 
to require the substantival force with the genitive : if we are right then 
in following this combination of majority attestation and exegetical 
propriety, p75 gives the better text : pehaps atr@ at 12:15 influenced 
the scribo’s memory here in p45. 

In considering the remaining case of this kind (9:53) we meet a 
combination of factors: the reading of p45 is singular and consists

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primarily of a change in word order viz. 73 mpécwmoy fy abrod 
rropevopevov. 

Tt would scem the simplest explanation of the change of nominative 
to genitive as an instance of attraction to the preceding adzod following 
the change of order. It is almost without meaning and worthless for 
the text. 


Presence of the article 

Sophie Antoniadis in the only study devoted solely to the grammar 
of Luke writes with confidence “article dans le NT, comme dans Luc, 
ne présente pas d’irregularités dans son emploi. On V’a déja vu, il 
précéde des noms dont on a déja parlé ou dont l’existence est établie”.* 
In spite of her confidence (which nevertheless should be treated with 
respect, as the view of one looking at an area of “New Testament Greek” 
against the background of the Koine as a whole and the evolution of 
modern Greek), every case demands consideration on its merits, as 
the length of the section devoted to the article by Blass-Debrunner? 
may suggest. We take the cases which arise in the papyri under consi- 
deration in ascending order of difficulty according to our judgement. 

The addition of rév ante dpyovra at 12:58 in p45 (singular reading) is 
to be rejected, as attraction to succeeding articles. This instance fol- 
lows the rule of Antoniadis. 

‘At 13:19 the reading els xijmov éavrdv which conforms to Septua- 
gintal usage, has undergone correction in p45 and ten other mss. 
The addition of roy is secondary. The addition of rods ante $paypods 
at 14:23 by p45 may be another case of pedantic change. At 11:11 
(p45 os p75 o wos) and 11:42 (p45 une papioaors : p7D va ros 
daproaors), it is p45 which carries the solecistic reading which invited 
correction. At two other points also p45 seems to have a subtle reading, 
which the alternatives attested in p75 obsoures. These are at 9:48 
where the article of 6 ydyas (p45 1093) might be anaphoric to the 
dispute of verse 46;:* while at 12:64 the reading of p45 viv vepéhyy, 
which is the majority reading, here may well refer to the beginning 
of the wet season, and not to any cloud. Its removal is a further instance 
of grammatical pedantry, from which clearly neither witness nor its

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allies is free. Is p45 also acceptable at 10.19 (érdvw rav dew nal 
oxopmtwy D 157 GregNyss), referring to “serpents” (or “serpents and 
scorpions”) as a class (cp. the following z@oay riv Svvapw tov 
éxOpoo)? 

However at 11:45 p45 omits the articles as D does: the textual 
situation is very complicated however and suggests dislocation at a 
stage earlier than the additional confusions peculiar to the papyrus 
(viz. the inversion ds éoré, which seems meaningless). The textual 
complications have their root in the exegetical problems, and we cannot 
suggest on purely internal or linguistic grounds the originality of any 
specific reading. 

There remain the instances where changes are found in the article 
before the name of Jesus. We have two such, in each case e singular 
reading: at 9:33 the absence of the article in p45 (npds tnoowr : pss 
14y incows); at 10:39 its absenoe in p75 (mpds rods S8as Inoou : mpds 
rots mébas rod iqoov). Colwell® has argued that singular readings 
should never come into such discussion as this, If he be right, the matter 
is settled. But Martinit¢ appears willing to accept the singular reading 
of p75 at 10:39 by analogy with other cases (6:8, 8:35, 8:41). These 
three cases all concern the feet or knees of Jesus : the absence of the 
article before the name of Jesus is in all cases attested by B as well 
as p75, and at 5:8 and 8:41 by others. Yet its absence may be a stylistic 
peculiarity of the Alexandrian tradition: certainly the norms of 
Greek syntax are not reflected in it, and not being as convinced as 
Martini of the excellence and neutrality of that tradition, I should be 
loth to accept it as a mark of Lukan style. 


Changes in the verb 


‘We may disregard at 9:48 and 11:21 the presence of indicative mood 
for subjunctive in subordinate clauses. This is a solecism for which the 
scribe must be responsible : it cannot represent the intention of the 
evangelist, although it highlights phonetic causes which lay behind 
changes in the languege then and later.

‘Two cases meet us in p45 (12:6 and 30) of regimen Attioum (neuter 
plural subject with singular verb) : this must be correction on stylistic 
grounds, In each case itis interesting that p45 gives a reading adopted 
in the Byzantine texts : at 12:6 the influence of parallelism with Matt. 
10:29 may be discerned, while even in Matt. 6:32 (the parallel of 
Luke 12:30) the Byzantine text had the singular verb. 

6:37 presents an interesting variation, p45 giving the future passive 
indicative after od i), while p75 gives the aorist passive subjunctive. 
The usage is “almost restricted to quotations from the LXX, to sayings 
of Jesus, and to Rev(elation)”,*° whichever tense and mood be adopted. 
The future is not found in the Ptolemaic papyri: and the only certain 
example in the New Testament without the type of variant here shown 
is Matt. 16:22 where the verb is gora:, for which no aorist stem is 
available.*® This scoms to suggest that the aorist would be the form 
more natural to a Hellenistic writer, and that the future is a purist 
correction. 

A number of variants are found between the present and aorist 
tense-stems. At 9:29 for the present infinitive, p45 and the first

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hand of the Sinaiticus (= $) have the aorist (Sinaiticus has made the 
contrary change, aorist to present, in the preceding verse). Here Colwell’s 
caveat against singular readings is borne out by the context. Jesus 
went up into the mountain to “begin to pray” or “to engage in prayer” 
{inceptive force of the aorist): and “during his prayer” (continuous 
force of present tense-stem) he was transfigured. p45 has simply 
xepeated the tense of the preceding verse: I suggest that the error 
of $ has no relationship to the papyrus here. In three further cases too, 
it is p45 which upon examination proves to have the secondary 
reading : 9:34 whore the aorist éreoxiacey (p45 pler) is perhaps har- 
monized with ¢yévero, but where furthermore érecx(ale (p75 BS po) 
is more subtle than the aorist, viz. “began to overshadow”, coinciding 
with the latter part of the verse, “as they entered the cloud”. Similarly, 
18:18 <8dfacev (p45), e8éEalev (p75) “she began to glorify God”. 
At 10:39 the aorist of p46 might just possibly be interpreted as a 
gnomic aorist: Mary being transformed into an ideal figure, “over 
hears” the master :** but this is oversubtle, and the more feasible 
solution is that in addition to the common confusion which gave rise 
to the other instances, we have here too the opportunity for uncial 
error by dittography viz. HKOYEN < HKOY€EN < HKOYCEN. 

The perfect was in process of decay in the Hellenistic period and 
disappearing before the encroachment of the aorist : thus we have an 
antecedent probability that perfects will be original, aorists corrections, 
perhaps unconscious. Thus at 10:20 the reading of p75 éyyéypamra: 
will have preference over p45 (2ypd¢q) : and at 11:21 xaBwmdopevos 
(p75) over KaGordodpevos (p45), where probably itacism (w<o) 
has abetted the transformation. At 14:20 the reconstructed qyaunea 
of p45 is, if correct, probably not a perfect but a variant aorist form :2* 
the éyqua of p75 is an aorist form of the Attic dialect, and is never 
found in the New Testament without variation.** If we were sure of 
the reading of p45 it might be preferable (the usual variant is éyéyunoa). 

At 10:19, the 5iSwy.% of p45 is probably a substitute for SéSwxa 
of p75. 

There are a number of changes between present and future forms.

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At 11:10 p75 B D read dvotyerar, p45 rel Gvourjaera. The latter is 
probably an assimilation to the preceding verso, and smacks somewhat 
of the “banal reading”, softening the striking declaration. At 11:93 
the oxoprice of p75 looks like a simple error. At 11:41, the change 
has been from the éur! of p75, which is the normal spodosis of a Hebraic 
style conditional sentence (with imperative in the protasis) to the 
éorat of p45, arising from taking the imperative “au pied de la lettre”. 
The same verbal change at 11:34 {eorw) appears due to the parallel 
passage of Matt. 6:22 (sine varia lectione).2¢

Pronouns 


Kilpatrick has suggested that while frequent use of pronouns was 
feature of Hellenistic Greek, the tendency was to remove them under 
the influence of the more succinct norm of classical @reek.*7 If we accept 
and apply this criterion, we find, perhaps to our surprise, that the ba- 
lance of acceptability lies with p75. At 12:22 p45 (with Byzantine 
Support) reads Judy post yuy} while p75 omits it. However in six 
oases p75 has the longer text (9:36 adrol: ibid. o¥8dy after of8év, 
9:49 aiiréy, 9:52 atrou, 10:40 pov post aBeAgrf, 11:20 éya). In four of 
those in fact, the omission in p46 is a singular reading. No criterion can 
or should be used as a bed of Procrustes : there are doubtful cases in 
p45 at 9:48 and in p75 at 12:52 and 14:23, Omissions are found in both 
Papyri in the verse 14:8: these sre part of a more complex situation 
and may not be resolved in isolation. 


Additional words 


Lagrange was another of Kilpatrick's forerunners in the application 
of “critique rationelle” to the New Testament text. In respect of addi- 
tion of words and changes of phrase, he set out a valuable and well-

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known list of possible contrasts which help us to distinguish false from. 
true in this area of variation and corruption.** We shall draw upon 
these as well as other criteria in the discussion of these categories. 

Firstly, instances where p45 displays a succinct reading. 10:11 presents 
us with the following contrast.

Here in p45 we scem to have deliberate excision of dywy and spiv, but 
the omission of rév xodAnBévra can surely only be accidental. The text 
is corrupt, At 10:14 and 11:31 the phraso rf kploe: is found in p75 
rel plur but omitted in p45. In the first of these there is other variation 
(& tudoa xplocws : é& ratry rm iydpg) as well as the omission: 
harmonization with Matt. is unlikely since this would occasion the 
phrase é judpg xploews which in fact has little attestation in Luken 
witnesses. The variation & zaurq 77 tyudpq reflects ae preceding verse 
12. & 7# xpice: then must be the Lukan reading, and its omission in 
pas eh te Accidental, due to @ oarelossness which has already 
appeared in a number of instances discussed, At 11:31 too this muss be 
the explanation : the omission of va, 32 in D may well be original; 
but & +9 xpice: must have stood in the toxt of vs. 31 in any event, 
or the sense halts, 

At 11:14 however, the addition of d xagds post éddnoey clears up 
an ambiguity. p75 then, which attests this addition here, gives a 
secondary text. 12:47 is singularly difficult. It might appear that the 
awkward reading of p75 8 B al po yi) éroysdoas 7 movjoas (supported 
also in the Byzantine tradition with the change of ¥ to m6) is sooon- 
dary since we have the simpler phrases ys} orfoas D (to which p45 
beats witness with the careloss omission of x} !) and yt érowdoas 
W lat syr. However when we consider, we may see that the reading of 
the majority is a splendid instance of “legon frunte” : the aeigiaatone 
of the simplified versions have been attempting “élégance”. Hence 
again (stupid mistakes apart) p46 is secondary. : 

Secondly, the contrary instances where p75 displays a succinct rea~ 
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ding. We may summarize since most instances speak for themselves. 
12:24 (to which we have already needed to refer above) is a clear 
conflation. 19:31 however seems to point to carelessness on the part 
of p75 omitting rod Gcod (vl. atrod) against all other attestation. 
The addition of iSre post avéovze at 12:55 in p45 with only versional 
support, is a banality. 18:34 presents the omission in p75 alone of 
the words zis davrjs voooidy dad ras wrépuyas. Martini never- 
theless is willing to defend the shorter text (quella lunga ha Varia di 
una addizione esplicativa) and one might suggest harmonization as 
the origin of the reading of the rest. 

At 11:15 we have the quite distinct form of words in p45 é:ov : 
@ddAnoay dyupol Aeydvres. Merk* has characterized this as “lectio ... 
sensus satis obscuri” and the word éxupo? quite justly as “in novo 
testamento tam peregrinum”. Is this an exegetical addition ? Yet it is 
hard to find any Old Testament passage where the word bears other 
than a literal sense. Certainly, Liddell-Scott-Jones do not record 
any but literal meanings for it in the period covered by their Lexicon, 
and no patristic passage given by Lampe seems to contain « clue. 
In any event, it is clearly not original. 

Closely linked with additions of various kinds, often occasioned by 
stylistic or exegetical considerations, are changes of phrase and voca- 


At 13.15 we meet in all attestation except p45 the phrase dwexpiPy 
82 airG RF Kol elner. Now this is a construction typical of Johan- 
nine, not Lucan style. The form in p45, droxp:Béus 5¢ adr@ 6 KS elev, 
is the normal Lucan form. In spite of an inclination to accept it, 
although singular, for that reason, it is probably correct to see the 
change in P45 as stylistic regularization, and the reading of the majority 
as original (its origins lying probably in the sources utilized by the 
evangelist). 

‘At 11:18 in place of é€ odpavod, which p75 attests with some sup- 
porting witness, p45 reads 6 o¥pdvios. This adjective is found seven 
times in Matthew, never in Luke, and in the parallel passage (7:11) 
ia a variant reading for the more widely attested ev rots odparot:

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more probably, it has arisen out of the subvariant 6 é odpavod 
influenced by the more familiar Matthaean phrase. 

At 10.21 p75 attests an addition of 7@ dyl post wi. There is a 
tendency in the tradition of Luke to add dy:ov to vevpa as variants 
at 3:16 and 12:10 show : the text of p45 (a Byzantine reading) is original. 
At 11:13 however, mvetua dyiov, the reading of p75 is likely to be 
original, The reading of p45 (mvedpa dyabdv) is cognate with the 
various intrusions of Matthaean or quasi-Matthaean forms (e.g. 
dyalev B5ua, Séuara dyaba op. Matt. 7:11 dyadd). 

At 11:12 p46 substitutes dprov for ddv + there is no doubt that p75 
here preserves the original text (with B sys sah). For the form of text 
in p45 there is no other attestation, and while there is much corruption 
in the tradition of the verse, it is hard to see how the reading of the 
papyrus arose other than by carelessness from a (tlonger) text into 
which the wording of Matt. 7:9 had intruded. 

At 18:22 for the text attested in p75 rel, (xai zopefav zrovodevos) 
p45 reads rp rrapelaw zrovovpevos. As a singular reading this cannot be 
accepted, but its origins are hard to determine. It creates asyndeton 
and thus might be a stylistic correotion.% An alternative possibility 
is the misreading of a cursive abbreviation :°* This however depends 
on the undemonstrated practice of writing Christian seriptures in 
cursive at an early period. (The adaptation of the codex form would 
provide a parallel adoption of a trade format for the Christian writings). 
The existence of such evidence as the Rylands fragment of Joha written 
in bookhand in the early part of the second century probably dismisses 
the suggestion of a cursive ancestor of the third-century p45. 

Stylistic change meets us in both papyri elsewhere. At 9:27 p75 
8 BLS 1 1582 read the rather rare avrod : p45 gives dSe in company 
with the rest of the witness. This may be harmonization with the other 
synoptics :** it is also interesting to note that the locative adro@ is 
glossed in the Lexicon of Hesychius,* although the interpretation is

At 14:31, p45 reads ob where p75 has ody!. This is singular to p45 
although D has its own singular reading ox <d0éws. The reading of 
p45 looks like an attempt to dismiss the double interrogation. On the 
other hand, p45 can give an acceptable reading. At 12:56 p45 D read 
adv rév xaspév where p75 rel have rov kaipév 82. This seems like a 
correction of the popular Ay» in the sense of “but”, which is a 
Ikan usage (e.g. 6:24, 6:32, 10:11). At 10:31 the uneommon word 
ovyxuptay (written ovveupeay) is retained in p45, but the corrector 
‘of p75 has the gloss cwrvyiav,* with which we may compare 
kara réya of D. At 11:39 p75 reads ve for 3c, in a context where 
this particle would be adversative: even Martini rejects it on the 
grounds that re (found in Acts) is there always associative in use.** 

The variants we have reviewed are not the total number of contrasts 
between onr two oldest extensive witnesses. A lengthy list of changes i 
of word order has been left undiscussed : there is no study yet of word } 
order in the Greek of the New Testament period to help us find 
applicable criteria, Nor have we entered into the readings of 9:50, | 
9:61 or 11:40 where major differences reveal themselves. What we | 
have reviewed however, we consider to provide us with some objective 
factors in the assessment of these papyri. It has to be said at the outset 
that in total the discussion highlights the relative trustworthiness 
of p75 and the tradition of which it is our oldest example. This is 
rather surprizing to a member of a generation taught by Kilpatrick | 
amiong others to doubt the relative excellence of the Alexandrian or j 
“Neutral” text. Yet here we find that in orthography p75 is clearly 
an instance of a careful transmission, not influenced by Atticizing 
tendency in this respect, In most casos of change of ease, number and 
gender, it has the better record. At 12:24 and 10:19, p45 may be 
preferable in matter of the article : but generally is not. In tense chan- 
ges of the verb it is p45 which has a number of purist changes (regimen 
Alticum, future passive) while the same situation appertains in the 
use of the pronoun. Changes of words, when examined, show that 
p46 is inclined to careless error to a much higher degree than p75, 
which however is not without faults of this kind. Stylistic changes

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are generally in p45 rather than in p75. The latter is a relatively 
careful exemplar of a sound and faithful philological tradition®?, 

This does not take us any further forward however in the solution 
of some historical problems about the transmission of the New Testa- 
ment text. What was this sound and faithful philological tradition ? 
Where did its practitioners work ? From whence did they obtain their 
texts and their methods? Why did they occasionally lapse in their 
judgement? (Perhaps when a degree of unanimity is reached about 
the acceptability of readings, an analysis of those Alexandrian readings 
which should be rejected, might give us a picture of their principles 
when pushed beyond reasonable limits). But the other traditions are 
still more purzling. How did there come about texts (such as p45 
and D, or p66 in the Johannine tradition) in which some good old 
matorial was preserved, but where generally there was found change 
on stylistic grounds, banal simplifications, mingled with mistakes, 
and handed down in traditions where scribal carelessness is frequently 
evident? The geographical explanation was dismissed long ago : both 
types of textual transmission have their oldest instances preserved 
in Egypt. The enigma remains unsolved. While every new discovery, 
every fresh look at earlier acquisitions, is welcome to the scholar, 
we have to conclude, grudging thongh our admission is, that in res- 
pect of the gospels and their transmission, the Bodmer collection has 
done no more than underline these two great unresolved problems 
of the history of early Christian philological practice, while providing 
us with a very good early manuscript.

| trust that our family and friends will excuse a pro forma account of the crisis 
which has beset us in respect of Irene’s health. 


On March 5, Irene was taken to hospital in Darlington, with a suspected 
stroke. The main symptom was inability to speak. She was treated and discharged 
on medication. On March 19, she had an identical attack, with more serious speech 
loss, and further investigation revealed a brain tumour. 


She was immediately transferred to Middlesbrough General Hospital where 
Mr. Philip Kane removed the tumour on March 26. On April 1, he was able to tell us 
that he had succeeded in removing most of the tumour (which at an earlier stage of 
diagnosis elsewhere had been considered inoperable). The biopsy however 
revealed that it was malignant. 


She will therefore need an intensive course of radiotherapy. We saw the 
consultant oncologist, Dr.Charia, on April 7. Treatment will start in about two weeks 
at South Cleveland Hospital (Ward 3), Marton Road, Middlesbrough. .

Both neuro-surgeon and oncologist emphasise to us that this type of tumour 
can recur, and statistics reveal no regular pattern of the interval which might be 
expected. She will be kept under regular surveillance by the oncologist. | imagine 
that this remaining threat thus covers everything from sudden relapse to an 
intimation of our common mortality. The family has felt shock and grief. | now feel, 
however, confident that she will have very good care, and that every effort for as 
good a result as possible is being, and will be, made. 


She is very brave, and appears to have lost most of her fear and 
apprehension. She makes a steadfast witness, and ministers to her fellow patients. 


We are grateful for all the messages and floral gifts, and especially for the 
prayer which is being made for us and our family. We are manifestly upheld by it 
and ask that it may continue. We are encouraged by many words of scripture. 
Romans 14.8, “whether we live or die, we are the Lord’s” is often in my mind.

Outline of the life of Irene Birdsall 


Irene was the fourth child of seven of William and Gladwyn Adams, in the 
mining village of Cwmaman, Glamorgan. She was educated at the village primary 
school, and won a scholarship to Aberdare Girls’ Grammar School. She trained for 
the teaching profession at Hull Municipal Training College, qualifying in 1946. 
Before her marriage and until the birth of her first child, she taught successively in 
Birmingham, Suffolk, Glamorgan and Essex. 


She “learnt Christ’ in the Anglican tradition. While still a child, hearing an 
address by a Welsh Anglican missionary in Persia (Iran), she was moved by the 
thought of the service of God in the spreading of the gospel of Jesus Christ. This 
remained her goal throughout her life. (She later met the missionary again, by then 
a bishop of the Church in Wales, to the great surprize and pleasure of them both 1). 


Her spiritual experience was deepened by encounter with the Baptist 
tradition at Hull in her student days. She identified herself with that tradition, finding 
her needs met by its warmth of fellowship and clarity of Bible exposition. She made 
the first steps of volunteering for service overseas, and it was thus that in 1947 she 
met her future husband Neville, himself likewise a volunteer. In the case of each of 
them, personal circumstances ruled out “overseas” service and their Christian life 
together was to be lived mainly in this country. 


They married in 1951. Until 1956, Neville’s calling took him to Baptist 
pastorates in Essex, Hertford and Lincolnshire, while continuing further studies. 
During that time, three of their four children were born. in 1956, they moved to 
Leeds, to his first academic appointment. There Irene’s fourth child was born. In 
1961 they moved again, to Birmingham, where they were to stay until 1988. In all 
these places, Irene was busy in the work of the church, especially in children’s 
work such as the Sunday School and in the uniformed organizations for girls, Girls’ 
Life Brigade and Guides. She also led worship and preached throughout the whole 
Baptist period of her life. 


After the move to Birmingham, Irene returned to full time school teaching. 
Before 1965, she occupied as her second appointment the post of Reception Class 
teacher in the school of the local Jewish community, the first non-Jewish person to 
be so appointed. In this she showed not only her professional skills which were 
great in this area, but also bore a Christian witness simply by the quality of her life 
and character. We both enjoyed our contacts in the Jewish community in 
Birmingham as we had in Leeds. This was also the period of commonwealth 
immigration. We played a personal part in helping West Indian Christians to find 
houses, while there was still no legislation to protect them against discrimination, 
and integrated a number of married couples and their families into the Baptist 
church to which we belonged. 


In 1965 to 1966 we lived in Los Angeles, where we had many multi-racial 
contacts. The most signal Christian event was our moving into the Anglican stream 
of Christian witness, rather for liturgical than for theological motives. On our return 
we retained this new ecclesiastical position. Irene continued there as before, in 


Sunday School work and in uniformed organizations. Later, she was happy that 
the way opened for her to be trained as a server, a role which gave her great 
Spiritual joy and fulfilment. 


The Birmingham years also saw further success in her promotions, first to 
Deputy Head of an Infant school, and then to Headship of what was probably the 
largest Nursery School in the Birmingham Inner Ring. A far-sighted plan of Warwick 
University also allowed her to take the degree of Bachelor of Education, 
specializing in Primary Education. These were great achievements for a wife and 
mother of four, who never neglected husband or children. 


After Neville’s retirement, we moved to Darlington. She was invited to join a 
small women’s oecumenical group for prayer and Bible study. This she took with 
great seriousness, and applied herself solidly to the understanding of scripture. In 
this way, she had a firm basis for exposition when a new avenue of service within 
the Anglican communion opened. This was her accreditation as a speaker within 
the Mothers’ Union in the diocese. It is, | believe, true to say that as a speaker, she 
was heard “with great acceptance” wherever she went. She also helped locally at 
parish and deanery level. She derived especial joy and gave much service at 
diocesan level as a committee member, guiding prayer life and organizing retreats. 


She was given to hospitality. Several members of her family lived with us for 
periods in our earliest married years. At Birmingham we had student lodgers from 
overseas in our home, and fostered for somewhat over a year the baby daughter of 
a West Indian nurse. Irene could and would often lay a meal for unexpected guests, 
for instance, university colleagues from overseas arriving late in the day at the 
beginning of conferences. We entertained regularly both her colleagues and 
Neville’s at evening parties. Throughout our marriage, she supported Neville's 
academic work and career, alongside her own busy life. 


She became ill with a brain tumour in March 1997. Despite surgery and 
radio-therapy, and a period of improved health, renewed activity of the tumour led 
to her death on Easter Tuesday 1998. She bore her illness with great calm and 
courage, in which her faith in God and her love for others was always evident. 


In her final illness, especially in its last stages, she was incredibly brave, and 
never complained. To the end, she still did all she could to make contact and to 
comfort those who visited. This reveals a quality which characterizes the whole of 
her life, the overflowing love which went out to others. This informed her work with 
children, adding a dimension to her great talent as an educator. It was in her 
encounters with those around her, from new acquaintance to those most dear. It 
coloured her contacts with those of other racial stock and religious belief. After only 
a short visit by us to Nigeria, she has been loved and prayed for in a town of that 
country by Muslim and Christian alike. She devoted herself to the care of her 
mother, widowed as a relatively young woman, and did all she could to support 
and encourage her sister and her five brothers. This was without any diminution of 
her care of children or husband. She was a wonderful Christian. As wife and 
lifelong helpmeet, and as a mother, she was beyond compare .

Thanks again for your phone call of last evening ~ it really took me totally 
by surprise! I have photocopied some of Kathy Witheridge’s material to forward 
to you to perhaps provide you with some interesting reading with regards to our 
"branch of the Witheridge tree." 


My mother, Vivian Hanson (Ayre) presently resides in Edam, Saskatchewan 
which is approx. 40 miles from North Battleford. Edamis a small rural town of 
approx. 400 people consisting mainly of retired fanmers. Mum is 77 years old, 
in good health, drives, is active in church work (United), and is the caregiver 
for my 80 year old father that has Parkinsons, Alzheimer, kidney /heart problems. 
We have Home Care staff coming in 3 times a day and I try to go there most week- 
ends to do whatever I can. Our Health Care system in Sask. has been undergoing 
major cutbacks/reform in the past three years and although it needed some changes 
it seems as if the new philosophy is too drastic! The pioneers who worked so 
hard to implement adequate/affordable health care over the vears now are seeing 
the care being eroded when they are starting to need it. My parents are fortunate 
that finances are not an issue however money cannot buy you something that is not 
available! 


My Uncle Clarence Ayre (85 years) is a real character as I'm sure Paul & 
Kathy will tell you! He is in marvellous health, drives (just bought another new 
car,) plays the stock market VERY successfully, rides a bicycle around Edam, 
bought a computer when he was 78 and does the spread sheets etc., has been 
widowed twice and keeps his own house as if his wife was doing the housework. 
Also plants a garden every year and does some of his owm canning, He is 
constantly reading and is always up on the latest news/financial issues. Also he 
is never at a loss for words and is somewhat the centre of attention at family 
gatherings - the teenagers in our group are even in awe of his 
knowledge/activities and sometimes that can be a real feat in itself!! 


Mum's other brother Elmer (80 years) also is a retired farmer living in 
Edam. but his health is not so good - has had a knee replacement, has only one 
kidney, has lung problems and also arithritus that restricts his activities. 
He still is capable of driving, maintaining their yard/house however has alot of 
pain. 


Now about me ~ T have a B.Ed degree however after several years decided that 
was not for me with the everchanging shift in educational philosophy so 12 years 
ago I went to work as a rehab. counsellor for social service recipients. About 
4 years ago I was promoted to the Director's position for North Battleford and 
area. N. B'ford has a population of approx. 15,000, is basically an agricultural 
centre, is near several lakes and really has year round leisure facilities 
including good down-hill skiing which I really enjoy if it is net too cold!! T 
also taught piano for 21 years and forgot to mention that my Uncle Clarence has 
his ARTC in piano - has a very expensive organ which he plays daily and derives 
alot of enjoyment from. I really like to travel and last year we went to Europe 
for a month (9 commtries) and enjoyed every minute of it. We were on a bus trip 
wee ae other feo le From all over the world and we thoroughly enjoyed every one 


anyone that complained, was late, abused alcohol or was 


rowdy. It was rather sad when everyone had to say their farewells and depart for 
home! My husband was a Supt. for Commercial Construction for over 20 years 
however due to severe arithritus the past several years has been somewhat 
restricted in his activities. My parents still have their farm which is rented 
out however we have 2 horses there and Ted likes the farm life so he spends quite 
a bit of time there plus helping Mum keep up the house in Edam. It seems that 

there is always something that needs to be fixed even though it is a relatively 
new house! 


Enough about us ~ now about June 8/96! We would love to come to meet 
everyone however there are several complications for us as I mentioned on the 
phone. Also I must attend a federal meeting for the province of Sask. on June

26, 1929. Both are buried in Edam aes Saskatchewan. ; 


John’ Witheridge was the eldest child of George and Mary Witheridge, he was born in 
Cleverdon, Bradworthy, Devon, England, on December 22, 1839, and baptized at 
Bradworthy Parish Church on January 5, 1840. John, along with his parents emigrated to 
Canada on or about the year 1841. 


He appeared in the 1861 census, for Darlington Township, at that time he was 21 years 
old and listed as a labourer. 


On May 24, 1862, when he was 22 years old, he married Miriam Moore. Miriam was 19 
years old at the time and the daughter of James and Mary Moore. They were married in 
Darlington Township. Miriam was born in Bradworthy, Devon, England, on September 
27, 1842, and emigrated to Canada on or about the year 1853. 


John next appeared in the 1871 census for Darlington Township, at that time he was 31 
years old, his wife, Miriam, was 28 years old, and had four children at that time. 


Their first child, Ida Mary Witheridge who was born on January 20, 1864, having died on 
February 18, 1864. It would appear that all the children were born in the 
Darlington Township area, in Ontario. 


In the 1881 census they resided in East Whitby Township, Division 2, and had an 
additional four children. 


On August 28, 1884, at East Whitby, Ontario, another son, Herman Claude was born, 
but died on September 8, 1884. On May 10, 1886, Leslie Eugene was born in Pickering, 
Ontario, but died on the same day. 


Upon the death of John’s father, George Witheridge, on April 18, 1884, John Witheridge . 
was left one half of his father’s farm, being the north one half of Lot 21, in the First 
Concession, for the Township of Darlington, in the County of Durham, and being 
approximately, 93 acres. John and his brother, William Thomas Witheridge, sold the said 
lands on January 6th 1905 by instrument number 8921, to Walter Foley, Farmer, for the 
sum of $2,700.00, Walter Foley also assumed an existing mortgage in favour of Richard 
Witheridge, in the amount of $1,000.00 with interest at the rate of 5% per annum, pa 
the said Walter Foley covenanted to pay. 

On or about 1919, it is believed that John and Miriam moved to North Dakota, U.S. As 
and took with them their daughter Annie Louisa Miriam Witheridge, who was mentally 
handicapped. They moved in with their daughter Florence Mabel and her husband, 
Thomas Bramwell Wood. Shortly after their arrival they all moved to Edam, 
Saskatchewan, Canada. They settled on fairly poor land and after about five years, the 
Wood family moved to Coeur d’Alene, Idaho, U.S.A., and John and Miriam moved in 


Miriam had suffered a stroke in 1921 dav was bedridden for three years, until her death

Eleven children were born to the marriage, Ida Estella being the third of this 
impressive number of offspring. John and Miriam eventually moved to the wheat 

' fields of northwest Saskatchewan where they lived out the remainder of their 
lives. Miriam died on May 22, 1924, and John on November 26, 1929. Both were 
interred in a cemetery at Edam, Saskatchewan. 

Marwood was twenty-nine wiiten he married Ida Estella, age 28, in 1895. 
Witnesses to the marriage were Ida Estella’s brother, Irvin George Witheridge, 
and her sister, Florence Mable Witheridge. The 5"~4", 140 pound “Mir” found 
employment as a laborer in er either in a piano factory or an iron 


foundry. It was in this southern-Ontario community that all six of their

Finding economic circunstances difficult, the family left Bownanvi11e in 
‘1909. Ida’s brother, Irvin George Witheridge, invited Marwood end his family 
to come to the en area, in northeastern North Dakota, to farm. The 
family traveled by train from Bowmanville, via Winnipeg, to Crystal city, 
Manitoba, arriving there on March 6, 1909. They were met at the depot by Irv 
Witheridge and treveled by horse end buggy to the Sarles’ area. Living ina 
vacant house near Uncle Irv’s Cras, Wedel Oke worked for Irv Witheridge for 


several years. There followed a_sucession of moves to rental properties. 


Initially, "Mir" rented a farm from Bill Dillabough and then the family moved 
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to a site four miles east and one mile actith of Sarles, owned by the 
Minneapolis Trust Company. The soil of these two quarters of land was poor, 
production was limited, dnd grain prices were low. Despite the adversity, 

_ this strict Methodist continued to: work the land, end the family moved to a 
farm in the area between Hannah and Wales. . 

Neither of Mir and Ida’s two sons, Ross and Fred, served in the military 
during World War I. They were about to be drafted in 1918 when they were 
afflicted with the Spanish Influenza. Many people died of this respiratory 
ailment that was accompanied by a high fever. Because of the extraordinary 

“fever, Fred Oke lost his hair. By 1925, Ross had moved to Washington state, 
and following his marriage to Winifred Day he resided in Everett. Fred was 
very mobile during his younger years. After marrying Agnes Moen on February 
22, 1929, he lived at Starkweather, North Dakota, and then moved to Crary in 
1940. From Crary, he travelled to Everett, Washington,: where he worked in 
the shipyards until 1944 when he returned to Crary. Fred worked on a section 

crew ine the drvst. Herthern Railroad until his retirement in 1964. 

Greta, the oldest of the Oke eh laren, met Clarence Purcell, an 
itinerant farm hand when he was working in the Sarles area. Following their 
marriage at Sarles, they moved to southern Kansas. ‘Nettie, the second 
secattuon. also left North Dakota for Washington in the late 1920s. A nurse, 
she took up residence in Everett where she was to meet and marry John Dalton. 

In 1929, “Mir,” the inveterate pipe smoker, i11 with cancer of the 
throat, moved to Everatt, Washington. Expectations of a positive treatment 
for the disease at a Seattle clinic did not materialize, and tenes ted in 
Everett on May 12, 1934. His wife, Ida Estella, lived at Nettie’s home in 
Marysville until she passed away on April 10, 1962, six months short 


of her ninety-sixth birthday. 


During the 1920s, the two Vaden daughters, Marjorie and Estella Mary, 
completed their high school education in the Sarles Public School. Estella 
Mary (Stella) the youngest member of the family, was four years old when 
the family moved from Canada to Sarles, North Dakota. Growing up on a fara 
involved a mix of play and work. She and her sister Marjorie cut 
illustrations of furniture and people from catalogs and played house with 
them. She shared a bed with Marjorie (Midge) and there were times when 
they clashed. On one occasion, Stella was confined to bed with a severe case 
of the red measles, and Midge tried to annoy her by pulling her-hair. This 
was one of the few times when their mother, Ida, had to separate them. 

Saturdays were always anticipated because a trip into Sarles followed a 
bath in the home’s round tub. “Mir” conveyed the family into town by horse 
and buggy. Cream was sold at the local collection point, and the week’s . 
groceries were purchased. The children spent time walking the streets of: 
Sarles, and their dad usually treated them to an ice cream cone. 

The Bible Christian ethic of Bradworthy persisted on the North Dakota 
prairie and Marwood, the strict Methodist, enforced certain Sabbath rules. 

He would not permit the esielntgis up of scissors or the stirring up of a cake 
on Sunday. ~ The children attended Sunday School at Calvin, and their father 
would give them a nickel or dime for the collection wlate. Stella admitted 
that there were times when the money went for candy. . 

When physically able, Stella helped in the fields, shocking barley, one 

of the lightest of the grain crops. She also took lunch to the men working 
in the fields. One such instance led to a lifelong scar as she was cut 

severely while crawling under a barbed-wire fence. She appeared prone to 

this type of injury as she cut her arm on a sharp stone while playing in the 


school yard, leaving another permanent scar. 
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Washing dishes and gathering eggs were other childhood assignments. 
Because there was no refrigeration, cream, milk, and butter were put in a 
bucket tied to a rope and lowered into a well to be kept cool. Minor 
rebellions occurred, and her even-tempered mother was forced to spank Stella 
‘when she refused to bring in kindling.. Their home was heated by two stoves, 
a large pot-bellied stove in living room, that also provided heat for the 
upstairs via openings ar registers in the downstairs ceiling, and a kitchen 
range. Both coal and wood were used for fuel. 

The girls had to offer assistance at threshing time when the threshing 
crew, composed primarily of neighbors, came to the Oke farm to couple 
harvesting of the crop. Ida needed the help of her daughters in feeding the 
hungry bundle haulers and nn Stella never learned to milk cows 
because her ether fiaret whe. would not do it right and “dry-up” the cows. 
She also never drove horses. 

Estella Mary attended Woodbridge Grade School through the eighth grade; 

“Mrs. Ernest Stein was her teacher. As noted earlier, she attended high school 
in Sarles, graduating in 1923. Her class was made up of 6-8 students. She 
received her best grades in mathematics, algebra and geometry, scih ent Pina: 
Her poorest performance was in civics and history. The principal, a Mr. 
Pierson, was short, fat, and strict. Stella took music lessons, her only 
extracurricular activity, from Mrs. Pierson. Herfavorite teacher. J. R. 
Norgaard went on ta become superintendent of several North Dakota schools, 
including Lakota. “Hud, Stella’s high school nickname, received some very 
practical training vintie sideadtna Sarles High. She appreciated the cooking 
and sewing instruction — she received in her home economics classes. 
During her high school days, ‘Stella also learned how to drive a car. 


She worked as a teller in Sam Mowry’s bank in Sarles before attending 


Valley City State Teachers College. Stella and Midge enrolled in a three-month 
summer session to secure teaching certificates. Her goal was to make a little 
money. And little it was, as she received $75.00 per wieseveh at her first and 
last teaching position. 

She was employed for two years at the Billings School, District No. 3, 
in Billings Township, Cavalier County, 1924-1925 and 1925-1926. District No.. 
3 was known as the “Berggren School" because it was located a mile and one- 
half from the Ernest Berggren farm. She whana at the Berggren home and if 
the weather was nice she walked to and -from.school. If the weather was very 
cold, Mr. Berggren provided transportation via a buggy or sleigh pulled by 
horses. Included among her ten students was Arvid Berggren, the son of the 
Ernest Berggrens. 

Stella taught all eight grades at the “Berggren School.” Teaching rural 
school during the 1920s included janitorial work. Thus, she had to fire the 
pot-bellied stove with coal and wood, hoping that the coals would burn, , 
through the night so that she would not have to start a new fire in the . 
morning. The teacher swept the floor and accompanied the students out-of 
eae at recess time. Included among the situps games of the decade was “fox 
and geese, “- if. there was adequate snow. Stella carried a lunch basket to 
school each day. There was a well on the school grounds for drinking water. 

Her older sister, Marjorie, went on to teach for five pean While 
Stella was teaching in Billings Township, Marjorie had taken a position at 
“Nekoma, approximately six and one-half miles to the east. When Stella went 
to spend a weekend with her sister, she met Oscar Oyos, her future husband. 

Oscar Oyos, born at Union, North Dakota, on June 14, 1898,

AYRE STORY 
(Written by C.R. Ayre) : 

Mr. Thomas H. Ayre and his wife, Maud Witheridge were 
not the first settlers in the district but were among some of the 
earliest. They were both born and raised in Ontario in the 
Bowmanville - Oshawa area. The parents of each of them had 
emigrated from Devon, England. 

Mr. and Mrs. Ayre were married in Ontario in 1905. There 
must have been some misgivings among their families when 
they decided to move out West to what seemed to them a wild, 
untamed, far away country, populated by unfriendly Indians. 
Of course, that might have been true twenty to thirty years 
before. ; 

After their marriage, they first went to North Dakota to 
work on farms of Mrs. Ayre’s relatives in order to gather some 
money and equipment with the intention of moving to 
Saskatchewan later. 

The move to Saskatchewan took place in June, 1907, after 
Mr. Ayre had first been out to locate a homestead quarter. 
To locate land, he came to North Battleford by rail and then 
there were those who made a living taking future 
homesteaders out by team and democrat to where there was 
still available land. Where they ended up was more or less 
according to where they were taken. 

The location chosen was the N.E. section 6-50-18 W3rd. 
They were more fortunate than some, in that they were able to 
bring some horses with them and thus escaped the trials of 


The first home of T. H. Ayre, later a room built of log was added. Here the Hills 
were visitors. 
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using oxen as many had to. The first house was a very small 
lumber. shack with tarpaper on the outside, then another 
larger addition of logs was added with a sod roof. Neighbors 
were few and far between until later, when all the homesteads 
were taken up. 

’The land had been surveyed into townships of 36 sections 
and certain numbered sections were for settlers (4 to a 
section), certain sections were C.P.R. land grants, some 
Hudson Bay land grants, the rest crown lands for school 
purposes and some set aside for Indian reservations. 

Mr. Ayre, having horses, was soon able to get jobs breaking 
land for other settlers, sometimes quite a few miles away, 
which meant leaving Mrs. Ayre alone for several days at a 
time with no neighbors. She recalled being at home alone one 
time when a band of Indians consisting of some thirty or more 
wagons, many horseback riders, hounds, etc. went by close to 
her house. It must have been rather frightening after having 
heard all sorts of stories in Ontario. However, all she could do 
was tie the door shut and watch as the horseback riders circled 
the house several times and went on their way. The houSe was 
located near a trail the Indians used to go between 
Thunderchild Reserve and Moosiman Reserve at Jackfish, and 
their overnight camp was on Blackfoot Creek, this area is now 
part of the Ayre farm. 
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All was well for some time until Mr. Ayre took quite ill 
(1910). No doctor was closer than Battleford so he was taken 
by team and democrat to Battleford. The diagnosis was a 
ruptured appendix, internally. Good health soon returned 
without surgery. ‘ : 

Later, when each of the homesteads was taken up, 
neighbors were plentiful, much more so than today (1978), Of 
course, not all. were to stay, some just stayed the necessary 
time to get title to the land and moved, while many stayed on 
and made the communitiés what they are today. 

Mr. and Mrs. Ayre moved a few rods south to S.E. 6-50-18, 
having bought this place from Mr. Ed Bell. This quarter had a 
two storey house on it and a better water supply. With several 
additioris to it, this house is still there today and their family 
was all born and raised there, with the exception of their first 
son, Clarence. He was born at Flander’s farm, eight miles 
north of North Battleford - to be near a doctor. Clarence was 
reported to be the first white baby in this district. George 
Bower was only two weeks or so later. 


Like all new mothers, Mrs. Ayre was proud of her son, and 
she was teased by her neighbors when one day she forgot him 
on the counter top in Jepson’s store - started home alone - ina 
few minutes was back for the baby. 

The Ayre family consisted of two boys, Clarence and Elmer, 
and one girl, Vivian. Clarence was of a very quiet nature when 
a very small boy. When he and his parents went to visit 
neighbors, hé was quite content to sit on a chair the whole 
timé. Later, when a little older, one of his chores was to bring 
home the cows for the evening milking. In those days (early 
1920's), there was open range and the cows could be in any 
direction for several miles around. Many an evening a tearful 
Clarence would arrive home, unable to find the cows. 


Elmer was very active when a small boy, and it seemed paint 
pails, oil and grease containers had a very great attraction for 
him. When a little older and able to help mother, one day he 
was operating the barrel churn. These churns were operated 
by a hand lever and a foot treadle, causing the barrel to rotate 
vertically. Fast was not good enough, faster was better; so 
when he really had it rolling, he said, “Look, Mother, look!” 
Right about then the drain plug flew out. The result was the 
contents were scattered the length of the room on floor and 
ceiling. 
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Mr. and Mrs. T. H. Ayre on their 37th Wedding Anniversary August 30, 1942 
with their family, Clarence, Elmer and Vivian. 


Clarence married a nurse, Ethel Benson, who worked at 
Edam Hospital. Elmer married a teacher who taught at 
Blackfoot school. Her name was Jean Huff and she was from 
Wilkie. Ethel’s home was on a farm at Kerrobert. Vivian 
married a local boy, Clarence Hanson, and they farm in the 
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district. They have two daughters, both married and away 
from home. 

Elmer and Jean have four daughters, all married. Elmer 
lives on the home place. Clarence and Ethel farmed and lived 
one-half mile south of the home place for thirty years. They 
still farm, but now live in Edam. They have no family. 


Mrs, Ayre, Sr. had no musical training, but could sing very 
well and loved to take part in that way, at any community 
gathering. She had taught herself to play the piano a little. 
Mr. Ayre was not really musical but liked music, and got a kick 
out of telling neighbors who called that he could now play the 
piano, and going in another room and playing the player piano, 
before he told them he had this instrument. He also liked to get 
onthe drums of Mr. Albert Greening at some of the dances. 


Mrs. Ayre saw to it that her family had some music training, 
piano, wind instruments and singing. Mr. Ayre served as 
director of the rural telephone company (phone were installed 
about 1917), served on the school board (school was held for a 
few months in their first log house), and on church boards. In 
the earlier days church was held in private homes. The 
minister often stopped overnight at the Ayre place, even if it 
meant sleeping under the table because that would be the only 
dry place ina rainy season. 

Mr. Ayre died in a farm accident in 1942, aged 62 years, an 
indirect casualty of the Second World War, as he would not

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have been working in the field during threshing time had there 
not been a shortage of men. After his death, Mrs. Ayre lived 
with her daughter until the last few years. She passed away in 
a nursing. home in 1972, aged 92 years. : 

One of the earlier cars in the district was the Ayres’ Max- 
well (1918). It seemed to be as unreliable as Jack Benny’s Max- 
well on his radio show of the 1930's. Many a time it was pushed 
home. An early radio in the district was their Atwater Kent 
with its large and many tubes and dials and a large speaker 
horn. This would be in the middle twenties. During the early 
years, people relied on each other more than now and visited 
often. Another pioneer family, the Hoods, used to visit back 
and forth with Ayres and during the Christmas season when 
King George V began to broadcast Christmas messages to the 
Commonwealth, the Hoods would come up to Ayres and play 
Lost Heir (card game) until broadcast was to commence; 
possibly 4 or 5 a.m., then the ‘children would be awakened, 
having. fallen asleep or been put to bed before, and all would 
gather around the radio to hear the speech. Alas, usually the 
result would be nothing but squacks, squeels, static and other 
assorted noises, but everybody had fun anyway.

The document on the next page (CM41) summarizes DEW’s ancestry 
in the North Devon seaside village of Combe Martin. He wrote this 
letter to Daphne Challacombe, one of the invited guests at a 
gathering organized by Una Parsons (q,v.) and others during my 


parents’ final trip (of three) to Britain in 1988. Apparently Daphne 
never replied. 


The letter is useful because it briefly encapsulates more than three 
centuries of Dad’s ancestral “presence” in the area, of which he says,

The specific family names he mentioned to Daphne were Blackmore, 
Ley, Peake, Reed, and Witheridge, but he also enclosed a copy of 19

I must get a letter off to you right away, because we heve a slight 
chenge in the dete of our srrivel--we'll be there two days earlier. I'11 
heve to write egein in a couple of weeks, because I can't tell you the exect 
hour of arrival unbil then. 


the problem was thet the June 17 charter flight we were all confirmed on 
was cenceled, becsuse they didu't have at least 80% of the seats sold. That 
really put us in a tail spin, since whet they call “long duretion" charter 
flights ere rather acerce, and regular fere would be at least twice es much. 


After some frantic hunting, we finally discovered a flight going non-stop 
from sinneapolis to London on June 16 and returning on September 2. ‘This is 
perfect from our point of view, as we leeve directly from here, rether then 
heving to go to Chicego. (For a while we were on standby and were actually 
accepted on a flight from New York to London on June 21 end returning on Aug- 
ust 29, which would heve gotten us to the High Leigh Conference lete end 
wouldn't heve given us eny time with you et the beginning. 


At eny rete, it's ell set now, end we'll be arriving at Getwiek Airport 
on June 16, though I heven's the slightest idea whet time of dey. As I seid, 
i'll write again when they tell us. we're just as excited as Jason and Adam, 
end we're delighted they want to meet us at the airgort. jie just hope it 
won't be too difficult for you to have us arrive two days earlier. We can 
find things to do in London during those days. 


Your church's American Bicentennial party on seturdey, June 19, sounds 
terrific! We cen't think of enything more enjoyeble to begin our summer in 
Britein. jiie've been quite impressed by the interest shown there in our Bicen- 
tennial. It would seem more netureal for the British to be upset with us for 
bYesking away 200 years ego! jie hope by now all is forgiven. 


Now back to you end your miserable fall end winter--koy's being away, 
Kim's flere-up of bronchitis, the severe weather, the boys! spell of the flu, 
end meny other distracting events. someone has said that the British heve en 
amasing ability to stend eny emount of disaster and still come through, end 
I'm beginning to believe it. You should pretty well heave your troubles behind 
you for this year, so it should be « pretty good summer. Let's hope sol! 


You asked about our special needs end interests. I guess the most crucial 
tight now is the rental of e car. ise feel thet for our purposes renting a car 
will be better than going by train between cities end then renting cars or 
using public transportation for loesl travel. A Britlkail Fass for four weeks 
costs 145, which would be 4280 for two people, not counting the cost of getting 
around in the towms and countryside. A Budget kent-a-Car rentel would be ebout 
2760 e week or $240 for four weeks. Of course, the petrol is extra, but the 
convenionce of heving one car throughout our trip meens a lot to us. ‘thet's 
the way we do all our trsveling around this country. 


it's hard for us to be sure of the comperative prices and provisions, but 
it looks as though the Budget Kert-e-Cer price you quoted (£29295) is definitely 
better then either Avis (£41.00) or Godfrey Davis ($84.00) or Hurope-by-Car 
(¥70.40), which are the ones I could reserve over here. If you heve any way 
of checking prices over there, you might do so. Bub if it still looks as though 
Budget hent-a-Cer is best, please reserve a car for us beginning July 7 for 
about 73 weeks.

Dear David and Elizabeth, 


Just a few briefly written lines te let you know that we haven't 
really fogotten you! In fact, if we wrote to you as often as we 
thought and spoke of you, you'd get ia letter just about every day! 
But in spite of the fact that I haye given up a couple of my jobs 
for the church, there still don't seem to be enough hours in the 
aay to spread between all the things I want to do! 


I did a little more @enealogy thie summer, particularly during our 
Devon holiday - of which more later — but since I helped to found 
the East Surrey Family History Society last year, it seems that 

most of ay efforts have bemdirected at helping other people work 

out their family histories! Mind you, in the process I have learned 
8 tremendous amount for myself - all I now lack is the time to put 
that new learning into practice! However, I think that my next bie 
task will be to caplete the GRO listings of all births, marriages 
and deathe up to the present day, and alse to list all the PPR wills 
for Witheridges indexed at Somerset House. A solid weet in london 
might do the trick, but that just doesn’t seem a possibllity right 
now. 


; One thing that does seem more than just a possibility is the great 
tor” news that we have a chance of moving to Devon in the new year: Roy's 
ove firm is desperately short of engineers at the present time, and 

te es ; Exeter is at presdnt bottom of the company's league taWles for job 
peo efficiency afidproductivity. While the London ares don't want to 
Lose Roy, the company would rather transfer an engineer that lose 
him, and Roy has been told, unofficially, that it is extremely 
unlikely that a transfer recuest to the Exeter area would be turned 
down. And we are bth getting rather fed up with the rat race which 
has really extended to this part of suburbia now. Customers are so 
agressive and rude, wanting everything done yesterday, and yet lacking 
even the most basic of common courtesy, that we would all rather live 
where the pace of life is still slow enough to give time for the 
essential courtesies of life. While on hoiday in the beaktiful 
moorland willage of Iustleigh, we fell in love with the small town 
of Bovey Tracey (scene of a historic battle ef the Civil War » and 
home of the church built by Sir Gilbert de Tracey as penance for 
his part in the murder of Becket at Canterbury - plenty of writing 
material there!) and also with its people, who made us so welcome. 
We went back to Bovey again at half term, and have found a lovely 
house, and are now just waiting to sell ours. We thought we had a 
buyer for ours a couple of weeks ago, but that has now all fdlen 
through, so we will have to start again after Christmas. 


While on holiday we went into Newton Abbot, where I visited the 
showrooms of the publishers David & Charles, the largest non-fiction-= 
only publishers in Surone. In the course of browsing, I asked one 
of the staff about job possiblilites, an interview was arranged on

the spot, and I was offered as much freelance work as I like, on 
the same terms as I work now! Seo our income sphouldn't be adversely. 
affected by the move, and in addition we have found an excellent 
primary school, with a Christian head-master, for the boys to go 
to. We have already made any friends, and the members of the 
local Baptist church welcomed us with open arms when we attended 
their service. At half- term some of theteven put us up, and we 
were ako invited to a Christian book sale in aid of Tear Fund at 
the home of the head=master and his wife, where we discovered that 
their daughter, at teacher training college in Wimbledon, goes to 
the same monthly Christian meetings in Wimbledon as I do, and we 
had unwittingly met earlier! Small world, isn't it? 


But I wish it were even sualler, so that we could sees more of you. 
The years seem to have rushed by, and the boys have grown up 
tremendously since you last saw them. Jason ig inthe top clags 

at school, although he wmit be able to go to secondary school until 
1980 as he's too young.({Another reason why the move will come at a 
good time is that it avoids Jason being the only one of his group 
staying behind in school, as moving to a new area he will go into 
the class appropriate to his age.) He is captain of the school 

chess team, sings in the school choir, and has just earned a place 
in the school football team. Adam is in his final year of infant 
classes, and will transfer to the junior section in September.

Iam glad you received the family history magazines safely, and 

hope you liked them when you were able to read then right through.

The other driver's insurers have now paid for 
the car, but are still haggling over the injury. I have just had 

my fourth specialist medical check ( and my secant in Harley Street!) 
and as the law only requires a maximum af three such cheeka, I don't 
see that they have any excuse for dallying any longer. 


But that is enough ebout us - how are you all keeping? Are you 
having a hard winter, or is it being mild for you? And how is 

you asthma, Sligabeth? Does it still bother you? JI hone not. And 
how is the writing comig along? Have you yet decided to write 
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something set in Bnglanéd? I do hope you will. But do write soon 
(that's abit of a cheek I Mow!) and tell us all your news. And 

how are your bys ~- or gather, meni Do you still have Jim with you 

at home, and Tomih Chicago, or have things changed in recent months? 
And how is the work of your Council of Churches developing? We are 
very much @njoying the greater ecumenical movement here, with the 
real lowering of barriers between the denominations. At a recent 
diocesan renewal service, the worship was led jointly by an Anglican, 
a Baptist, a United Reformed and a Catholic minister! Of course, 
sharing wih Catholics makes the Bucharist imvoesible, but it was good 
to feel there were still many things we could share. 


And how I wish there was more time to chare more things with you all 
right now, but the hour is late, and I have to be un early in the 
morning: But I will enclose a couple of photos of the boys ~ the 
offickal school ones, and not exactly brilliant, but they're the 
only ones we have at oresent, and there are none of the four of us 
T'm afraid. But we do still have some in the camera, and when we've 
finished the film, if we can get a good one of all of us together, 
we'll send it to you. Meanwhile, I've sent under separate cover a 
couple of weeks ago, a West Country calendar (genuinely eroduced in 
the West Country, and bought on holiday!). And between the pages 
I've slinped a couple of rather nice.old prints of Devon. One is of 
Combe Martin, and the other of the Valley of the Rocks, between 
Lynton and Lynmouth, just a few miles along the coast. I should 
imagine that they both look in those pictures much as they sust have 
@one when your ancestors lived there David. I reilise they don't 
look their best unframed. but it seemed safer and less complicated 
to send them that way, and hope that you would be able to” find some 
suitable frame for them. I have tried to find out something about 
the date of the pnictures and the artist, but so far withou# success.

Dear Dave and Blizabeth, 


Once again I must start by apologising for suck a long delay in 
writing - it seems amazing to reclise that seven months have passed, 
for it has flown by like seven weaks. 


But never the less it has been a very eventful eeven months, in 

many ways. Barly in January I managed to get a little more geneal- 
Ogival research done, and at lenge last proved that my 3 x great- 
grandfather Joseph, and the Joseph Witheridze bern in Yenbury in 
1788 were in fact one and the same! This link takes me back now to 
about 1570, I'm sending under sevarate cover copies of the two 
latest issues of our Journal, one of which includes the story of my 
research, complete with family tree. Now I've confirmed the Weabury 
link I want to set hold of the copies of the Manorial Rolls for the 
three manors wovering the area - Danedon, Down Thomas and Wembury. 

I know that the Mormons have recently microfilmed some of the rolls, 
and hope in fact that they have all been filmed. Some of the originals 
are at Exeter ~ too far for me to take the necessary time to study 
them, but if I could obtain covies from Salt Lake City, I could 
study them at home in my own time and hovefully discover more about 
the family. 


Fowever, although January started with rood mews, it ended on a very 
sad note, for on 29 January, Sva died. She had been unwell for a 
fortnight, ond had spent some time staying here with us. Although 
a hoSpital check-up just after Christmas had shown her to be in 
excellent health, she apparently develoved diabetes, and went into 
a diabetic coma before the condition eould be stabilised. Tt was a 
e@reat shock, for although she was in her B4th year, she had always 
been strong and healthy. It was also a ereat loss, for fae T have 
vrobably told you) Sva eared for te and brousht née up for nearly 
ten yeara., Since Pebruary we hive been h Tping Joan to sort and 
dispose of Gva's effects, and T think we have duet about finished 
the task. 


Gur winter was bleak westher-wise too « fresuent snowfalls, and just 
as one thaw was almost complete, a fresh fall ofsnow set ue back to 
square one. However, we did have one reasonably clear week in Feb 
ruary, which coincided with half term, and we vent to Devon hoving 
to further our move. By Baster we were finally set to go, and were 
only three days short ofsigening contracts on the sale of our house, 
when Roy's firm withdrew their offer of a transfer - leaving us to 
foot the legal bills! We are still hoving to move, whether with 4 
transfer from Roy's firm or (as seems more likely) with a chance of 
dob for Roy. Although Roy really enjoys his work, the company's 
administration is sa inefficient, it maxes the job very frustrating 
for him. Ye have even been censidering setting un a servicing and 
repairs businees of our own, but feel that this is not the most 
favourable economic climate forsuch 4 venture. For the time being,

we Are keeping an oven mind on all our ovtions, snd have booked our 
holiday for two weeks in Ashburton, starting 18 August. Then if 
thre should be any suitable proverty on the market we shall be on 
the spot to take action. 


Another surprise in the Sprthg was the discovery of the family of 

my mother's half-brother David ~ in New Zealand! As you *now, I 

had often thought of searching for David, but I knew it could be 

a long and difficult task, and would depend on heing able to trace 

the revorted re~marriage of my grandfather's second wife. But all 
that proved unnecessary, for a copy of the ISFHS Journal, listing my 
interests of Witheridge and Barry happened tofall into the hands of 

a lady in New Zealand who had known a David Barry Witheridge and 

wrote to me, vondering if thefe might be any connection. Prom the 
deataals she gave me, it was immediatdly obvious that he we ‘tour’ 
David. Unfortunately, David himself had died shortly after Christmas, 
leaving a wife, two sons and a daughter. His widow, Eve, came to 
Ungland in March to join her pirents for their Golden Wedding anniver- 
sary, and was able to make contact and come and spend a day with us. 

I was able to show her photoes of members ofthe family and of the house 
in which David was born. I have had many of my old family photos 
re-photographed, mainly because many of the originals are rapidly 
deteriorating. Having modern negatives mesane that even should the 
originals fade beyond recognition, the pictures will nét be lost, 

and of course there is the added advantare of being avle to have 

extra prints made. I'm having a set of the anpropriate ones made 

fo: Sve, which I can send to New Zealand, so that she can show here 
children, ~~ 


May saw Jason in Paris for a week, as part of a school exchange with 
Sutton's twin town, Gagny. We hedn't planned forhim to go, thinking 
that we would be in Devon by then, but at the last minute one of the 
boys dropped out and Jason was offered the nlace. Normally such a 
trip would have been beyond us financially at such short notice, but 
as we had just received the insurance compensation for my injuries 
in our 1977 car accident, the money was there to pay for the trip. 
All the children had a really good time, and the triv has marked a 
major step in Jason's growing up — he has matured considerably. 


Just thres days after Jason's return, we had another upset, for Adam 
was attacked by the Jack Russell terrier of our neighbours opposite. 
He was quite badly bitten about the face and hid to be taken to the 
hogpital. In svite of the hospital treatment, the wound became in- 
fected and the situation was wade worse when, jast as the wound fin- 
ally started to heal nicely, Adam went down with chickenpox. Need- 
less to say, the first and heaviest crop of blisters came all round 
the wound, and sadly Adam's face is now scarred, whegther the scars 
are permanent or will eventually fade, only time will tell. Once 

Adam had returned to skbhool it was Jason's turn for chickenpox, and 
in the meantime I had had an operation. What had seemed to be a large 
mole on my chest had started to play up and be very painful. Wy 
doctor was so concerned that he sent me to the hospital with a letter 
the very day I went to him, and I was hooked in for surgery within 
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ten days. Under examination they found 2 second ‘mole' which they 
felt could give similar concern, go both were removed at ones. We 
had quite a tense week afterwards waiting for the bionsy results, 
but fortunately 911 was clear. 


Shortly after that the French boy with whom Jason stayed in Gagny 
came for the return visit. Sadly it was ne‘ a success. Christophe 
was very spoiled and self-willed, and I guess he had resented the 
attention his family had given Jason. The first three days here he 
cried nearly all the time and wouldn't eat (at least, not until he 
thought I wasn’t looking). When that gambit was exhausted, we then 
caught him making lengthy phone calls to Baris, without permmssion. 
This was followed by choosing presents for his family when we went 
shipping, and then walking out and leaving me to pay the bill for 
them! Throughout the whole week we faced absolute refusal to take 
a bath, wash hair or change clothegs. By the end of the week we were 
all quite shattered, to the extent that on the day Christophe went 
home, Roy went down with tonsillitis and was off work for a week! 


But the following Saturday was some compensation, for I was an 
official steward at the Society of Geneslogists Conference at Baden- 
Powell Fouse in London. The conference was organised by Alan Reed, 
one of my fellow co-founders of SSFHS, who is now of the Committee 
of the Society of Genealogiats . As a steward, IT was able to lunch 
in the room set aside for organisers, staff and speakers, and the 
contacts made there were in many ways more useful than the rest of 
the conference put together! As a result of some o* the cantacts 
made, T am seriously considering starting a Witheridge dhe-name 
Socisty. 


Eowever, that will take a little more time than IT have at present, 

for I am in the throes of my annual stint of wor: on 'Year's Work in 
Snglish Studies', a volume published annually by John “urray for 

the Unglish Association, which I cony-edit, proof-read and generally 
organise for them. It is always the birsgest job of my working year, 
and this year, because some chapters were held up in a mail strike, 
the took is well behind schedule. But as today is Sunday, and every- 
one is fit and well, and we're not due anywhere or exnecting visitors, 
IT have actually been able to saatch a couple of hours té write. 


My work on YWES has meant quite a few trips to John Murray's offices 
just off Piccadilly, and this year I have been able toput the trips 
to a dual purpose. “y cousin Sric (Eva's sot) had to retire some 
years ago while still in his fifties, because his heart was rapidly 
weakening. Tn recent years he has had to lead a very auiet life, 

and there were times when his family féa@t that there were not many 
days left to him. But he had grown a little stronger in himself 

this year, sufficiently so for his doctors to consider surgery. He 
is now in St George's Fosnital, Hyde Park Corner, having had oven- 
heart surgery, in »hich four veins were taken from his legs ind inser- 
ted in his heart, the leg veins being replaced by plastic ones. The 
operation has so far teen more successful that we had dared hepe, and 
TI have been able to combine my business trips to London with visits 
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to Eric in hospital, visits which would otherwise have been rather 
difficult to arrauge. 


At the end of this month our church willo nce afAin be sharing in the 
organisation and running of 2 holiday club for children in “orden 
Park, The club; which lasts for one week, caters for children from 
the ages of three to fourteen, and includes sing-~songs, Bible teadhing 
and sports. This is the foutth year we have run the club, and in 
previous years the total attendance of children has been about Ssix- 
hundred - although the moet we get in any one session is about half 
that. It is usually a very rewarding exercise, but always quite 
exhausting! 


13 September 


Mealtine finally caught up with my last writing session, and the 
days that followed provided more surprises ~ and more busy times! ~ 
with the result that this is the first chance T have had sginee then 
to continue writing. 


The birgest surprise of a11 wastthe news that Caroline (Joan's 
daughter and Sva's grand-daughter) is getting mirried. She and 

Nigel have. been engaged on and off (literally} for about three 

years now. Originally they had said that fey wouldn't be getting 
married this year, but suddenly they were offered a flat in Tonbridge, 
Kent (where Nigel works), and almost simultaneously a vacancy arose 
for a nursing sister on the children's ward of the local hospital - 
Caroline is qualified in both general and children's nursing, but has 
always specialised in child nursing. Choosing 8s vlace for the 
wedding was a problem. Caroline hasn't lived at home for six years, 
having had to be resident at the hospitals where she worked, and in 
any case, Joan's flat is not really a suitable place from which to 
organise a wedding. Nigel's home in Tonbridge was too far away for 
Joan to be able to organise things down there, so we offered our home. 
At the time we didn't reatise just how euickly they wanted the ecere- 
mony, af just ten days before we went on holiday, they asked if they 
could get married from here on September 22! 


In those ten days I booked the church, the reception, the photographer, 
the cars, the flowers, the hair-do's, we bought the invitations, and 

I went to London with Joan and Caroline and the two bridesmaids toe 
help choose their dresses, head-dreeses etc. The night before we went 
on holiday Joan and Caroline came over to help me pack - packing had 
rather gone by the board in the circumstances! - and while they were 
here we went to the caterer and vlanned the menu. By the tite we 
returned from holiday, most of the renlies were in, and the final 
details of seating plans ete were completed, I managed to set a beauti- 
ful dress in 4 sale, but still have to eet gloves and bag - hopefully 
on “Saturday. 


The wedding service will be in our old Parish Church of % Lawrence, 
where Roy and I were married 15 years ago, when Caroline was our 
bridesmaid, By coincidence, the place were are having the reception 
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is the very room where Roy took me on our first date, so it will be 

a doubly sentimental occasion for us. After the reception, those 

who wish will be coming back here, together with Caroline's hospital 
colleagues who will have been on duty and unable to get to the church. 
As you can imagine, it is a tremendous acount of work, especially as 
I am still wor*ing on the book for the English Association, and doing 
at least six hours a day on that. But I have told my boss that I am 
having three clear days before the wedding when T shall not be work- 
ing, to get the final arrangements complete. 


But rather than spendlots of time describing 111 the details, I will 
send yog some of the photos ss goon as we get them - we are just 
praying that it will be a dry sunny day, so that we can all get plenty 
of good pictures. 


Our holiday in Ashburton went very well, and we came back fit and 
well and very tanned. The boys had riding lessone, had great fun 
playing with their inflatable boat in the lake which remained on 
the beach when the tide receded, explored the countryside, and 
generally had a chale of a time.

Grandfather's chart 
has ll of the 31 names, while the ch art for Thomas Witheridge {Born 
1695)has 16 names! ‘he reference library teo came ur trums with 

a number of o14 photos and ekxetches of the streets in Plymouth where 
the family lived in the 19th century. I also nurchased srintes of 
two lovely old maps ~ one of the streets of Flymouth in 1861, and 
one of the area surrounding Blymouth, showing 'the Fortifications 
thereof, with the workes and approaches of the Snemy at the Last 
Seige; AD 1643', each for the amazing sum of Sp! I also managed to 
get some good photos of Wrbury Church to add to my collection of 
illustrations for the family history. 


One other point of interest I unearthed recently from an old book 
concerns the origin of the name Witheridge. Like everybody else 

I had always 2ssumed that it w iginated solely from the town of 
Witheridge in mid-Devon. Certainly the surname seens tohave no 

links with the only other nlace of that name, in the Reading area, 
But I have just discovered that there was once a manor called 
Witheridge, in the Plympton Hundred, which was mentioned in the 
Domesday Book in 1085. The snag is that, according to the 2714 

book I found the reference in, no-one seems to “now just where 

the manor was exactly. Needless to say my palaeogravhy isn't 

up to checking the original reference in Domesiay, but the vublishers, 
Phillimore's, are due to issue the volume concerning Devon in their 
series of Domesday translations, later this year. So as soon as 

IT can set a copy of the FPhillimore edition T hove to try and correlate 
that with old maps and the modern Crdnance Survey and try to hocate 
the missing manor. Then it's a ease of finding which of the nlaces

was established first, and whether the surname came from one or the 
other or bothé It's a tall order I know, and I may never come up 
with a conelusive answer, but it should be fun trying. 


September 25

Dear Dave and Slizabeth 


We were so thrilled to receive your letter on Friday confirming your 
trip to Britain this summer! We have thought of you sa often, and 
since we received yow Christmas letter sayfng that a visit was possible 
we have prayed that the possibility would become fact. I had been 
hoping for confirmation of this before writing to you, but had told 

Roy that if we hadn't heard by this weekend, I would write over the 
Bank Foliday anyway! 


In the event, I didn't do any letter-writing yesterday, as we spent 
most of the late afternoon and evening watching the live TY coverage 
of the dramatic events at the Iranian embassy. When it eventually 
transpired that no lives had been lost as a result of the inter- 
vention of the SAS Regiment, there were great sighs of relief all 
through london - and doubtless in many other places as well. We had 
all been so aware of the wider implications in international relation- 
ships that could be sericusly affected one way or the other, that the 
message of congritulations from President Bani Sadr was almost the 
best news of the day. Dare we hone that the Ayatollah will take this 
as an object lesson on how to deal with hostage-takers? Given a 
reasonably rational regime, one could feel that the British action 
would put them in 3 somewhat invidious position where they would feel 
that some similar response to the American hostages would result. 
Sadly, the rationality of the regime is very much onen to auestion, 
and we can only continue to pray for a peaceful solution, 


But to return to your letter, I must say that I know just how you 

must be- feeling about retirement, Dave. Recently my own source of 
freelance work has dried up, but like you T have discovered the law 

of ‘everything expands to fill the time/space available'. My involve- 
ment with sa number of Christian groups, including a venture into 
Christian publishing, together with erpanding family .rcetivities, seem 
to be leaving me with even less free time than ever ~- hence the 

dearth of letters! 


Looking bick through our calendar of events since our last letter, it 
shows that while September was the month of several weddings, Cetober 
was the month of many schoole. Although many local authorities have 
abandoned academic selection for tranefer to high schools, the Rorough 
of Sutton is one of the few that has retained the 'll-plus' exam. 

On a basis of exam results in conjunctisn with teachers' reports, the 
top 25% of pupils are then offerc=d places at the more academic srammar 
achools, Parente also have a ssy in the choice of school (subject to 
selaction assessment) which means that all the borough high schools 
have open evenings for parents. Following these open evenings, and 
consultations with the primary school teachers, parents then complete 

a form listing their preferences in both the selective and non-selective 
categories, indicating also their thoughts on aixed or single-sex

schools. So in October we did the rounds of the schools, and in 
November Jason sat the brough exams. The resultant allocations came 
through last month, and we heard that Jason had won a place at the 
borough's top grammar school. : 


But meanwhile our friend Shirley (who is a member of our church, and 
who had been Jason's class teacher a couple of years ago) had suggeated 
that Jason was bright enough to earn a place at one of the independent 
‘public’! schools, and should sit their exams. As you can imagine, 
public school fees are quite beyond us, let alone the social impli- 
cations of public school life. But Shirley put us in touch with the 
Whiteift Foundation, a charitable trust founded in the l&th century by 
the then Archbishop of Canterbury, John Yhiteift. The Foundation runs 
two publie schools, Trinity and Whitgift, and provides both scholar- 
ships snd bursaries for anpropriate cases. Entrance is purely on merit, 
and the financial assistance to parents in the lower income brackets 
means that pupils are drawn from a very wide range of the social 
spectrum. Thus thete is none of the social elitism often aseociated 
with publie seheols. In the light cf this, we entered Jason for the 
special entrance exams for the two schoole, feeling that although it 
was quite possible that nothing would come of it, we would at least 

get some idat of Jason's acadenic votential from the exam results. 
Imagine our surprise then, when Jason was offer $d a place at Whitgift 
School, and then a few days later we learned that he had won not only 

a place, but also a scholarship, at Trinity School! In sdd@ition, the 
bursary fund of the Foundation is prepared to give very generous help 
with the Trinity fees, so that of the £1200 pa fees, we have te pay 
only £200! Naturally we could not refuse such an offer, so Jason will 
start at Trinity in September. 


In the circumstances there is now ne scuestion of our noving to Devon 

in the near future. However, the school is over ten miles away, and 
reaching it from here wéuld involve Jason in a long and arduous journey 
crossing the two busy town centres of Sutton and Croydon. This long 
trip twice a day coupled with a fairly intense academic programme and 

a wealth of extra-curricular activities would be far too much for an 
eleven-year-old to cone with, particularly as there sare no other loeal 
children at Trinity.

There are still a few uncertainties about our schedules For exemple, 
we hed expected to go to the Igke of Man to see a Methodist minister end his 
wife, whou we mot here when he wes en exchenge preacher. They heven't re- 
plied, but we heard through the church he preeched in here thet they were in 
a serious sutomobile accident in May, so thet trip will probebly not materi- 
alize.

Our trips into London ere set up just as we told you in our last letter, 
end we have reservations eb the Bedford Hotel.

In Cambridge wetll be in Madingley Hell agsin for three 
nights, end of course we'll be two weeks at the University of Exeter. 


Did I tell you we'll be leaving Rokk with his breeder while wetre in 
Britain? we were delighted when she offered to take care of him.

Letter from DEW to the Cook family, transcription by the editor (TFW) of a very faint 
copy of a handwritten document 


Dear Loved Ones, 


The other day I was looking at our large-scale Bartholemew map of South Devon, and 
near Newton Abbot I suddenly saw a place called Witheridge. Then I remembered, Kim, 
that you had spoken of a Witheridge Farm. So I checked and found that your letter said it 
was near East Ogwell, which this is, though it doesn’t say “Farm.” 


We just got back from a most delightful visit there. We found there a lovely family of 
John and Jane Usher, with their son Julian and daughter Jennifer. They welcomed us in and 
gave us coffee on their patio overlooking the valley — a charming location. Their place is 
called Witheridge House, and down below [it is an?] older place called Witheridge Farm, 
though we didn’t go down there. Mr. Usher teaches at a nearby Seale-Hayne Agricultural 
College. 


They have only lived there a few years, so they don’t know much of the history of the 
place, but if we find out anything they want to be told. So we'll probably be corresponding 
with them in the future. (Their address is Witheridge House, Ogwell, Newton Abbot, Devon 
[postal code illegible].) [Most of the next sentence is illegible, but it was something about 
genealogical studies and DEW taking some pictures of the family. It ended with “pleasant 
experience.”] 


The weather is now improved and we are enjoying our stay in Exeter very much. We've 
spent a few days at the Record Office and the Westcountry Studies Library, but time seems 
so short! Of course we took a day out to go back to Combe Martin and then on to Cornwall, 
where we picked up two new ancestral lines, Hocking and Tregunna. 


We haven't pinned down the Kendall connection yet, but the [illegible word starting with 
E] Sandys will you sent is definitely the one who was in Bermuda and was the son of the 
Archbishop of York. The information ties in with what I got at the Society of Genealogists. | 
told you about that, didn’t I?

Dear Clara, 


Pardon me not enswering your letter sooner, but I em an ardent war 
worker these days. Now 1 believe Grandfather Witheridge's neme was John. 
Uncle Ned was like him. When we were Bast in 1943, they had not heard from 
Ned for years; if he were living, I know he surely would go to Laura's, for 
he knew he could get ell he wented to eat & drink & also money. I never 
heard Dad or grandmother mention any other Witheridge, and it never occurred 
to ask. Grandfather Curtis sailed with the Marines for Mexico the time of 
Maxnillian; that was the last ever heard of the boat or men. The Mexicans 
cut off the Austrien Maxmillien's head. Grandmother Witheridge had 3 farms 
before she merried J. Witheridge. There was a squatter on one of them when 
Iwas there, and Geo. Chivers end I stayed in the stone house of the other 
farm called the (Ham). It was e grend plece end I picked apples (Sheep nose) 
from trees planted by ded when a boye Some of our people owned the (King's 
Arms) Hotel across the road from the farm house. Grendma W. had @ nice 
sock, I think, but we never received a cent of it. Do you remember you all 
spent a time with us in Clevelend? Christina was the baby. Well, that Xmas 
she sent us $350.00, but Dad sent it back, which mede Uncle Ned very mad. 
Again in 1900 Dad and I visited them and our people in London. When we 
left, Granny sent Grendfer dowm to the depot end wented us to take $500, 
but we would not teke it. After Granny died, ded wrote to John Adems, aunt 
Susie's husband, and I guess he just told him to go to --. So if anyone 
got anything out of it, it must have been him. Do you ever write to George 
Chivers? John Chivers surely would know all ebout it. Devonshire is a 
beautiful Country and the Grandfather's clock and all of Grannie'® dishes & 
furniture hundreds of years old, a lot of it was still there. A School 
chum of Grannie's wes living there; she paid 30 shillings e year or $7.50 
at that time. She said Grenny told her she could be buried in her plot in 
the church yard. Combmartin the town where they lived is a street (or rather 
was) about a mile long skirting the bey, and the cliffs are chalk as are the 
white cliffs of Dover. Dad said when Granny was a widow end before she went 
%o Wales, he used to haul lime from the cliffs to burn and put on the farm. 
Ne was 9 yrs old. The old church wes built by the Romans in the year 1100, 
destroyed at the time of the reformation, end restored in the year 1300. 

The Carvings are wonderful, end about everyone in the town are related to 
use Marie Corellie's Mighty Attom wes written about this old Church end 
placee And if you heve read & leved Lorna Doon you can say it was esbout 
this old historic place, and I believe the old Sexton in the book was still 
alive. Dad never tired reading Lorma Doon, as all the characters were known 
to him & he loved them all. There ere so many Curtis' on this West Coast 

I wonder sometime if Grandfer Curtis did not get to Mexico or near there. 
Never heard of any other Witheridges except Grendfather & yourselves. Maybe 
they also were Nomads--I mean the old time men. Love from Lou & John.

For those of you who are interested, | want to let you know something about 
my current "condition," more appropriate than in a card. 


In 1986 | had radical prostate surgery after traces of cancer were found. | was 
supposedly "clean," but several years ago, after the advent of PSA testing, it 
was determined that the cancer had metasasized and spread into the bones of 
the pelvic area. PSA readings continued to rise even after hormone injections 
and, more recently, chemo-therapy. The chemo was not of the really 
debilitating kind experienced with some conditions, and | was still in alot of 
pain and taking a barrel of meds every day. 


Just two weeks ago, | began radiation therapy (all of this treatment has been 
at the U of M, a five-minute bus-ride from my house) and | still have two weeks 
of daily (M-F) treatment to go.

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Editor's Note 


Pearline died much too early, after an unexpected, excruciatingly 
painful, and courageous battle with fast-moving cancer. My dad 
learned the details in a January 13, 1992, letter from her obviously 
grieving daughter, Elizabeth. I have decided not to share that letter, 
because it was bitterly critical in tone — not the sort of statement its 
writer would want to find displayed on the Internet three decades 
later. 


Just when Pearl and Sid were consumed by her existential struggle, 
Dad was increasingly preoccupied with his role as the full-time 
caretaker for my mom, whose rapidly advancing Alzheimer’s disease 
was changing not just her memory, but the wonderful personality 
everyone knew and loved, demanding Dad’s constant attention. Ina 
very real sense she was dying in front of him, and all of us. 


At one point during this awful period she fell and badly hurt herself, 
and | rushed home from Chicago to help with the details of her 
ensuing hospitalization and rehabilitative follow-up. Christmas 1991 
was not like anything we had experienced in our family, and it didn’t 
get better for Mom or Dad.

Genealogy-related marketing schemes — including some outright 
scams — are as old as people’s fascination with their own family 
histories. You may already have seen the index entry on this topic 
(“Genealogy scams”). 


Decades ago both my dad and I received separate mailings at our 
respective home addresses, advertising a book called Witheridges 
Across America (q.v.) that resulted from a “nationwide household and 
family data search” and was offered for the low, low cost of only 
$29.85. Dad received the solicitation in 1988 at his house in 
Minneapolis; I received a very similar one in 1990 at my house in 
Chicago.

I'm very glad to be able to send you these family group sheets 
showing your ancestry back to John Witheridge in South Milton, 
Devon, including revised sheets of the ones I think I sent you 
before. As you see, the information in England comes from 
three members of the Witheridge Society, and the information in, 
this country I have pieced together from census and other 
records. “ 


I hope you and Janet will begin to make plans to go to England 
in May for the annual meeting of the Witheridge Society, It 
will be on the weekend of May 2-4 at some town in 
Gloucestershire. When I get the exact details, I'll send them 
on to you. 


You will also want to go to South Milton, Thurlestone, and 
Kingsbridge near Plymouth in Devon, where your Witheridge 
family originated. In the churchyards you might be able to 
find the gravestones of some of your ancestors and relatives, 
and you could visit St. Edmund's Church, Kingsbridge, where 
Andrew Hannaford Witheridge was baptised in 1842. He was your 
first Witheridge ancestor in this country. 


Of course, Plymouth itself is very interesting, and you would 
want to spend a few days in London, so you would need about a 
week in all. I know you have Magnolia to take care of, but 
you'll just have to start now to find and train someone else to 
be in charge during that time. You should have a substitute, 
anyway, in case you should have an accident or illness. 


There are two Witheridge descendants I have met in England and 
have kept in touch with every Christmas, who come from the same 
South Milton family and are thus relatives of yours. One is 
Philip Hookway, a retired school teacher; and the other is 
Winnie Witheridge, the widow of Henry Witheridge, who of course 
would have been your relative. When I wrote my Christmas 
letter to them, I urged them to go to the Witheridge Society 
meeting in May in order to meet you, and I think one or both 
will do that. Winnie is too old to do much traveling, but she 
said that their daughter Jean had intended to go to Devon last 
May, but couldn't at the last minute.

Dear Janet, 


I'm very glad to be able to send you these family group sheets 
showing your ancestry back to John Witheridge in South Milton, 
Devon, including revised sheets of the ones I think I sent you 
before. As you see, the information in England comes from 
three members of the Witheridge Society, and the information in 
this country I have pieced tegether from census and other 
records. ~ 


I hope you and Martha will begin to make plans to go to England 
in May for the annual meeting of the Witheridge Society. It 
will be on the weekend of May 2-4 at some town in 
Gloucestershire. When I get the exact details, I'll send them 
on to you. 


You will also want to go to South Milton, Thurlestone, and 
Kingsbridge near Plymouth in Devon, where your Witheridge 
family originated. In the churchyards you might be able to 
find the gravestones of some of your ancestors and relatives, 
and you could visit St. Edmund's Church, Kingsbridge, where 
Andrew Hannaford Witheridge was baptised in 1842. He was your 
first Witheridge ancestor in this country. 


Of course, Plymouth itself is very interesting, and you would 
want to spend a few days in London, so you would need about a 
week in all. I know Martha has Magnolia to take care of, but 
she'll just have to start now to find and train someone else to 
be in charge during that time. She should have a substitute, 
anyway, in case she should have an accident or illness. 


There are two Witheridge descendants I have met in England and 
have kept in touch with every Christmas, who come from the same 
South Milton family and are thus relatives of yours. One is 
Philip Hookway, a retired school teacher; and the other is 
Winnie Witheridge, the widow of Henry Witheridge, who of course 
would have been your relative. When I wrote my Christmas 
letter to them, I urged them to go to the Witheridge Society 
meeting in May in order to meet you, and I think one or both 
will do that. Winnie is too old to do much traveling, but she 
said that their daughter Jean had intended to go to Devon last 
May, but couldn't at the last minute. So I hope she'll go this 
year. 


One other interesting item: While I was at my son's apartment 
last month, he was searching the internet, and he found a list 
of six other "Witheridges”" on the internet. One was Jill 
Pierson, who lives in New Jersey and listed genealogy as a 
hobby, with Witheridge as one of the names she was searching. 
We sent her an E-mail to find out how whe is related to the 
Witheridges, and she replied that she is descended from Ethel 
Witheridge (her great-grandmother), who married Alfred Crowell 
Pierson in 1909. You will see Ethel on the Francis George 
Witheridge sheet. So you are a second cousin of her 
grandfather, and she is your second cousin twice removed. She 
is a college student. Her address is 624 Valley Brook Ave., 
Lyndhurst, NJ 07071. I told her I know her ancestry back to 
1700, but I haven't given her all the details yet. I'll be 
sending her this same material I'm sending you, as soon as I 
can get around to it. 

I hope you are as excited about all this material as I am, and 
I hope that when you get a chance, you will send me any 
additions or corrections you can, especially about your own 
family and children. I look forward to hearing from you soon.

Dear Andy, 


Thank you for your E-mail reply. I have a great sense of 
accomplishment in actually hearing from someone in South 
Africa! I tried to contact Jenny in 1987, but I probably had 
the wrong address, because I never heard from her at-that time. 


This has been an exciting year, because May marked the tenth 
anniversary of the Witheridge Society, which is composed of 
Witheridge descendants and their spouses who are interested in 
family history and enjoy knowing about other Witheridge 
descendants. 


The society publishes a quarterly journal, but it only meets 
once a year on the first Monday in May (a Bank Holiday in 
England). Witheridge is not a very common name, so the group 
is relatively small. Since this was the tenth anniversary, the 
meeting was a two-day event, and an attempt was made to get 
people to come from all over the world. We were pleased, 
because there were fifty present, including ten from the United 
States, four from Canada, three from Australia, and one from 
New Zealand. 


We had wanted to meet in the town of Witheridge in Devon, from 
which presumably all Witheridges get their name, but they 
didn’t have large enough accommodations, so we met about ten 
miles away in Tiverton. On the second day we took a bus tour 
through northern Devon, stopping at Witheridge and at several 
towns where Witheridges had lived, including Combe Martin. A 
large percentage of society members stem back into Combe Martin 
and are thus definitely related to you and me. 


My wife Elizabeth and I had been to Combe Martin three times 
before on our trips to England and had met several Witheridge 
relatives there. So we had a good reunion, and the whole 
busload was warmly welcomed. The one thing I wanted to do more 
than anything else this time was to locate the grave of the 
first Thomas Witheridge Gubb in the churchyard. After much 
searching Kim Cook and I found the large Gubb tombstone with 
Thomas Witheridge Gubb's name at the bottom, practically 


covered With weeds and grass. What a thrill! (Kim Cook is the 
founder and honorary president of the Witheridge Society, and I 
am the honorary vice-president.) 


You will see that I have enclosed two pictures of the Gubb 
tombstone and my transcription of the text, which required the 
help of a magnifying glass. Your mother told me that she and 
your father had traveled to England many times and that your 
father's ashes had been deposited in the Combe Martin 
churchyard. No doubt they had seen this Gubb tombstone. 
Unfortunately, Kim and I didn't have enough time to look up 
Noel's grave. 


I have a feeling that Jenny has been to Combe Martin and maybe 
you, too, Andy. Perhaps you or she have seen both of the 
graves. If either of you has been thinking of going to 
England, I hope you will try to go at a time when you can 
attend one of the annual Witheridge weekends. Next year this 
will be on the weekend of May 2-4. I know the society would be 
very pleased if you could attend, and I'm sure you would enjoy 
meeting relatives from all over the world. 


The place has not yet been determined. If the meeting is in 
Devon, it will include another bus tour, including stops at 
both Witheridge and Combe Martin. The 1998 Session may be in 
Gloucestershire. Most of the annual meetings have been held in 
Alderton in Gloucestershire until this year's Tenth Anniversary 
celebration. However, Alderton doesn't have accommodations for 
an overnight stay, so it would probably be held in a larger 
place, like Cheltenham, If it is held in Gloucestershire, 
those who want to visit Witheridge, Combe Martin, and other 
Devon towns where their ancestors lived will have to make their 
own arrangements, which I'm sure you would want to do anyway. 
If the 1998 meeting is held in Gloucestershire, the 1999 
meeting will probably go back to Devon. 


If you are unable to plan a trip to England in the next year or 
so;, perhaps there are some other descendants of Thomas 
Witheridge Gubb who like to travel and are interested in 
England and in family history. I know from the information 
your mother gave me that there are a great many Witheridge 
descendants in South Africa, and I hope someone will be 
intrigued with the idea of returning to England for a 
Witheridge get-together. 


I'm also sending two other pictures of our Witheridge 
celebration. One was taken during a break in our meeting in 
the Tiverton hotel. The other was at the town sign at the edge 
of Witheridge. When our bus arrived at the center of 
Witheridge, the town crier boarded the bus and read a 
proclamation welcoming us to the town of our ancestors. (The 
Witheridges had left before the start of the parish register in 


the early 1500s, and no Witheridge baptisms, MarLiages, oF 
burials are recorded there. Of course, they wouldn't have been 
called "from Witheridge"™ until they had actually left there.) 


Before I close, I'll just say a word about myself. I'm 83 
years old, and I'm a retired minister. At first, I was a 
mechanical engineer (heating, ventilating, and air 
conditioning), but then I decided to become a minister and went 
to a theological seminary. I was a Baptist pastor in Illinois 
for about nine years and then came to Minneapolis to be the 
executive director of the Greater Minneapolis Council of 
Churches for twenty-eight years before retiring at the end of 
1979. My wife Elizabeth was a kindergarten teacher and later 
an author of seven books for children and young people. She 
died two yeaars ago after suffering from Alzheimer's disease 
several years. We have two sons, Jim and Tom, both of whom 
fortunately live in Minneapolis. 

I look forward to hearing from you and learning a little more 
about you and your family. Your mother said you have a sister 
Margaret, who is married to Andre, but she didn't give Andre's 
last name. Do they also live in Capetown?

Thank you for your two wonderful istters, Phil. They brought us close 
to all of you again, Our minds often stray to tngland, Scotland, and Wales 
and to all those we heve met on our two trios, We're glad that as teachers 
you had a good long holiday, that you were able to send part of it travel. 


ing to your olaces of origin in Devon and Weles, and that you had time to 
write to us, 


We know Bow you felt in Plymouth. Though we have only been there part 
of a day on two sevarate eccasions, we found it to be one of our favorite 
places~-esnecially out at the harbor. Plymeuth has such a historical signi~ 
ficance for émerica, and we were intensely aware of the devastation wrought 
there during all the wars, uo to and including World War It, 


Ky Witheridge ancestors stem from North Revon back at least to 1525, 
but Kim Cook's and yours are from the Plymouth area, We seem to feel that 
much earlier they all came from the vicinity of Nitheridge, but we may never 
be able to reconstruct the connection. we'll never stop the search, however! 


One of Elizabeth's lines is Gilbert, and her family always insisted that 
they were related in some way to Sir Humphry Gilbert's family. We haven't 
established the relationshio, but Mlizabeth always has a feeling that Devon 
is one of her ancestral homes, too. We graatly enjoyed owr visit to Compton 
Sastle and to the parish church at Marldon where the Gilberts attended long ago. 


As to Peubrokeshire, we also enjoyed our visit there in 1976, while we 
vere with George and Mary at Kilgetty. He insisted that we should go to 
Pembroke Castle, and we've always been glad wa took his advice. We also 
went out te St. David's Cathedral and enjoyed the ride along the seashore 
on the way. Of course, it was just a brief taste of what you are able to 
aXperience when you spend a week or more at = time in Pembrokeshire. We're 
not sure, sut we wight have driven through Tregaron last summer as we went 
from Llanelli uo to Northern ‘vales to spend the night at Ty'n-y-Wern, a 
delightful little hotel near Llangollen, which Gaenwen perhaps knows well. 
The next day we drove vast Oswestry (through Whittington) on our way ta the 
Wedgwood Potteries at Barlaston. Ye!lve just looked at the mag of wales and 
are fascinated by the old lady driving a sig westwards to America, as you 
described then. 

Now, about all these genealogical sheets T've enclosed, I may have sent 
sone of these before, but not with as much information as 1 now have. You 
may wonder how I got the family numbers on each sheet. You will see that 
they tie into the numbers on the ancestral chart. I number all. our family 
sheets in this way, starting from our older son Jim as No. 1. Since I don't 
know how your family is tied in with mine, I've numbered your sheets fron 
Jeremy, using his initials at the beginning of cach of the numbers, 


For other descendants of a particular ancestor I out a hyphen followed 
by the number of the child in chronological order. ach additional digit 
after the hyphen indicates the number of the child in the next generation 
down. There's wach more to this, but this is orobably all you need for now. 
If you want a cormslete description of the systen, let ne know, and I'll send 
it to you. 
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I've ordered the birth certificate of your great grandfather, George 
Witheridge, from St, Catherine's House, "hil, but I don't have it yet. shen 
it comes, We'll have another generation back, and from there I hove we can 
tie into the parish registers (or perhaps the Methodist records). hen I 
get a chance I also olan to order a copy of the 1881 Census Record of Morice 
Town on loan from the Normon microfilm library in Salt Lake oLty. That 
should give us infermation on the other children in that family. 


You will notice that I am lacking a lot of information that you could 
give me, and I am hoping you will send me additions and corrections when you 
can. You never gave me Caenwen's maiden name (Is it Jones?) or anything 


about her family background. I should at least have the information about 
her paronte. 


We keep worrying about your mother's health, Phil, Is she getting along 
any better now? As far as the National Health Service is concerned, we think 
it is an amazing resource that contributes immeasurably to the physical health 
of your people. fericel costs here are sky high and seem to be going even 
higher. . 

Next, we want to thank you for the Royal Wedding first day cover and the 
interesting descristion frow the Post Office. We have it on the “coffee table" 
in our living room to show to visitors. Yes, we followed the wedding prepa- 
rations and the events of the day with great interest, You won't believe it, 
but we actually got uo at 3:30 in the morning to watchit all on TV, and we 
loved it. I suspose you could say that we wouldn't want a royal family of 
our om, but we enjoy yours at a distance. it's no threat to us, of course, 
because our ancestors escaned from it long ago. 


Last Sunday we attended the largest Congregational church in Minneapolis. 
they have a new sinister from Wales whom we like very much--the Nev. Mr. 
Vivian Jones. Mis wife and daughter are still in Wales, because the daughter 
is attending a Welsh-speaking school there. He said to me one day, "That 
would be hard to find here} 


The service on Sunday was very special because the anthem was the premier 
performance in America of the anthem composed esoecially for thé loyal Kedding 
by Willian Mathias. The organ orelude and sostlude and the choral introit 
wers also the ones used at the wedding. In referring to the wedding Mr. dones 
called it "the wedding of the son of the Queen of ingland.* And then he 
chuckled as he said, "My daughter would never forgive me if I said it in 
any other way." 


You will be glad to know that we heartily eporove of your political and 
international views. Tolitically we are very liberal, and we are disgusted 
with President Reagan in practically all of his nvositions. vents of the 
last few days givewas hove that perhaps his luck is beginning to run owt. 

He seems to have no cemoassion or understanding of the v‘lighh of ordinary 
people, and his wife Nancy seems to want to behave like royalty (or even 
outdo the Queen of MIngland!). 


Wis millterion drives us to distraction. His orejected military build- 
wp and arms race will not only threaten the peace of the world but will 
adversely affect our domestic economy, He cuts taxes and then greatly in- 
creases the military budget, wondering all the time why interest rates, 
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inflation, and the national budget deficit all remain high. We're glad that 
people in Europe are protesting against neuclear war and the neutron bomb. 


i don't know if we ever told you that both of our sons, dim and Tom, 
were conscientious objectors in the Vietman War. They both served in alter~ 
native service, Tom as a psychiatric aide in Boston and Jim gs a hospital 
orderly here in Minneapolis. 


After his two required years, Tom stayed on voluntarily for another year. 
He sald, “Sverybody can't do this, but I find that I can, so I must.® It 
changed his choice of a career, and he is now a psychiatric secial worker in 
Chicago working on a °h.D. in counseling psychology at Northwestern Univer- 
sity. He alee works full time at a rehabilitation center for former mental 
patients, He directs a section of the program dealing with the most severe 
gatients who keeo going in and ont of the hosoital.

Hullo once again to all you friends of ours out there! What 
happened to the last fortnight and more I'm not quite sure, but 
most of it seems to have been taken up in shopping and packing up 
gifts for the family and friends. Most of our normal activities 
are on stop in the winter cold and wet, so the Lord has given us 
something else to fill the time. I'm hoping to be forgiven if the 
Christmas card didn't reach you, but this is by way of Making up; 
A very Happy Christmas to you all and may the New Year bring you 
Joy and Peace. 


Since our retirements Caenwen and I have had reasonable health 
though there have been several brief alarms when each of us has 
had hospital treatment. We are fortunate in being in a group 
practice where hospital admission is easy and still free under the 
National Health Service. Prescription charges have just .gone up 
again, an additional cost to friends on a tight budget. I have 
recently become eligible for the state retirement pension and 
Caenwen will also get the same when she is 60 in a few months 
time. 

A recent celebration at our home marked the 86th birthday of 
Caenwen's mother Elsie Mary Jones. She is in a wheel chair and in 
need of a good deal of help now, and we are pleased to be quite 
close by to share in that with the rest of the family.

We share with those of you who have not heard already our very 
great sorrow that the marriage of our son Jeremy broke up 
‘irretrievably a year ago.

We are at a distance from Helen 
and Katie in Sheffield but there are strong ties of love which 
bind us together and we pray that the deep hurt which is still 
with us may be comforted. Also that our son will still feel he is 
loved within the family. Jeremy is presently on a teaching 
exchange in Germany. 


Caenwen is wanting to do something more important in the 
community as I am myself and it may be that the garden will now be 
less of a task than it has been. The Women's Institute came in the 
summer to admire the doll collection and to walk in the garden. We 
are taking occasional services in the local country churches, now 
at a low ebb. We have been in Baptist churches all our married 
lives but are now Methodists and enjoying new perspectives.

Editor’s Note 


The document on the next page (CM42) — the only one in Irwin 
Martin’s section of this folder — discusses DEW’s ancestry in the 
North Devon seaside village of Combe Martin. He wrote this letter to 
Irwin and his wife, Pamela, who were invited guests at a gathering 
organized by Una Parsons (q,v.) and others during my parents’ final 
trip (of three) to Britain in 1988. Apparently Irwin never replied. 


Even so, the letter is useful because it briefly summarizes more than 
250 years of several of Dad’s ancestral lines: Davis, possibly Gear, 
Ley, Pine, and Witheridge. See also documents B46 and B47 in folder

Editor's Note 


Clara Mae Witheridge (b. 1894) was my dad’s aunt. Her memories and current knowledge provided him 
with much of the foundation he needed in order to commence serious research on his Witheridge, Allen, 
and allied lines, particularly with regard to those still living in Britain. Her July 16, 1961, letter starting on 
the next page was the first document in her file. 1 think the typed portion is Dad’s transcript of the initial 
pages (but I’m not absolutely sure, because he doesn’t claim credit, and I haven't seen Clara Mae’s 
handwritten versions of the first two pages, if they exist); another good possibility is that Louise (see the 
first bullet below) did the typing before turning the letter over to Dad. Pages 3-4 are by Clara Mae’s own 
hand. Despite having read Dad’s Witheridge- and Allen-related documents at least once, I may have to 
make educated guesses about some of the people she mentions here. My best attempt at a “decoder” for 
Clara Mae’s letter is as follows: 


On the first two pages (typed): 

¢ “Louise”: This is DEW’s sister, my Aunt Louise (born Witheridge, married surname Mark). 

¢ “Jennifer”: This is Jennifer Mark, my first cousin Jenni (now using her married surname, Burke), 
Louise’s daughter and DEW’s niece, who was about to start Macalester College in St. Paul, Minnesota. 
She started out by living with our family for a while across the Mississippi River in Minneapolis. 

¢ “James III” (James Frederick Mark III, also known as Jaimie): This is Louise's son, my first cousin, who 
had studied at Eastman School of Music in Rochester, NY (concentrating on clarinet performance), and 
was beginning advanced work at the Royal College of Music in London. 

¢ “Kathleen”: This is Kathleen June Monnelly (b. 1936), a younger cousin of Dad’s in the Allen line. For 
her and other Allen-related people mentioned here, see Dad’s Allen family circle, the first document in 
folder 1.2b. 

e “Grand Mother” (4th paragraph of page 1) is probably Clara Mae’s grandmother, Christiana Richards 
(bapt. 1820) — unless, for some reason, she’s referring to Louise’s grandmother, Mary Jane Allen (b. 
1857). 

e “My brother” in paragraph 5 of page 1: Sorry, I can’t figure out which brother this would be. 

e “Allen” in paragraph 6: Ditto. 

¢ “Milicent Roberts” near the bottom of page 1: Clara Mae probably means Eva Mildred Allen (b. 1896), 
generally known as Milly, whose married name was Roberts (Eva married William John Roberts). 

¢ “Monnelly” near the bottom of page 1: Clara Mae is referring to the Monnelly family in Wales (see 
Kathleen Monnelly above). 

e “Geo. Chiver’s aunt” near the bottom of page 1: This probably refers to Susanna Witheridge (b. 1866). 
George Chivers’s parents were Alfred William Chivers (b. ca. 1858, m. 1880) and Elizabeth (Betsy) 
Witheridge (b. 1858); Betsy and Susanna were sisters. 

¢ “Aunt Susie Witheridge” at the bottom of page 1: See Susanna in the previous bullet; Susannah in the 
next bullet was Susanna’s daughter. 

e “Susannah Adams Argust” at the bottom of page 1: Susannah (b. 1890) became a major source for Dad. 

e “Geo. Adams” at the top of page 2: George was Dad’s first cousin once removed; his mother was the 
Susanna (b. 1866) above. 

e “Milicent Allen”: See the bullet for Milicent Roberts above. 

“Will Roberts”: See the index listing for William (Bill) Tudor Roberts (b. 1921). 
¢ Sorry, but I can’t figure out any of the remaining names on the two typed pages (pp. 1-2). 


On the two handwritten pages (pp. 3-4): 

¢ “This young man — Father's first name — He a doctor”: She’s referring to William Monnelly, who 
married Mattie Eileen Allen (b. 1904). 

e “Martin”: This is Kathleen Monnelly’s (see above) younger brother, Martin Clive Monnelly (b. 1946). 

e “Cousin Eileen Allen”: This is Mattie Eileen Allen (b. 1904).

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Editor’s note: 


Dad’s uncle, George Allen Witheridge (b. 1887), and his first wife, Almeada Mary 
Merrill (b. 1890), were surprise guests on a 1958 episode of the NBC network TV 
show, It Could Be You. There’s no record of who arranged their appearance, but I’m 
betting it was their daughter, Esther Mary Duda (b. 1915), possibly in cahoots with 
her husband, Anthony Francis Duda (b. 1907). The occasion was George and 
Almeada’s 50th wedding anniversary celebration, which would be taking place the 
following day. Based on their marriage date, the day on which the episode aired 
must have been around September 11, 1958. Dad and Mom found out about it ina 
note from Mom’s aunt, “Alber” (Alberta E. Plumb [b. 1887]), who happened to be 
watching NBC that evening in Saginaw, Michigan, and practically fell over when she 
heard the emcee introducing “Mr. and Mrs. George Witheridge.” She knew George 
(I’m not sure about Almeada), because he was from Saginaw, he was Alber’s age, her 
niece (EPW) went on to marry George’s nephew (DEW), and, I think, they all went to 
the same Baptist church. 


Here’s a link to the episode, which is in the public domain and was available today at 
Internet Archive (you can skip to 6:56, where George and Almeada’s segment 
begins). This 1958 episode is literally the only one preserved at Internet Archive. 
(How’s that for double serendipity? Not only did Alber [Alberta] have her TV on the 
right channel at just the right time, but the only saved episode is the one featuring 
our George and Almeada!) I hope this link keeps working in perpetuity, because it’s 
absolutely charming (not to mention being a trip down memory lane to the late ’50s 
TV world). The link:

Alber’s note to Mom and Dad, telling them about the TV show, is on the next page. 
It’s followed by computer screen shots I made at several points in the episode. 
Notable among them is a photo taken at George and Almeada’s September 11, 1908, 
wedding in Saginaw, Michigan (where George worked as a lowly coal miner and, 
consequently, couldn’t afford their dream honeymoon in Hawaii) before moving 
west to California, where he owned a locally popular flower shop). Another good 
shot is a later one of four generations of the family, including Anthony Duda on the 
right in a wheel chair (from a serious spine accident years earlier). 


Enjoy! And by all means go to the episode on Internet Archive, if it’s still there. It’ll 
make you smile!

Yours is the first and 
letter I heve reecived so fer, though I em hoping to reeeive sone more. 


Row my wife Elizebeth end I are plemming « two-month trip to Britein 
beginning August Ond. We'll be hiring a cer for seven weeks and driving 
through Englend, Scotiand, end uales. During thet time we'll be staying at 
the University of ixeter for two weeks (August 15-27) end in the Combe Martin 
vicinity about three days (yugust 10-13). «.¢ do hope to meet you then. 


About fifteen years ago after my mother end fether hed died, I reelized 
thet I knew nothing shoul my excestry beyond my grendperenmts. (ow 1 Pind 
thet ie the situetion for most people.) Thus began sy interest in genealogy 
thet has continued to the present tine. 


Gver the yreors I have treced my encestry back to 1670 in Combe Martin 
(ailliem Ley) and to 1555 in Berrynerbvor (thomas witheridge). I em elso 
descended from the other fenily lines listed im my note in the Parish Maga- 
gine. It hes greduelly deamed upon se thet ever the centuries wy enesstral 
femilies frequctly intermarried and thet I must be in seme wey releted to 
dozens of people still living in thet vicinity. This alec means thet my 
relatives have been intimetely involved im the history of Cowbe Martin and 
Berrynearbor since 1655 and serlier. 


I'1l tell you briefly ebout myself end my femily. Just recently (Janu- 
ary lst) I retired from my position es excoutive director of the Greater 
Mimmeapolis Couneil of Churches, which position I hed held nearly 2S years. 
Iwes ordained es e Ba,tist ainister, end before cauing to ay lest position, 
I had been a pastcr in en Illimeis town and before thet an escistant minis- 
ter in Chicago, while studying et the Divinity Cehooel of the University of 
Chicesoe I Kad started my professional cereer es e heating end voutileting 
engineer before deciding to enter the ainistry. 


Blizabeth wes e kindergarten tescher before we were married, but nore 
recently hes been the euthor of seven books for shildren end young people. 
we have two sons. Jim lives end works here in Minneapolis, and Tom is in 
Chicago. Neithex ono is wzerricd. 


My fether (uilliam) was born im ueles and ceme to Americe es n young 
boy with his feaily. His fether (\illiem) end grendfether both were born in 
Conbe Martin, his grendfether heving gone to bales about 1871 to look for 
employment. dy great grandmother, Chare Blackmore (Mrs. John Witheridge), 
wes elso born in Combe Martin. 


John Wwitheridge (my great grandfether) hed two brothers who appear to 
heve remeined in Combe Mertin: bdwin and williex John. I heve been in contack 
with the descendants of silliem John, who now live further south in Devon et 
west Buckland. 


In feet, we visited Englend four years ago end met these Witheridge 
relatives when we came to Devon. We slso briefly visited Combe Martin, Ber~ 
rynerbor, end iitheridgee (we loved your note paper with the picture of the 
jitheridge church end went to get some when we're there.) ie did considerable 
reserrcth at the Deven kecord Office in hxeter thet summer. 


This time we are maxing arrangeuents to spend some time with the verish 
registers of Combe Merbin end Berrynarbor. We slresdy have en sppointment, 
through irs. Detty bevis, to use the Berrynerbor registers on Monday, August 11, 
and we hope tc see the Combe “artin registers on Tuesday er Wednesday of thet 
weeks ‘se have written to lr. L. Ms Creng ebout this, et the suggestion of the 
Rev. domes Ne Johnson, but we heven't heard from him yet. 


Vhen my grendparents returned to inglend end wales for e visit about 1910, 
they were told thet the King's Arms Hotel (Pack of Cerds) wes in some wey con- 
necved with, or belonged to, relatives of our feoily. I have a pieture of the 
hotel they brought hone et thet time. I've been trying to find out if thet 
hotel is still operating, and now the Head Librarian et the North Devon Athe- 
neeum in Barnsteple tells me thet i4 is. It would be fum to stay there at 
least a night if is is e somfortable and resyecteble plece, but we need some 
advice on that. is it 2 place you would recomend for an overnight etey or 
meels? se heave else been psking for saggestions on small bed end breakfast 
pleces in that vicinity. 


Now, you are no doubt wondering, as we are, how you end we are related, 
ita sure we aust be, porheps through both the Wibheridge end Ley femailies, and 
I believe we'll oventuelly figure it out. for the present I suppose we can 
just sey we're distant cousins. 


I hope you will now be encoursged to begin your ovm gencalogicak search 
thitt will finally lead to the connection between us. Ita enclosing the bype 
of sheet I use for tracing femily conuections, end I'd suggest thet you fill 
in es much of these as you cen Zor «2 begimming. ‘then perhaps you will want 
to get siniler information for further geneorstions beck, and we can compare 
notes vhen we cond. 


In your letter you use "we," but you do not say who else is in your femi- 
ly. bo you live with your mother, end are thers other living relatives? 
Elizabeth and I sre looking forwerd ‘ary auch to mesting you and your family. 
would there be a convenient tiua between Suidey evening, #uguet 10, and Wed- 
nesdey noon August 127 If not, perhaps we could drive over from Bxeber sone 
day while we're there 


Does Formeth Yormen live in Combe Martin? Perhaps we'll be able to meet 
him, too, when we're thare end telk ebout our Norman enoestry. All I reelly 
know about that so far is thet one of my ancestors, Jane Uormen, married John 
witheridge abowh 1320. She wes born in Berrynerbor in 1589 and was the daugh- 
ter of Georges end Thomesin Hernen. 


This hes turned into quite en epistle, end I heps 1% will be the begin= 
ning of some interesting reletionships. ‘Thenk you very wuch for responding 
to wy note in the Parish iHagezine.

The two-page document that follows, number CM38, shows the 
people (with their various family lines checked) who attended the 
August 18, 1980, gathering at the St. John’s Ambulance Hall in either 
Barnstaple or Combe Martin — the correspondence is unclear on 
that point. The gathering was organized by Una Parsons, Norah 
Gregory, and Myrtle Blackmore during Dad and Mom’s second visit 
to Britain. 


This kind gesture was very helpful in Dad’s efforts to contact living 
relatives and learn more about his roots in North Devon. I’m not 
positive, but this looks like it might have been a “sign-in sheet” 
created by Una and later annotated by Dad.

I'm delighted to say thet I think I've figured out how you end I 
ere releted! I can't be ebsolutely sure, beceuse I've made one conjecture 
thet I heven't yet confirmed. But if I'm right, I'm your seventh cousin 
onuse removed! in other words, your father end I are seventh cousins, 
and you end our sons ere eighth cousins. 


i kmow I told you lest summer thet I hed treced your sneestry beck 
to Thoms Witheridge end Mery Howe, who were merried in Berrynarbor in 
1775, but I don't kmow whether or not I gave you any of the corroborating 
informetion. hen I get sround to it, I'm going to Xerox my record 
sheets end send you copies, even though they are still in many weys in- 
complete. Thet will teke a little time, however, so I'll give you e 
brief eccount right now. F 


the wey I happened to find the connection between our femilies is 
this. The Mormons (Letter Day Seints), as you may know, heve a tremendous 
microfilm library of perish registers, census records, end other genes~ 
logicel ueterials in Selt Leke City, Uteh. All over the country, end in 
fect around the world, they heve brench libraries where one cen order 
these meterinls sent for « small fee. 


i sent for « copy of their computer printout of the Best Down perish 
register, beceuse thet is edjecent to Berrynerbor. When it seme, I dis- 
sovered thet there was only one litheridge femily recorded thera, but it 
happened to he the femily of your encestor, Thomas Witheridge, who married 
Mary Howe. Thet is, the beptism of fhomas Witheridge was shown ss Nov. at, 
i761, end his parents were John end Mary Witheridge, They hed two other 
children in East Down: Mary im 1749 end John in 1764. Leter Jom end 
Mary had two children in Berrymerbors Williem in 1766 and Wilmot in 1759. 


Since this wes the only Witheridge family in Bast Down, I figure 

thoy hed come from somewhere nearby. Since they leter went to Berrynarbor, 
I heve concluded thet John was the John Witheridge who wes baptized in 
Berrynerbor on der. 6, 1715/6, the son of another John Witheridge, who 

in turn wes the first son of Thomes Witheridge end Mery Shermen. I 
descend from Wiilliem, another son of Thomes end Marys From there on back, 
we both stem from Thomes witheridge, who wes beptized in Berrynerbor on 
Feb. 12, 1554/5, ond merried Joan Mogridge in Berrynarbor on Oct. 8, 1580, 


i'm reletively certein thet I heve pieced this together correctly, 
bub I'll be more firmly convinced when I find the merriege of John end 
Mary bitheridge of Best Dewn (your great~great-great-great~great<-greet 
grendperents). So fer, this werriage hasn't turned up in Exst Down, 
Berrynerbor, or Combe Martin; but Mery mey have lived eleewhere, end the 
merriege probebiy was performed in her perish. At any rete, until I 
discover something contradictory, I'm going to consider you my seventh 
cousin once removed. Later I'm noping we'll find our Ley conneetion, 


Edith Norman may heve told you that I made contact with her reletive, 
demes Ae Korman, in Cclifortie. He sent me the information about hie 
sneestry, end I heve been working on thet, but haven't figured out yet 
how we are releted,

You told me thet Kenneth Normen is your second cousin, but you didn't 
tell me if or how Kenneth and Edith ere related. Whet is Kenneth's 
address? I think i'd like to write to him some time. 


You seid thet Kenneth's mother was Muriel Brey, whose mother wes a 
witheridge. What wes her first meme, and whet wes the first nese of her 
husbend, Ur. Brey? 


So much for femily relationships. ke hope you end your perents 
have been having a good winter,ihoth in terms of health and in terms of 
all your many goals and desires. jie ere very heppy we were able to visit 
Gombe Martin, Berrynerbor, and the North Devon vicinity so we cen visual- 
ize the area end ell you wonderful people. Being there wes « treet, end 
we think of you often. 


Our winter hes been unusuel. Only now ere we starting to heve the 
kind of snow and cold thet are normel here for this time of the year. We 
mey be in for some bed weether shead, but with winter helf over alreedy, 
it cen't hurt us too mich in the future. 


deny of us in America ere holding our fingers crossed, wondering 
how the Reagan edministration is going to work owt. Rlizabeth and I 
heppen to disagree with most of President Keagen's policies, end in eny 
cese ws feel his proposed solutions are too simplistic. Only time will 
tell.

Rather belatedly, a happy new year to you all ! 


I seem temporarily to heve mislaid your last letter, but in it you 
particularly asked about research at the Devon Records Office in Rxeter. 
Iam very sorry to disappoint you, but the family living there don't 
feel able to help in this way; Robbie is interested, but has her hands 
rather full with her young family, and her Playgroup. 


I svought Norah's advice, and she recommended an approach to the 
Archivist st the Records Office, md I'm enclosing the reply refeived 
today. I do hope that someone on the list will be suitable for what 
you have in mind. 


How are you all keeping? ~ well, I hope. Are you getting on wifh 
plans for the wedding now? 


Iknow you will be very sorry to hear that Douglas Stock is probably 
incourebly ill, with cancer. He had what wes thought to be a severe 
stroke, but it appears to have been some type of brain tumour; he 
uhderwent brain surgery and although we all hope and pray he will 
survive, he seems to be deteriorzting. Poor Winifred! They are a 
very self-contained, inseparable couple, and it is impossible to 
visualise her without him. 


Since Christmas, we've had (for us) some very severe weather, with 
snow blocking our hilly roads, and causing electricity cuts and 
telephone breakdowns; my parents managed somehow to wurvive with the 
support of neighbours, but they have been affected psychologically 
More eecently, flood water has seeped into Marine Cottage foom the 
adjacent car park, saturating carpets etc. in three of the donnstair 
rooms, and this has caused them real distress. We have had to consult 
an Architect, as the Parish Council, who own the car park, don't seem 
able to understand the problem. Hopefully, some satisfactory 
solution will be found soon. 


My own immediate futmme remains uncertain; the County Council 
offered the possibliity of redundancy as from the end of March, but 
have now installed consultants to alvise on a revised structure for 
Social Services, so everything is 'frozen'. It is particularly hard 
for Mum and Dad who are finding it very hard to cope without more 
support from me. They will be 88 and 90 in September. 


Apart from the foregoing, life continues much 2s usual; we are 
particularly busy professionally, with an increased volume of worrying 
child@re end mental health work. Personally, I am sure people are 
starved of 8 living faith. 


I am afraid my typing has become very 'rusty' - my apologies 
for it!

“South Milton Family,’ Dad apologized to her for errors in some of 
his earlier messages. 


The errors resulted from confusion between two different Francis 
George Witheridges. One, born in 1851, a son of William Witheridge 
and Mary Hannaford, died in England in 1863 at age 12. The other, 
born in 1868, was a son of Andrew Hannaford Witheridge and 
Elizabeth Hannaford; this second Francis George Witheridge was the 
one who came to America and who married Jill’s ancestor, Katherine 
Bower.

Dear Jill, 


Well, here is the material I promised you showing your ancestry 
back to John Witheridge in South Milton, Devon in 1700. It 
also gives you what I know about your relatives in this 
country. 


As my son Jim told you, I have been working on genealogy for 
over thirty years. I have found that even in England, 
Witheridge is not a very common name. We get our name from the 
town of Witheridge in North Devon. 


The Witheridges in this country are all related to three 
branches: my family, which settled in Michigan; a small branch 
that settled in Pennsylvania; and your New Jersey family. 
Several years ago I started writing to the Witheridges in New 
Jersey to see if I could figure out where they came from in 
England and how they might be related to my family. I had a 
hard time getting answers from any of them, and I finally 
telephoned a few and got enough to piece the family together a 
little. 


Then a little over a year ago I began ordering microfilms of 
the U.S. Census records of New Jersey from the Mormons, who 
have a vast amount of genealogical material in Salt Lake City. 
I was able to develop a very good outline of the family back to 
Andrew Witheridge, the first one of the New Jersey Witheridges 
in this country. 


Then I wrote to my friends in England who are members of the 
Witheridge Society to see if they had records of an Andrew 
Witheridge born in England in the 1840s. They told me about 
Andrew Hannaford Witheridge, and as I studied his record, it 
all began to fit together. 


As I told you in December, I have been in touch with your 
cousins in New Jersey, Janet Sauter and Martha Gilmore, two 
sisters whose maiden name was Witheridge. They are second 
cousins of your grandfather, which makes them your second 
cousins twice removed. You will see them as descendants of 
Creighton Grey Witheridge, a brother of your great-great- 
grandfather Frank (Francis George) Witheridge. 


You can séé why I was so déliighted to have your name turn Up on 
the internet when Jim and I were brousing back in December. 

Not only am I able to give you all this information about your 
family, but now you can give me (as well as Janet and Martha) 
all the information about the descendants of your great- 
grandmother, Ethel Witheridge Pierson. It is so interesting 
that you are still living in New Jersey. Some day you may be 
able to meet Janet and Martha, because they do not live too far 
away from you.

Your relatives living in Rahway are Allen and Robert 
Witheridge. I wrote to Allen some years ago and did not get a 
reply, but I did talk on the phone to his daughter Cathy. Allen 
and Robert are sons of your great-grandmother Ethel's brother 
Robert, so they would be first cousins of your grandfather. 


Back to the Witheridge Society. That is a group of Witheridge 
descendants who meet only once a year, but publish a quarterly 
journal, "The Witheridge Times." This contains articles about 
Witheridge family history and about Witheridge descendants in 
various parts of the world. Last May we celebrated our tenth 
anniversary with a meeting in Devon to which about fifty came, 
including some from the United States, Canada, Australia, and 
New Zealand, I was able to be there and enjoyed it very much. 
The 1998 annual meeting of the Witheridge Society will be in 
Gloucestershire during the weekend of May 2-4. Because you are 
in college, you probably wouldn't be able to attend, but I'm 
encouraging Janet and Martha to go and also to visit South 
Devon where their ancestors came from. 


My family came from Combe Martin in North Devon. Many other 
members of the Witheridge Society also stem from there and from 
other North Devon towns, but there are a great many others 
whose families, like yours, come from South Devon. I tend to 
think that we all came from the North Devon town of Witheridge, 
but some in the South Devon families think they came from 
another Witheridge Manor in South Devon that was mentioned in 
the Doomsday Book of 1086 but disappeared hundreds of years 
ago. 


This is a great deal for you to absorb all at once, and I know 
you're very busy. So I don't expect you to send right away all 
the information about your family, although I do look forward 
to getting that. I hope, however, that you will write a short 
note soon and tell me what you think of all this and tell me at 
least a little about your family.

Here is the information I promised to send you about the Witheridge Society and how to join it. 
I’m also sending a photocopy of the 1995 Winter Issue of the “Witheridge Times.” It is the only 
one | have an extra copy of. You will notice that it includes a lovely article about my wife 
Elizabeth, who died in 1995 from Alzheimer’s disease. The article also tells a little about me and 
my career. It was written by the Honorary Life President of the Witheridge Society, Kim Cook. 


This issue of the “Witheridge Times” also includes a short article I wrote about one of the farms 
in Somerset (next to Devon) called Witheridge Farm. Fortunately, I was able to visit that farm, 
because Kim and Roy Cook took me there when I was in England last summer. 


Also in this issue is an article about another Witheridge family that goes back to South Milton, 
your ancestral town. Apparently, no one in the Witheridge Society has yet tied this Walter 
Witheridge into your family, though I think he was probably somehow related to your ancestor, 
John Witheridge. No record was kept in the parish register for South Milton from 1717 to 1733. 


Now, about the membership application for the Witheridge Society. The only problem is sending 
them the annual membership fee in British pounds. You have to get a bank draft on a British 
bank from your local bank. The fee for this draft will cost as much as or more than the £12.00 
membership fee itself. So the Witheridge Society suggests that we send a three-years’ 
membership fee at once (£36.00), to cut down on the annual cost of the bank draft. That is what I 
do, but you may not be able to afford that much at this time. Perhaps your parents can help you 
with this. If you are living with them or if you use their address, you can add their names on the 
membership application as your father and mother under “additional family members” at no extra 
cost. 


T hope you decide to join the Witheridge Society, because I know you will enjoy getting the 
quarterly publication and having a sense of connection to this wider family. By the way, I’m 
going to give your name to the North American Representative of the Witheridge Society, Kathy 
Witheridge:

Kathy Witheridge and | have exchanged some e-mail messages in recent weeks about the ancestry of the New Jersey 
Witheridges in South Milton (your family). She was also doing some research on the Witheridge family in Pennsylvania that 
stems back to Tavistock in England. 


In my correspondence with Kathy about the South Milton family | realized that she did not have the final form of my family 
group sheets for the family. She was therefore unaware of the two Francis George Witheridges--one, bom in 1851, the son of 
William Witheridge and Mary Hannaford; the other, born in 1868, the son of Andrew Hannaford Witheridge and Elizabeth 
Hannaford. The first Francis George Witheridge died in England in 1863 at the age of twelve. The second Francis George 
Witheridge came to America and was the one who married Katherine Bower. 


Kathy's computer had these two Francis George Witheridges confused and showed that the first one was the one who came 
to America. She said that you told her that the Francis George Witheridge who married Katherine Bower was the son of 
William Witheridge and Mary Hannaford. This made me think that when I first sent you the information about he family in 
South Milton, | probably did not know about the two Francis George Witheridges and therefore sent you the wrong information, 
I'm very sorry about this, and I'm going to make photocopies of my final family group sheets and send them to you. Then you 
can either mark the old sheets as incorrect or throw them out. As you will see, | have never taken the time to transcribe all 
the information you sent me about the descendants of Francis G. Witheridge and Katherine Bower onto my family group 
sheets. 


If this is all very confusing, it is at least a good lesson in genealogy. No family history is ever completely final and accurate.

Thank you for your letter of August 16. When I sent the in- 
formation to the Devon Family Historian, hadjust discovered my 
great-grandparents wedding record in the I.G.I. showing they were 
married in Berrynarbor. 


Since that time, have seen the 1651 census. My grandfather, 
James Hicks, was one year old; his father, Thomas, was sixty-four, 
a carpenter, who was born in Berrynarbor. His mother, Jane Langdon, 
was forty-three, and was born in St. Austel@, Cornwall. 


A young man from north Wales saw The Devon Family Historian 
saw my inquiry. He was spending his Vaeation in a flat at Water mouth 
Castle, which he says is down the road from Berrynarbor. He visited - 
the cemetery and copied the Hicks Tombstone inscriptions that he 
could find, and sent a photograph of Thomas and Jane Hicks’ tombstone. 


He was not a member of the Hicks family in anyway. From 
what he said in his letter, think it was the Phoenix, Arizona which 
attracted him. No matter what, it was greatly appreciated. He said 
that it was highly unlikely that he would be returning to Devon soon, 
tut he would be glad to help anyone that was searching in north Wales.

We count it as one of our great joys to have been able to meet you and your parents on 
our trips to Britain, and we are especially glad that your mother was living and in 
reasonably good health the last time we were there. On the coffee table in our living room 
we have a lovely framed picture of her seated among the flowers in your back garden, and 
we Often tell people about her charming qualities. 


She was very fortunate to have you with her during final years and so willing to help in 
every way. We know it will now be a lonely time for you and one of great adjustment. Our 
thoughts and prayers will be with you. 


Now we have some sad news ourselves. | believe I mentioned at Christmas time that 
Tom and Virginia were expecting a baby boy in April. About the middle of February Virginia 
developed high blood pressure and was rushed to the hospital. They couldn’t control her 
condition, so they had to deliver the baby two months early. He weighed only 2 lbs. 10 oz. 
and had so many problems that he lived only 18 days. It was a sad time for us all and very 
hard on Tom and Virginia, but they are now carrying on with their busy lives. 


Again let us say we were thinking of you and remembering your mother with great 
fondness.

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THE OTHER WITHERIDGES 


by David E. Witheridge 


Many of you know that my wife Elizabeth has Alzheimer's 
disease, and that she fell and broke her hip over three 
years ago. She never fully recovered her mobility, and I 
have been her caregiver at home since then. Now she has 
been moved permanently to a nursing home, and she _ has 
adjusted very well. 


One result is, that after a long break, I have now begun to 
look again at my genealogical materials. In this process I 
have been reminded of our three trips to Britain and the 
wonderful people we met and the places we saw. 


On our first trip in 1976 we discovered in a large gazeteer 
two other places named Witheridge, besides the well-known 
village in Devon. One was Witheridge Hill in the far 
southeast corner of Oxfordshire, and the other was 
Witheridge Farm near East Ogwell in Devon. 


The only one we could manage to see in 1976 was Witheridge 
Hill (N 51°33'/ W0°59'). Somehow, in late afternoon we 
found it in the midst of the most beautiful rolling, wooded 
countryside, several miles north of Reading and just a_ few 
miles west of Henley-on-Thames. We drove up the hill, and 
at the top we came to several handsome houses - one with the 
name 'Witheridge Hill Cottage' painted on the gate, and 
another made into a charming house from a century old 
school house. 


We talked to the woman in the first house, but she said they 
knew nothing about the history of Witheridge Hill or where 
it had gotten its name. Then we went to the second house, 
and a very pleasant woman invited us in to talk about the 
hill. She said she and her mother had bought the redundant 
school house ten years earlier and had it redone into their 
lovely home. However, she didn't know how the hill had come 
by its name, either. She kindly took us for a walk to see 
the rest of the hill, but we left still wondering where the 
name had come from. 


In 1980 on our second trip to Britain we were able to look 
for Witheridge Farm (N 50°31'/ W 3°39"). We were spending 
two weeks in a cottage on the University of Exeter campus, 
and on the Sunday of the August Bank Holiday we drove to 
Newton Abbot and on to East Ogwell. As we travelled down a 
typical Devon one-lane road, where banks covered with hedges 
came right down to the edge of the road, we came to a sign 
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see. The third place was Witheridge Moor Farm (N 50°55'/ W 
3° 37') straight south of Witheridge Moor and very close to 
it - just across the road. The fourth place, also in Devon, 
was the place I have been calling Witheridge Farm near East 
Ogwell, which on the Ordnance Survey map is just called 
Witheridge (N 50°31'/ W 3°39'). 


The fifth place was Witheridge Farm (N 51 6'/ W3 32' in 
Somerset. This is just east of the north-south road between 
Dulverton and Dunster, straight east of Winsford and West 


Howetown on the way toward MHuckham. The sixth was 
Witheridge Hill in Oxfordshire, described above. The 
seventh place was Witheridge Wood in Buckinghamshire. This 
is north of Beaconsfield on the road to Hazlemere between 
Knotty Green and Penn. On the map it seems to be on both 


sides of the road. 


I believe Kim told me over the phone that she and Roy had 
visited a Witheridge Cottage in or near Newton Ferrers, 
Devon. That would be eight places, and there are probably a 
few more that don't show up on the maps. 


Since I'm too old and far away, I hope some other Witheridge 
descendants will have the curiosity and ingenuity some day 
to discover the origins of these other Witheridge places. 


on a side road that said "Witheridge - Private Road". I 
turned to Elizabeth and said, "Well, I don't know who has a 
better right than I have to go down that road!" 


We drove on another one lane road through lovely woods and 
finally arrived at a fence and gate in front of a very 
attractive house. The sign on the gate said 'Witheridge 
House' As we approached the house a dog barked, anda man 
came out to greet us. We told him who we were and why we 
had come. He said his name was John Usher, and we went in to 
meet his wife Jane and their two children. John was a 
professor at the Seal-Hayne Agricultural College near Newton 
Abbot, just across the valley. 


He said their place is called Witheridge House, and farther 
on toward a little river is an older house called Witheridge 
Farm. We decided not to go on to the other place. John 
said that the whole area had always been known as Witheridge 
Farm, but he hadn't been able to find anyone who knew its 
history. 


While Jane and Elizabeth were preparing coffee and 
refreshments, John took me to the edge of the valley looking 
across the river, where I took a picture of the green Devon 
fields on the other side, separated by the typical 
hedgerows. What a beautiful sight! It's no wonder some 
Witheridge of long ago decided to establish a farm there. 


We hated to leave such a delightful family and such a lovely 
setting, but we promised to let them know if we discovered 
any information about the origin of the farm. 
Unfortunately, my examination of the East Ogwell parish 
register at the County Record Office failed to show any 
Witheridges, so the period of their residence there must 
have pre-dated the start of the register. Maybe they were 
in the West Ogwell parish, if there was one, because they 
were slightly closer to West Ogwell. 


When I began thinking about writing this article, I called 
the University of Minnesota map library and asked one of the 
librarians if he could find these small Witheridge places on 
large scale maps and send me photocopies. He called a4 
little later and said he had found seven places called 
Witheridge on the Ordnance Survey maps, and he would send me 
copies showing all of them! 


First, of course, was the village we all know in Devon, 
(N 50°55'/ W 3°42"). Next was Witheridge Moor (N 50°55'/ W 

3° 37') about three miles east of Witheridge, which I had 
noticed on the map, but had never taken the time to go and

Among wv papers from Combe Hartin I have a sheet that lists the direct 
ancestry, generation by generation, from Ann Ley (b. 1951) back to the 
original George Lay and Margaret Harding. I have a notation that it came 
from you, John, but I'm not sure, since I don't know how this ties into 
anyene I know. Using it I was able to clarify some early Ley information 
in my records, but I would still like to correspond with the person in 
that area who knows the most about the Ley family history. 


My ancestor William Witheridge married Rebecca Ley in Combe Martin 
on July 20, 1723.

It has now been over a year since we had such a good time with you and 
the others who gathered at the St. John's Ambulance Hall in Gombe Martin. I 
had certainly intended to write to you sooner than this.

Occasionally 
we show our slides toe friends or relatives--or just look at them ourselves-~ 
and that brings back pleasant memories of our trios. 


Wy main interest in writing, however, is to pursue the matter of my pos- 
sible relationshio with you, Douglas. I have looked over the list of fanily 
names we have in comuon, and I say to myself, “We must be related somehow through 
at least one of those family lines." I don't know as much about your background, 
Winifred, but if you grew up in the vicinity of Combe Martin, we could very well 
be related, too. 


At amr rate, I decided to give you all I could about my connection with 
the families you memtioned. Then in reply maybe each of you could tell me how 
you tie into those families. Eventually, we may be sble to find a common 
ancestor. 


First, I am enclosing three charts that show my Witheridge ancestry, start- 
ing with my grandfather and going back to Thomas Witheridge, who was born in 
Berrynarbor in 1545. ‘These also show how I tie into the Norman family through 
JANS NORMAN, who married my S-great, grandfather, John Witheridge, in 1617. ‘They 
also show my Ley ancestry, beginning with REBSUOA LY, who married my S-great 
grandfather, William Witheridge, in 1723. 


Your family line, Douglss, to which I am most closely related is Blackmore. 
You will notice on one of the charts that my great grandmother was CLARA BLACK- 
HORS, whe married John Witheridge in 1855, Her ancestry is shown back to her 
great grandfather, ROBERT BLACKMORE (b. 1715). 


Under each of toe following names I have listed first any of my known 
relationships, excest for those I have already given above, Then I have listed 
persons by these names who married sergsons with my ancestral family names, even 
though I don't know yet how I may be related to them.

Dear Una, 


I'm sure you remember the correspondence we had years ago about our 
common Witheridge ancestry. At that time I figured we were fifth cousins. 
Your family research was a great help in our sorting this ali out. 


Some time after that my wife Elizabeth developed Alzheimer's disease 
and later broke her hip, and I became her caregiver for several difficult 
years. In August of 1995 she died, and I have been putting my life back 
together again with good support from my family. Things are going well 
now, and my health is fortunately good. 


The exciting news is that I am coming back to England in May for the 
10th Anniversary Celebration of The Witheridge Society. It will be on 
the Bank Holiday weekend, May 3-5, in Tiverton. They had hoped to hold 
it in Witheridge, but found there weren't enough accommodations there, 


The Witheridge Society is composed of Witheridge descendants who 
are interested in family history, along with their spouses and families. 
They publish a quarterly journal, but they meet only once a year on the 
first Monday in May. Although I am a member, I haven't been able to attend 
any of their meetings. Last May, however, they voted to name me Honorary 
Vice President of the society in recognition of my long and extensive 
research on the family. Last June the founder and Honorary President, 
Kim Cook, and her nusband Roy came over to visit me for three weeks and 
presented me with a framed certificate! 


A year ago I thought my traveling days were over, but I decided I 
couldn't miss the opportunity to see all the Witheridge relatives I had 
met on our three trips to England, as well as many others I haven't met. 
It's really going to ge a “Grand Witheridge Reunion,” with people coming 
not only from all parts of Britain, but also from the United States, 
Canada, Australia, and possibly other countries. 


The purpose of this letter is to urge you to make a special effort 
to attend at least part of this event, along with any of your relatives 
who might be interested. I would really love to see you and have a chance 
to talk to you, and I know you would greatly enjoy meeting all the

I was very glad to get your letter with the additional information about 
your Norsian ancestry in North Devon. At this point I don't have a great deal 
to add, but I do have a little. 


fis I said in my last letter, I wrote to the Rev. John 7. Williams, the 
rector at Combe Martin, about Gabriel Norman's baptism, and he revlied with 
the following information. The only baptismal entry for a Gabriel Norman is: 


12 January 1716 Gabriel, son of William Norman and Magdalen his wife 


This is obviously your ancestor, so now you have his parents. My guess 
is that William was the brother of the Gabriel Norman I told you about last 
time, who was the son of Walter and was baptized in Combe Martin Mar. 18, 1693/l. 
te. Williams didn't go on to give me more information about “illiam end Mag- 
dalen--tarriage, baptiams, and other children--but we should avrobably ask him 
to look. Maybe you already know about William and Magdalen. ‘ 


He did give these baptisms of children of Gabriel and Mary Norman, other 
than those I mentioned in my last letter: 


Walter (31 August 1717) Richard (25 June 1720) 
Nicholas (2) December 1722) 

and from the Bishop's Transcripts: 
John (3 April 1724) Mary (8 December 1728) 


Your mention of the Slocumbe cousins in Prencis Norman's obituary makes 
me believe that your Mary Norman did marry Henry Slocombe on May 3, 1812. 
Perhaps you are alao right thet the Francis at Watersouth Castle was the 
unacknowledged father of Mary's son Francis, Did you ever hunt for senry 
Slocombe's family in the 18h] Census? 


I was interested to note that Symonds is one of your ancestral lines in 
North Devon. One of my ancestors, William Witheridge, married Mary Symmons 
in Gombe Martin on July 10, 1749. She was bavtised in Combe Martin July 19, 
1727, the daughter of George and Eleanor Syrmons, but I do not know George's 
ancestry. How do you tie into the Syxonds/Symons line? 


You also mention the tithe mao aovortionments for Combe Martin. ilow do 
you get access to these? 


Sach time clizebeth and I were in Sritain-~in 1976 and in 1980--we hired 
a car and drove 4,005 miles through dngland, scotland, and Wales. Part of our 
1980 trip was through Northern Wales, and when you mentionsd Gheshire and the 
Bishoo of Chester, I got out my map of Wales and found wea were not too far 
from Helkyn, One night we stayed near Llangollen in the lovely old imn, 
Ty'n-Y-Wern. Perhaos you sre familiar with it. “lizabeth keens saying it 
was one of her favorites of all the slaces we stayed in. 


another interesting item is that we have just discovered that Jlisabeth 
is a descendant of the Grey family of Authin. Her ancestors were Sir Reginald 
de Grey, who had various offices, such as Justice of Chester, about 1270; and

his son John de Grey, known as Lord Grey of “ilton (in Hereford) » who Was 
"“Justiciar of North Veles and Keeper of the King's castles and lands in those 
parts" about 1315.

Considering how much trouble DEW went to in his search for living 
relatives in Britain (without even the courtesy of a response in many 
cases), the eagerness of Col. (back then still Maj.) Anthony Witheridge 
in the letter on the next page is truly remarkable. 


Dad had written a letter to Anthony’s father, George Albert Childs 
Witheridge (b. 1908), in Surrey, England, who subsequently mislaid it. 
However, George and Anthony remembered that Dad had described 
Mom as an author of children’s books. Since he was stationed at the 
time in Amman, Jordon, Anthony used his contacts at the U. S. 
Embassy there to track her down through Atheneum, her New York 
publisher. 


Is that a cooperative genealogical source, or what?

Members of the Witheridge Society will be saddened to learn of the death, on the 
19" December, 1998, of Colonel Anthony Witheridge, at the age of just 61. 


Anthony was a truly remarkable man, for whom Roy and I had the greatest affection 
and respect. Beneath a quiet and modest manner lay a wide range of gifts and 
talents, personal and professional academic and artistic. 


During his National Service, Anthony served in Suez and Cyprus, and then went up 
to Christ College, Cambridge, where he gained an MA in archaeology. It was while 
he was at Cambridge that his mother Connie (nee Gilbart) died. 


After coming down fiom Cambridge, Anthony joined the 15"/19the The Kings 
Royal Hussars, in which he was to serve for some 35 years. Postings took him to 
various parts of the UK and Germany, as well as to Muscat (where he commanded 
the last camel troop), to Aden, Lebanon, Jordan, Lisbon Paris, Brasilia and Norway. 


Anthony had a quiet yet deep faith, and in 1967, while attending Evensong at the 
Anglican Church in Zermatt, he met Francoise Burnauld. A year later they were 
married in Vulliens, and returned to England, where Anthony was posted first to 
Newcastle, and then to Durham University where he studied Arabic. Simon was 
born in Aberfeldy, Scotland, in 1970. Afier a posting in Lebanon, the family went 
to Amman, where Pip was born in 1972, and twins Ann and Clare in 1973. 


By 1976, after a tour of duty in Northem Ireland, Anthony and the family were back 
in England, at Fort Halstead, Kent. It was here, during the visit of David and 
Elizabeth Witheridge from Minneapolis, that we first met Anthony, Francoise and 
the children, as well as Anthony's father, George, and step-mother Gwen. 


We found in both Anthony and Francoise that lovely gift of gentle warmth which 
makes everyone feel welcomed and valued. George, Roy and the boys enjoyed 
some great rough-and-tumble in the garden, while David, Anthony and I tried to see 
if our respective family trees merged at any point. 


Our contacts after that were intermittent, but I was delighted when the family 
joined the Witheridge Society. Sadly, Anthony was unable to come to any of the 
Witheridge Day meetings, as the date always clashed with his regiment's Memorial 
Day. He always took great pride in marching with the regiment on these occasions, 
but never more so than when he was joined by Pip, now serving in his father's 
former regiment. 6 


Whether on the phone, or when we met, we enjoyed wonderful, wide-ranging 
conversations, in which he wore his learning lightly. His quiet modesty, 
tremendous integrity, warm interest in others, and unfailing courtesy, made him the 
epitome of an English officer and gentleman. 


In 1991, the family moved to Little Manor, a beautiful, rambling 18" century house 
in Dorset, with a tributary of the Stour running past the gardens. Here again we 
enjoyed the lovely, warm relaxed hospitality which was the hallmark of Anthony 
and Francoise. He was greatly interested in his family history, and on this, and 
other occasions, was keen to learn more about our research. 


Anthony retired from the Army in 1994, and embraced a wide range of activities 
with both joy and commitment. Having been a keen artist since his days in Muscat, 
he was able to spend much more time exercising his gift for painting. He gave 
devoted service to his local church of St. Mary the Virgin, where he occasionally 
preached, and became Deanery Treasurer and a member of the Diocesan Board of 
Finance. He also became a Trustee of Hanford School, and occasionally taught, 
providing cover for Francoise when she was unable to teach. 


In the autumn of 1998, he was diagnosed as having terminal cancer. Despite this, 
he and Francoise organised and hosted a wonderful family party to celebrate the 
90" birthday of his father, George. 


Anthony died peacefully at home on 19" December, and his funeral was held at the 
church of St. Mary the Virgin, where he had worshipped faithfully. 


His untimely death is a great loss, and we extend our deepest sympathy to 
Francoise, to Simon, Pip, Ann and Clare and to George.

Dear Mr. Witheridges 


i was very happy to reveive your letter of last November with the plebures 
of the town of Witheridge. I wish I could have visited there with you. Yea, 
I heve hed correspondence with the vicar, who searched the parish records hack 
to 1585 end found no baptisms, marriages, or burials under the neme of Witheridge. 


i appreciate the report made by your wife on her investigation of the 1651 
emi 18G1 census records. It is strange thet there was no Witheridge entry at 
45 Castle Strect, East, Marylebone, London, and et first glance i+ would sean 
thet you hed reached the end of the trail. 


However, 1f I were there in London, I would proceed as follows: I would 
try to get the birth certificates of your grandfather's brothers and sisters 
Jack, Henry, Emily, and Frences in the hopes that the address of your great 
grandfather on one of them might be where he was registered in the 1951 or 
1861 census. In the case of the later children, if they were bor after 1861, 
the 1871 Census Records at Somerset House might be checked. 


Another approach would be to have e serech mede et Somerset House for your 
great~-grandfather's marriage certificate over a pericd of several years before 
the birth of the first child. This might give a clue to his place of origin, 
or et least his residence et the time of his marriage, as well as his perents' 
nemes. His approximate dete of birth would also appear from his age et the 
time of his marriages Let me know if either of these epproaches brings any 
resultes .

George 
As Ge Witheridge's grendmother (end yours) pessed along this information, I 
wonder if there ere eny records of this anywhere? Would lighthouse keeper be 
a government job?

Dogs 


It’s too Iate now for us to wash our hands of responsibility for dogs, even if we 
wanted to. We have been talking to them for so long as if they were people that we’ve gol 
them worried, and most of them think they are people as well. 


You can’t blame them. The way in which we talk to them has grown steadily more 
familiar. In our neolithic days we were no doubt terse and practical with them, saying 
gutturally such things as ug ark a grunk urg groog, which is neolithic for ‘go and stand 
upwind from that sabre-toothed tiger, the lot of you, and bark at it till we come up with 
our spears and arrows, and any of you that runs away will get a crack on the head from a 
flint axe from which he won't wake up’ (this is otherwise known as the Selecti ve 
Breeding of Hunting Dogs). In these more civilised days we say things like ‘Esh, wad 
him a lubly dog, den! Esh, him wadda! Lubs him den a yatty games? Goo on den, fetchit! 
Goo boy, him a muzhums. Esh, him wad! 


In Elizabethan times we were breeding the English mastiff down into the English 
bulldog, who knew he was expected to be but into a pit to bait a bull, to survive being 
tossed twenty feet into the air;nobody said ‘esh, lublie dogge!’ to him. But already dogs 
were part of the domestic scene, members of our households, as well as workers 
in the field of hunting and sport (whatever the changing interpretation of that 
word). In the 15th century a lady called Juliana Berners made out this list of 


domestic dogs: ‘a Grehoun,a Bastard,a Mengrel,a Mastif,a Lemor,a Spanyel, Raches, 
Senettys, Teroures, Butchers’ Hounds, Dunghylle Dogges, Tryndel-taylles, Pryckeryd 
tys and small Ladyes’ Poppees: 


Once there was just Dog (the way there still s just Cat, in spite of our attempts to 
label and tame cats as well); but now dogs have faithfully followed us into our human, 
est-Tower-of-Babel welter of nationalities. There are German dogs that sound like 
e«vering 19th-century historians or philosophers — Schnautzer, Schipperke, Appenzeller 
safthough this last could be a Swiss wine; ‘I think you'll find a light Appenzeller ’67 goes 
very well with game’). 


‘There are French dogs that are straight out of a mediaeval tournament with striped 
cents in a forest-fringed meadow: Bouvier des Flandres, Griffon Bleu de Gascogne, 
Griffon Fauve de Bretagne, Chien de St Hubert (St Hubert is the patron saint of dogs. 
He svas out hunting on Good Friday, saw a cross growing from the antlers of a stag, and 
decided to become a monk). 


Dogs labour under the human names of Australian Kelpie, Vastgotaspitz, Dandie 
Dinmont, Xoloitzcuintli, Abruzze Maremma, Dalbodog, Grand Loulou (surely a famous 
eeurtesan in 19th-century Paris?), Groenendael (surely a cheese?), Kuvacsz (means 
‘arroed guard of the nobility’ in Turkish), Sydney Silky (master-mind of a gang of crooks, 


Abeare Hef to righty 


hissing softly ‘ah, Inspector, I thought you'd walk into it. I should drop that gun if I we 
you ...’); and there are all kinds of oriental noblemen — Shih Tzu, Lhasa Apso. 


Add to this that a perfectly ordinary spaniel (named, as a matter of fact, Tertius, 
Latin for ‘third’, because he is the family’s third dog, what could be simpler?) can have 
parents called Weirdene Questing Strathspey and Coritan Primrose, that his dam’s da 
was called Coritan Lucky Christmas, among his great-grandparents were Questing 
Sudden Moon, Questing Shipshape, Coritan Merryworth Meditation, and among his 
great-great-grandparents were Questing Fuchsia, Joywyns Blue Boy, Sicklesmere Sil 
Dollar and — wait for it— Harley Riverbank Recall —and you can see why dogs have t 
worried, who-am-I look in their eyes. 


And there's another thing that makes them still more confused. Whilst admitting 
them into our human world like this, as though they were people, we have at the same 
time laid down impossible standards for the shape they should be. There is an almost 
limitless list of Faults for which a dog can miss winning even a Third in Novices’ Class 
a dog show; it can be scorned by the judges for having a snipy muzzle, dish face, 
sway-back, roach back, hare foot, steep angulation, cowhocks; it can be undershot, set too 
low, or maybe have something wrong with its flevws (the hanging lips of a bloodhound), 
its frills (long hair on its chest), its feather (long hair on legs and tail), its eather (the sk 
of the ear) or its flag (the tail, usually of a setter). 


You don’t see the judges at the Miss World competition marking down contestant 
for having the éeeters, being short in the gam, top-heavy, under-witted, or suffering fror 
oversmile. But dogs have to put up with all this, and like it. 


Some of them, of course, cheerfully escape this kind of worry (see Bastard, and 
Mengrel, above) and rush about just being Dog, or as close as they can get to it in this 
century of concrete and asphalt. They know very well no one is going to say to them 
‘come along, Harley Riverbank Recall, time for walkies’

But most dogs with any breeding at all are a little confused by this double life, and 
seek relief in some kind of fantasy. Many poodles, for instance, like any member of some 
financier family originally founded by a poor nobody, choose to forget that the word 
poodle comes from the German pudel, the Dutch poedel, related to our own word puddle, 
aad that they once splashed happily about in water — dirty water, at that. Now they think 
they are this banker called Henri de Grandville, with a house in Paris, a hunting-lodge 
sear Fontainebleu,and a villa near Vence,and a little black book containing the names 
of various elegant females. 


Many spaniels think they are a foolish but amiable male model, with slightly 
old-fashioned, Thirties-type good looks, smoking a pipe, photographed in profile wearing 
chunky cardigans for knitting patterns. They think they are called Vernon Wilde, or 
Bellamy Norton. As they get old, even if they are male, they think they are somebody's 
Aunt Clara, dressed in black bombazine, lying on a sofa eating chocolate creams, but 


every now and then going to the piano and singing high 


screaming sort of songs much too difficult for them. 


Many labradors think they are a first-year 
engineering student called Alec Whacker, 
alternately loafing about the house doing nothing 
whatever, then going about with other labradors for 
a beer-up, suddenly deciding to chase every third 
car with furious mock growls, to get money for the 
college rag.

quite often, to gnaw the legs off chairs. 

But somehow they manage to live with it. They lead the blind, they help the 
sportsman and the shepherd, they fill ordinary people’s lives with interest, not to 
mention love. They look into our eyes, sometimes, with an expression that seems to sa 
‘why, you might almost be a dog! The sincerest form of flattery.

This was some of Dad’s earliest raw data on the 
Witheridges and related lines, and he revised it over time 
as better information became available.

The next document is the Christmas 1968 letter from Dad to his 
Uncle Ed, thanking him for “the chart of the Witheridge family 
drawn up by Bill Roberts [William (Bill) Tudor Roberts (b. 1921)] 
when you were in England” in 1967. 


Actually, Bill made two Witheridge charts — both of which follow 
Dad’s Christmas letter here. 


The first chart shows the descendants of John Witheridge (bapt. 
1828) and Clara Blackmore (bapt. 1822) through their daughter, 
Susanna Witheridge (b. 1866), and her husband, John Adams (to the 
best of Bill’s knowledge at the time). 


The second chart shows a related Witheridge line, apparently 
descended from John’s (bapt. 1822) brother, although the details 
weren't immediately clear. On the copy he received from Uncle Ed, 
Dad crossed out the married couple proposed by Bill Roberts and 
substituted “Edward Witheridge” and “Mary.” This second chart 
connects to a West Buckland, Devon, farm that was still in 
Witheridge hands as recently as 1988. See “William John” and 
“Charles George” on the left side of panel “2A”; “Rhoda,” aka Hilda 
(Mrs. William John Witheridge), was Dad’s first contact at the farm. 


I found additional copies of both charts in the very last “Witheridge” 
file in Dad’s banker boxes, which was labeled “Wm. John Witheridge, 
Middle Stoodleigh.” As of today | still haven’t figured out all of this, 
but I shall. When I do, expect another editor’s note!

Some time in the near future I am sure we will take up the 
challenge and carry out some more research in this group of 
families , But for the time being this new research will be 
sufficient, at least until we find new members from this group 
to warrant more research. 


I will send a copy to Katay in Canada, so that she might be 
able to interest some of the North American Witheridges of this 
family into joining the society. 


I found great interest in the fact concerning the “Maher” 
marriage of Margery b 1897 daughter of William Henry b 1865. 
You may already know that we have a marriage of this name in 
the Melbourne Branch of the Combe Martin and Berrynarbor and 
Tyneside-New Zealand family grouping and indeed very distant 


relationships to your good self. The name is of Irish origin 
and from the Tipperary area (Not sure if this is the correct 
spelling) in that beautiful country. 


I still have aot been able to Locate William Henry cirea 1865 
son of Andrew Hannaford Witneridge b1842. Which is very 
Strange.

‘This person lives in 
Davon, at Kingsbridge. 


I hope you like the little sketch at the top of the letter, as 
you can see it is of the Mill and Mill cottage in Witheridge.

and such. From over 100 years ago. It was posted to me by one 

of my correspondents, 


Just as a matter cf interest to you. Edward Witheridge (The 
subject of My article in the last Witheridge Times) and his 
brother John lived in Boston in the 1640s They were both ship 
owners and highly respected mariners and church dignitaries, 
Edward wife was a Quaker. More about them in my next article. 
He was rather a contradiction in terms. A passionate man 
concerning his religion and yet a man possessed with getting 
revenge for his fathers, his own and Joan's losses, of vessels 
to marauding groups within the Mediterranean. Also both Edward 
and John devoted a great deal of their lives to the capture of 
Prince Rupert. 


Well once again I think it is time to post off this letter to 
you. It is already much latter than T expected. The tree took 
two complete weeks of my spare time. I hope you find the result 
interesting. We will need to build up a report concerning this 
family and the submit it wita this tree for the Witheridge 
Times.

I have dene a little more work on this family, but I find that with 
the rush of things, I'l] have to delay any further action until after the 
Holidays. I don't think we are ready to publish this material unti] we 
clear up a nulber of items. 


For one thing, I notice a few discrepancies between your information 
and the computer printout of this family sent to me by Kim. I think yeu 
and she should compare notes, probably when things calm dawn after the 
first of the year. 


I've now concluded there was only one Andrew, and he was the one 
born on the 6th of November, 1542. The birth date of March, 1944, given 
in the U.S. Census was probably just a typical census error. I've care- 
fully searched the 1061 English census records in al] the nearby towns 
and not only can't find two Andrews, but I can't find even one. The 
family may save been away at this time and wave come back later, as they 
nad a son Charles born in Malborough on the 22nd of August in 1870. 


Why William Henry appears in the New Jersey records, but not in 
England, we'll have te keep working on. There is also the disappearance 
of this son Charles Eeféorthe family before the 1820 census in New Jersey. 
I've ordered the 1871 census of Malborough and the surrounding area in 
hopes that the family will turn up there before they came to America 
later that year. 


I'm also thinking there were actually three Witheridge brothers who 
came to America: Andrew Hanaford, William Henry, and Charles. Charles 
apparently never married, and in the 1960 New Jersey census he had living 
with him a nephew, William Henry (said to have been bern in Dec., 1373), 
and a niece, Lydia A. (said to have been born in Sent., 1874, in New York). 
This William H. was not Andrew's son, because his William Henry was already 
married at that time and apncars in the same @@fiGucensus. Perhaps Andrew's 
brother William Henry was in sew York State between 1574 and 1878, but 
he or his wife don't appear in the 1880 census of New York, so they may 
both nave died or moved somewhere else. Anyway, I think Charles' nephew 
and niece were William Henry's children, but we don't have anything to 
prove it. Once again, Have a creat Holiday Season!

I gUST WROTE MY Christmas note to Phil and Caenwen Hookway, who 
comes from that same South lilton family, and I told him about Janet 
Sauter and Martha Gilmore and their desire to go to England in May. I 
urged them to go to Glaucestershire in May and meet their American cousiis. 
His address is ngw Is-y-Coed, Meifod, Powys SY22 6BP. Can you get him 
back on the Witheridge Society mailing list? 


Then I got my Christmas letter from Winnie Witheridge in Llanelli 
in South Wales. She is the widow of Henry Witheridge, who, like Philip 
Hookway, stems back into South Milton. She said her daughter Jean was 
planning to go to Vevon last liay, but had to cancel at the last minute, 
because the relative she was going to go with couldn't go. So when I 
wrote to her, I told her about Janet and Martha and urged Jean to go to 
Gloucestershire in May to meet them. 


Perhaps you know of some other descendants of the South Milton 
family who would be interested in going to the meeting in Vay if Janet 
and fiartha are able to make it.

Dear John, 


By means of my new computer I’m sending essentially the same letter to you and to Kim and 
Joyce and Graham. I want particularly to send these revised family group sheets of the South 
Milton ancestry of the New Jersey Witheridges to all of you, because you have done so much on 
this family. 


I finished these sheets in their present form about the middle of January and sent them to Janet 
Sauter and Martha Gilmore, and also to Jill Pierson, the newly-found member of the New Jersey 
Witheridges, whom my son Jim and I found in December on the Internet. Jill, a college student, 
was absolutely thrilled, and she hopes someday to join the Witheridge Society. Her name was in 
a list of about six Witheridges, because she said her hobby was genealogy, and Witheridge was 
one of the names she was searching. 


I delayed sending these family group sheets to you, because I kept hoping I would hear from 
Janet and Martha that they were going to England this May. I had told them I would let them 
know where the meeting was going to be held, but of course I didn’t know myself until a week or 
two ago when the Spring Issue of the Witheridge Times arrived. At that point I called both of 
them and learned that they couldn’t go this year, because Martha’s young married daughter had 
had surgery for a malignant brain tumor, and Martha has been taking care of her young 
granddaughter. What a sad situation! 


Then I had to write to Philip Hookway and Winnie Witheridge to be sure they didn’t go to the 
Witheridge Day meeting especially to meet Janet and Martha. I hadn’t heard from either of them, 
but I wanted to make sure they knew that Janet and Martha weren’t going. Janet says they won’t 
be going to England next year, either, because her daughter is getting married the first weekend of 
May, 1999. 


When I was working so hard to get these South Milton-New Jersey family group sheets 
corrected—all laboriously by hand—I suddenly decided I had to get a new computer capable of 
handling the best genealogy programs. I was using the old computer Jim gave me when he got a 
new one, and it wouldn’t accommodate anything but the simplest genealogy program. So Jim 
and I spent several weeks deciding what I should get, and I got a very good one about March 10". 
But that has kept me very busy learning all about it. My genealogy program hasn’t arrived yet, 
and when it does come, I’ Il really be busy. 


I have some sad news to report, which you may have already heard. Last Thursday I had a 
telephone call from Neville Birdsall, the husband of my second cousin Irene, saying that she died 
on Tuesday, April 14°. You will remember that about a year ago she had surgery for a malignant 
brain tumor, followed by radiation therapy. I know you will want to pass this information on to 
the Witheridge Society on May 4". 


My thoughts will be with all of you on Witheridge Day, as I fondly remember our good time last

Dear John, 


Thank you for your fascinating article about John and Edward Witheridge in the Summer 1999 issue of 
“The Witheridge Times.” I enjoyed it very much, especially because I must be distantly related to them. I 
believe the Barnstaple and Combe Martin Witheridges are related, although we don’t have records far 
enough back to show the relationship. 


I took your suggestion about the book, New England Merchants in the Seventeenth Century, and looked it 
up. To find the information about the author and date of publication I checked the catalog of the Library of 
Congress, which is our most complete library here in America. Fortunately, they have their catalog 
completely online, so I typed in the title, and in a few seconds this appeared: 


Bailyn, Bernard. 

The New England merchants in the seventeenth century. 
Cambridge, Harvard University Press, 1955 

viii, 249p., illus., maps, geneal. table, 24cm. 


I found that the book was in our Minneapolis Public Library, so I had it sent out to our neighborhood 
branch only a few blocks from our house, and in a couple of days I had it. 


It is a very interesting book, and when my son Tom saw it, he said it is a classic in the field and had won a 
Pulitzer Prize. He had used it in college in the 1960s and had read it from cover to cover. He said there 
was no Witheridge mentioned in the book or he certainly would have noticed it at that time. He was right. 
There is no Witheridge in the index, and I haven’t come across any in my reading so far, though I haven’t 
completely finished it. Neither is there a great deal about the fishing trade. 


The book is mainly about the internal traders in the colonies and the development of the economic system 
over the decades of the 17" century. It is of great interest to me as an American, as it deals with a phase of 
colonial history that we never learned about in school. It may not be as interesting to someone in England, 
but you may want to try to get it on interlibrary loan from some library there just to check it out for 
yourself. 


I’m sure there is more information about the Witheridge sea captains in early colonial records and some of 
the published works cited by the author. But it would take an endless amount of time (the book grew out of 
his Ph.D. dissertation) and access to the Harvard University library and other New England specialized 
libraries. There is a half page of printed secondary sources listed by the author on the subject of 
“Fisheries.” 


Well, that is my report on the book, The New England Merchants in the Seventeenth Century. I wish it 
could be a better one.

by John Witheridge - a fervent admirer! 


I have hinted many times in the past few years, that I would be writing an article 
concerning these two Witheridge brothers. As always I find great difficulty in 
collating all the relevant information into one such article. As the areas of research 
fall into place for one section of the story line, then other items emerge to disrupt 
the flow. Here in this article I have given you almost a precis version of the 
accounts which I have researched in general. It may be that at some time in the 
future I will be able to recount areas of the lives of these brothers as single stories 
with updates. So here are the facts 


Aspinwall, Notarial Records 218, (ICA 13/62 20 Dec 1648) and (ICA 13/64 14" 
Feb 1651) (Depositions and Proceedings). 


These very carly Admiralty records give us, the reader/researcher, an insight into 
the lives of two of our ancestral sea-faring men. These men were descendants from 
the North Devon families ofthe Barnstaple area. 


BERNARD CAPP (whom I wish to acknowledge for the information and sources 
noted) - in his book "Cromwell's Navy", refers to many American and British sea 
traders who in time formed the backbone of Cromwell's Navy - a Navy that many of 
us never knew existed. History tells us much about other periods of naval history, 
but very little on this specific period. I seem to have cornered a little part of history 
here, giving talks and lectures about our ancestors and the men whom they knew. 
For those of you who have interests in history, but in a wider view than family 
history, I list the following names to show the roll of honour to which our family 
name and ancestors were linked Indeed, showing that from an early date, our 
families were an integral part of world wide history. 


Nehemiah and John Bourne... William  Goodson...Thomas — Graves...Mark 
Harrison...John Littlejohn...John and Edward WITHERIDGE Robert Dennis... 
Nicholas Foster... Charles Saltonstall... and before them.... Maurice Thomson... 
Gregory Clement MP...Peter Strong...Nicholas Reed (an carly commander of "The 
Sovereign) Lawson... Haddock... Samsun. | Myngs...Whetstone...and many many 
others. 
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Bernard Capp goes on to relate that the Witheridge brothers (Note*) had been 
active and well established in the NEWFOUNDLAND fisheries, as was John 
Witheridge their father in his ship "The Eagle", a generation before them. (See the 
Witheridge Times, Vol 6 No. 4 Winter 1992, pages 6, 7, 8,9, 10, 11, 12 and 13.) 


John and Edward Witheridge, in their turn, also plied the high seas, carrying fish to 
Spain from the prolific waters of the New England coastline, then importing to 
England the wares ofthe Mediterranean and the North Atlantic continental ports of 
Spain, France and Portugal, returning on the third leg of their sea trading trip, back 
to New England. From England they probably sailed from the Devon ports, but 
possibly from London and Southampton. 


I suspect that Barnstaple was their main port here in England as they would still be 
very close to their relations who were living in and near Barnstaple. These 
journeys imply that 'home’ was in Boston, New England. These triangular routes 
were being sailed before the year 1648, probably even before 1640. Certainly John 
would be 37 years ofage and Edward 24 years. Just think that at 24 Edward was 
part owner in his own ship - the ship which he also commanded as captain. 


A few years later, in 1650, they are recorded in (HCA 13/64 as above) to have 
changed their routes to a Lisbon-Brazil course, sailing south/south west and calling 
in at Barbados en route. 


Trade must have been good, and records can be found for their activities in the 
book "New England Merchants in the Seventeenth Century" found at Cambridge 
Massachusetts. (Does anyone know of this book's whereabouts? Perhaps one or 
more of our members in the Americas might be able to locate it?) 


Nearer to home we might find access to (PRO RG 4/4414). (fo B Baylyn) Help 
Please!

London PRO should cover this research. 


Now look at the tree based on Joyce Browne's article of 1992. This has a few 
alterations and additions as research since 1992 has led us to believe that, in 1630, 
Judith Beere married the John Witheridge born in 1603, (the subject of this article) 
and not the John Witheridge born in 1604 as shown on the 1992 tree.

In this section of researches we can find confirmation that both John and Edward 
had ships... one each. We find that John died in 1652 and Edward lived through 
the 1650s. (In fact we do know that Edward lived well into the 1680s or beyond. 
We also know the exact date that one Captain John Witheridge died, and a possible 
two dates on which another Captain John died.). 


On trading for some time on the Lisbon/Brazil routes, John and Edward found 
themselves loading and unloading in the port of Lisbon, Portugal. The records I 
have read are somewhat conflicting at this stage - dependent I am sure on the 
political stance of the authors. As there were many telling this tale/tail, and from 
many a different bias, I suspect some wagging went on. (Please excuse this pun!) 


This is how I see the happenings as they unfolded:- 


John and Edward both docked and unloaded their cargoes from Brazil. (1 wonder, 
was the coffee trade in existence at this time??) Certainly there would be many 
other riches aboard on both ships. 


When the cargoes were safely unloaded, it seems that the crews of both ships 
entered into fervent discussions with neighbouring ships along the dock, as to the 
rights and wrongs of the Civil War at home. This would under normal 
circumstances be quite acceptable, BUT the ships docked each side were those of 
the fleet commanded by Prince Rupert, the admiral ofthe English Royalist fleet. 


I have it on very good authority that cannon fire came into this equation. Typical!! 
Yes, our Witheridges were for the Commonwealth and the Rump, as were their 
beliefs both religious and political. Being Devonshire to the core, they would never 
bow to the overwhelming odds of being two small eight gun traders against 
seventeen ships of the King's line, all docked around them. Not on your 'Charlie' 
they wouldn't. 


You must consider that Prince Rupert was making it almost impossible for English 
traders to find safe port or haven, or to allow them to trade safely. He preyed on 
the traffic of English ships, especially those with leanings towards the 
Parliamentarians. He would sink them ifthe failed to hove to. When they did drop 
anchor he would board them and give them the opportunity to take sides in the 
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conflict. If they picked the wrong side the owner/captain would be tossed 
overboard and one of Rupert's officers would take command of the new acquisition. 


(I suspect that John was the hot headed brother and Edward the shrewd, calculating 
and slow to act younger brother. Research into each of them had taught me very 
much about their characters. My point may be proved by the fact that John the 
‘Devil may care’ sailor lost his life very early, while Edward 'the prudent warrior' 
died of old age.) 


After some time during this exchange at Lisbon, King Philip of Portugal 
intervened. He confiscated the Witheridge ships, giving them to Rupert as a 
gesture of blue blooded solidarity. 1 wonder ifthis was an carly show of nepotism? 


This small conflict cost our two heroes dearly. John owned three quarters of his 
ship and the cargo. The ship was assessed to be worth £2,500. 0..0d. Quite a sum 
in those days. Now | am not really positive, but with some calculations, the 
reckoning in value lost by Edward was £1400. 0. Od. I would think that, in 
retrospect, they came to realise that their headstrong escapade was, at the least, a 
little foolhardy. Though from the historical point of view, the results of their action 
caused a mammoth change, and had an influence on the course of history. 


Their anger at being beaten, and the humiliation they suffered at the hands of the 
infamous Prince Rupert, and indirectly the Crown, was to become the force behind 
all the subsequent escapades that they entered into on behalf of their country, for 
the rest oftheir lives. 


In fact, at this very moment, they were both ruined. At this time there is no way to 
know if they had any form of insurance to cover loss. 1 have made tentative 
enquiries into this subject, but whatever the outcome, I will prove, cither in this 
article or in later episodes, Prince Rupert was made to rue his part in this small and 
insignificant little skirmish. On this day, the lives ofall three men changed. 


I have proofthat John, with other captains, held Rupert's flect at Barbados and took 
many prizes from him. | have proof that later Edward forced Rupert onto the rocks 
in an attempt to capture him. Between them John and Edward and the other 
members of the fleets to which they belonged, took twenty seven ships of the 
Royalist line as prizes from Rupert. They caused fourteen ships to hoist the white 
flag. They captured thirty one trading vessels occupied by Rupert's men which 
were being used as supply ships. 


I can honestly state, from records and historic notations, that at least one 
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Witheridge was chasing Rupert at any given time. What is more, always in HOT 
PURSUIT. Truly, if Rupert did hold remorse about those Witheridges and their 
ships he must have regretted his actions time and time again. Many times he 
almost lost his life, and certainly he lost much wealth. 


But here again, I race on too much, so back to the plot. 


On returning to Britain - London. The Admiralty, Edward and John were both 
offered and accepted with much pleasure, commands in the New Commonwealth 
Navy. John, well known as an international captain, was given the Bonaventure, 
possibly the tenth largest ship in the Commonwealth Navy. This in itself was a 
great honour. Edward, somewhat younger and really less experienced, was given a 
ship just recently captured from the Dutch - "The Mary Prize". Not much of a 
vessel, but without doubt the making of Edward. (See the Witheridge Times, Vol 
10 No. 3 Autumn 1996, pages 9 to 21). Here once again I will tempt you to read 
some future stories concerning Edward Witheridge - "This Ship - This Man", where 
Edward made his name as a captain, a strategist, and brave and honourable 
combatant, making many friends and many enemies. 


As you have read, John died in 1652, but there remains quite a lot of mystery 
surrounding him. In that year we have two deaths of Captains John Witheridge - 
strangely both commanding a ship named 'Bonadventure'. I personally think that 
they were second cousins or even Uncle and Nephew, but at this time, prudently, | 
will refrain from stating which John I think was which! Although I will add this 
proviso - both died in action - both died a hero, both much loved by their crews, and 
both much respected by their comrades in arms. 


One Captain JOHN died in a sca battle against the Dutch off Plymouth Sound and 
the Lizard, defending Plymouth and the dockyard against great odds. Quote: "This 
Captain was sore torn and wounded later dying of his wounds, but held the line 
even when accosted by eight Dutch, boarded and repelled six times. Top sail 
trailing, mizzen shattered and laying across beam, port to aft. Helm jammed to 
starboard." What a man!! - More - what men!! These by their honour made this 
Navy the best Navy in the world. 

THE OTHER CAPTAIN JOHN (who I am sure was the brother to Edward) died 
defending the fleet at Leghorn. A very brave act, when you realise that he in the 
Bonaventure, a twenty gunner, defended the whole fleet as they were laid up for 
emergency repairs in a neutral port - this from the attacking Dutch fleet of twenty 
seven ships of the line.. John was honoured and given a sea burial, as one would 
expect for a ship's Captain, but also, as a mark or respect he was, as far as I am 
able to ascertain, given a memorial ceremony on land. 
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You will understand that John never actually became an Admiral, but the defence 
which he orchestrated and applied left him in sole charge. I have written evidence, 
which in time you will read, that the Admiral of the fleet at Leghorn would have 
willingly changed places with John Withcridge to take John's Glory! Even in 
death? 


Sometime I will relate in detail this sea action, plus a full account of the Captain 
John Witheridge's life, up to the date ofhis death in defence of the fleet mentioned 
here, and this his last command of the ship which he loved. Indeed he was in 
command of two ships which | think would have given him promotion to rear 
admiral status. Even though his command was a resounding success, it was sadly 
doomed from the outset, as it was a rear guard battle. Perhaps it was John's bid to 
seek higher rank. Certainly through his seamanship and leadership he gave a 
greatly needed respite to the battered flect. This you must understand is not to 
demean the commander of the other ship and his share in this battle. 


John and his ship sea anchored outside (seaward) of the port boom on attack 
station, ready to manoeuvre on full sail, although there was very little latitude to 
manoeuvre, perhaps three or four nautical miles at the most. The boom closed to 
prevent the Dutch fire ships from being sailed into the port to set light to the 
drying hulls of the English ships in dry harbour. The battle was fought so hard and 
long by John in the Bonadventure and his companion ship that at the end both ships 
were badly holed and torn, though both sailed free to return to the Leghorn roads - 
THE VICTORS. Both greatly damaged, but enhancing the name of the 
Commonwealth Navy. Sadly, at the end of this battle, it was not John who steered 
for the home port. Alas, at the helm of the ship was Licutenant Cox.

The next day at noon, John was given his sca burial at the exact point where he 
found glory...... repeated on land for the whole fleet, in respect! The reason that I 
believe that this battle can be attributed to John the brother of Edward?? Who else 
would you think of who would fight Rupert with two trading ships, and then do the 
same to De Witt's fleet? With just two ships? Yes, a flimsy reason, but I hope to 
tell John's FULL story at some time as more evidence becomes available. It will 
come to a temporary end here, but I promise you I will continue with it as the full 
extent and truth unfolds.

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Edward Witheridge You know a great deal about Edward already. (See the 
Witheridge Times. Vol 10. No.3 Autumn 1996. For members who have joined us 
since this time we do have earlier volumes of the magazine if you require them.) 


Going back to CAPPS' book - "Cromwell's Navy" - we find here reference to the 
"Stepney Church Book" fos. 1-4 192 193 PO RG 4/4414 fo 5 
This is the Register of William Greenhills Church at Stepney. Here I quote CAPP:- 


"Greenhills Church founded in 1644 comprised ofmany of the officer Corps. Vice 
Admiral Badiley and Captains Lyons, Strong, Earning, Thompson, Benjamin Blake 
the son of Robert Blake (who was clected deacon in 1658). Edward Witheridge, a 
member of the church in BOSTON, Massachusetts, also attached himself to the 
Stepney congregation...."._ I wonder ifwe can secure information from the Boston 


Church and from Greenhills Registers? 


At this stage I would like to submit a short tree showing the family of Edward and 
his wife Rachel.

* Tt is likely that this is the same child. In 1659 the month of August would have 


occurred before March, and the first baptism, at an Independent church, could have 
been a Quaker service, and the March baptism the recognised Church service. 
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From these dates we have no further events to add to this family. But please also 
remember that most Quaker events went unmarked in the normal church 
registration. Non-conformist baptisms and marriages would be held in the church 
porch, and burials in a separate plot. 


One further point which may have a bearing on Edward's family tree - we do have a 
reference to an Edward in the 1680's, and recently Sheila Jewell has posted to 
Joyce new evidence that an Edward was living in New England during those years. 
Perhaps this was Edward junior, b.1656. 


In view of what I write in the later sections of this article, concerning links with the 
PENN family, I add the following:- (Not as a fact conceming our family, but as a 
possibility to prompt further research) 


"Whitheridge, Susanna and Edward JORDAN (married) St. Katherine;s by the 
Tower, London, 23 April, 1685. 


The time would fit into Edward's tree and the name could be a gesture to a possible 
connection with the Penn family............ 


You will understand why I need to view the Stepney Church Book. I am sure it will 
fill many of the gaps that I am sure are very obvious from the tree shown. Both 
Joyce and I have become members of the Quaker Family History Society in an 
attempt to be able to research these family lines further. For those of you who may 
not have accepted the implication raised here - the Stepney church in question was 
the foremost church with Quaker sympathies at that time. This opens many 
avenues of possible research and raises many suppositions to be investigated. 


Let me digress - just for a fraction of time. Both John and Edward were comrades 
in arms and indced great friends with Admiral William Penn. Personally, I am sure 
that we will find somewhere in the future that these three men had more fervent 
religious connection. To add credence to this statement 1 will point out that 
Admiral Penn paid for and obtained the release from prison in Ireland of his son, 
and also many friends of his son. These prisoners were incarcerated because of 
their Quaker beliefs. is son, the guiding star and in many ways, the leading light 
for the Quaker faith, refused his father's many attempts to secure his release. 


William junior, later Sir William Penn of Pennsylvania, in later life obtained the 
permission of the Crown, and formed the State of Pennsylvania, to allow the 
freedom to worship, not just for the Quakers, but for all suppressed religions. 
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It is also a known fact that Admiral Penn attended many Quaker and radical 
independent meetings. Indeed, in 1650 Penn went ashore in Ireland to listen to 
Hugh Peter's lecture on the independent religions - Hugh Peter being the most 
radical lecturer in Quakerism of that day. This proves that Admiral Penn had more 
than a passing interest in this subject. 


Back to the real plot! 


It was at this time that Edward become something ofa diplomat. I will not go into 
much detail here, just enough to tease your imaginations. In the year 1657/58 
trouble was brewing in the North sea and the Scandinavian scas. The Danish Navy, 
backed by the Dutch, made war on Sweden. The British fleet, under Edward 
Montagu, intervened. Edward Witheridge in the ‘Plymouth’ and one other ship 
sailed between the warring factions, pointing to the horizon and indicating the large 
British fleet hove to, but in battle order and at the ready... This action was 
rewarded by the Swedish monarch, and Edward was presented with a gold chain 
and a medallion. You will read and see the evidence of this incident in a later story 
about this man's life. 


We now pass by a great amount of history in the making, much of which I have 
already related in the Witheridge Times, Vol.10. No.3. We now embark into arcas 
which to me, before now, were totally unknown and quite unexpected. 


Throughout the years of the Commonwealth and Civil War period there were many 
sectors of the community that were trying to return the Monarch to the throne. 
Subterfuge was used and sacrifices were made to win power. One such group "The 
Junta" gained much power by playing off one section of the old guard against the 
other, by misrepresenting grievances, and making statements to suit their own 
ideals. | They achieved some cohesion when they secured a meeting of 
representatives ofthe Scottish, English and Irish armies of the Commonwealth, and 
also the Navy. This was mid November, 1658, and the intention was to draw up a 
new constitution and summon a new Parliament, but the various factions could not 
agree. 


On the 5" December the Naval Officers in London decided to choose their own 
representatives for the constitutional talks. The names put forward were as 
follows:- 

Goodson.. .Bourne Stayner Stokes Robert Blake (nephew to the late 
Admiral)...Lawson... and three other names, and "Edward Montague". This last 
was an indication of future procedures. 
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The names of the three others who were to be members of this new Parliament? 
Robert C larke... John Harman... and... EDWARD WITHERIDGE 


Many subjects which were dealt with at this time were, freedom of religious belicf, 
payment of back pay to soldiers and seamen, work and assistance for the poor, etc. 
I can well believe that Edward would be in his clement. Alas, the times were very 
turbulent. This Parliament lasted for but a brief spell, and with the help of military 


insurrection the Rump regained control of the country. Edward was once again out 
in the cold. 


CAPP, a very fine researcher, found many references to Edward. Insignificant 
individually, combined they are fascinating and reveal the man himself and explain 
why Edward did not continue in the Navy afier the restoration of the monarchy. 


Many of the Officers selected by the Junta were never trusted by the Rump again, 
and were refused employment in the Army and Navy. To explain this we need look 
no further than a statement by an irate Cavalier when he addressed Edward and his 
companion Whitchorn as "zealous villains". It is true that Edward was a zcalot. 
Pious and God fearing, moulded by the times and the beliefs ofa puritan. These 
beliefs cast his life into rigid paths from which he could not and would not deviate. 
God ruled, not a King. But surely the Cavalier who named his thus, had he been in 
full knowledge of the facts (those which had forced Edward into the 
Commonwealth Navy) would have accepted the reasoning for his blinkered actions, 
even ifhe could not accept Edward's devotion to his religion? 


King Charles II, on his return to England in the year 1660, sailed from the continent 
in "The Royal James", commanded by Edward Montagu. Edward's ship "The 
Plymouth" was one of the escorting vessels. I am reliably informed that Captain 
Witheridge offered the sword which signified command of "The Plymouth" to the 
King. Not that Edward offered his sword as a sign of support, but quite the 
contrary. Edward offered his sword as he resigned his commission. This | am sure 
came as a shock to those who were welcoming the King and his future Queen. 


Again, I am told, that it was Edward Witheridge who transported the future Queen, 
Catherine of Braganza, to these shores, in his very own stateroom on board "The 
Plymouth". It is said that she was a terrible sailor and fared very badly in the 
crossing. 
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CAPP has one other item to give concerning Edward Witheridge. He refers to 
"Coventry MS2 98 fos. 58-83 Note**** 


He states that Officers in the Navy were doomed if they wore the tag of a Quaker 
wife. He listed Edward in this group, In one respect he was quite correct, but in 
another, quite the opposite. It made no difference what religion his wife Rachell 
followed. EDWARD HIMSELF WAS A QUAKER, by his own choice, long before 
his entry into the Commonwealth Navy. It is undoubtedly true that his choice of a 
wife may have been from followers of the Quaker belief, but Edward was his own 
man. with high ideals and a high code in life. All real puritans were. 


I have more to tell about our hero. He bought a house in Sandwich, Kent. The 
property backed on to the harbour. Five years after his retirement the Queen visited 
the town and stayed in "The Old House" - the adjacent property. It is written in the 
(Canteriera) that he was presented to her court. He must have mellowed with age! 


Strange, but when you think about it not so strange. We have no burial detail for 
Edward, Rachell or any of his children. I have covered both burial, marriage and 
baptisms in the many churches of this old town of Sandwich. 

We do have evidence of an Edward Witheridge being imprisoned for attending a 
Quaker meeting in London, and refusing to pay the fine for his release. Strange 
again - some one "unknown" paid his fine. | wonder if his name was PENN or 
MONTAGU? 


My main reason for this surmise is that Sir William Perm (Admiral) was dead and 
buried by this date. He died on the 16" September 1670 at Wanstead, London, and 
was buried at St. Mary's, Redcliffe, Bristol. I think after being wounded in the 
second Dutch War. His Will dated 20" January, 1669/70 was proved 6" October, 
1670 P.C.C. His wife was Margaret Van der Schure (widow) daughter of Johann 
Jasper of Rotterdam. She died in 1682. Admiral Sir William was knighted on 
board "The Royal Charles" by King Charles Il Edward Witheridge and the first 
Earl of Sandwich (Edward Montagu) were both there, Edward M., as commander of 
"The Royal Charles" and Edward W., as commander of "The Plymouth". This was 
when Edward resigned his commission. 


I think perhaps that Edward Withcridge was not quite the ardent zealot he was 
named to be. He was a great friend of Edward Montagu, who was one of the 
architects of the King's return to England. As William Penn was also knighted this 
same day, to reflect his good works towards the Crown, | think this proves that 
Edward Witheridge was on equal terms and was great friends with both of these 
two great names, even if they held opposing ideals. 
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It may be of interest to state here that Admiral Penn's older sister was named 
Rachell, born 24" February, 1607. Records conceming the knighthoods given by 
Charles II show the notation "Will Penne, Quaker". Add these two unrelated items 
together with the facts that we already know. .... | that Edward Witheridge was 
married to a Rachell - that he was the same age as William Penn- that they were 
great friends. Rachell Perm and her brother William also had an Aunt Susanna??? 

I just wonder if there could be a family connection? 


Admiral Penn's first son, Sir William Penn, founder of Pennsylvania (could it be he 
who paid the fine for Edward Witheridge) was bom 14" October, 1644, and died 
30" July, 1718, and was buried at JORDANS near Penn in Buckinghamshire, 
where I suspect our Captain Edward is also buried. But I have no proof!! As yet! 

I am in the process of researching this matter. 


Note* For some time now both Joyce and I have been a little worried about CAPPS 
statement that Edward and John were brothers. Indeed his research is backed up by 
the carly scripts written when this history was being made. We still feel that there 
is something not quite ringing true here. Certainly there were two Captain John 
Witheridges both living in the same generation or times. Perhaps they were 
cousins or even Uncle and Nephew. The truth is that there may have been three 
such persons.. It would account for the record of the deaths of two John Witheridges 
in areas of the world separated by perhaps 500 miles and fighting two distinctly 
separate Dutch flects. To make the problem even harder to sort, both men 
captained ships named "The Bonadventure", of which there were three sailing at 
one time. (I know this seems strange, but it is true) To add a little colour to this 
tale concerning the Bonadventure - Captain Cox, who succeeded John after his 
death in the Mediterranean, was removed from his command after three weeks. 
His crew and the Admiral thought him too self opinionated. Reading between the 
lines he was no match for the crew of the vessel vacated on the death of JOLIN 
WITHERIDGE. 


Note** This manuscript to be located at the PRO Kew. This would indeed be 
good reading and possibly fill many gaps. 

RG 4/4414. The Register of William Greenhills Church at Stepney - could possibly 
give us the maiden name of Rachell, Edward's wife. This church was one of the 
first Quaker meeting places, which, by the accounts I have read, could furnish our 
research with an untold wealth of information.

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FOR GOD AND COUNTRY - background to the story 


CHARLES I (1600-1649) King of England, Scotland and Ireland. Acceded to the 
throne in 1625. Ife was in conflict with Parliament on constitutional matters and 
taxation. Parliament was suspicious of his religious beliefs as he had married a 
Roman Catholic Princess - Henrietta Maria of France. Civil War against him broke 
out in 1642. Eventually Charles' forces were defeated at the battle of Preston in 
1648, and Charles was taken from his retreat in the Isle of Wight, brought to trial at 
Westminster, found guilty of being a tyrant and a traitor , and executed on 30" 
January, 1649. 


PRINCE RUPERT (1649-1682) Rupert was Charles I's nephew, the son of 
Frederick V, Elector of Palatine, and Charles' sister Elizabeth. He was a leading 
Royalist commander, leading daring cavalry charges. He fell from favour when, in 
1645, he surrendered the city of Bristol to General Fairfax. He left England in 
1646 and went into exile, but turned to piracy and marauding adventures at sea, 
preying on ships of the Commonwealth Navy. 


OLIVER CROMWELL (1599-1658) Soldier, politician and Statesman. He was a 
brilliant cavalry tactician, and was appointed a General in the Parliamentary Army. 
Afier the defeat of the Royalist forces he became the most powerful man in England 
and took the title and office of 'Lord Protector of England’. At his death in 1658 he 
was succeeded by his son, Richard, who had no aptitude for government and was 
deposed within six months. 


COMMONWEALTH OF ENGLAND Republican government of England during 
the period 1649-1660 


THE RUMP The remnants of the 'Long Parliament’ which sat in England, without 
proper clections from 1640-1660. It established the Commonwealth of England and 
sat until expelled by Cromwell in 1653. It was not recalled until 1659. In 1660 it 
dissolved itself to clear the way for a Parliament favourable to the restoration of the 
monarchy. 


PURITANS An extreme Protestant movement which had begun in the 16'" century. 
Their beliefs covered a wide range of doctrines and attitudes, and never had a 
precise definition. Their emphasis was on preaching, strict observance of the 
Sabbath day, very strict moral codes, and a belief that they should refrain from 
pleasure. Extreme Puritan sects flourished during the Civil War.

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Editor’s Note 


Unfortunately for Dad — or, depending how you look at it, fortunately, 
because he was saved from making an avoidable error — research in 
England on his behalf by pen pal Barbara Popplestone (q.v.) brought 
his theory about the earliest generations of the Witheridge-Causey 
ancestral line of Henry (Harry) James Witheridge (b. 1910) and his 
three brothers (George, Francis, and Stanley) tumbling down. 


There was no longer a connection from the earliest generation (John 
Witheridge = Ann Evens, and John Cawsey = Elizabeth); to the next 
generation (William Witheridge [ bapt. 1799] = Fanny Causey [bapt. 
1799]); and from there to the generations already known (or 
assumed) by Dad to be based on credible evidence (George Causey 
Witheridge = Mary Ann Bussell, and their descendants). 


Only a year before, Dad’s extension of the line back to the two Johns 
and their spouses had seemed quite plausible, based on parish record 
data he obtained on microfilm at the Morman branch library in 
Minneapolis. See, for example, the document on the next two pages — 
his December 11, 1981, Christmas letter to Harry and Toots — in 
which he happily reports: ”I have located two sets of [Harry’s] great- 
great-great grandparents: John and Ann (Evens) Witheridge; and John 
and Elizabeth Cawsey; all living in Littleham, Devon, in the 1790s." At 
best the news was premature; but more probably it would remain 
forever unsupportable by public vital records. 


Explanations for this disappointing development can be found in two 
letters written by Dad two days apart in 1982, the first dated 
September 4 (to Col. Anthony Gilbart Witheridge [b. 1937], in 
Anthony’s section of folder 1.63y) and the second dated September 6 
(to Barbara Popplestone, document W94 in folder 1.63c).

Major Harry Witheridge died 22nd September 2002. He was awarded 
an MC while serving with the Royal Fusiliers (City of London) 
Regiment. 

In 1944, Witheridge who was then a Captain was ordered, with the 8" 
Battalion, to attack point 411 on Monte Darniano. The approach was 
held up by the terraced hillside and walls 8 to 10 feet high, and 
numerous camouflaged enemy machine guns posts. 

Witheridge went out into open ground to draw enemy fire and allow 
his gunners to pinpoint the enemy. After taking the ground with heavy 
casualties Witheridge and his men repealed numerous counter attacks. 
Four days later Witheridge led a patrol to deal with German troops 
around the village of Lorenzo and they accounted for 16 of the enemy 
and captured two Spandau posts without loss. Witheridge was awarded 
the MC for his part in establishing the Darniano bridgehead. 

Henry James Witheridge was born on January 31 1910, the son of a 
railway superintendent at Tufnell Park, north London. On return to 
civilian life Witheridge was a prime mover in setting up the 
Brunswick Boys Club which was inaugurated by Prince Philip in 
1949.He joined the overseas branch of the Midland bank and helped in 
setting up various banks abroad. 

In retirement he enjoyed golfand was a keen gardener. 

He is survived by his wife Toots Smith whom he married in 1954. 

The report gives more about his life which can be seen in the Daily 
Telegraph for December 10th 2002 for anyone with a particular 
interest.

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Editor’s Note 


When Dad was just starting out on his quest for Witheridges, there was, 
of course, no Internet. So he used the main resource for finding people 
that came naturally to all of us back then: the telephone directory. One 
day, when he found himself in New York City with time on his hands, he 
went to the huge public library there, found the shelf of British Isles 
phone books, and searched all of them for “Witheridge.” Richard 
Witheridge (b. 1905) was one of the people he found. 


Dad sent Richard a registered letter on August 27, 1970, enclosing a 
summary of the other Witheridges he’d already located in this way and 
learned something about — see the second document following this 
note. He also enclosed the one-family record of his own ancestors, John 
Witheridge and Clara Blackmore, in hopes that seeing the couple’s 
offspring would stimulate Richard’s interest and suggest links to his 
cache of information. 


Unfortunately, Richard didn’t become a useful source. Either he or his 
wife, Selina, dutifully added his name to the list of offspring on the one- 
family record (no doubt thinking that’s what Dad wanted) and 
apologized for being unable to help further. The draft of Dad’s reply is the 
last item in this section.

Orkney can be reached several 
ways: By the P & 0 Ferry line that 
takes cars and people from Scrab- 
Ster, Scotland, to Stromness and 
back several times a week (up to 
three times 4 day in mid-summer). 
By the smailer Orkney Passenger 
Ferry from John O’Groats, on the 
northeast tip of Scotland, to Bur- 
wick or St. Margaret's Hope on 
Orkney. Or by air from mainland 
Scotland, 


In summer, both ferry lines offer 
special rates on one-day excur- 
sions from Scrabster to Strommess; 
the rate for these last summer was 
about $12.50 per adult with P & 0 
and about $10 with Orkney. 


Having a car on Orkney is a good 
idea, but bringing it over on the 
car ferry isn’t. It costs too much 
(about $100 fast summer). You can 
rent cars on the Mainland, Ork- 


ney’s largest istand, and on six of . 


the smaller ones. Bicycles also can 
be rented, 


If you decide to take a car over to 
Orkney, book round-drip tickets 
well in advance to make sure you 
get a place on the ferries. The 
demand is greatest, in hath direc- 
tions, around the weekend. Even 
with reservations, you should ar- 
rive at the boat docks about an 
hour early. 


Hotels and meals throughout Ork-

Dear Keith, 


It's been many years since we've corresponded, and I see you have retired to Florida. | hope that 
you and Annie are having a delightful time there. As you see, | bought a copy of “Witheridges Across 
America,” for which you probably also got an announcement. Having worked on genealogy for 25 years, I 
knew it would be of little value, except for this list [of people from the book, enclosed with this letter*], 
which probably comes from telephone and city directories and various other computerized lists. 


Since Witheridge is a very uncommon name, even in Britain, I didn’t think there were many in 
America. In ordered this book to see if my assumption was correct, and it was. Of course, such a list is 
never 100% complete, but it shows how scarce the name really is. 


It appears to me that all the people on this list belong to only two or three families. In the first 
place, starting with William N. Witheridge of Birmingham, Michigan, all the rest on the list are relatives of 
mine. My guess is that from the beginning of the list down through you, all are relatives of yours, since 
your grandfather lived first in Wharton, N.J., when he came from England. That leaves only M. R. 
Witheridge of Indianapolis [Indiana], and he or she may also be a relative of yours. 


I'd appreciate it very much if you would take a little time and identify as many of these 
Witheridges as you can. If the New Jersey Witheridges are your relatives, is there one of them who might 
be the most interested in family history? Do you know of any other Witheridges who are not on this list? 


Last May and June Elizabeth and I had a marvelous month-long trip to Britain. After about a week 
in the London area, we hired a car and drove 3,000 miles through England, Scotland, and Wales. We spent 
several days in Devon, and we met a number of Witheridge relatives there, as well as in other parts of 
Britain. We were met at the airport and later returned there by Kim Cook [q.v.] and her family, and we 
stayed with them a couple of days each time. Kim’s mother was a Witheridge. Kim and a few others have 
organized The Witheridge Society [q.v.] to tie together as many Witheridges and Witheridge descendants 
as possible and to assist in genealogical research. 


Have you had any further success in tracing back your family tree in Devon? The last I knew you 
had gotten back as far as John Phillips Witheridge and Jane Percy in Ottery, Lamberton about 1837.** We 
Jook forward to hearing from you when you are able to write.

Hello all, 


First, | want to thank you, Annette, for looping me in. Just knowing how to contact all of you has 
taken a huge burden from my shoulders. I recognize a few of your names but, to tell the truth, most 
of you are newcomers to my brain! The main contacts and friends and relatives upon whom Dad 
relied for so many years are now, sadly, gone, and the mailing addresses and phone numbers Dad 
used routinely are most likely defunct. This new connection will help me to spread the word when 
Dad's work is available online (hopefully before the end of 2022) [this proved too optimistic!]. 


Jason, I am so glad to be able to contact you by email and convey my personal condolences on the 
loss of your dear mother. She was a force of nature and a wonderful person, as everyone on this 
email list is already well aware. Having gone through the same experience with both of my own 
parents, I know that the loss you suffered is one of the hardest things we must all face. | do hope 
the extended worldwide family that your mom, more than anyone else, helped to create has been, 
and will continue to be, a source of comfort. 


The focus of Dad's work over more than four decades, conducted with the constant help and 
support of Mom (Elizabeth P. Witheridge), was much broader than the Witheridge surname. They 
were interested in tracing, not just his identifiable ancestral lines, but hers, too. Since most of her 
forebears arrived in America well before the Revolution and had more common English surnames 
(such as Gilbert, Penney, and Plumb), more work had already been done by others. The hardest 
part for Dad, in some cases, was "jumping the pond" back to a verifiable connection in Great 
Britain. 


On the other hand, Dad’s paternal and maternal families, both of which came over much later, 
presented more of a challenge. We all know how rare the name Witheridge is. On his mother's side 
was a family called Nemitz, from a part of Germany where two world wars had made the retrieval 
of basic vital documents very difficult, if not impossible (even for a genealogist conversant with 
German, which Dad wasn't, except for a brief exposure as a young student). 


Knowing virtually nothing about genealogy when I started this project, I have been "learning on 
the job" by going through Dad's six-plus crammed banker boxes of paper files, arranged 
alphabetically by last name or location (e.g., Devon, Cornwall, Essex). Thankfully, by the time I got 
to Witheridge, I had learned a lot. I've left Nemitz for last, even though it comes earlier in the 
alphabet, because I expect that line (and its allies) to be the hardest of all. But one thing I already 
know for sure is that, while Dad made important contributions to the history of many different 
families, his most important contribution of all was to our knowledge of the Witheridge family. 


That's enough background for now. I've got to get back to the banker boxes and my HP printer- 
scanner (I'm on my second HP, having worn out the first many months ago). My current plan, after 
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digitizing all of Dad's paper files and creating an extensively annotated index to the documents, is 
to find an online repository where they will be preserved and readily accessible forever. At the 
moment, it looks like that will be Internet Archive, a nonprofit repository established by a rich guy 
whose goal is to make every public domain book and publication available in perpetuity, without 
cost. It's already widely used for classic secondary sources in the field of genealogy. We'll see if it 
will work for this gigantic, multi-volume document dump! 


One more thing: I don't know what you're considering for perpetual placement of the Witheridge 
Times, but you should definitely consider Internet Archive (even if you also maintain a version of 
the Witheridge Society website). I've been amazed by how many of the genealogical sources that 
Dad borrowed on inter-library loan (and then xeroxed with rolls of dimes) at the Minneapolis 
Public Library are now readily available for free, after a few keyboard clicks, at Internet Archive.

I read with great interest your note to all in WFHS and marvelled at your work embarking on the 
task of scanning and preserving the research undertaken by your Dad. Well worth the doing and a 
wonderful tribute to your Dad by you. 


A quick background from me before I get to the main point of my response to you. 


My name is Rob (Robert) Staples and | live in Australia. | am 67 years old and still work in my own 
consulting practice as a Civil Engineer (I still enjoy it). 1am married to Cathy (40th anniversary 
next year) and we have three children (David, Gillian and George). We have two grand daughters 
(Ella and Hallie) — Gillian’s daughters. | am an avid fly fisher and we live in the Snowy Mountains 
of New South Wales (about 500 km south west of Sydney). 


The Witheridge connection — My Mum was a Witheridge (Mary Witheridge and she married Tom 
Staples in 1950). Her father was Philemon Witheridge (married Catherine MacDonald) and his 
father was also Philemon Witheridge (married Mary Carvath). Philemon the elder emigrated to 
Australia around 1880 from England (Devon). They were fishermen on the South Coast of New 
South Wales in a region known as the Shoalhaven. [See two excerpts on p. 28, taken froma 
family notebook; they were sent by Rob Staples as attachments to this email string.] 
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One of the points in me writing — apart from simply saying thankyou — is that I thought you 
might be interested in the YouTube link below. It is the story of my Great Uncle, Thomas 
Witheridge, who sadly was killed on the Somme in WWI, and his brother Robert. The story was put 
together by another relative to commemorate the 100th anniversary of Tom’s passing in March 
1917. Many of the photos in the story were taken by me and there is a picture of me and Cathy at 
Thomas’s grave in Bapaume, France taken in 2009.

Dear Rob and Cathy, 


Thank you so much for the beautiful and extremely moving YouTube video commemorating the 
service of your relatives in World War I. On both sides of my family there are ancestors and other 
relatives of mine who have fought in various wars, from the American Revolutionary and Civil 
Wars to the more recent ones, but I'm not aware as yet of any who made the ultimate sacrifice, like 
Thomas, or suffered severe and life altering injuries, like Robert. | was fighting back tears as I 
watched. 


1 wonder if and how I'm related to you, Rob. [July 26, 2022, update: Rob and the editor are, in 
fact, distant cousins, the common grandparents being Thomas Witheridge (bapt. 1650) and 
Mary Sherman (bapt. 1656/7); see "The Combmartin & Berrynarbor Family Tree” in Kim 
Cook's summer 1988 Witheridge Times article (document W264, folder 1.63h), where Rob's 
ancestor, Philemon Witheridge (b. 1844 or 1846), is on p. 8, and the editor's father, DEW, is 
on p. 9.] I’m just now wrapping up my review of Dad's Witheridge files, but I still have a month or 
two of reviewing, indexing, and digitizing before | move on to the last remaining surnames in my 
parents’ ancestry. [This projection turned out to be absurdly optimistic!] It’s still quite 
possible I'll run across some evidence of the connection between us: One of Dad's oft-repeated 
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beliefs was that all Witheridges around the world must be related, because it's such a rare name, 
and so many of us originated centuries ago in the same few Devon and Cornwall towns. 

Right now I'm finishing up the very thick file of Dad's correspondence with Kathy and Paul 
Witheridge (denizens of Sarnia, Ontario). For a number of years, Kathy was the North American 
rep for the Witheridge Society, and Dad appears to have been her chief mentor. In her documents 
I've seen a number of references to Dorothy Witheridge in Australia, who was serving at the time 
as the Australia rep. Presumably you know (or know of) Dorothy and may very possibly be related 
to her. If memory serves, thus far I haven't encountered any correspondence between her and Dad 
in his dozens of Witheridge files; however, I have found quite a few examples of his 
correspondence with various other Witheridge-surnamed or -related Australians. He was very 
keen to find and get to know, if only by snail mail, members of all Witheridge branches around the 
world. 


Now I have a favor to ask. Would you do me the honor of giving me permission to include this 
email string, including the YouTube link, in a section of Dad’s documents identified by your names? 
This magnificent memorial to brave Australians who share my last name (and especially to the war 
hero with whom I share both first and last names) deserves to be recorded in perpetuity in the 
collection of my parents’ family history research documents. I would also like to include you, Rob, 
in my annotated index, and to make your entry more useful to family history buffs in the future, I'd 
like to know your full name, your date and place of birth, your parents’ full names and dates and 
places of birth, Cathy's full name and date and place of birth, Cathy's parents’ names and dates and 
places of birth, your marriage date and place, and your children’s full names and dates and places 
of birth. (Whew!) 


One last thought before I close. Not knowing much about YouTube, I can only assume (and hope) 
that the link will work forever. That's a big assumption. If all goes according to my current plan, 
which is subject to alteration if it proves impossible, I'll be uploading my parents’ huge document 
collection (together with introductory materials, a very extensive annotated index, and a 
comprehensive chart of my own children’s ancestry) to a reputable and well-funded nonprofit 
website called Internet Archive. | haven't gotten down to brass tacks with their procedures yet, but 
it seems likely that even very small media files like the YouTube vid of your heroic relatives might 
also be the sort of thing that could be uploaded there. It might be worth checking. Example: I 
practically fell off my chair the other day when I googled and found this 1958 episode — the one 
and only episode preserved from the multi-year silly but heartwarming U.S. television series, "It 
Could Be You" — on Internet Archive. By way of background, George Witheridge was a brother of 
my grandfather, William Allen Witheridge (Dad’s father); George owned a flower shop in San 
Fernando, California.

Now the interesting thing about the video and your question about Dorothy Witheridge. You might 
recall Robert Witheridge — he was the brother badly wounded who returned to Australia and had 
a family of his own. I have attached for your information a copy of a letter that Dorothy sent to my 
mother Mary back on 23 November 1997 [see the document on p. 23]. This letter is an invitation 
for mum to provide some family information and telling her about WFHS. She describes that she is 
the widow of Michael who was the fourth son of Robert Witheridge (and Jean). Sorry for the 
quality of the letter — | took a photo of it from my Dad’s records. Mum passed 6 yrs ago and Dad is 
still going strong at 93. Unfortunately I never met Dorothy — before my time involved with WFHS 
and family reunions. 


Regarding our connection — again I will need to go through the records mostly from Kim Cook’s 
research — she was a marvel. [See, for example, document W264 in folder 1.63h.] | kick 
myself for not spending more meaningful time with her. We corresponded by email and I met with 
her twice (2012 and 2018) on visits to UK. My Great Grandparents Philemon Witheridge Snr and 
Mary (Carvath) I understand emigrated to Australia from the Devon area (originating from Combe 
Martin as I understand). There has to be a link there somewhere — perhaps several generations 
previous. Part of the fun of the research!! I recall seeing some reference in the research to the 
North American connection — will need to track it down. 


Love the link to ICBY [the “It Could Be You” TV show] — George has a family resemblance that I 
can recognise — there has to be a connection. Thanks for the photos of your family — really 
appreciated. Attached is a photo of my family at our eldest son David’s wedding a couple of years 
ago.

Hi again, 


You look far better than yours truly, although my excuse is that I’m a number of years on from you 
at 73, soon to be 74, and your whole family is beautiful. Now I must confess that in my last I told a 
white lie: I represented Will as my daughter's “fiance.” He was actually her boyfriend, with whom 
she has been for many years. But it was only a lie for two days. On Sat., Oct. 9 (the same day I got 
my Pfizer [Covid vaccination] booster shot, so a double red-letter day), Rebecca and Will were out 
climbing in the Rockies front range near Denver, on a three-tier climb (so high that you have to set 
up two additional climbs after the first one), and while they were resting briefly between the 
second and third tiers, Will (a true computer programming geek) pulled out a decoder ring, 
handed it to Rebecca, and asked “So, you wanna get married?” Between tears of joy she, of course, 
said yes, and they continued to the top. 


Changing subjects, when I saw the name Philemon Witheridge (two uncommon names combined), 
I knew right away that you and I must be related (somehow). In fact, today I got to Dad’s file on 
Philemon, which was empty except for a couple of references to his other files. The references 
were to John James of Vancouver, British Columbia, Canada, and to Barbara Willis in Australia. I 
have Dad’s thick file on John James, but only one document in Mr. James’s file in which Dad 
mentioned Ms. Willis; there was no actual file for her (unless it’s misplaced and I may run across it 
somewhere — but I’m getting close to the end of the Witheridge files, and I’m not hopeful of 
finding it). 


What I’ve been doing for the past month or two is going through all of the dozens of Witheridge 
files (Dad worked on all of his ancestral lines and all of Mom’s, but his work on Witheridge was the 
most novel and, for him personally, the most important). My trip through the documents allows me 
to read them, put sticky notes on them, and thereby prepare to scan them and write fairly detailed 
index notes so people in the future can figure out where the documents are and what they contain. 
I’ve learned a lot about genealogical research doing this for the past almost two years, but 
nowhere near as much as my brilliant, engineer-brained dad knew. So all I can say at the moment 
is that there’s little doubt that you and I are related, if we can get far enough back to find common 
grandparents. Dad’s earliest known (to him) Devon ancestors were alive in the 1500s. 


Also today I was going through Dad's file on Neil Witheridge, who was born in 1924 (10 years 
younger than my dad) and was living in southern Scotland when Dad and Mom met him in 
Aberdeen on their second of three trips to the UK in 1980. Two years later, after doing more 
primary document research, Dad wrote to Neil to tell him where things stood at the time. He said 
that he and Neil were “definitely related” (7th cousins). Their common 6-great grandparents were 
Thomas Witheridge (b. 1650) and Mary Sherman (b. 1656/7, married 1677/8 in Fremington. Dad 
said, further, that his and Neil’s earliest common ancestors (as known to Dad at the time) were 
Thomas Witheridge (bapt. 1554/5) and Johan Mogridge (bur. 1625/6). Dad had gotten the link 
between himself and Neil from John James in Vancouver. (Neil’s grandfather and Mr. James’s great 
grandfather were brothers; Neil and Mr. James were therefore second cousins once removed.) 
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I’m not smart enough to figure out what we'd have to know in order to know that Philemon is at 
least a good clue, if not the key, for figuring out our own relationship. But that’s what I know now. 
Unfortunately, my dad isn’t available for advice on how to proceed (he passed shortly after 
Obama’s victory in 2008, which made him so happy). 


That's plenty for now. Let me know if any of this rings a bell, and let’s stay in touch!

PS. I just realized that I hadn't actually studied your mom's 2-page letter before writing my last 
email. By the way, no need to apologize for the quality of the reproduction; it's far, far better than 
many of the documents I've been scanning (including, I'm sorry to say, many by my beloved dad's 
own hand; he had perfectly legible penmanship — both printed and cursive — but also the bad 
habit of writing with pencil so faintly that I simply can't make it dark enough to be easily read 
when scanned). 


After reading your mom's perfectly legible response to Dorothy at the end of the letter, I confess 
that I'm lost in the several generations. When time permits (no rush), if you could create a simple 
"mini-tree" from Philemon directly to you, with all the intermediate generations accounted for, I 
would be greatly in your debt. (If you want to get fancy, go ahead and add all the brothers and 
sisters involved, but I'm basically interested in seeing your own relationship to the original 
Philemon in Australia and his wife. 


Example, showing the direct line between my daughter and her great-grandparents: 

Gen 1, William Allen Witheridge (my grandfather) = Edith Sophia Nemitz (my grandmother) > Gen 
2, David Edward Witheridge (my dad) = Elizabeth Helen Kendall Plumb (my mom) > Gen 3, 
Thomas Frank Witheridge (me) = Virginia Mildred Selleck (my former wife) > Gen 4, Rebecca 
Elizabeth Witheridge (my daughter) 


Again, absolutely no rush. Thanks in advance!

As a reward, here's a sneak preview from my annotated index of Dad's documents. This index 
entry is entitled "Multiple and frequent births." Obviously, it's subject to change as | go through the 
many remaining files, but here's how it looks today: 


Triplets were born to Joseph Plumb (b. 1683) and his second wife, Thankful Gaylord, and 
apparently all survived; one of the two boys was given the deliciously descriptive name of Waitstil] 
(see Amariah Plumb [b.1733]). Twins were born to Robert Plume (b. 1617) and Mary Baldwin (b. 
1625/6); see p. 164 of folder 1.56r. Twins were born to John Welch (b. 1745) and Deborah Munroe 
(1747) on an unknown date; both died in infancy on Apr. 28, 1786; see p. 208 in folder 1.56s. 
Twins were born to John Read (b. 1598) and Sarah Lessie (b. ca. 1602); they both died in infancy; 
see p. 173 in folder 1.56r. Jacob Kendall (b. 1661) and his first wife, Persis, had twin boys in 1687; 
when one died in infancy, the grieving couple gave the surviving twin his father's name. For an 
example of epic mothering — although it is unknown if any of her 16 children arrived two (or 
more) at a time — see Mary Atwater (b. 1527), who died at 93, outliving the husband who fathered 
them by 44 years, and having had "a total of 367 descendants in her lifetime." Numerous men in 
this index also had many offspring: For example, the Rev. Mr. John Sherman (b. 1613), the first 
minister in the Connecticut settlement of Totokett (now North Branford), fathered 26 children 
with two wives; William Amos (b. 1717) fathered 16 children with two wives; Jacob Kendall (b. 
1661) fathered 19 children with two wives; Philemon Witheridge (b. 1844) fathered 16 children 
with Mary Carvarth, whom he married in Porthleven, Cornwall, England, in 1871 (they 
emigrated to Australia around 1880 and appear to have exponentially expanded the down- 
under census upon arrival). 


All the entries prior to Philemon and Mary are from my mother's side, so it's nice to know that 
there's no truth to the ugly rumor that the Witheridges have remained a tiny clan because of, well, 
you know. (I made that up; there's no such rumor.) I will, of course, credit you for the data in red in 
your own index entry, when | get to it in the next month or two. Do you perchance know 
Philemon's middle name and Mary's middle name and birthdate? If not, don't worry; | may run 
across it in the John James file or elsewhere.

Yes, it's a lot of work, but it's a labor of love (and after all, I'm retired, living in a city I moved to two 
and a half years ago, where the only people | know, beyond a few very casual acquaintances in my 
29-unit condominium building, are my daughter and her fiance, who, as you know, was recently 
upgraded from boyfriend). 


Plus, there are a lot of wonderful discoveries and feelings attached to this project. For example, just 
yesterday | came to the last file in Dad's clump of several dozen Witheridge-related files 
(alphabetically organized), an older gent named William John Witheridge, still working his small 
farm in West Buckland, Devon, with help from two sons. Dad and Mom formed a geographically 
distant but emotionally close relationship with William John and his extended family, visiting them 
on all three of their trips to Britain and exchanging Christmas cards, when that was still a thing. 
Even though it was the last file, Dad's first letter to William was ecstatic: “You're the first 
Witheridge I've found who lives in England and is related to my father" (or words to that effect). It 
brought both tears and smiles. Their granddaughter, a little gir] named Sarah Witheridge (now 
Sarah Witheridge-Harrison), wrote two charming letters to Dad over a decade, from her earliest 
days at university (on Winnie the Pooh stationery) to the late nineties. She's one of the relatively 
few contacts documented in Dad's files who is undoubtedly still alive (at ca. 61[correction: she 
would actually be ca. 50]). Today | found William and his wife Hilda's graves on the website 
FindAGrave.com and sent an email on the internal website of the Church of England, asking them 
for the email address for the vicar of St. Peter's Church in West Buckland, where they are buried in 
the churchyard, so I can try to locate that little girl, who attended their Sunday school, or 
whomever now owns that farm. Fingers crossed! 


[Editor’s note: The Church of England never replied. Even though I was finally able, several 
months ago, to make direct email contact with the church secretary of the parish in which 
Sarah’s mom is still listed online as a lay leader, and I have asked the secretary to forward my 
email, and she claims she has done so, no one in the family has responded. It makes me sad. 
See also my editor’s notes at Patricia Balment and Sarah Mary Witheridge (b. ca. 1972) — 
TFW, July 17, 2022.]

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P.S. I'm still plowing through my dad's Witheridge files, and I've tried to make sense of the limited 
Australia lines he knew about. Below is what I’ve written so far in the annotated index. Do any of 
these names, besides Philemon (whom | know you know about!) ring a bell? (I may very well have 
more names to ask you about before all is said and done). "DEW" is my dad, David Edward 
Witheridge; "John James" is a Witheridge descendant with Australian connections, one of Dad's 
informants, who was living in Vancouver, B.C., Canada in the late 1980s but may very well no 
longer be among us. 


Here's the index entry for "Witheridge family, Australia branch" so far: “See Emma Witheridge (b. 
ca. 1820). See Mrs. Heather Smith. Regarding the Philamon Witheridge who "ran away to sea [from 
England] when quite young and travelled the world for some years,” see a 1988 letter from 
Barbara Willis (q.v.) to John James (q.v.), which Mr. James forwarded to DEW (document W215, 
folder 1.63g); DEW could give Mr. James no help on that particular Witheridge line (see p. 2, 
document W218, same folder). Regarding a William Witheridge who immigrated to Australia 
“from Devon in the latter half of the last Century" and married a Polly, whose birth surname might 
also have been Witheridge, see the May 16, 1983, letter from Mavis Witheridge (b. 1920) to John 
James (q.v.), which Mr. James forwarded to DEW (see document W216, folder 1.633); the letter 
tells a fascinating story, but DEW could give Mr. James no further information about William and 
Polly (see p. 2, document W218, same folder).’ [Since December of 2021, this entry has been 
expanded considerably. ] 


Here's Philemon's index entry (so far): “According to Barbara Willis (q.v.) of Milperra, New South 
Wales, Australia, in a 1988 letter to John James (q.v.), this Philamon "ran away to sea [from 
England] when quite young and travelled the world for some years. He eventually returned to 
England and married Mary CAVETH (or CAVETT). They had 5 children who died in England. They 
migrated to Australia (not sure of the year) & landed [at] Port Douglas Queensland c 1870. They 
had 13 children in Australia & eventually settled in Batemans Bay N.S.W. Philamon lived to be 90." 
See document W215, folder 1.63g.” [This index entry has also been changed considerably.| 


Rob and Cathy: I'd never heard of Milperra, so I Googled it and was astonished to read about the 
massacre there. | thought we Yankees had a monopoly on criminal motorcycle gangs! 


Rob, if you can add more meat to the above Philemon bones, I would be grateful. I'm attaching a 
PDF of the Barbara Willis document mentioned above. Her handwriting was hard for me to 
decipher, especially since I knew nothing of the topic and thus couldn't infer a word from its 
context. If you have additional info on Philemon, his wife, their parents in England, their kids who 
died in England, and their several generations of offspring in Australia, thanks in advance — and 
I'll send as many electrons to their death as necessary to ship it all to the Cloud!

Ihave attached a photograph of Philemon the senior — he does fit the image perfectly of a seafarer 
[see the picture on p. 24; also see p. 26]. They actually lived in Berry NSW and both Philemon 
snr and Mary are buried in Berry Cemetery. They may have lived at Batemans Bay but that is the 
first I have heard of that. Both Batemans Bay and Berry are on the south coast of New South Wales. 
Berry is in what is known as the Shoalhaven district of the southcoast. My grandfather was also a 
fisherman (fishing commercially from a small seaside town called Greenwell Point where my 
mother was born). 


I have lots of information about this branch of the family and those immediate descendants. Also 
attached is a photo of both Philemon and Mary [pp. 24 and 26] — I assume not long before her 
death in 1926. Her face shows the pain of losing a son Thomas in the Great War and another son 
Robert badly wounded. 


Iam sure you will find these incredibly interesting. 
We need to catch up.

Hi Rob, 


Sorry again for the delayed reply. My excuse this time is that I'm a very linear thinker and worker, 
quite the opposite of the traits needed for scouring, scanning, and indexing my dad's voluminous 
collection of documents pertaining to dozens of different family lines, both his and my mom's. 
Fortunately he organized his files pretty much alphabetically, but that doesn't really solve the 
problem of going from start to finish, particularly since he numbered many of the documents but 
left a great many of them unnumbered (not sure why, except perhaps that the numbered ones 
seem to be more "high calorie" in the genealogy department). So, long story short, I do get bogged 
down in minutiae and worry about leaving a particular family name or branch until I get to an 
obvious end or pausing point. Right now I’m immersed in the Canadian lines uncovered by Kathy 
Witheridge of Sarnia, Ontario, and I don't want to put that aside until I get it mostly done. Do you 
know of Kathy? She is — or was, not sure she's still with us [update: as of spring 2022 she still is] 
— the wife of Paul Witheridge; her birth surname was actually Wood, not Witheridge. But she was 
the genealogist of the pair, and a very good one from what I can tell. For quite a few years she was 
the equivalent of your Dorothy Witheridge down there (Witheridge Society rep for North 
America). Speaking of Dorothy, I just found out yesterday in one of Dad's documents that Tony 
(Anthony J.) Witheridge is Dorothy's son; Tony was originally from Australia but spent some time 
working and living in Geneva, Illinois, just west of Chicago. 


When I started this project a couple of years ago I figured, what the hell, there's really no perfect 
way to attack it, might as well go from A to Z through the files. I might as well have gone from Z to 

A for all the help that gives me, especially since each major letter of the alphabet contains both 
Dad's and Mom's lines! Hers, by the way, include such families as Amos, Crackbone (good one, eh?), 
Dunseath, Gilbert, Kendall, Leonard, Penney, Plumb, Read/Reed, Richardson, Scott, and Welch 
(among many others) — virtually all of which crossed the Atlantic before the American Revolution, 
unlike Dad's ancestors, including Witheridge, who are relative newcomers. But that doesn't mean 
it was a slam-dunk to prove Mom's connections to her ancestors in the old country, so both Dad 
and Mom spent many years on such seemingly simple tasks as figuring out if her Gilberts were 
actually connected to Sir Humphrey Gilbert, Sir Walter Raleigh's half brother (they weren't, 
contrary to the very old and obviously popular family story). Bummer! 


So now I'm back to the salt mines, plowing through the Canadians. | do know, and think I've 
already mentioned, that John James of Vancouver has a strong connection to the Australian branch 
(including Philemon, if memory serves). I'll probably know more about that when I dig more 
deeply into his non-numbered documents, which I've just skimmed so far. 


Oh, about Zooming. No, I really don't, even though my daughter and future son-in-law use it (and 
other variants) constantly for work. J confess that I'm better in print (email or text), especially 
when I’m dealing with topics like genealogy, which is inherently hard for me. Before starting this 
project | was so dull that I didn't know the difference between a second cousin once removed and a 
first cousin twice removed (still don't, to tell you the truth), but at least when it's in writing I can 
go at my own pace!

Magnificent garden! It will keep you folks busy for sure, but also healthy! 


One reason my project is taking so long is that I keep running into interesting, fun, but also tragic, 
factoids that draw my attention away from the routine scanning and indexing processes. For 
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example, there's the John Witheridge, a shipmaster from Barnstaple in the 1600s, who actively 
traded with indigenous people in what is now the U.S. state of Maine (they actually trusted him, 
because he treated them well, unlike most other foreign invaders, and for that reason they insisted 
on using him as their primary contact). But earlier in his career he had run into difficulty with the 
Barbary Pirates, and this brief summary appears in one of Dad's documents: ""Parish Records of S. 
Botolph, Aldgate. 25 Jan 1617 — Collection for one John Witheridge and Nicholas Paige Ship- 
maisters, whose Shipp and goods were taken by Turkish pirates and fiftie men of their Companie 
sould for Slaves into Barberie ... one and twentie shillings and five pence." | have no idea if our John 
was one of the enslaved mariners, but if he was, he got free, because his trading on the rivers of 
Maine started five years later. What a way to earn a living! 


The most heartbreaking story I've encountered so far has to do with the Argust family of the West 
Midlands of England (John Grenville Argust [b. 1918] was a Witheridge descendant in my Dad's 
line). At first | learned that John and his wife, Jean, had two sons, Nigel and Glyn, born in the 1950s, 
both of whom my parents met on their trips to Britain. Much later I was going through another file, 
where Dad recorded some notes from a conversation with John’s sister, Pearline Fryer. The list of 
John's children suddenly expanded to three: Nigel and Glyn actually had an older brother, Noel. 
Noel, who was aptly named, was born the day before Christmas, 1951; he died the day after 
Christmas, 1951. I had to stop what I was doing and fight back tears for quite some time, having 
lost a newborn of my own 36 years ago this month. 


Bottom line, there's a whole lot more to family history research than dates and places. 
By all means let's stay in touch!

He died two days after — my parents told me there was an abnormality where his 
insides were out of his body. So tragic - and I never appreciated what Mum and Dad went through. 
Dad did tell me the story of how he sat in the hearse with this little white coffin by his side. He is 
buried beside my mother’s parents at Botany Cemetery in Sydney. There are of course others — 
the hardships are difficult to contemplate. Hearing your personal story — | can’t even bear to think 
how much that hurts. I thank you for sharing my friend.

What a horrible experience for your parents. You never forget, even decades later. In our case (me 
and my ex-wife), we had a miscarriage, and then in 1986 a normal pregnancy, or so we thought. 
But at the beginning of the third trimester all hell broke loose. Virginia developed preeclampsia — 
a very serious condition that's still poorly understood, but basically the woman gets super-high 
blood pressure and some other related symptoms that require bed rest and urgent treatment, 
because if it advances to full eclampsia, mom dies and so does her baby. The only real “cure” is 
delivery. David was born by C-section, well below 3 lbs. and well over 2 months early. He was only 
able to live 18 days, at the best children's hospital in Chicago (and probably the entire midwestern 
U.S.). 


Two years later, when Virginia was 40 and I was 41, one last chance: Another pregnancy, this time 
a girl. Everyone advised us that preeclampsia rarely struck twice, so we went ahead with our plan 
to sell our house in a promising but not yet gentrified neighborhood and move to a house already 
rehabbed in a much better neighborhood. Well, preeclampsia came our way again. [The remainder 
of this paragraph is deleted.] 


Rebecca is now a mental health professional (like her mom and me) here in Denver, where she 
climbs rocks with her soon-to-be hubby. By the way, there is no history on either Virginia's side or 
mine, as far as we know, of preeclampsia. As I said, it's a very poorly understood syndrome. A med 
student once told me, "Whoever solves this one will win the Nobel Prize in medicine.” 


But I still mourn little David and will never forget him. When I make a final comprehensive 
ancestor chart (using Dad's data) for Rebecca, I'll be including her older brother on it, right next to 
her (and actually, above her). Just like big brother Noel Argust (b. 1951) [who was Rebecca’s 
cousin, not ancestor].

Lest We Forget: Private Thomas Witheridge 
1885-1917 
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Thomas, together with his brother Robert, enlisted in the 
Australian Imperial Force on 29 January 1916 at Victoria 
Barracks, Liverpool. “ 


Thomas, a Fisherman from Greenwell Point, Shoalhaven, NSW. 
was 31 years of age. 


Thomas was described as having a florid complexion, with 
grey eyes and brown hair, stood at 5 feet and 11 inches and 
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Thomas and Robert joined the Australian Infantry Force 
4th Battalion, 18th Reinforcement. 
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During the voyage Thomas nearly died of 
appendicitis and disembarked at Capetown 
in South Africa on 23 July 1916 where he 
was transferred to hospital for an operation. 


On 6 September 1916 he re- 
embarked the “Ballarat” for 
England. 
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He arrived at Parkhouse England 
on 1 October 1916 where he was 
“Taken on Strength” and 
proceeded overseas, France via 
Folkestone. 


Thomas joined the 4th Battalion on 20 
December 1916. His casualty form showed 


he was KILLED IN ACTION in France on the 
2 March 1917. 
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While his service records provide no detail 
on the circumstances of his death, excerpts 
from the war diary of Private Francis V Addy, 


Ath Batallion (Mitchell Library, State Library 
of New South Wales) provide some 
background to the events leading up to his 
death. 


In late February 1917, the Germans commenced a mass 
withdrawal of troops as part of a strategic retreat to form a 
shorter defensive position known as the Hindenburg Line. 


Initially unaware of the strategic change the Allies 
encountered little resistance and the 4th Battalion advanced 
westward towards Le Barque. 


On March 2 there were a number of rearguard actions 
undertaken by the Germans by the Bapaume Road in an 
effort to retard their progress. 


Sun. Feb. 25th: 


“Left Albert this morning on short notice. 
"Fritz" is said to be falling back & we are 
wanted to give him a helping hand. |

Thomas was buried south west of Baupaume 
France and later exhaumed and transferred 
to the British War Cemetery at Warlencourt. 
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Thomas was buried alongside the other 
members of his unit who were killed on that 
2nd day of March 1917. 


News of Thomas's death was published in 


the "Ulladulla and Milton Times" on 
Saturday 7 April 1917. 
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officer, reports the enlistment of, 
Tt. F. S. Taylor and Gus Back- 
house. 

Word reached Nowra Tuesday 
that Private ‘Tom Witheridge, of 
Greenwell Point, had been killed 
in action in France. 


Since the New Year 18 persons 
have volonteered for enlistment in 


Thomas was awarded the British War Medal 
and the Victory Medal, but was not eligible 
to receive the 1914/15 Star. 
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Thomas’s parents, Philomon and Mary, also received a 
Memorial Plaque and Memorial Scroll. 


The Memorial Plaque was issued after the war to the next-of- 


kin of service personnel who were killed as a result of the 
war. 


The plaques were made of bronze, and hence popularly 
known as the "Dead Man’s Penny”. The name does not 
include the rank since there was to be no distinction 
between sacrifices made by different individuals.

Robert was 29 years of age when he enlisted. He was 
wounded in action on 4th October 1917. 


Robert had his left leg and left foreman amputated as a 
result of his wounds. 


He convalesced at Southall, London and married Jean 
Elizabeth Byles, one of the nurses who cared for him, on 30th 
September 1918. 


On 6 July 1918 a photo of Thomas was 
presented to his parents by his Friends at 
Greenwell Point. Photos of both Thomas and 
Robert were displayed on easels in the 
family home. 


Thomas’s photo is now on display at the 
Lake Tabouri Museum. 
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Thomas’s name is inscribed on the WW1 
Roll of Honour Wall at the WW1 Memorial at 
the Nowra Showground and at the 
Australian War Memorial. 
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The 2nd March 2017 will mark the 100 year 
anniversary of Thomas’s death.

The Witheridge Society was formed in May 1987 to bring 
together people of Witheridge and Wetheridge descent. 


The Society holds details of over 3,000 Witheridges and 
Wetheridges, from about 1540 to the present day, as well 
as transcripts of GRO birth, marriage and death indexes, 
PPR Wills indexes, and details of many parish records.

Next year is the 10th Anniversary meeting of the Witheridge Society, and it has been suggested 
that we celebrate this by making Witheridge Day and the AGM something extra special. 


One suggestion made at the 1995 Witheridge Day was that we should celebrate by holding the 
anniversary meeting in our namesake village of Witheridge, Devon. It was also Suggested that . 


we might consider a full weekend (Saturday, Sunday and Monday), particularly for those who 
would have further to travel. 


Such a plan has advantages and disadvantages. A weekend away is more expensive, and the 
village of Witheridge is very difficult to get to by public transport. However, a full weekend away 
does make the effort of travelling more worthwhile, and many members would get real pleasure 
from staying in our namesake village. Visits to nearby towns and villages where our ancestors 
lived would also be possible, and some members might consider making the weekend part of a 
spring holiday in the West Country. The venue might even tempt more of our overseas 
members to visit the homeland and join us! 


If we were to enlarge the event to cover the whole weekend, we would need to make some plans 
for the other days. Suggestions include a guided tour of the church, a tour of the village, a trip to 
one of the Witheridge home villages in North Devon, a short Thanksgiving Service, a get- 
together with some of the local people to establish good contacts, a talk on local history (from the 
authors of the book ‘Old Witheridge’), and perhaps a small presentation to the village (planting a 
commemorative tree in the village, supplying a bench seat, a village sign or hanging baskets). 
We welcome other ideas and suggestions. 


However, before we can even consider such a move, we need to know whether Witheridge has 
the facilities (a suitable hall, and adequate accommodation) to meet our needs. 


The Parish Hall is available to let for that weekend. It has a main hall, which can seat up to 200 
people, costing £5.50 per hour (ie £45 for our usual Witheridge Day gathering from 10am until 
6pm), and a smaller Committee Room which can seat up to 40 people, costing £4.50 per hour (ie 
£36 for the day). The kitchen has kettles and urns, and provision for serving tea, coffee and cold 
food, as well as the usual washing-up facilities. Unfortunately, the cooker has had to be removed 
to comply with some EC regulation, but it might be possible to bring in our own microwaves if we 
wished to heat food. However, if we were to be staying the whole weekend, there would be a 
problem in storing any food brought for our usual shared meal. One alternative would be to 
contact one of the two local pubs (The Mitre and The Angel) and arrange for them to provide a 
meal, which could be eaten either in the pub, or brought across to the hall as a kind of take-away. 
This latter would be a better idea if there were going to be too many of us for the pub to seat. 


As far as accommodation goes, The Mitre has six rooms (one en-suite), three twin-bedded, two 
doubles and one family room, (currently £14 per person per night, bed and breakfast). The 
dining room can seat up to 40 people. However, it may be changing hands shortly, and the new 
owners may be expanding. The Angel has bedrooms, but they are not currently equipped for 
letting. Hope House (the former Vicarage) also has one family room, two double rooms, one twin- 
bedded room and one single room, (currently £14 per person per night). West Yeo Farm has a 
family room and a single (£14 per person), as well as a self-catering unit for 6. Hole Farm and 
New House Farm also offer bed and breakfast accommodation. 


Wherever we want to hold our tenth anniversary celebrations, the booking will have to be made 
as soon as possible after this year's AGM. A poll will be taken at the AGM, and if possible we will 
fry and get the views of those who cannot be with us. The result, with a provisional booking form, 
will be mailed out as soon as possible after the AGM. 


As 1997 will be a very special year for us, we do ask you to give the event very special 
consideration, and to try and come to our tenth anniversary. If you can encourage other 
Witheridge relations (however distant) to come too, that would be marvellous. They don't have 
to be members to come - we just want it to be our biggest Witheridge gathering ever! 


Witheridge Day 1007

ways to celebrate this. We have to decide whether to stick to a one-day AGM only, or whether to 
precede it with some sort of celebration on the Saturday and Sunday. It has also been Suggested 
that we hold the 1997 event in Witheridge, Devon, instead of at Alderton, Gloucestershir ’ 


As we would like to have the biggest ever attendance next year, it would help us if you could fet 
us know which of the following options you would be most likely to support.

Editor’s Note 


On June 8, 1996, at a luncheon attended by 22 guests at the Minnesota History 
Center in downtown St. Paul, Dad was designated as the first Honorary Vice 
President for life of the Witheridge Society, because of his decades of work to 
advance the genealogical knowledge of Witheridge family lines on four 
continents. 


He received the honor from the society’s co-founder, Kim Cook (q.v.), who 
herself had been previously named Honorary President for life. Kim and her 
husband, Roy, came from England for the occasion and spent three weeks with 
Dad, with side trips to Chicago and Minnesota’s north shore of Lake Superior. 


This section contains Dad’s file on the St. Paul event, including details of the 
catering (arranged by my former wife, Virginia Selleck). For additional details, 
see Dad’s notes for a phone call to Joyce Aldrich (b. 1932) near the end of her 
section in folder 1.63k. See also Dad’s May 22, 1996, letter to Tony Witheridge 
(q.v.) in Tony’s section of folder 1.64e. See the correspondence regarding the 
event between Dad and Kathy Witheridge (b. 1942), dated May 24, July 10 
(listing attendees), and July 17, 1996; the letters are located chronologically in 
folder 1.633. 


Later, both Kathy and Joyce Browne (q.v.) were also made Honorary Vice 
Presidents of the society for their significant contributions.

Dear Kathy and Paul, 


{want to follow up on the phone call we had the other day. It sounds as though you will be having a good Witheridge reunion 
in August, and | hope you get some good assistance from Kathy Thomas and Steve Kames. I'm sorry | can't plan to be there, 
but | have a big gathering of my mother's German relatives to manage this summer, and that's ail | can handle. 


| hope John and Janice and Jay will get there from Saginaw, and perhaps their daughter Mary Kay from Waterford. Then there 
are my niece and nephew in Bay City, Virginia Anne Sorensen and Bill Witheridge, children of my brother William, as well as 

Jennifer Burke in Royal Oak, my sister Louise's daughter. | think | gave you all their addresses last year. Let me know if you 
don't have them. 


Now a little more about the New Jersey Witheridges. For a long time | thought they were related to Keith Witheridge, who 
came from Pennsylvania, but whose father was originally from New Jersey. | wrote to all whose addresses | had, but | couldn't 
get any answers back. So | telephoned a few and gradually pieced some of them together. Then | ordered the New Jersey 
and Pennsylvania census records from the Mormon library, and | found that Keith's family and the others were not related, at 
least not in this country. | was able to trace the New Jersey family back to Andrew Witheridge, the first one in America. 


So | wrote to Kim to see if she had the record of an Andrew Witheridge who was bom about 1845. She sent back the 
information about Andrew Hannaford Witheridge, and it all began to fit together. She had the records back to South Milton 
near Plymouth about 1700. | had also written to John Witheridge, and he sent essentially the same information, but it didn't 
match exactly with what Kim had sent. | got busy at many other things and just let it sit. 


Then the Winter 1997 issue of "The Witheridge Times" arrived with Joyce Browne's article about the South Milton family, and | 
got interested again. A year earlier | had talked on the phone and written to two sisters in New Jersey, Janet Sauter and 
Marthe Gilmore, and told them | had their ancestry back to Andrew Witheridge, the first of their line in this country. | said | 
was sure we'd be able to connect them up in England. So | called them both and told them we now know their ancestry back 
to 1700 in South Milton, and they were thrilled. 


Actually, | had tried to get them to go to Devon in May of 1997, and they would love to have gone, but couldn't work it out. 

Even though the Witheridge Society isn't meeting in Devon this year, | urged them again to go and meet some of their relatives 
and then go down to Devon to visit the towns they came from. They'd really like to go, but the big problem is that Martha has 
a bed and breakfast place on the Atlantic shore that she has to open up, and she doesn't have anyone she can trust to do 
that. | tell her she should train someone, because some day she may have illness or an accident and will need a substitute, 
Well, we'll see, 


Then, as | told you, | was over at Jim's apartment in December, and he found on the internet a list of six "Witheridges," one of 
whom was Jill Pierson in New Jersey, who listed genealogy as her hobby and Witheridge as one of the lines she was 
searching. So we sent her an E-mail and asked how she tied into the Witheridge family. She replied that her great- 
grandmother was Ethel Witheridge, who was the daughter of Frank and who married Alfred Crowell Pierson. | immediately 
found Ethel in my New Jersey records, so was able to tell her | knew her ancestors back to {700 in South Milton. 


Finally about the middle of January | was able to complete the compilation and correction of all my family group sheets for the 
family in New Jersey and all the was back to John Witheridge in South Milton. So | sent copies to Janet Sauter, Martha 
Gilmore, and Jill Pierson.

For those of you who attended the Witheridge Reunion last week-end, 
you may remember John Witheridge speaking about his 'uncle Bob 
Henry' of British Columbia, Canada, who was the family historian. 


I wish to share with you a letter | received from ‘uncle Bob' in 1992, after 
John had provided me with his address.

Dear Kathy; 


Many thanks for your letter. My grandparents, the Witheridge are the 
ones | knew the least. 


My grandfather, Edgar J. Witheridge, bom 1871 in Greenbank, Ontario 
and died 1963 in Bowmanville, buried in Bowmanville cemetery. Married 
Emily Mercer, born 1872 in Orono, Ontario, and died 1970 in 
Bowmanville. They were married for 62 years. 


Edgar had 13 brothers and sisters. Long before | was bom there was a 
dispute over a farm on the Base Line, south of Bowmanville. There was a 
lot of bad blood and the family broke up, some never speaking again. 


My mother was Gladys (Witheridge) Henry, bom 1903 Baseline and died 
1970 in Windsor, Ontario, buried in a plot in Bowmanville cemetery. 


My uncle is John's father, C.H. Witheridge of Kingston. John, his son, 
probably gave the details about him. 


Edgar worked building the Grand Trunk Railway in 1880, and got 25 cents 
an hour and extra money for the use of a team of horses. He worked a 
great many years in lumber yards and a foundtry in Bowmanville. He 
lived on Church Street, Carlise line and Sugog Street in Bowmanville. He 
had wonderful health, never sick except for the common cold. His 
favourite sport was horseshoe pitching. 


Most of his brothers and sisters moved to North Dakota and 
Saskatchewan as homesteaders. My mother used to correspond with 
Maud Ayre who had great success in farming - She lived the longest, 
died at 99 years of age in a home in Saskatoon. 


In the 50s, | used to visit another sister, ida Oke in Marysville, 
Washington, near Everett, Washington. Her husband had passed away

and she raised two daughters who | have fost touch. 
Also, | went to Tacoma, Washington, and visited the son of George 
Witheridge, | can't remember his name. 


| Wsited another sister, Margerite, who married Carl Tomblen of Coeur 
DiAlene, idaho. He was a State Senator for idaho. Also, my mother 
visited a sister in Sarles and Devils Lake, North Dakota. 


Most of the pictures | have are stuck in albums, please find a picture of 
my grandparents.

This letter provided a wealth of information to me and | was then able to 
contact many families. The first family | found was Clarence Ayre in 
Edam, Saskatchewan, who was the eldest child of Maud (Witheridge) 
Ayre in the letter. After receiving my letter, uncle Clarence (or uncle "B" 
as we all know and love him) telephoned me to say, yes | had contacted 
the correct person. He then passed me along to his niece, Sharon 
Brydges in North Battleford. Sharon wrote us inviting us to spend some 
time with them in Saskatchewan. We took them up on their kind offer and 
have now been twice to visit them and they have been to Ontario to visit 
us. We now have a great relationship and correspond on almost a daily 
basis. Sharon and her husband Ted were unable to attend our reunion, 
as uncle "B" is very very sick and is in University Hospital, Saskatoon. 


| then found Margerite Tomblin in Hayden Lake, North Idaho. Once 
again, after receiving my letter, she telephoned me and advised that | had 
found the correct person. Margerite being the daughter of Mabel 
Florence (Witheridge) Wood and Thomas Bramwell Wood, and yes, 
Thomas Wood was a state senator. She also told me about her first 
cousin, Stella Oyos in Devils Lake. | started corresponding with Stella 
and we had a great relationship. Stella was the daughter of Ida Estella 
Mary (Witheridge) Oke and Marwood Oke. Unfortunately, Stella passed 
away in April, 1998 at the ripe old age of 93. Prior to her demise, she did 
tell me all about the Freed family. That is how | knew about Paul Freed in 
Minneapolis and his brother Bruce Freed, whom we met last Saturday. 


| have also found other lines through all the correspondence with the 
various families. | have to thank uncle 'Bob' for most of these finds, as 
without his letter, { doubt | would have ever found all these people. 


Should any of you require more information on these families, please do 
not hesitate to let me know and | will be more than willing to pass along 
any information in my possession. 


| should point out that all of the above are descendants of George 
Witheridge and Mary (Saunders) Witheridge, who emigrated from 
Bradworthy, Devon, to Darlington Twp., Ontario, in 1841.

They are the entire contents of a 
manila folder he labeled “Witheridge — Genealogy.” When I found them, 
they were in no particular order. Insofar as possible I have reordered 
them chronologically and have further organized them into several broad 
categories, as follows:

Evan Roberts completed his 
three weeks of labors on April 17, 
and the Welsh churches of Liver- 
pool counted the yield of the har- 
vest. Over 750,new Christians were 
in the fold. The evangelist returned 
to Wales to rest, in a state of ex- 
haustion. He was to make but one 
more evangelistic tour, a four-week 
campaign of the jsland of Anglesea, 
from June 6 to July 8, After six 
weeks in the mountains of Wales 
and at the seashore, he seemed fit 
for work and buoyant of spirit. 

The team—The Rev. John Wil- 
Yiams of Liverpool, Miss Annie 
Davies, the evangelist’s sister and 
yan Roberts himself —- began at 
Amlwch with Mx. Roberts’ opening 
words: “Let us be careful to direct 
our expectations to the right quar- 
ter,” and continued there for three 


days. The entire district was 
aroused. Visitors from many for- 
eign countries arrived, and since 
chapels were now hopelessly in- 
adequate, when they reached Ce- 
maes the young Welshman preached 
for the first time in the open fields. 
He used a frame platform. 

The meetings continued with in- 
creasing crowds at Lianerchymedd, 
Lianddensant, Llanfachreth, Gwal- 
chmai, Llangefni,  Brynsiencyn, 
Beaumaris, Menai Bridge, Llanddo- 
na, Holyhead. Six thousand turned 
out, then 8,000, then 10,000. 

Then followed a time of prayer 
and singing. Following a short talk 
by his sister, the evangelist rose to 
his feet. “Before we go further,” 
he said, “I have a question to ask 
you. Are there any obstacles in the 
meeting? Don't think I have come 
to give fire. God gives the fire. Pray 
that the obstacles may -be removed.<... 


The Hehe reports that. “almost in- 


‘stantly there was a remarkable out- 
burst of prayer.” 


AND HEAVEN IS PURE JoY 


As the days proceeded, the en- 
thusiasm spread and conversions 
multiplied. Churches were crowded 
at regular services. There were 
some disturbances, occasional rum- 
blings of local religious differences, 
but on the whole it was a joyful 
revival. On one occasion Mr. Rob- 
erts warned those who felt spirit- 
ually cold not to speak during the 
service. “It would be like icebergs 
in the midst of fire!” he said. 

If some wondered at the smiling 
faces in church, he reminded them 
that “there is no holier place than 
heaven, and yet it is pare joy.” In 
Crescent Congregational Chapel 
the hymn-singing beeame actually 
jubilant. The converts were “dis- 
covered” with an enthusiasm that 
was infectious. Reberts would ask 
for hands to be raised by Chris- 
tians. Then he would say, “Do you 
see anyone whose hand is not 
raised? Offer Jesus to them. Do it 
simply and tenderly — just ask if 
they will receive him.” One after 
another was found, and the singing 
broke out again. : 

Nothing like it had ever been 
known in the history of the island. 
The conversions caused “indescrib- 
able rejoicing” among the Chris- 
tians. Strong men broke down and 
cried like children. The memory of 
Annie Davies’ rendering of Ira 
Sankey hymns lingered on like the 
fragrance of spring. 

On June 30 Evan Roberts ar- 
rived at Liandona, where he had 
__ been invited to speak in a parish 

church of the Church of England. 
This proved to be a new experience 
in the young evangelist’s life. A re- 
port of the welcome given him by 
the rector of the 1,300-year-old 
church, which was located on the 
seashore “seven miles from any- 
where,” is preserved for us. 

“My friends,” said the rector 
(according to the South Wales 
Daily News), “this is a great day 
here, and will, 1 trust, be a great 
day in heaven. The hour to which 
my brethren and I have looked for- 
ward for so many weeks in faith 
and hope has dawned, and we are 
today able to welcome our young 
brother to this church.

winds which began to blow in South 
Wales have been felt in the North, 
and have blown across the Menai 
Strait to Anglesea; and that so 
many have been lifted to a higher 
and nobler view of life and its re- 
sponsibilities. 

“A rather timid friend asked me, 
‘What will the Bishop say? Weil, 
my friends, the heart of the Bishop 
of Bangor and of each of the other 
Welsh bishops beat in fullest sym- 
pathy with this movement, and are 
animated by the spirit of this 
blessed revival. For the revival is 
the same as heaven—it recognizes 
no distinction of sect. 

“Evan Roberts does not ask you 
to join this church or that, but he 
calls on all to come to Jesus, and 
that is why 1 so earnestly desired 
his presence here this day. Some 
may worship better in chapel than 
in chureh; others better in chutch 
than in chapel. To all such I would 
say, seek Christ's presence and stay 
to worship in the place where you 
find your spirit best in harmony 
with the Spirit of Christ. 

“And now may God bless this his 
young servant, Evan Roberts, and 
yaise many another such as he to 
perform similar work.” (Adds the 
South Wales Daily News, “It is 
hardly necessary to say that such 
an address sounded strangely in the 
ears of many, and that it left a 
profound impression.”) _ 

Evan Roberts rose, smiled, and 
acknowledged the hospitality of the 
rector and the ch , then began 


to address the expectant throng 
that had come from miles around 


to pack the church and crowd the 
open doors. SE. W.

You may be interested to know of other records in our custody, 
which may prove useful. We have the Land Tax assessments for the period 
1780 ~ 1832. Unfortunately, the destruction of the Exeter Probate Office 
in the last war has meant that there are not many wills extant for Devonshire 
families. But we have the Inland Revenue Wills, 1812 ~ 57, the index of 
which mentions a Susanna Witheridge of Kingsbridge for 1854 (Ref: W1126) and 
Richard Witheridge of Tavistock for 1834, (Ref. w1127). 


Regarding the compilation of your family history, I feel sure that 
you would be best advised to engage the services of a professional genealogist, 
who would be able to examine thoroughly the sources I have mentioned.

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Editor’s Note 


On the next two pages are two versions of the same 
document: Dad’s one-family record for John Witheridge 
(known in the index as “bapt. 1828”) and Clara Blackmore 
(known in the index as “bapt. 1822”). What is clearly the 
earlier version is presented here first, followed by an 
updated later version; unfortunately, Dad didn’t date 
either. You will notice that the later version has three 
footnotes, which appeared (as usual for his one-family 
records) on the reverse side of the original. Despite what 
Dad wrote on both versions, he came to doubt that Clara 
actually had a husband #1 prior to John — see the index 
entry for George Curtis (Elder).

The document on the previous page — Dad’s penciled notes about the 
birth facts for his father, William Allen Witheridge (b. 1881) — were 
written on a piece of handy scratch paper, the reverse side of a blank 
form left over from his tenure as mechanical engineer (before changing 
fields entirely to become a clergyman). After graduating from the 
University of Michigan with his bachelor’s degree in engineering, Dad 
worked for several years at his father’s heating and ventilating 
equipment supply firm in Saginaw, Michigan — the W. A. Witheridge 
Company — which is the source of this highly appropriate scratch paper. 
There were many other souvenirs of this kind in our house when my 
brother Jim and I were growing up.

This is perhaps the most fitting coincidence I’ve come across so far in my 
excursion through Dad’s files.

Editor’s Note 


On the next five pages, closing out this section of folder 1.64g, is what I believe was 
Dad’s first attempt at an ancestor chart for his Witheridge and Nemitz lines (i.e., his 
father’s line from Great Britain and his mother’s line from Germany). His format for 


the chart seems a bit unusual, but the names for Dad’s generation all seem to be 
there. 


The chart is undated, but it was located at the end of a manila folder labeled 


“Witheridge — Genealogy,’ and it doesn’t go back very far. The other items in the 
folder were all from the early phase of his genealogical research. 


He definitely made it after September 1973. How do I know this? Because he wrote 
it on the reverse side of a repurposed wall calendar for the third quarter of 1973 
(see below). We always had these calendars on the kitchen wall in our Minneapolis 
house, placed directly behind Dad’s seat at the table between the refrigerator anda 
little hallway connecting the kitchen to the basement and the rest of the first floor. 
On these calendars, which Dad purchased from a church supply house, Mom and 


Dad (and Jim and I as we got old enough) would write important coming events the 
family needed to keep track of.

The final document in folder 1.64g (starting on the next page) appears to 
be a preliminary time line for Dad’s eventual Witheridge ancestor chart. 


As a trained engineer, he liked order, and this organizational scheme 
would help him to impose some semblance of order on an otherwise 
chaotic and time-consuming document assembly process. 


There are two large (17” x 11”) oblong graph sheets. The first sheet 
is labeled “Combe Martin Register” at the top, with dates ranging 
from 1640 to 1840 on the left. The second sheet is unlabeled at the 
top, with dates ranging from 1690 to 1730 on the upper left side, 
then an intentional break, followed by more dates ranging from 
1640 to 1810 on the lower left side. Unfortunately, neither sheet was 
dated.

THE PURITAN PILGRIMS OF 
MASSACHUSETTS. 


Governor William Bradford, who is 
the highest authority on the subject, 
tells us that the persons who came to 
Plymouth were called Poritans; that 
their English neighbors opprobriously & 
most injuriously impoied upon them 
that name of Puritans which it is said the 
Novatians out of prid did assnme & take 
‘unto. themselves.”

The following document, the last one in this section, lists individuals buried in the 
churchyard of the Church of St Peter ad Vincula in Combe Martin, Devon, England, which is 
the Church of England parish church for that village. Pages 3 and 4 of the document also 
include a separate list of Gear and Pile family burials under the heading “Berrynarbor”; 
however, it is unclear where those burials took place, because apparently there is a St. Peter 
Church in Berrynarbor as well, and Dad didn’t specify the burial ground involved. 


There is actually a Wikipedia article about the Combe Martin edifice, which states (as of 
today): "Possibly built on the site of a Saxon church, construction of the present building 
began in the 13th-century with additions in the 15th-century and later. It has been a Grade I 
listed building since 1965. The church comes under the Diocese of Exeter. Pevsner describes 
the church as 'One of the best in the neighbourhood.” (Nikolaus Pevsner, The Buildings of 
England: North Devon, Penguin Books [1952], p. 76.) 


Dad and Mom appear to have visited the Combe Martin church during their 1976 trip, 
although the level of detail in his handwritten list on the next four pages makes me think he 
might have copied the information from an existing list compiled by an unknown source 
(perhaps provided by the church itself?) and not gleaned it from their own laborious walk- 
through of the churchyard. I do wish he’d been more forthcoming here!

Document 1 


This is a single typewritten page with information about one “WITHERIDGE, Edward of 
Lymehouse, Mariner. Proved 1697.” Simple and straightforward. 


Document 2 


This is two pages of Dad’s notes from the 1851 and 1861 censuses of Kingsbridge, 
Devon, for surnames of interest to him: Shillabeer, Wetheridge, Witherage, and 
Witheridge (plus any others living in the housholds). Again, simple and straightforward. 


Document 3 


This document — eleven pages of notes, the first page by Dad and the rest by Mom in 
her (unfortunately) less legible hand — requires a bit of explanation. 


There is something called the “Burnet Morris Index” at the Westcountry Studies Library. 
Since I was totally mystified, I did a Google search today, and miraculously this popped 
up (at http://www.windeatt.f2s.com/windeatt/burnet.htm): 


“This is an [sic] card index to Devonshire people, places and topics held at the Devon 
Local Studies Library in Exeter. Most of the million cards were written by one man — 
Burnet Morris. The records are, however, only an index and almost every entry requires 
further investigation in the original source or cross referenced record. ... [The writer 
was searching for records pertaining to her own Windeatt family.] Unfortunately, I 
didn't have time to do this second searching except in a few cases.” 


While Mom’s notes from Burnet’s index cards might have proven useful to Dad and Mom 
on August 23, 1980, it’s impossible for me to imagine how to use them today — except 
to scan them and present them here for you to try to imagine how to use.

Most are Witheridge related, but one 
in particular involves Mom’s ancestors, too (see the last 
document, whose origin is unknown to me, regarding the Munro 
Clan; those folks show up on both Dad’s and Mom’s side of the 
ledger). 


The first clump of documents is from St. Catherine’s House (q.v.), 
which was the central archive of birth, death, and marriage 
certificates in the United Kingdom at the time. St. Catherine's is 
now closed; as of August 2021 a company called Vital Certificates 
has taken over the function. 


Also included here are Dad’s notes for other repositories and 
personal sources: the Devon Record Office, the West Country 
Studies Library, the North Devon Athenaeum, and even the LDS 
IGI.

This section starts with three family pictures that have almost nothing to do 
with Louise and Jim but somehow ended up in their manila file. 


Louise and Jim Mark (Louise Alice Witheridge [b. 1913] and James Frederic 
Mark, Jr. [b. 1914]) were Dad’s older sister and her husband. They were my 
beloved Aunt Louise and Uncle Jim. 


The Witheridges and Marks were very close emotionally and in other 
important respects (the one exception being politics: Aunt Louise couldn’t 
resist warning us that “the Democrats are taking us down the road to 
socialism’). In fact, the four adults solemnly agreed that — should anything 
happen to either couple — the other two would finish raising their children. 
Whenever we went back to Saginaw, Michigan, to visit my parents’ respective 
families and longstanding friends, my brother Jim and I would stay with the 
Marks and their kids, Jaimie and Jennifer (now known as Jenni), while Dad and 
Mom stayed with Mom’s dearest friend, Grace Perry, and her sister Marian. 


Dad’s thick Louise and Jim Mark file contained correspondence that was 
mostly nongenealogical in nature; I have scanned some of it here but have 
saved the rest for Jaimie and Jenni to keep or toss.

James and Penelope Mark have presented many clarinet and piano recitals in 
the eastern United States, the American southwest and in eastern Canada. 

James Mark is a graduate of the Eastman School of Music, Hartt College of 
Music and the University of Michigan where he received a Doctorate in clarinet 
performance. While studying at the Royal College of Music in London, England, 
he was twice awarded the Arthur Somervell Woodwind Prize which was presented 
by the Queen Mother. Dr. Mark has performed with the D’Oyly Carte Opera 
Company; the United States Air Force Band in Washington, D.C.; the Albany 
Symphony Orchestre, Albany, New York; the Orchestra of Santa Fe, New Mex- 
ico; and has been principal clarinetist of the Berkshire Symphony, Massachusetts. 
He has been a soloist with several of the afore-mentioned orchestras and has been 
a frequent performer in chamber music ensembles as well as a recitalist. Since 
moving to Canada in 1979 he has been heard on the CBC, both Atlantic and 
national networks, is a member of the Tintamarre Chamber Ensemble, and has 
been acting conductor of the New Brunswick Youth Orchestra. Dr. Mark is 
presently Assistant Professor of clarinet and saxophone at Mount Allison Univer- 
sity, where he also conducts the Symphonic Band. He is frequently an adjudicator 
at Maritime music festivals. 

Penelope Mark is a graduate of Mount Allison University and holds two 
A.R.C.M. certificates from the Royal College of Music in London; England; where 
she was twice awarded the harpsichord prize. 

While living in the United States, Mrs. Mark presented harpsichord recitals 
in many cities and performed as a member of several symphony orchestras in- 
cluding the Hartford Symphony, the Springfield (Mass.) Symphony, the Robert 
Brink Orchestra of Boston, and the Arlington Opera Theatre. She has been ac- 
tive in theatre work in Washington, D.C. and Massachusetts. While living in New 
Mexico she was invited to perform at the Santa Fe Bach Festival and appeared 
both as soloist and accompanist for James Mark throughout the state. Mrs. Mark 
has taught at the University of Hartford, Conn., Williams College, Mass., and 
is presently teaching piano and harpsichord at Mount Allison. She performs fre- 
quently as piano soloist with the Tintamarre Chamber Ensemble, records for the 
CBC both locally and nationally, and recently taped a television programme of 
harpsichord solos for Tele D’Acadie. Her concert schedule this year includes a 
performance of Beethoven’s Quintet for Piano and Woodwinds, the premier of 
Dr. James Code’s Sextet for Piano and Woodwinds, and a recital of piano duets 
with Dr. Janet Hammock. 

She has adjudicated several music festivals in the Maritime Provinces and also 
examines for the Mount Allison Local Centre examinations.

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ELIZABETH WITHERIDGE - an appreciation of a remarkable lady 
by Kim Cook 


Elizabeth Witheridge, wife of the Rev. David Witheridge of 
Minneapolis, and mother of Jim and Tom, died peacefully in 
the Walker Methodist Health Centre in Minneapolis on 8th 
August, 1995. Her long and remarkable life was one of 
tremendous achievement in the most quiet and unassuming way, 
and I hope, through this article, to be able to share with 
those of you who did not know Elizabeth, something of her 
life and character. 


Elizabeth was raised in Saginaw, Michigan, where she spent 
most of her childhood in the care of her grandparents on 
their farm. From her earliest days she had a_ strong 
Christian faith and a great love and concern for children 
two attributes that were to be the markers of her life. 


After leaving school Elizabeth trained as a kindergarten 
(primary school) teacher, graduating from Central Michigan 
University. She taught for 13 years in Saginaw. In 1941 she 


married David, whom she had known since childhood, as they 
were both members of the same church. At the time of their 
marriage, David was a heating, ventilation and air 


conditioning engineer. 


Later, when David gave up engineering to train as a Baptist 
minister, Elizabeth also took courses at Colgate Rochester 
Divinity School. After graduating from divinity college, 
David became a pastor in Illinois, where they lived for nine 
years before, in 1951, moving to Minneapolis where David 
became Executive Director of the Greater Minneapolis Council 
of Churches. 


As well as bringing up their two sons, Jim and Ton, 
Elizabeth fulfilled all the duties expected of a pastor's 
wife - and more. Her rapport with children made her a 
natural Sunday School teacher. She led the children's 
choir, and served on many church committees involved in 
caring for the disadvantaged. In particular, she had a 
great concern for the plight of the American Indians, being 
heavily involved with the Division of Indian Work of the 
Greater Minneapolis Council of Churches. In everything she 
did, she showed great concern for the welfare of others. 


In addition to all this, Elizabeth somehow found time to 
write a succession of books for children. The first ‘Mara 
of Old Babylon" published in 1955, was the story of a child 


in Biblical times. This was followed by ‘Mara Journeys 
Home’ and, in complete contrast, ‘Jim Penney's Golden 
Nugget', based on the life of one of her ancestors in the 
days of the gold rush. 


All Elizabeth's books were based on fact, and many recounted 
events that she had experienced herself, or circumstances 
she had encountered in her welfare work. Throughout her 
writings, Elizabeth tackled real social issues in a way that 
children could understand and relate to, and her books are 
full of her gentle wisdom. All her books were meticulously 
researched, and in an interview after the publication of one 
of them, she insisted that "books for children should be 
historically accurate. Such great harm can be done by 
giving them wrong information" . 


"Dead End Bluff', which recounted the experiences of a blind 


boy, won a national award. Much of Elizabeth's own 
childhood is recalled in 'Never Younger, Jeannie’, 
(published in 1963), a book she dedicated to the memory of 


her grandparents, while ‘Just One Indian Boy', (published in 
1974) was based on the lives of young Native Americans (as 
they now prefer to be called) on a reservation in northern 
Minnesota. I treasure the copies of these two books given me 
by Elizabeth. 


On the fly-leaf of ‘Just One Indian Boy', Elizabeth wrote 
the following inscription: 


"One Indian boy growing up read this hook and said to 
his mother, "I've read this book three times, and it's 
the best book I have ever read!" As its author, I am 
pleased beyond words that it has fulfilled the purpose 
that I dreamed for it!' 


Even though she was no longer in full-time teaching, 
Elizabeth continued to be involved with children's 


education. She travelled widely, visiting schools to speak 
about her books, and to encourage children both to think 
carefully about the issues they raised, and to consider 
writing their own experiences. Her visits to schools were 


greeted with enormous enthusiasm by the young pupils, who 
loved her dearly, and would string banners of welcome across 
the school entrance. Such tokens of esteem always surprised 
and delighted Elizabeth, who never saw herself as anyone 
special, even when others did. 


Elizabeth's care and concern for others was always very 
practical, and she campaigned for many causes in support of 


the disadvantaged, particularly among ethnic minorities. 
Without succumbing to the aggression so prevalent among the 
campaigners of today, Elizabeth quietly and firmly stood her 
ground on issues of injustice and inequality. 


Elizabeth's ancestry was predominantly English (Plumb, 
Gilbert, Kendall and Baldwin featured in her family tree) 
and her ancestors had been among the very earliest 
American colonists. Some had fought for freedom in the 
American War of Independence in 1776. This ancestry 
entitled Elizabeth to the highly prized accolade of 
membership of the prestigious organisation ‘Daughters of the 
American Revolution’. But when the DAR refused to allow the 
renowned black singer Marion Anderson to sing in their 
august halls, Elizabeth did what to many people was 
unthinkable - she resigned her membership. She was not 
alone, however, because Eleanor Roosevelt did likewise. The 
political climate has, thankfully, changed considerably 
since then, but in those days Elizabeth's action was a bold 
and courageous step. 


Our family's first contact with David and Elizabeth came in 
the 1960s, when David wrote to all the Witheridges he could 
find in the UK telephone directories. One of these was my 
aunt Dorothy. Unable to get up to London herself, and 
knowing that I had already done some work on the family 
tree, she commissioned me to do some further research so 
that we could answer David's questions about our branch of 
the family. From my reply to that letter grew a 
correspondence and a friendship that continue to this day. 


In the early days, most of the letters were about family 
history and were written by David. However, when our elder 
son, Jason was born in 1968, he was diagnosed as having a 
rare digestive problem for which the prognosis was not good. 
During Jason's illness there were long gaps between my 
letters, and eventually I wrote and explained the situation. 
By return of post we received two lovely letters, one from 
David, the other from Elizabeth. In her letter, Elizabeth 
explained that their son Tom had also been born with a 
similar condition, so she knew and understood our anxieties. 
Her letter was full of practical sympathy, warmth and above 
all encouragement, and it lightened those dark days. 
Thereafter, Elizabeth would always add her own personal 
messages to David's letters, and we felt that they were both 


our dearest friends, even though at that stage we had never 
met. 


We eventually met for the first time when David and 
Elizabeth first came to the UK in June 1976. They arrived 
just in time to be guests of honour at our church's supper

to celebrate the American Bicentenary. It was only after 
the supper that I learned how appropriate the occasion was 
for Elizabeth! Later, we celebrated the Fourth of July with 
tea in an English garden, ending with what was then, to us, 
the novelty of water ice. Elizabeth was thrilled for 
(unknown to us) water ice had been a traditional ingredient 
of her childhood Fourth of July celebrations! 


On that first visit, David and Elizabeth stayed in the UK 
for three months, combining visits to British Councils of 
Churches with family history research and holiday. They met 
many Witheridges in their travels, and I particularly 
remember a wonderful day we all spent with Anthony and 
Francoise Witheridge and their four young children together 
with Anthony's father, George and his wife Gwen, at their 
home on an Army base in Kent. As always, Elizabeth took 
great pleasure in having so many youngsters around her. 


As David and Elizabeth shared our interests in history, and 
in plants and flowers, Hampton Court and Kew Gardens were on 
the agenda. We were disappointed with Kew, looking (as we 
thought) very sad and brown in that famous ‘summer of the 
drought’ (so like this one!) but Elizabeth loved it. 
Throughout their travels and visits, Elizabeth, despite 
being nearly 70, never flagged. All through that heat, 
however busy she was, however tight their schedule, 
Elizabeth remained calm and unflappable. I often wished I 
could emulate her easy efficiency and even temperament. And 
every evening she wrote up her journal, recording the 
experiences of their visit. I wondered if she might find 
the ingredients for another book in that journal. 


David and Elizabeth made two further visits to the UK, in 
1980 and 1988, and then in 1990 welcomed us most warmly to 
their home in Minneapolis, where we got to know the whole 
family. With her continuing love of children, it was 
natural that Elizabeth was particularly devoted to her 
grand-daughter Rebecca, daughter of Tom and his wife 
Virginia. Even though by then we could see the early signs 
of the Alzheimer's disease that was to develop during those 


last five years, her natural rapport with children was still 
very evident. 


Here we also saw further evidence of the love of plants that 
David and Elizabeth shared. In the house, Elizabeth had a 
wonderful collection of African violets, which she grew and 
tended herself. In the garden we enjoyed their beautiful 
rose bed - a delight of colour and scent. Nothing unusual 
in that you may think - until you remember that after summer 


temperatures in the high eighties and a warm autumn, 
Minneapolis has two or three months a year under snow, when 
temperatures can be down to minus 20 degrees or more! 


In November, 1991, on one of those cold, snowbound days, 
Elizabeth injured her hip ina fall. Although the injury 
eventually healed reasonably well, the shock precipitated an 
acceleration of her Alzheimer's disease. For over three 
years David nursed her devotedly at home, even when, in his 
exhaustion, he fell and broke his own ankle, earlier this 
year. However as Elizabeth's illness progressed, the 
need for round-the-clock nursing in a specialist centre was 
inescapable, and her last weeks were spent in the Walker 
Methodist Health Centre near their home in Minneapolis, 
where she received the very best of care. 


Even in thost last days, when memory and co-ordination had 
failed, and she was unable to speak even the names of those 
she loved, her delight in children never dimmed, and she 
would greet nine-year-old Rebecca with open arms and a 
beaming smile. 


During the funeral service in Grace Trinity Church in 
Minneapolis, the congregation sang Elizabeth's favourite 
hymn - Eleanor Farjeon's ‘Morning has broken' - one she had 
taught to her own children, and to generations of Sunday 
School children. 


Elizabeth's quiet, steadfast faith has surely secured for 
her a place where she can truly sing 


‘Mine is the sunlight! Mine is the morning 
Born of the one light Eden saw play!' 


Elizabeth was a talented, gracious and generous person, 
greatly loved by all who knew her. I'm sure all Witheridge 
Society members will join with me in sending our condolences 
to David, to Tom, Virginia and Rebecca, and to Jim and 
David. Elizabeth will be sorely missed, but her influence, 
through her family, her faith and witness, her works and her 
writings, lives on.

-1,000 miles from Milwaukee. I was especially interested in 
Vicki, because she looked a lot like you, Loulse, when you were 
younger. Vicki's brother, Darrell Anderson, came up from 
Wilmette; and Mike George, who Lives in Milwaukee, also came. 
He is a descendant of the Tomke family from Bay County, 
Michigan. 


Now Friedrich is planning to come back again next year with his 
wife Renate, his cousin Hans-Joachim and his wife Helga, and 
Hans-Joachim's father, Johannes, who Priedrich says leoks like 
me.

Just a short response to your e-mail. I’m so glad Louise wrote down her reminiscences while she 
could. I would love to have a copy of them, and here is $20 to help with the photocopying and 
postage. They may help me with my own reminiscences, which I have only barely begun. I have 
much more writing to do also about our ancestors and Elizabeth’s, and I hope I can stay healthy 
long enough to do it. 


About my own early life, the short answer is, “Yes, I did work for Father before I went to the 
seminary.” Because of the Depression, I got my first two years of college at Bay City Junior 
College and then finished my engineering degree at Ann Arbor. I worked four years with Father 
before deciding to become a minister. My last major job was designing the heating and 
ventilating for the then-new (1940) Arthur Hill High School. 


Yes, I started searching for my Jacobs ancestors using all the spelling variations, but there were 
so many that | went to just Jacobs. The Mormon library doesn’t have them organized by area— 
just one alphabetical listing for all of Germany. There are thousands of them. So now I’m in the 
tedious process of going through them all, looking for some in the Stolp district of Pomerania. | 
just do a few hundred at a time. I’m up to #1400 now and haven’t found a single one in the 
district called Kreis Stolp, but P’ll keep looking!

Editor’s Note 


David Jeffery Torborg (b. 1960) became an official member of the 
Witheridge family shortly after midnight on the morning of 
August 1, 2013, at Minneapolis City Hall, when he married his life 
partner, my brother, Jim (James Penney Witheridge [b. 1946]), 
shortly after midnight in the first hour of the first day it was legal 
to do so in Minnesota. The guests formed an enormous and joyful 
crowd that included the Governor of Minnesota and the Mayor of 
Minneapolis, both of whom gave inspiring speeches. 


After the opening ceremony in the majestic five-story central 
rotunda, hundreds of couples gathered with families and friends 
at their assigned locations around City Hall for individual 
ceremonies. Jim and David and their retinue moved to the elegant 
City Council Chambers, where Judge Margaret A. Daly conducted 
our particular ceremony, expressing her great delight at having an 
opportunity to participate in the historic occasion. The wedding 
was followed by a giant multi-couple after-party at a nearby 
venue. Afterward we returned to City Hall in a horse-drawn 
carriage to fetch our cars and head home after a very late and 
eventful night.

The Schick family told me that they had emigrated to Canada from Austria. Peter John Schick (Schiick) 
was said to have sold patent medicines from a wagon before he died, very young, in the flu epidemic of 
1918. His wife, Mary Genevieve (whom | met), was said to have emigrated to the United States at the age 
of 18. His son, Peter Anton Schick, brought his family to California, USA, in about 1960 and worked as a 
carpenter and contractor. In retirement, Peter Anton Schick became a world renowned expert on the 
tender species rhododendron. He built the rhododendron garden at Mendocino Coast Botanical Gardens 
and was awarded a gold medal for lifetime achievement by the American Rhododendron Society in 2007.

Joseph Francis Dosman (also cited as Jacob elsewhere) arrived in New York in the United States with his 
wife Catherine Fuchs on November 3, 1840, according to “The German Settlers of Waterloo County, 
Ontario”. This matches up with what LADS told me many years later: some of her ancestors had 
emigrated into Canada through the Midwestern United States. On the other side of her family line, 
however, Stephen Waechter and his wife Dorothea Etsch were already in Ontario in the early 1800's. 
Lorraine treasured the culture, farming, cooking and Roman Catholic faith of her ancestors from

Comments: 

CAFE described Jonas and Anna Strouss emigrating west from Pennsylvania to Indiana, saying that an 
unnamed Norwegian named Erickson was in the same group. However, this unnamed Erickson’s son, 
John Erickson, lost his life in the Civil War and his grandson William David Erickson was to marry 
Rebecca Whan, the granddaughter of Jonas Strouss, (who had lived 100 years!). William Frank Erickson 
followed in the line of surveyors, builders and machinists in the Erickson and Scholes families, with a 
degree in engineering from Purdue University, as well as his own passion for writing, humor and theater. 


WFE said that the family changed the family name to the Swedish spelling “Erickson” because “everyone 
in the US spelled it that way anyway”. ~ALE

CAFE wrote that Mary Scholes was educated at “Tri-State in Angola (Indiana)” and “taught one-room 
school at Cheesetown” and described Mary getting herself to that school using a railroad handcar. CAFE 
wrote that, after Mary married Archie Erickson, the Depression hit hard and they moved from Indiana to 
West Virginia where Archie had been offered a job at the DuPont Zinc Plant. However, WFE felt that 
Archie and Mary wanted a new life, also, because the Scholes family, starting with Nelson Scholes, had 
been involved with a very strict Christian church that “did not even allow music in church”. 

Mary was able to play music in church in West Virginia, and she enjoyed their small farm, growing and 
canning much of the food that Mary and Archie ate. ~ALE

Comments: 

John Finney was an Episcopal minister sent to the Virginia Colony in 1611. One branch of his large family 
came to Pennsylvania. In that line of the Finneys, Thomas Finney fought in the French and Indian War, 
as well as the Revolutionary War and established the family farm. He and his son, George Washington 
Finney, both married women who were from “Scotch Irish" families settled in Pennsylvania. George's 
father-in-law, Isaac Smith also fought in the Revolutionary War. George's son, Thomas Jefferson Finney, 
struggled to create businesses, unsuccessfully, in Harrisburg, Pennsylvania and in West Virginia. “T.J” 
married the seventeen year old sister of his Harrisburg associates, the Einstein brothers, Emma Rebecca 
Einstein. Rebecca, as she was called, died of meningitis at 48 and her brothers settled her estate on her 
children. “T.J." Finney was cared for in his old age by his son, Maurice Einstein Finney, who also took 
care of his sisters, his mother-in-law Ellen Vansant and, at times, his granddaughter, Charlotte Ann 
Finney. Maurice worked as a bank teller and was a general in the Pennsylvania National Guard and a 
colonel in the U.S. Army. His son, Robert Vansant Finney, became a professor of languages and French 
civilization at Purdue University. Charlotte Ann Finney Erickson designed her own college program in 
speech therapy at Purdue University and was a speech therapist in public schools for thirty years. ~ALE

According to CAFE, there was a “family legend”, that this family of Einsteins was distantly related to the 
famous physicist Albert Einstein. Supposedly, an Einstein who was related to Albert Einstein's ancestors 
emigrated to the United States at an earlier time. However, | have found no connection in my own 
research. Morris G. Einstein established a very successful dry goods business in the “Eighth Ward” in 
Harrisburg PA. His sons Edgar and Joseph took it over, did well, and helped their sister Rebecca's 
children after Rebecca’s early death in 1894. The “maiden aunt” Celia Einstein also befriended Maurice 
Einstein Finney’s wife, Mary, and their son Robert Vansant Finney. ~ALE

CAFE writes in “Story-Tellers”: “Grandmother Craig (Mary R. Piper Craig) was the very woman In all 
Bedford Co. who vaulted onto horseback And rode astride...She was the one who nursed all the sick 
creatures And once set a dog’s leg without being bitten”. Mary grew up on the family horse farm at Fort 
Piper and came by her spirit naturally. Her great-grandfather, Col. John Michael Piper, had built Fort Piper 
during conflicts with Native Americans and been awarded more acres as pay for his service in the 
Revolutionary War. His wife, Elizabeth Jane Lusk, came from a Scottish family recorded back to the 13th 
century. Col. Piper’s mother, Margaret B. Clelland, came from a family that includes a James Cleland who 
fought with his cousin William Wallace against the English in 1296, as well as succeeding generations of 
Scottish warriors. ~ALE 
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
